To  the  Legislature  of  Minnesota: 

Pursuant  to  Section  6 of  Chapter  214  of  the  General  Laws  of 
Minnesota  1899,  the  Minnesota  State  Forestry  Board  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report : 

The  first  step  in  forest  preservation  in  Minnesota  was  the  law 
of  1895  for  the  prevention  of  forest  fires,  the  investigation  of  the 
forests  and  dissemination  of  information  on  forest  regrowth.  Four 
years  afterwards  the  State  Forestry  Board  was  created  to  adminis- 
ter on  forestry  principles  any  land  which  the  state  might  acquire  for 
forestry  purposes  by  gift  from  any  person,  by  purchase  or  by  grant 
from  Congress. 

PILLSBURY  DONATION. 

Under  this  law  the  state  received  from  the  late  ex-Governor 
lohn  S.  Pillsbury  a donation  of  one  thousand  acres  of  cut-over 
pine  land  in  Cass  County  suitable  for  the  reproduction  of  conif- 
erous forest  and  which  is  now  partially  covered  with  young  growth 
of  jack  pine  and  poplar. 

NURSERY. 

The  Forestry  Board  had  an  acre  of  this  land  prepared  for  a 
nursery  and  sown  last  spring  with  principally  Norway  spruce  and 
some  pine.  For  protection  of  plants  at  tender  age  from  the  sun 
half  the  nurser}/-  was  covered  with  lath  screens  and  the  other  half 
with  brush  screens.  The  spruce  came  up  fairly  well.  Scotch  and 
white  pine  not  as  well.  The  nurseryman  lives  half  a mile  away  and 
blackbirds  and  gophers  did  some  damage.  It  is  estimated,  how- 
ever, that  nearly  a million  plants  are  in  thrifty  condition.  They 
should  be  permanently  planted  within  the  next  two  years.  The 
nursery  should  be  enlarged. 

SPRUCE  FOR  PULP. 

As  spruce  can  be  used  for  pulp  at  smaller  size  than  is  required 
for  saw  logs  it  is  believed  that  quicker  returns  can  be  had  from 
spruce  than  from  pine  and  this  Board  wishes  to  make  a trial  of 
growing  it  on  a portion  of  the  Pillsbury  reserve. 
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GRANT  BY  CONGRESS  OF  20,000  ACRES. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  April  28,  1904,  granted  to  the  State  of 
Minnesota  twenty  thousand  acres  of  third  and  fourth  rate  land  for 
forestry  purposes  and  authorized  the  State  Land  Commisssioner 
and  the  Forestry  Board  to  make  the  selection.  This  is  the  first 
grant  of  land  for  forestry  purposes  that  Congress  has  made  to  any 
state  and  this  Board  gratefully  acknowledges  the  interest  and  pains 
of  the  Senators  and  Delegation  in  Congress  from  this  state  and 
especially  of  Messrs.  Volstead  and  Lind  of  the  House  Public 
Lands  Committee  in  securing  the  passage  of  the  bill.  After  careful 
examination  of  different  localities  the  lands  were  selected  in  Town- 
ships 63,  Range  14;  and  64,  Range  13  (in  the  northern  part  of 
St.  Louis  County),  and  a detailed  list  of  the  same  was  duly  trans- 
mitted to  the  Interior  Department  through  the  United  States  Land 
Office  at  Duluth,  July  19,  The  required  fees,  amounting  to  $250, 
accompanying  the  selection,  were  duly  paid  out  of  the  very  small 
appropriation  granted  to  the  Board. 

The  lands  have  a rugged  surface  with  more  or  less  granite  rock, 
are  now  forested  to  a considerable  extent  with  jack  pine,  some 
spruce,  tamarac  and  other  kinds  of  timber  though  not  of  large  size 
and  contain  or  adjoin  as  many  as  twenty-one  lakes,  generally  deep 
and  wooded  rock-bound  shores.  A portion  of  the  lands  border  on 
Burnside  Lake,  a popular  resort,  and  the  whole  lie  only  about 
twelve  miles  from  Ely  in  a westerly  direction  and  will  be  easily 
accessible  to  the  public  for  recreation.  A careful  examination  of 
these  lands  should  be  made  at  an  early  day  by  a competent  forester 
and  a report  made  by  him  of  the  amount  and  value  of  the  different 
kinds  of  timber  thereon,  the  way  in  which  timber  that  is  now 
merchantable  can  be  got  to  market;  also  a working  plan  prepared 
by  him  for  the  future  management  of  the  lands  on  forestry  prin- 
ciples with  a view  to  sustained  yield  and  revenue. 

The  only  money  which  has  been  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
Forestry  Board  is  $1,000  annually  for  the  office,  clerical  and  trav- 
eling expenses  of  the  Board.  The  greater  part  of  this  money  since 
the  organization  of  the  Board  was  un-expended  and  lapsed  into 
the  treasury.  The  following  amounts  ought  to  be  appropriated  for 
expenditure  by  the  Board  in  forestry  work:  For  running  the 

lines  of  the  Pillsbury  reserve  by  a competent  surveyor  and  setting 
iron  posts,  $300;  for  improving,  protecting  and  reforesting  said 
Pillsbury  reserve  $1,200  annually  for  a period  of  six  years;  for  a 

detailed  examination,  report  and  working  plan  of  the  twenty 
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thousand  acres  granted  by  Congress,  $i,6oo.  For  the  care,  protec- 
tion and  improvement  of  said  twenty  thousand  acres  of  forestry 
land,  $i,8oo  annually  beginning  with  the  fiscal  year  ending  July 
31,  1906. 

WORK  OF  REFORESTATION. 

The  Commissioner  of  Statistics  estimates  that  there  are  twelve 
million  acres  of  arable  land  in  this  state  not  yet  brought  under  culti- 
vation. Cheap  lumber  will  be  an  important  factor  in  the  develop- 
ment of  these  lands.  The  remaining  pine  timber  in  this  state  is 
being  cut  at  the  rate  of  about  one  and  a half  billion  feet  annually 
and  much  of  it  shipped  out  of  the  state  to  distant  markets.  In  a 
few  years  the  supply  of  original  pine  timber  in  Minnesota  will  be 
exhausted.  The  population  of  our  country  increases  eighteen  per 
cent  every  ten  years  and  the  population  of  our  own  state  increases 
more  rapidly.  Anyone  can  judge  for  himself  as  to  the  situation  of 
our  forest  resources,  the  great  lumber  industry  and  the  supply  of 
lumber  in  our  state  in  the  not  distant  future.  There  is  a consider- 
able amount  of  rocky  or  otherwise  waste  non-agricultural  land 
adapted  for  the  production  of  coniferous  forest  and  we  believe  it 
would  be  wise  policy  for  the  state  to  acquire  possession  of  such 
lands  by  purchase  and  use  them  permanently  in  the  re-production 
of  pine  and  spruce  timber.  The  last  Legislature  authorized  the 
Forestry  Board  to  purchase  such  lands  and  preferably  at  the  source 
of  rivers  for  forestry  purposes  at  not  exceeding  $2.50  per  acre,  but 
made  no  appropriation  for  the  purpose.

S.  F.  No.  17,  A bill  for  an  act  to  amend  section  nineteen  (19) 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  (292),  Laws  of  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (1897),  relating  to  mortgages 
and  conveyances  of  personal  property  and  contracts  creating  a lien 
thereon. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 
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Mr.  Dunn  introduced — 

S.  F.  No.  1 8,  A bill  for  an  act  to  amend  chapter  forty-six  (46), 
Laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (1899),  as 
amended  by  chapter  ten  (10),  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  one  (1901),  relating  to  Probate  Code. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Coller  introduced — 

S.  F.  No.  19,  a bill  for  an  act  repealing  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  providing  for  the  review  of  assessments  by  Township  Super- 
visors or  the  review  and  equalization  of  assessments  by  city  or 
village  authorities. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Coller  introduced —

to  provide  for  their  appointment,  removal,  duties  and  powers,  and 
to  regulate  the  assessment  of  real  and  personal  property  by  such 
County  Assessors. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Plardy  introduced — 

S.  F.  No.  21,  A bid  for  an  act  entitled  an  act  requiring  the 
State  of  Minnesota  to  reimburse  cities  and  villages  for  thfc  cost  of 
certain  local  improvements. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Smith,  W.  A.,  introduced — 

S.  F.  No.  22,  A bid  for  an  act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  County 
[Commissioners  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State  of  Minnesota 
to  issue  bonds  to  pay  for  building  a court  house,  in  any  of  said 
counties  now  in  the  course  of  construction  and  for  which  con- 
tracts have  been  entered  into  by  said  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners of  said  counties. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary.

Mr.  Lord,  from  the  Committee  on  Rules,  submits  the  following 


report : 

Your  Committee  on  Rules  respectfully  recommends  that  all  of 
the  permanent  rules  of  the  Senate  adopted  and  in  force  during 
the  Thirty-third  Session  of  the  Legislature  be  adopted  as  the  per- 
manent rules  of  the  present  session,  except  Rule  No.  35- 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  said  Rule  No.  35  be  amend- 
ed so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  when  so  amended  that  it  also 

be  adopted:  . , 

“35.  Bills,  memorials  and  joint  resolutions  may  be  introduced  by 

any  member  in  his  place,  or  by  order  of  the  Senate  on  a report  o 

a Committee.  . . 

“Each  member  so  introducing  such  bill,  memorial  or  joint  reso- 

lution  shall,  at  the  time  of  such  introduction  thereof,  furnish  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  two  copies  thereof,  which  shall  be 

endorsed  ‘copies.’  

“Every  bill,  memorial  or  joint  resolution  shall  have  prefixed 
thereto  the  name  of  the  person  introducing  it,  and  when  reported 
from  a Committee,  the  name  of  said  Committee  shall  be  endorsed 


thereon.  • , . . . 

“Every  proposed  amendment  to  any  bill,  memorial  or  joint  reso- 
lution, and  every  Committee  report  shall  be  m triplicate  f°rm- 
“That  hereafter  all  bills  introduced  in  the  Senate  shall  be  so 
framed  that  when  any  section  or  subdivision  or  chapter  of  any 
existing  law  is  to  be  amended,  or  when  any  section  or  subdivision 
or  chapter  of  any  existing  law  is  to  be  repealed,  or  when  any  sec- 
tion or  subdivision  or  chapter  of  any  repealed  law  is  to  be  revived, 
the  said  section  or  subdivision  or  chapter  shall  in  each  case  be 
given  in  full  as  it  is  designed  to  read  when  enacted,  and  all  new 
matter  contained  in  any  bill  which  proposes  to  amend  any  section 
or  subdivision  of  any  existing  law  by  inserting  or  adding  such  new 
matter  shall  be  underscored,  and  when  the  bill  is  printed  it  shall 
be  italicized;  and  no  bill  not  so  framed  shall  be  received  or  read 
by  the  Secretary  unless  otherwise  specially  ordered  by  the  Senate 
Your  Committee  further  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing new  rule,  to  be  numbered  68,  viz. : 

“68  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  have  full  and  exclusive 
authority  over,  and  charge  of,  all  the  employes,  officers  and  clerks 
of  the  Senate,  both  elective  and  appointive.  He  shall  have  the 
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sole  and  exclusive  power  and  authority  to  assign  them  to  such 
duties  other  than  for  which  they  were  elected  or  appointed,  as  he 
shall  see  fit.  He  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  of  said  em- 
ployes, officers  or  clerks  as  he  shall  deem  proper  to  exercise  the 
powers  to  him  granted  by  this  rule.  He  may  make  such  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  employes,  officers  and 
clerks  as  he  shall  see  fit  and  proper.  In  case  of  violation  of  any 
of  the  orders  of  the  President  of  the  Senate  by  any  employe,  of- 
ficer or  clerk,  or  in  case  of  any  violation  of  any  such  rule  or  regu- 
lation made  by  him  by  any  such  employe,  officer  or  clerk,  or  in 
case  of  any  misconduct  or  omission  of  any  such  employe,  officer  or 
clerk,  the  President  shall  refer  such  complaint  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules,  which  shall  have  the  final  power  to  hear  such  complaint  and 
to  discharge  any  such  employe,  officer  or  clerk,  or  to  impose  such 
other  punishment  by  way  of  fine  or  otherwise  upon  such  employe, 
officer  or  clerk,  as  to  the  said  Committee  may  seem  just  and 
proper.,, 

Your  Committee  further  recommends  that  the  Committee  on 
Finance  be  increased  from  seventeen  (17)  members  to  eighteen 
(18)  members,  and  that  Rule  No.  32  be  amended  accordingly. 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Wilson,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Statute  Revision 
Committee,  made  the  following  report : 

! 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  and  report  the  present 
status  of  the  work  now  being  done  by  the  commissioners  appointed 
to  revise  and  codify  the  general  laws  of  this  state,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows : 

That  under  and  pursuant  to  chapter  two  hundred  and  forty- 
one  (241)  of  the  General  Laws  for  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  one  (19Q1),  providing  for  the  revision  and  codification  of  the 
General  Laws,'  it  was  provided,  among  other  things,  that  the  com- 
missioners therein  appointed  should  file  the  report  of  such  revision 
and  codification,  including  the  full  text  of  all  the  law  recommended 
by  them,  including  annotations,  with  a full  and  complete  index 
of  the  whole,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  State,  and  deliver  to  him 
five  hundred  (500)  copies  of  such  report,  printed  and  bound,  on 
or  before  December  1,  1902,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  State  should 
immediately  thereafter  deliver  a copy  of  such  report  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, the  Attorney  General,  each  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
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each  Clerk  of  the  several  District  Courts  and  each  member-elect 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  state,  the  remaining  copies  to  be  subject 
to  the  disposition  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  an  appropriation  of 
thirty-five  thousand  (35,000)  dollars  was  made  by  the  Legislature. 
Subsequently  and  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (157)  of 
the  General  Laws  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three  ( 1903) 
the  time  for  the  completion  and  filing  of  said  report  by  said 
Commission  was  extended  to  December  1,  1904,  and  a further  ap- 
propriation of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars  was  made  to  carry 
out  the  provisions  of  the  act.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  said 
commission  has  had  four  years  in  which  to  complete  said  revision 
and  codification  and  an  appropriation  amounting  to  eighty-five 
thousand  (85,000)  dollars. 

Your  Committee  is  further  advised  that  at  the  time  of  the  pas- 
sage of  the  act  in  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one  (1901)  the 
publishing  house  of  the  West  Publishing  Company  had  completed 
in  scrapbook  form  a general  revision  of  the  laws  of  this  state,  and 
was  about  to  publish  the  same;  that  upon  the  passage  of  the  above 
law  and  the  creation  of  the  above  commission  said  publishing 
house  abandoned  the  proposition  of  publishing  the  revision  so  pre- 
pared by  them,  and,  in  order  to  assist  the  commission  and  expedite 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  this  vast  amount  of  de- 
tailed information  was  tendered  to  the  revision  commissioners,  who 
then  and  there  contracted  with  said  publishing  house  for  the  print- 
ing of  said  report  and  the  preparation  of  the  index  thereto  as  pro- 
vided by  the  said  act.  Your  committee  is  advised  that  under  the 
terms  of  this  arrangement  most  of  the  mechanical  work,  that  is, 
references  to  the  general  statutes  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-four  (1894)  and  all  amendatory  acts  subsequent  there- 
to, were  furnished  to  said  commissioners  by  said  publishing  house, 
and  that  the  said  commissioners  were  advised  and  agreed  that  the 
said  report  would  be  submitted  to  the  printer  on  or  about  the  first 
of  September,  1902,  or?  in  no  event,  later  than  the  first  of  Oc- 
tober, 1902,  said  publishing  house  stating  that  it  would  require 
at  least  ninety  (90)  days  in  which  to  print  said  report  but  ad- 
vised said  commission  that  it  might  be  done  m sixty  (60)  days. 
After  the  passage  of  the  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  three 
(1903)  law  this  contract  was  continued  in  force  and  the  present 
advice  of  your  committee  is  that  it  is  still  in  force. 

On  the  6th  day  of  January,  1905,  at  about  10  o’clock  in  the 
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morning  your  Committee  visited  the  office  of  said  publishing  house 
in  the  City  of  St.  Paul  and  was  advised  that  at  that  time  no  por- 
tion of  the  proof  sheets  of  said  report  or  any  of  the  same  had 
been  handed  to  it  by  the  revision  commissioners,  but  later  in  the 
day  it  was  advised  by  telephone  that 'twelve  chapters  of  corrected 
proof  sheets,  not  in  regular  order,  had  been  sent  to  its  office  to  be 
printed.  At  that  time  your  committee  was  advised  that  the  mat- 
ter embraced  in  the  two  final  chapters  of  said  report  had  not  been 
prepared  or  submitted  by  the  revision  commissioners.  Your  com- 
mittee then  visited  the  revision  commission  and  elicited  from  one 
of  the  members  thereof  the  opinion  that  said  report  would  all  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  printers  on  Monday,  the  9th  day  of  January, 
1905,  that  is  to  say,  said  report  as  prepared  by  the  commissioners, 
not  including  the  annotations  required  by  the  law  or  the  index 
required  for  the  same.  Said  commissioners  were  not  able  to  ad- 
vise your  committee  as  to  the  length  of  time  it  would  require  to 
prepare  and  submit  to  this  Legislature  a report  embracing  said 
annotations  and  index  as  required  by  the  law;  their  work  had 
been  confined  to  revision  and  codification  of  the  laws  and  this  mat- 
ter, with  perhaps  a chapter  index,  would  be  handed  to  the  printer 
on  Monday  last ; that  possibly  it  would  be  accompanied  by  the  re- 
port of  the  commissioners,  which  your  committee  understands  to 
be  somewhat  in  the  nature  of  an  explanation  of  the  method  by 
which  the  revision  and  codification  were  prepared,  but  as  to  this 
point  it  is  not  advised  more  particularly  for  the  reason  that  the 
same  was  in  process  of  preparation  by  Commissioner  Fish  at  his 
home  in  Minneapolis  and  could  not  be  seen. 

Your  committee  begs  to  report  further  that  it  is  advised  by  the 
printers  that  by  operating  their  plant  day  and  night  to  the  exclu- 
sion and  prejudice  of  their  regular  business,  which  they  expressed  a 
willingness  to  do  for  the  benefit  of  the  state,  it  will  be  possible  to 
print  said  matter  by  the  20th  of  January,  1905,  providing  that  the 
same  degree  of  diligence  in  the  reading  of  the  proof  sheets  be  exer- 
cised by  the  Revision  Commissioners  as  the  publishing  house  would 
exercise  in  printing  the  matter,  that  is  to  say,  that  they  would  work 
continuously  on  the  matter  until  completed,  and  assuming  that  too 
many  changes  and  corrections  would  not  be  made  in  the  proof,  and 
too  much  new  matter  would  not  be  presented  by  the  Commission. 

We  are  also  informed  that  the  index  cannot  be  prepared  by  rea- 
son of  the  peculiar  nature  of  the  work  within  at  least  three  days 
after  the  printing  and  paging  of  the  work  for  the  reason  that  the 
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index  must  refer  to  the  pages  of  the  report.  This  index,  we  are  in- 
formed, has  been  practically  prepared  by  the  publishers  and  they 
expect  to  be  able  to  complete  it  within  the  period  mentioned  so  that 
from  all  the  information  which  your  committee  has  been  able  to 
receive  we  feel  warranted  in  reporting  that,  barring  any  unusual 
or  unexpected  exigencies,  said  report  can  be  printed  and  in  the 
hands  of  this  body  by  January  20,  1905,  understanding,  of  course, 
that  the  same  will  not  embrace  either  annotations  or  index,  and 
that  the  pamphlet  portions  of  the  same  as  printed  will  be  furnished 
by  the  publishers  to  the  Senate  in  case  they  desire  to  make  use  of 
the  same. 

Your  committee  also  feels  constrained  to  report  that  there  has 
been  a great  lack  of  interest  and  diligence  on  the  part  of  some  of 
the  Commissioners,  or  this  work  would  have  been  finished  and  re- 
ported according  to  law  on  December  1,  1904,  and  the  members 
of  this  committee  remember  quite  distinctly  the  assurances  which 
were  given  to  them  at  the  time  the  Commissioners  asked  for  an 
extension  of  time  in  which  to  complete  their  work,  and  for  a fur- 
ther and  additional  large  appropriation,  and  they  are  quite  agreed 
that  at  that  time  it  was  represented  and  stated  that  in  case  that  ex- 
tension was  granted  and  said  additional  amount  provided,  the  re- 
vision of  the  general  laws  would  be  completed  in  a most  thorough 
and  excellent  manner  equal  to  that  of  any  other  state  in  the  Union, 
and  that  said  printed  report  could  easily  be  prepared  and  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  1st  of  September,  1904, 
so  that  the  Senators  and  state  officers  and  general  public  interested 
therein  could  have  plenty  of  time  to  secure  and  examine  the  same, 
and  that  the  remaining  copies  could  be  supplied  to  the  members- 
elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives  as  soon  as  elected. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  proper  to  call  attention  to  these  facts 
in  order  that  the  people  of  this  state  can  be  appraised  of  the  failure 
of  said  Revision  Commissioners  to  complete  and  file  their  report  as 
required  by  the  law,  and  may  place  the  blame  for  this  and  for  the 
expense  caused  by  the  delay  where  it  properly  belongs. 

In  view  of  the  aforesaid  facts  and  circumstances,  your  committee 
does  not  feel  warranted  in  assuming  the  responsibility  of  making 
any  specific  recommendation  to  the  Senate  in  this  matter,  and  feels 
that  the  question  whether  or  not  it  would  be  expedient  and  proper 
to  ask  said  Revision  Commissioners  to  tender  their  resignations,  or 
to  pass  a resolution  abolishing  their  said  offices,  and,  in  "view  of  the 
fact  that  said  printed  matter,  that  is  the  work  of  said  Commission- 
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ers  during  the  past  four  years  is  now  all  in  the  hands  of  the  printer, 
appoint  a joint  legislative  committee  with  power  to  make  a con- 
tract with  someone  else  to  complete  said  work  in  compliance  with 
the  intention  of  the  Legislature  in  passing  the  Act  of  1899,  are 
matters  which  your  committee  respectfully  reports  and  refers  back 
to  this  Senate  for  such  action  as  it  may  deem  wise  to  take  in  the 
premises. 

Pursuant  to  the  suggestion  of  Senator  Thompson,  made  when 
the  resolution  under  which  your  committee  was  appointed  was 
under  consideration  in  the  Senate  that  the  committee  include  in  its 
report  the  method  of  procedure  adopted  in  1866,  your  committee 
begs  to  further  report  in  respect  to  the  statutory  revision  of  1866; 
that  it  finds  upon  investigation  that  on  January  4,  1866,  a resolu- 
tion was  introduced  in  the  Senate  in  words  and  figures  following . 

Resolved , That  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  re- 
vise the  statutes . of  the  State  of  Minnesota  in  compliance  with 
Chapter  25  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1863  as  amended,  together  with 
the  subject  of  the  revision  of  the  statutes,  be  referred  to  a joint 
special  committee  consisting  of  five  members  of  the  Senate  and 
seven  members  of  the  House. 

The  five  members  of  the  Senate  were  appointed  and  on  January 
10th  following  the  House  concurred  in  the  resolution  and  appointed 
seven  members.  Our  investigation  discloses  that  this  joint  com- 
mittee took  the  place,  in  respect  to  all  matters  included  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Commissioners  on  Revision,  of  the  Senate  and  House 
judiciary,  and  other  standing  committees.  The  different  chapters 
in  the  report,  such  as  Probate  Code,  Penal  Code,  Corporations, 
Towns  and  Counties,  Civil  Actions,  etc.,  were  introduced  as  separ- 
ate bills  in  the  different  branches  by  the  different  members  of  such 
joint  committee,  but  chiefly  by  the  Chairman,  and  upon  introduc- 
tion were  often  by  request  referred  back  to  the  joint  committee,  and 
quite  as  often  were  read  a first  time  and  referred  directly  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  for  discussion  and  amendment,  and  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Whole  very  often  referred  back  to  the  joint 
committee.  The  different  chapters  of  the  code  were  necessarily 
passed  as  separate  bills  or  acts  as  the  constitution  then  provided,  as 
it  does  now,  that  “no  law  shall  embrace  more  than  one  subject 
which  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title.” 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Revision  be  made  to  this  Legislature  in  such  form  and 
within  such  time  as  will  make  it  possible  for  this  Legislature  to  take 
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it  up  and  consider  it  with  a view  of  enacting  the  same,  a joint  com- 
mittee of  the  two  bodies  should  be  appointed  by  concurrent  reso- 
lution as  was  done  in  1866  to  have  particular  charge  of  such  report. 
Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Judiciary  Committees  of 
the  Senate  and  House,  consisting  of  about  forty  members,  would 
be  too  numerous  and  unwieldy  to  constitute  such  joint  committee, 
but  that  all  bills  embraced  in  the  report  should  be  referred  to  the 
appropriate  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  for 
their  consideration  and  then,  if  necessary,  be  referred  back  to  the 
joint  committee  for  its  further  consideration.

The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  memorial  service  in  memory  of 
the  late  Senator  A.  L.  Ferris,  addresses  were  made  by  Messrs.  Mor- 
gan, Dunn,  Thorpe,  Frater,  Durant,  Schaller  and  Peterson,  as 
follows : 

MR.  MORGAN. 

Mr.  President  : It  is  with  a feeling  of  the  deepest  emotion 

that  I participate  in  these  ceremonies  today,  and  endeavor  to  pay  a 
just  tribute  to  our  late  brother,  Senator  Allan  Ferris,  and  in  the 
few  brief  remarks  that  I shall  make  I assure  this  Senate  that  I 
speak  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  and  fully  appreciate  the  loss  that 
this  assemblage  has  met  with  during  the  recess  since  1903,  and  I 
bespeak  for  his  successor  the  same  courtesy  and  the  same  kind  con- 
sideration that  was  extended  to  our  late  colleague  and  the  same  suc- 
cess that  marked  his  legislative  career. 

From  the  information  that  I have  I find  that  Senator  Ferris  was 
born  in  1865,  and,  as  you  all  know,  he  died  in  September,  1903. 
He  was  early  successful  and  gave  to  the  State  and  to  the  country 
his  best  energies  and  a useful  life.  He  met  with  prosperity  and  suc- 
cess, but  it  was  by  reason  of  his  sturdy  character  and  manhood,  his 
uniform  manliness  and  conduct,  and  he  set  an  example  which  we 
can  all  afford  to  emulate. 

At  this  time  I am  reminded  of  a very  felicitous  occasion  that 
marked  the  close  of  our  last  session  when  many  of  the  Senators  now 
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present  and  all,. I believe,  who  were  able  to  attend  were  in  attend- 
ance. It  was  a banquet  served  in  this  city.  One  of  the  brightest 
men  and  one  of  the  happiest  men  there  present  was  Senator  Ferris. 
All  of  the  banqueters  indulged  in  happy  responses  to  the  different 
toasts,  and,  of  course,  the  remarks  followed  a happy  vein,  but  over 
it  all  there  was  a cloud — an  indefinable  something  that  no  one  un- 
dertook to  fathom,  but  it  was  present  and  could  not  be  shaken  off. 
It  was  a cloud  of  fear  that  when  we  assembled  again  there  might  be 
a “vacant  chair.”  It  was  not  expressed  in  words,  but  it  was  present 
all  the  time  we  were  in  that  banquet  hall.  W e expressed  the  hope 
that  we  should  all  meet  here  again  as  we  had  met  at  the  previous 
session,  but  there  seemed  to  be  a settled  fear  that  we  should  not 
all  meet  again. 

As  I returned  to  my  home  I had  scarcely  left  the  train  when  I re- 
ceived a shock,  which  I need  not  here  recount ; it  is  too  well  known 
to  those  of  you  who  served  with  my  late  brothei  ; and  then  I felt 
that  the  cloud  that  had  hovered  over  us  at  the  banquet  had  been 
lifted,  that  the  cup  of  bitterness  was  full,  and  it  was  full,  but  it 
seemed  that  it  was  not  full  enough.  In  a few  short  months  and 
in  September,  1903,  as  I came  to  this  city  to  join  a party  of  friends 
on  a trip  to  the  east  I was  given  the  additional  shock  in  the  news  of 
the  death  of  our  late  brother  and  colleague,  Al.  Ferris,  in  the  St. 
Paul  morning  papers.  The  cup  was  then  filled  to  overflowing,  but 
the  shadow  that  rested  over  us  in  that  banquet  hall  had  been  dissi- 
pated, and  the  cloud  had.  been  lifted  and  the  mystery  explained. 
The  State  had  lost  a good  and  faithful  servant,  his  family  and 
friends  had  lost  and  been  separated  from  the  only  man  on  earth  that 
could  cheer  them  along  the  weary  walks  of  life. 

Al.  Ferris  made  a record  that  his  family  and  his  friends  may  well 
be  proud  of,  he  built  a monument  that  will  never  crumble  or  decay, 
his  record  and  his  life  is  an  open  book,  the  pride  of  his  family  and 
the  consolation  of  his  friends. 

My  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Ferris  antedates  the  last  session  of 
this  Legislature.  I knew  him  when  he  served  in  the  House  and  I 
knew  him  as  a man  and  a citizen,  and  I take  pride  today  in  giving  to 
him  and  to  his  family  that  tribute  so  justly  due  to  a just,  and  up- 
right man,  and  worthy  and  honorable  citizen.  The  world  is  better 
because  he  lived ; it  is  poorer  because  he  has  gone.  He  has  left  us, 
but  his  memory  will  never  fade. 

I appreciate  the  situation  in  which  his  family  and  dear  ones  were 
placed  when  he  was  called  to  meet  his  Maker,  when  they  felt,  as  you 
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and  I have  felt,  when  the  grim  hand  of  death  has  come  into  our 
homes  and  taken  from  us  our  dearest  and  most  beloved.  They  felt 
as  we  have  felt  on  such  sad  occasions  that  there  was  no  God  in 
Israel,  no  balm  in  Gilead ; but  when  the  darkest  hour  is  upon  us,- 
when  we  are  grief-stricken,  when  we  are  borne  down  by  the  over- 
whelming sense  of  loss,  we  find  that  the  human  heart  is  large,  that  it 
is  warm ; it  is  then  that  the  kindness  and  consolation  of  our  friends 
surround  us  and  realize  that  they  are  always  equal  to  the  occasion 
and  console  us  in  our  grief.  We  do  not  appreciate  when  we  are  in 
health  and  enjoying  the  happiness  of  success  and  life  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  our  friends,  nor  do  we  appreciate  how  high  is  that  esteem 
as  we  pursue  our  daily  labors  and  vocations,  but  let  grief  come  upon 
our  family  or  upon  one  of  us,  our  friends  swarm  about  us  to  console 
us  and  uplift  us.  It  is  to  give  that  consolation  that  this  occasion 
was  appointed,  to.  demonstrate  to  Mr.  Ferris’  family  and  to  the 
world  the  affection  and  esteem  in  which  he  was  held. 

In  closing  I desire  to  impress  upon  everyone  here  present  the 
consolation  and  inspiration  embodied  in  the  scriptural  lines,  “In  My 
Father’s  house  are  many  mansions ; if  it  were  not  so  I would  have 
told  you.  I go  to  prepare  a place  for  you.”  Let  us  feel  and  believe 
that  these  are  not  empty  words  or  hollow  lines,  that  they  embrace 
the  consolation  and  inspiration  accorded  to  the  grieved  ones  left 
behind,  and  let  us  assure  ourselves  and  console  the  family  and  dear 
ones  that  the  dearer  the  friend  and  the  closer  the  tie  the  better  will 
be  the  home  prepared  for  them.  Let  us  feel  and  believe  and  console 
the  family  of  our  friend  in  the  feeling  and  belief  that  Mr.  Ferris 
has  gone  to  prepare  a home  for  his  loved  ones  and  that  that  home  in 
its  beauty  and  sanctity  will  be  limited  only  by  the  ties  of  love  and 
affection  that  bound  him  to  his  loved  ones  here  on  earth. 

MR.  DUNN. 

Mr.  President  : It  was  my  privilege  in  the  year  1897  to  make 

the  acquaintance  of  our  deceased  colleague,  the  late  Senator  Ferris, 
when  we  were  both  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
Since  then  our  legislative  careers  as  to  time  and  promotion  have 
been  identical,  and  as  I recall  it,  this  coincidence  applies  also  to  one 
other  member  of  this  body,  the  author  of  the  resolution  providing 
for  this  ceremony.  I had  often  thought  and  hoped  that  we  three, 
so  widely  separated  geographically,  and  representing  such  divergent 
constituencies,  having  worked  harmoniously  all  these  years  in  legis- 
lative duties,  might  continue  the  same  parallel  pathways  until  such 
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time  as  political  precedent  should  decree  that  we  step  aside  to  make 
room  for  others  crowding  the  political  highway,  or  until  we  might 
become  separated  by  virtue  of  promotions  so  richly  deserved  by 
them,  but  far  beyond  my  ambitions  or  expectations.  This  fond  hope 
was  suddenly  dispelled  by  the  untoward  appearance  of  the  grim 
reaper,  and  his  harvest  has  left  a void  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of 
his  colleagues  that  the  most  resourceful  husbandman  of  the  legisla- 
tive field,  and  the  most  bountiful  sunshine  and  showers  of  many 

political  seasons  cannot  supplant. 

He  was  a man  of  few  words,  but  tireless  energy,  quiet,  unobtru- 
sive, but  resourceful,  quick  to  see,  quick  to  act,  and  always  by  some 
mysterious  and  silent  process  found  to  possess  the  prize  after  the 
lottery  was  over.  He  was  a man  who  inspired  those  who  did  not  un- 
derstand him  as  being  reserved  and  at  times  cold  and  distant,  but 
this  could  be  attributed  more  to  his  condition  of  health  than  to  a 
natural  characteristic.  By  his  few  intimate  friends  he  was  idolized. 
Months  after  his  departure,  in  talking  with  some  of  them  about  him, 

I noticed  manly  tears  in  their  eyes  as  they  spoke  of  his  loyalty  and 
his  kindness  to  them,  and  it  inspired  me  that,  while  I did  not  share 
in  the  intimate  friendship  possessed  by  them,  there  were  many 
phases  of  his  character  which  endeared  him  to  them  that  I knew  not 
of,  and  that  they  alone  were  aware  of  his  many  generous  and  manly 
impulses. 

His  work  in  the  House  was  not  marked  by  any  extraordinary 
legislation,  but  through  all  he  maintained  a conservatism  and  busi- 
nesslike attitude  that  helped  to  stem  the  tide  of  radicalism  so  preva- 
lent at  times,  and  his  quiet  energy  and  good  judgment  contributed 
greatly  to  the  preservation  of  our  business  interests  and  indudstrial 

resources. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  political  future  may  frequently  produce 
his  counterpart,  from  a similar  mold,  that  the  deliberations  of  the 
succeeding  legislatures  in  this  stately  new  building  may  be  benefited 

thereby.  . 

If  he  had  never  accomplished  anything  in  his  legislative  work  be- 
yond the  conception  and  promotion  and  enactment  of  the  pioneer 
law  of  last  session,  establishing  in  this  state  the  sanitarium  for  vic- 
tims of  the  great  “white  plague,”  consumption,  he  would  have  been 
entitled  to  the  everlasting  gratitude  of  the  citizens  of  his  district  and 
the  state  at  large.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  me  to  know  that  at  a 
critical  moment  in  the  career  of  the  bill  I had  the  privilege  of  con- 
tributing in  a small  degree  to  save  it  from  defeat,  thereby  receiving 
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a grateful  look  of  appreciation  from  him  that  meant  more  in  his 
case  than  would  extravagant  words  of  commendation  from  others. 

No  greater  monument  can  be  erected  to  the  memory  of  any  man, 
no  more  enduring  tribute  can  be  paid  to  his  life,  character  and  work 
than  will  be  this  sanctuary  upon  the  heights  overlooking  the  clear 
waters  of  Leech  Lake,  and  in  years  to  come  the  neighboring  pines 
will  catch  the  silent,  grateful  praises  of  the  stricken  colony  seeking 
its  beneficent  protection,  and  they  will  be  re-echoed  upon  the  rocks 
and  rugged  hills  of  the  environments  of  his  enduring  monument.  It 
would  be  fitting  and  appropriate  that  by  legislative  enactment  or  by 
spontaneous  acclaim  this  institution  should  be  known  and  named 
forever  as  the  “Ferris  Sanitarium.” 

MR.  THORPE. 

Mr.  President  : The  State  of  Minnesota  has  much  within  its 

borders  of  intelligence,  wealth  and  everything  that  goes  to  make  a 
progressive  and  prosperous  state.  Looking  back  only  a generation 
we  find  much  of  this  vast  country  in  its  native  condition  awaiting 
the  arrival  of  the  pioneers  with  brain,  strong  arms  and  a determina- 
tion to  win  from  the  fertile  soil  and  the  forest  and  mine  a reward 
for  his  labors  and  establish  a home  for  his  family.  A vast  number 
came  pouring  in  from  nearly  every  country  and  clime  and  especially 
from  the  Eastern  States  and  Northern  countries  of  Europe.  To  this 
class  does  Minnesota  owe  its  present  greatness  and  proud  position. 
To  build  a great  state  it  requires  not  only  the  skilled  and  unskilled 
laborer,  but  the  man  of  affairs,  of  executive  ability,  of  foresight. 
When  it  becomes  a matter  of  head  rather  than  hands,  civilization 
demands  such  a variety  of  ability  to  carry  it  on  that  the  higher 
avenues  of  effort  can  hardly  be  defined.  Take  the  young  man  who 
has  just  acquired  a fair  education  looking  about  for  something  to 
do.  He  finally  succeeds  in  obtaining  a subordinate  position  and  the 
employer  is  alert,  as  nearly  always,  and  watches  closely  the  aptness, 
the  fidelity  of  the  new  arrival.  The  “old  man”  is  probably  one 
who  appreciates  that  special  knowledge  is  not  so  Useful  and  valu- 
able as  general  knowledge.  The  young  man  is  tested  in  various 
ways  and  if  not  found  wanting  promotion  follows,  even  pushed 
ahead  of  experienced  and  trusted  seryants  but  who  are  less  for- 
tunate in  their  mental  makeup.  This,  I take,  it,  was  the  case  with 
the  departed  Senator  from  the  Forty-eighth  district.  While  yet  a 
young  man,  he  was  placed  in  the  responsible  position  of  manager 
in  the  leading  financial  institution  in  a community  which  at  the 
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beginning  of  his  career  was  very  sparsely  settled.  The  mechanic, 
the  railroad  employee  and  laborer  were  his  customers.  While  the 
farmer  is  the  mainstay  and  safe  support  of  the  banker  in  our  smaller 
towns  and  cities,  he  had  a more  shifting  and  moving  class  of  pa- 
trons. To  receive  their  earnings,  pay  them  a fair  interest,  keep  it 
safely  invested  and  always  ready  to  pay  it  back  when  wanted,  is  no 
easy  task,  but  we  find  that  his  institution  kept  on  growing  and  has, 

I have  no  doubt,  done  much  to  aid  in  the  upbuilding  and  stability  of 
the  city  and  surrounding  county.  While  strengthening  the  institu- 
tion that  he  was  in  charge  of  and  guarding  every  interest  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  those  interested  till  it  became  one  of  the  foremost  of  its 
kind  in  that  part  of  the  state,  and  was  at  the  Same  time  a strong 
factor  in  the  community.  A business  of  that  kind  necessarily  enters 
into  every  branch  of  industry  and  is  a great  factor  in  all  affairs  of  the 
community,  due  to  the  foresight  and  good  management  of  the  man 
whose  career  was  cut  off  while  in  the  prime  of  life.  We  cannot 
reckon  in  dollars  and  cents  the  value  such  a person  is  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  lives.  Then  again,  we  turn  to  the  citizen  Ferris. 
We  need  no  further  evidence  of'thd  high  appreciation  in  which  his 
neighbors  and  the  surrounding  country  held  him  than  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  three  times  he  was  elected  to  represent  them  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  in  1902,  with  a large  majority, 
they  sent  him  to  represent  them  in  this  Senate.  It  is  not  always  the 
man  who  can  make  the  most  glowing  speeches,  nor  the  one  who  can 
call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  a conspicuous  prominence  that  is 
the  most  valuable  servant  of  the  people.  This  part  of  his  work 
others  will  consider  more  fully. 

Mr.  President : May  it  be  permissible  to  wander  from  this  line  of 
thought  and  say  a word  or  two  as  a le*sson  as  I speak  to  the  living  ? 
We  all  know  that  at  least  every  campaign,  and  often  otherwise,  we 
are  apt  to  not  only  ridicule  our  opponent,  but  also  to  misconstrue 
what  he  says  and  accuse  him  of  every  wrong  doing  that  words  can 
possibly  invent.  This  is  not  only  a common  occurence  in  the  press 
and  on  the  stump,  but  also  in  the  more  quiet  electioneering  done. 
We  find  that  when  a person  so  ridiculed  and  so  abused  passes  away 
these  same  people  and  the  same  press  teem  with  praises  and  eulogies 
of  the  very  same  person  that  did  not  find  favor  with  them  during 
a campaign.  This  should  be  changed.  It  is  proper  to  attack  the 
views  of  a person  if  they  are  not,  in  our  opinion,  right,  but  we 
should  produce  arguments  against  his  views  and  policies  advocated 
by  the  opposition,  but  personal  attacks  should  be  avoided.  Let  us

remember  the  immortal  Lincoln  saying,  “Malice  to  no  one,  and 
Charity  to  all.”  While  we  do  honor  to  our  departed  Senator  and 
remember  his  services  with  gratitude  we  should  shape  our  conduct 
so  that  we  cause  those  living  no  sorrow  or  humiliation  and  an  un- 
timely end. 

MR.  FRATER. 

Mr.  President  : This  hour  and  the  occasion  for  its  observance 

leads  our  minds  back  to  the  early  days  of  Northern  Minnesota. 
When  the  idea  was  conceived  of  building  a railroad  from  Lake 
Superior  to  Puget  Sound  through  what  was  then  considered  an  un- 
inhabitable waste,  fit  only  for  the  habitation  of  wild  beasts  and  wild 
men,  wholly  unproductive  except  for  timber  which  it  was  supposed 
would  not  be  needed  for  generations,  strong  farseeing  men  organ- 
ized a company  to  be  known  as  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany, had  surveys  made  and  decided  that  a railroad  could  be  built 
and  become  profitable,  which  would  open  to  settlement  and  provide 
homes  for  millions  who  would  follow  this  artery  of  trade  and  com- 
merce which  they  proposed  to  lay,  and  erect  great  states  out  of  the 
then  unoccupied  territory.  In  1870  the  project  was  commenced, 
and  in  Minnesota  are  perpetuated  the  names  of  some  of  these  great 
characters  in  the  names  of  cities  and  towns  along  the  line,  and  the 
growth  and  development  of  these  towns  and  surrounding  country 
will  ever  remain  monuments  to  the  energy  and  foresight  of  Aitken, 
Brainerd,  Motley,  Aldrich,  Perham  and'  others.  But  this  develop- 
ment brought  many  others  of  all  classes,  as  in  the  operation  of  a 
railroad,  and  the  express  companies  which  are  associated  with  it, 
men  of  ability  and  character  are  a necessity,  and  are  always  to  be 
found,  even  on  the  remote  border  of  civilization. 

Early  in  1872  came  to  Brainerd  as  the  agent  of  the  American 
Express  Company  William  Ferris  with  his  family,  from  Western 
New  York,  and  with  keen  energy,  foresight  and  pluck  went  to  work 
to  serve  well  his  company  and  assist  in  developing  the  town  and 
surrounding  country  by  aiding  in  the  establishment  of  schools  and 
churches  and  everything  that  goes  to  make  up  a model  American 
community.  Of  this  family  the  youngest  child  and  only  son  was 
the  seven-vear-old  Allan  F.  Ferris,  a .child  of  barely  school  age, 
transferred  from  a beautiful  New  York  village  to  a habitation  in  the 
dense  pine  forest,  in  the  morning  of  life,  to  develop  with  the  new 
country  in  which  the  father  had  cast  his  lot.  From  this  time  on  his 
life  was  one  of  uneventful  school  days;  hunting  and  fishing  in  sum- 
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mer,  with  skating  and  kindred  sports  in  the  cold  northern  winters, 
mark  his  career  until  the  age  of  seventeen,  when  the  father  is 
stricken  and  the  son  finds  his  widowed  mother  burdened  with  grief 
and  with  the  added  weight  of  business  cares,  for  the  father  had 
prospered  greatly.  This  young  man  recognizing  to  a large  degree 
the,  necessity  of  an  education  attended  Carleton  College  for  two 
years  and  then  entered  the  First  National  Bank  of  Brainerd,  which 
had  been  founded  by  his  father,  as  a clerk,  and  soon  after  was  made 
its  cashier,  and  although  very  young  soon  showed  his  ability  and 
adaptation  to  the  position,  and  rose  rapidly  in  the  estimation  of  the 
directors  and  patrons  until  in  the  year  1892  at  the  age  of  27  he  was 
elected  its  president,  a most  decided  mark  of  distinction  for  one  so 
young.  He  was  also  honored  by  an  election  to  the  City  Council, 
in  which  he  served  with  marked  ability,  was  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  of  the  city  of  Brainerd,  and  was  also  a member  of  the 
State  Game  and  Fish  Commission  for  a number  of  years,  and  its 
first  Secretary. 

In  1894  he  was  elected  to  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
State  Legislature,  was  re-elected  in  1896,  1898  and  1900,  and  in 
1902  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate.  With  what  energy  and  abil- 
ity he  served  his  state  as  a legislator,  you,  Mr.  President,  and  fel- 
low Senators,  know  better  than  do  I.  That  record  may  be  better 
spoken  by  you  who  have  served  with  him. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  know  the  late  Senator  Ferris  from  his 
boyhood,  to  early  learn  of  his  political  aspirations  and  to  assist  him 
in  gaining  the  goal  of  his  ambitions,  and  to  rejoice  with  him  and  his 
friends  in  his  successes,  and  to  be  honored  as  a counselor  on  many 
occasions  where  politics  was  the  question  at  issue.  We  were  fiiends. 
His  lease  of  life  had  many  years  seemingly — his  prospects  in  life 
were  rising  to  a dazzling  meridian  in  every  way — business,  home, 
family — all  to  his  liking  and  contentment  his  portion.  Suddenly  in 
the  midst  of  all  this  he  is  stricken— his  sun  goes  down— his  hopes 
are  dashed  to  earth,  and  as  he  realized  his  condition  and  recalled 
his  hopes  and  fond  ambitions  how  natural  the  words  which  were  his 
last : “It  is  too  bad,  too  bad.”  Very  many  times  have  these  words 
been  echoed  back  by  his  friends.  Let  his  virtues  (and  they  were 
many)  live,  as  an  example  to  his  son  and  other  young  men,  of  what 
energy,  honesty  and  pluck  may  accomplish.  And  his  faults,  what- 
ever thev  may  have  been,  let  them  be  buried  in  oblivion.  He  was  a 
good  friend,  and  his  great  heart  responded  to  the  friendship  of  a 
host  which  was  fully  attested  on  the  day  his  remains  were  laid  to 
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rest  in  his  home  city,  and  the  estimate  of  his  fellow  Senators  by  the 
large  attendance  of  them  on  that  sad  occasion. 

His  race  is  run ; his  day  accomplished.  He  rests  in  peace,  and  his 

friends  mourn. 

MR.  DURANT. 

Mr.  President,  Senators,  Friends:  This  hour  has  been  set 

apart  by  the  Senate  in  order  that  this  body  may  in  appropiiate 
manner  place  upon  its  records  a fitting  tribute  to  the  worth  of  our 
late  friend  and  colleague,  Senator  A.  L.  Ferris.  Senators,  ’tis  but 
a brief  time  since  he  whose  memory  we  revere,  whose  manhood 
we  admired,  whose  friendship  we  valued,  sat  with  us  m the  Senate 
Chamber  of  our  state.  Just  in  the  morning  of  his  early  manhood, 
with  a brilliant  future  before  him,  prominent  in  business,  political 
and  social  circles,  surrounded  by  a cordon  of  friends  co-equal  in 
extent  with  the  bounds  of  our  great  commonwealth,  he  was  called 
from  our  midst  to  the  great  unknown  beyond. 

To  know  Senator  Ferris  was  to  love  him.  Upright  in  his  deal- 
ings, his  word  was  his  bond,  his  sphere  of  usefulness  was  unbounded 
in  his  city  and  in  our  state.  When  the  angel  of  death  cast  a shadow 
over  the  threshold  of  his  home  it  rent  asunder  one  of  life’s  strongest 
ties.  Lavish  in  his  family  affections,  hi§  life  was  a charming  pic- 
ture of  domestic  delight  and  happiness.  Death  is  said  to  be  but  an 
incident  in  life,  beyond  the  power  of  man  to  avoid  or  shape;  the 
course  of  the  grim  messenger  is  from  the  aged  hermit  in  his  lonely 
hut  to  the  circle  of  family  affection.  The  edict  goes  forth,  and  the 
summons  must  be  obeyed,  for 

“There  is  a reaper  whose  name  is  Death, 

And  with  his  sickle  keen 
He  reaps  the  bearded  grain  at  a breath, 

And  the  flowers  that  grow  between.” 

Senators,  the  words  that  have  been  spoken,  although  beautiful 
with  the  gift  and  flowers  of  eloquence,  do  not,  can  not,  truly  and 
fully  express  the  feeling  of  regret  and  sorrow  in  the  hearts  who 
knew  and  loved  him  for  the  beauty  of  his  character.  The  words  we 
speak  today  are  naught  to  the  ear  and  heart  of  him  whose  loss  we 
deplore ; they  are  but  a tribute  to  his  memory,  and  we  trust  convey 
words  of  comfort  and  solace  to  the  family  circle  whose  grief  we 
share  in  this  dark  hour  of  their  bereavement. 
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MR.  SCHALLER. 

Mr.  President  : This  is  the  first  time  in  the  course  of  twelve 

years  that  .this  body  has  been  called  upon  to  commemorate  the 
passing  away  of  one  of  its  members  during  the  recess.  It  is  an 
occasion  that  is  fraught  with  solemnity,  and  on  which  we  some- 
how even  admit,  its  solemnity  may  recall  pleasant  memories. 

As  I stand  here  amidst  this  body  of  men  of  more  than  average 
intellect  and  of  kindly  hearts,  one  of  them,  although  differing  with 
them  in  certain  ideas  of  economics,  I am  glad  to  remember  that  after 
all  we  are  men  and  brethren,  that  our  human  nature  is  the  same,  our 
differences  artificial.  The  memory  which  comes  to  me  with  greatest 
force  at  this  time  is  that  of  the  uniform  kindness  and  consideration 
which  this  Senate  and  its  predecessors  have  extended  to  me  and  my 
colleagues  of  the  minority.  Among  those  whom  I remember  for 
the  greatest  kindness  and  consideration,  among  the  manliest  of  the 
manly  men  who  have  represented  the  State  of  Minnesota  in  this 
body,  A1  Ferris  was  pre-eminent.  His  seat  was  neighbor  to  mine 
during-  the  last  session  and  I learned  to  know  him  well.  I knew  the 
justice,  the  deliberate  impartial  justice  that  guided  his  actions.  I 
knew  the  deep-rooted  kindness  of  heart  that  tempered  his  judg- 
.ments.  I experienced  both.  No  man  could  swerve  him  from  what 
he  thought  right  and  ju'st,#but  if  a kindly  <Jeed  was  to  be  done  none 
could  respond  more  cheerfully  than  he. 

Memories  crowd  memories  on  an  occasion  like  this.  We  look 
back,  we  count  over  our  friends  and  we  realize  that  one  who  was  of 
us  two  years  ago  when  this  Senate  adjourned  is  no  longer  with  us 
now.  We  feel  that  for  some  undefined  reason  something  has  been 
done  wrong,  something  that  could  have  been  better  ordered,  some- 
thing that  should  not  have  taken  place.  When  we  look  upon  the 
sorrowing  mother  that  bore  him,  the  wife  of  his  bosom,  his  family 
and  his  friends  here  present  taking  part  in  this  ceremony,  we  think 
that  perhaps  it  might  have  been  better  otherwise.  But,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, we  know  that  we  are  the  children  of  a kind  and  loving  father, 
who  always  does  that  which  is  best  for  us,  and  when  our  father, 
our  God,  calls  to  him  his  creatures,  his  children,  his  sons,  can  we 
doubt  that  the  call  is  made  when  we  are  best  prepared  to  answer  it, 
when  we  are  ripe  for  immortality?  If  we  are  justified  in  that  be- 
lief, and,  most  firmly,  I believe  that  we  are,  what  a consolation  it 
must  be  for  us,  his  friends,  for  his  family  and  his  loved  ones  to 
know  that  in  manly  virtues  he  had  advanced  almost  to  the  heroic, 
though  we  might  perhaps  think  that  he  could  have  advanced  to 
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even  greater  heights,  yet  it  was  judged  by  his  Father  and  ours  that 
the  time  had  arrived  when  he  should  be  transported  from  this  world 
to  a better  one.  With  this  assurance,  in  this  firm  belief,  can  we  do 
other  than  say,  as  his  friends  and  loved  ones  said  when  they  bade 
him  the-  last  farewell  on  earth  : “Thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is 
done  in  Heaven.” 

MR.  PETERSON. 

Mr.  President  : It  is  a sad  privilege,  but  one  nevertheless 

appreciated  by  me,  to  be  enabled  to  say  a word  in  memory  of  our 
dead  friend  and  colleague,  Senator  A.  L.  Ferris.  It  is  one  of  the 
strange  imperfections  of  human  nature  that  we  never  properly 
value  a man’s  character  while  he  is  living.  No  matter  how 
amiable  his  life,  splendid  his  abilities,  sterling  his  worth  or  great 
his  achievements,  we  do  not  accord  to  him  in  life  our  full  meed  of 
appreciation  and  praise.  It  is  only  when  death’s  cold  hand  is  laid 
upon  his  brow  we  forget  our  prejudices  and  dislikes  and  recognize 
the  full  value  of  the  soul  that  had  been  hidden  from  our  eyes. 

We  look  upon  our  fellow  man  as  men  Nview  a mountain,  many 
times  only  to  see  the  creeping  misty  shadows  and  clouds  that  ob- 
scure its  magnificence ; but  when  the  sharp  west  wind  blows,  the 
clouds  and  mists  melt  away  and  the  snowy  summit  in  dazzling 
whiteness  is  outlined  against  the  blue  of  heaven.  Death  is  that  west 
wind,  and  it  has  swept  away  the  mists  and  clouds  that  concealed 
many  of  the  noblest  and  truest  qualities  of  our  friend  and  displays 
them  to  us  in  their  true  beauty. 

I had  not  the  pleasure  of  a long  personal  acquaintance  with  Sen- 
ator Ferris,  but  he  came  from  a neighboring  district  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  and  two  winters  ago  for  ninety  days  he  sat  at  my 
elbow  and  I became  well  acquainted  with  him.  In  the  conduct  of 
the  daily  business  of  this  body,  no  member  can  for  any  length  of 
time  successfully  conceal  his  motives  from  his  fellow  members. 
Questions  arise  here  which  test  our  judgment.  Bills  are  introduced 
and  acted  upon  which  clearly  point  out  the  purposes  and  ambitions 
of  members.  Votes  are  cast  which  gauge  moral  worth. 

Then,  again,  I was  present  when  they  laid  his  body  to  rest  under 
the  oaks  and  pines  of  his  own  beautiful  hill  country  and  saw  the 
crowds — the  hundreds — who  gathered  to  pay  their  last  tribute  of 
respect  to  his  memory.  His  old  neighbors  and  friends,  men,  women 
and  even  little  children,  of  every  class,  from  the  highest  in  the  state 
to  the  very  lowly,  who  came  to  bid  him  a long  farewell,  testified 
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more  eloquently  than  words  can  express  the  estimation  m which  he 

was  held  by  them.  ^ , 

I gladly  yield  to  others  who  knew  him  better  to  tell  the  story  ot 

his  life,  and  will  speak  very  briefly  of  several  of  his  qualities  which 
these  opportunities  for  observation  forced  upon  my  attention. 

Senator  Ferris  was  a young  man  of  many  splendid  impulses  and 

noble  qualities.  - . . 

He  loved  his  friends  and  his  loyalty  to  them  and  the  principles 

he  espoused  were  sacred  to  him. 

He  loved  his  people,  and  no  man  could  stand  by  that  open  casket 
and  see  the  tears  welling  to  the  eyes  of  the  throngs  who  came  to 
look  upon  his  dead  face  but  must  have  been  assured  that  they  repaid 
his  affection  in  full  measure. 

The  living  man  was  sacred  to  him  and  the  best  energies  of  his 
being  were  spent  in  increasing  the  happiness  of  the  people  of  his 
state. 

He  lived  to  see  a part  of  his  labors  bear  fruit. 

At  his  solicitation  the  last  Legislature  established  a sanitarium  for 
consumptives  in  the  forests  of  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  and 
this  splendid  work  has  already  been  begun. 

He  was  generous  to  those  in  need,  and  no  man  can  tell  the 
anxieties  and  heartaches  that  were  cured  by  his  thoughtful  char- 

ities.  . , 

He  loved  nature.  The  solemn  sound  of  the  wind  m the  tops  ot 

the  pines  was  sweet  music  to  his  ears,  and  the  dashing  of  the  forest 
brook  against  the  rocks  in  its  course  spoke  a language  that  delighted 

his  heart. 

He  loved  God,  and  showed  that  he  loved  Him  by  loving  man,  the 
only  image  of  the  Deity  we  have  on  earth. 

Such  was  Senator  Ferris  as  I knew  him. 

To  the  aged  death  comes  as  a lovely  sunset  to  a summer  day, 
when  all  the  beauties  of  light  and  color  are  gathered  together  in 
the  western  sky  for  one  glad  hour  as  if  the  door  of  the  unseen 
world  were  opened  and  its  glories  allowed  to  shine  upon  us. 
But  the  fatal  arrow  struck  down  our  companion  while  the 
shadows  stretched  out  from  his  feet  far  toward  the  west— while 
his  hand  and  brain  were  still  vigorous  for  the  battle  of  life— at 
a time  when  the  earth  was  bright,  when  it  was  a great  thing 
to  him  to  be  a man,  when  he  had  much  to  do,  when  he  was  just 
on  the  threshold  of  a brilliant  and  useful  future.  We  mourn 
his  loss,  but  can  we  say  his  death  was  untimely?  I have  an  abiding 
faith  that  life  and  death  are  not  matters  of  accident  or  chance,  but 
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that  man  in  the  performance  of  duty  is  as  immortal  as  the  undying 
spirits.  But  the  great  problem  of  life  and  death  must  ever  remain 
a mystery  which  no  man  by  reasoning  can  find  out.  Where  reason 
fails  faith  must  take  its  place  and  lead  us  to  the  feet  of  the  Infinite. 

“I  know  not  where  His  islands  lift  their  fronded  palms  in  air, 

I only  know  I cannot  drift  beyond  His  love  and  care.” 

We  turn  from  his  grave  to  face  the  problems  and  perplexities  of 
the  future,  the  great,  magnificent,  matchless  future,  which  he  would 
gladly  have  faced  with  us. 

Noble  impulses,  faith  and  courage  perpetuate  themselves.  They 
leap  over  the  void  from  the  dead  to  the  living.  Shall  we  not  per- 
mit ourselves  to  be  quickened  by  his  influence  to  take  up  our  own 
work  with  renewed  energy  and  zeal  and  take  up  and  complete  the 
work  that  fell  from  his  hands  and  build  it  into  a monument  to  com- 
memorate his  fidelity  and  devotion  to  duty?

Dear  Sir:  I have  received  from  the  West  Publishing  Co.,  500 

copies  of  the  Report  of  the  Statute  Revision  Commission  for  distri- 
bution to  the  members  of  your  honorable  body,  and  a few  other 
officials  designated  in  Chap.  241,  Laws  of  1901.  Said  act  places 
the  balance  of  these  reports  for  distribution  in  the  hands  of  the  Su- 
preme Court.  I have  to-day  taken  the  matter  of  distribution  up 
with  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  I quote  you  herewith  a 
letter  received  from  the  Court  in  answer  to  my  suggestion  that  they 
designate  the  distribution  of  the  above-named  reports. 

Copy  of  letter  herewith  follows : 

St.  Paul,  January  16th,  1905. 

Hon.  Peter  E.  Hanson,  Secretary  of  State,  Saint  Paul,  Minn. 

Dear  Sir  : In  accordance  with  Chapter  241  of  the  Laws  of 

1901  the  Supreme  Court  has  considered  the  matter  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  copies  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  the 
Statutes  of  the  State  which  will  remain  in  your  custody,  after  the 
individuals  designated  by  that  act  have  respectively  received  their 
allotted  copies.  The  number  so  to  be  distributed  approximating 
200  copies,  is  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  insistent  and  intelligent 
demand.  The  Court  finds  it  impossible  with  the  present  supply  to 
provide  for  many  public  officials  not  covered  by  the  act,  as  Judges 
of  the  District  Courts,  County  Attorneys,  County  Auditors  and  the 
like;  nor  for  public  libraries  like  the  State  Law  Library  and  libra- 
ries of  bar  associations,  law  schools  and  the  like ; nor  for  large  com- 
mercial interests  like  the  Press,  Railways,  Insurance,  Trust  Com- 
panies and  the  like;  nor  for  many  other  especially  and  vitally  inter- 
ested  persons. 
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The  importance  of  the  widest  knowledge  and  the  wisdom  of  the 
fullest  discussion  of  this  general  revision  of  our  statutory  system  is 
so  manifest  and  the  general  desire  for  accurate  information  on  the 
subject  is  so  commendable,  that  in  view  of  the  inadequacy  of  the 
present  supply,  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  action  by 
the  legislature  to  remedy  the  deficiency.  Accordingly  the  Court 
has  concluded  to  refrain,  for  a reasonable  time,  from  undertaking 
the  problem  of  distributing  the  present  remaining  copies,  as  impos- 
sible of  proper  solution,  until  the  legislature  has  had  an  opportunity 
to  further  consider  the  matter  and  to  specifically  direct  the  man- 
ner of  distribution  of  additional  copies  if  provided.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  of  Minnesota : 

The  Statute  Revision  Commission  has  received  a copy  of  the 
resolution  adopted  by  your  honorable  body  on  the  17th  instant, 
by  the  terms  of  which  we  are  “required  to  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate,  within  ten  days,  an  itemized  statement,  showing  to 
whom  and  for  what  purpose  all  moneys  hav'e  been  disbursed  by 
said  Commission  out  of  the  sums  appropriated”  for  its  use. 

In  response  thereto,  I beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  say  that 
the  information  called  for  is  not  in  the  possession  of  this  Com- 
mission, but  will  be  found  in  the  official  records  and  files  of  the 
State  Auditor,  where  it  has  been  deposited  according  to  law.  The 
two  acts  under  which  we  have  proceeded  (1901,  c.  241;  1903,  c. 
1 57) , very  properly  required  that  all  disbursements  from  the  ap- 
propriations should  be  made  by  the  State  Treasurer,  upon  war- 
rants of  the  Auditor  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Justices  of 
the  Supteme  Court.  No  expenditure,  therefore,  could  be  or  has 
been  made,  except  upon  a duly  itemized  and  certified  voucher,  pre- 
sented to  the  Auditor  by  the  person  to  whom  the  warrant  was 
issued.  All  such  vouchers,  together  with  certified  copies  of  all 
orders  made  by  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  govern- 
ment of  such  expenditures,  are  in  the  Auditor’s  files,  over  which 
we  have  no  control. 

The  appropriation  being  thus  guarded,  this  Commission  has  not 
deemed  it  necessary  to  duplicate  the  work  of  the  duly  constituted 
accounting  and  disbursing  officers  of  the  State,  and  has  there- 
fore kept  no  books  of  account.  In  communicating  these  facts, 
which  I trust  will  be  deemed  a satisfactory  answer  to  the  resolution 
referred  to,  I am  gratified  to  be  able  to  advise  your  honorable 
body,  upon  information  furnished  by  the  Auditor’s  office,  that 
more  than  one-fifth  of  the  aggregate  sum  appropriated,  to-wit, 
$17,233.08,  is  still  unexpended.  Of  this  amount,  however,  $7,500 
is  due  to  the  West  Publishing  Company  for  printing  and  other 
services  rendered.

Washington,  D.  C.,  a copy  of  the  approved  List  No.  1,  duly  certified, 
of  land  selected  by  the  State  of  Minnesota  for  forestry  purposes, 
embracing  20,000.64  acres,  the  said  list  having  been  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  January  23,  1905,  together  with  plats 
of  the  lands  described  in  the  list.  A patent  embracing  the  lands 
described  in  the  list  will  be  received  in  due  time.  This  is  in  accord- 
ance with  an  Act  approved  by  Congress  April  28,  1904,  entitled : 

“An  Act  to  Grant  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  Certain  Lands  for 
Forestry  Purposes : 

“Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  through  its  state  land  commissioner  and  state  forestry 
board,  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  for  experimental  forestry  pur- 
poses not  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  acres  of  vacant  public  land 
within  said  state  not  heretofore  withdrawn  or  reserved,  and  as 
nearly  as  practicable  in  one  body  and  from  lands  which,  according 
to  the  field  notes  of  the  government  surveyors,  are  third  or  fourth 
rate ; which  lands  are  hereby  granted  to  said  State  of  Minnesota  for 
forestry  purposes ; Provided , That  said  selection  of  lands  shall  have 
the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior ; and  Provided  further , 
That  no  tract  shall  be  included  in  this  grant  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Forester  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Forestry,  should 
form  a part  of  any  United  States  forest  reserve. 

“S$c.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
to  make  accurate  lists  and  plats  of  all  such  lands,  and  transmit  the 
same  to  the  governor  of  said  state,  to  cause  patents  to  be  issued  to 
the  said  state  therefor  conveying  to  said  state  the  fee  simple  of  said 
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lands;  Provided , That  this  act  shall  not  prejudice  any  adverse 
claim  to  any  of  said  lands;  and  Provided  further , That  the  land 
hereby  granted  shall  be  cared  for  and  managed  by  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota, and  shall  be  used  for  forestry  purposes  only;  and  if  the  said 
land,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  cease  to  be  so  used  the  said  lands  or 
such  part  shall  revert  to  the  United  States  and  become  a part  of  the 
public  domain. 

“Approved  April  28,  1904.” 

These  lands  lie  in  a body  a few  miles  north  of  Ely  in  St.  Louis 
county. 

I suggest  to  your  Honorable  Body  that  in  accordance  with  the 
above  law  that  you  recognize  this  gift  from  Congress  by  aiding  the 
State  Forestry  Board  in  its  work  by  appropriating  a suitable  sum 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  this  experiment  in  forestry  so  that 
the  state  may  retain  the  lands  described  in  this  list.

“The  statement  covering  transactions  since  January  1st,  1903, 
involve  a loss  to  the  State  of,  approximately,  $75,000,  which,  of 
course,  I understand,  is  all  within  the  Statute  of  Limitation. 

During  the  time  stated,  I have  had  the  honor  to  be  m charge  of 
this  Department.  The  above  statement  of  the  Public  Examiner  is 
false,  I however,  respectfully  ask  that  your  honorable  body  may 
inquire  into  the  matter  contained  in  the  above  mentioned  report, 
and  all  other  transactions  relating  to  my  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  State  Land  Department.  The  people,  to  whom  our 
great  trust  funds  belong,  are  entitled  to  know  the  truth.

valorum  import  duty  of  twenty-five  percentum  on  wheat  flour  is 
provided  for,  and 

Whereas,  It  now  appears  that  applications  have  been  made  tOj 
nullify  the  payment  of  these  duties  by  demanding  and  obtaining 
what  is  known  as  “drawbacks”  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  30  of  said  Act,  and 

Whereas,  We  believe  that  the  allowance  of  such  “drawbacks” 
would  be  in  contravention  of  the  spirit  of  said  Act;  in  no  way 
warranted  by  the  provisions  of  Section  30  of  said  Act,  and  would 
seriously  harm  and  injure  the  wheat  growing  interests  of  the 
United  States ; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring:  That  we  em- 

phatically protest  against  the  allowance  of  any  “drawbacks”  on 
the  duties  imposed  on  the  commodities  herein  mentioned,  and  we 
further  protest  against  any  construction  of  said  Section  30  which 
would  classify  wheat  #nd  flour  as  materials  or  products  which 
could  be  identified  as  contemplated  by  the  provision  of  said  Section 
30,  and  be  it  further 

Resolved , That  in  the  event  that  the  commodities  herein  men- 
tion shall  be  construed  by  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
to  be  entitled  to  “drawbacks,”  then  we  demand  immediate  legis- 
lation which  will  exempt  wheat  and  flour  from  such  “drawbacks, 
and  be  it  further 
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Resolved , That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  furnished  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Senate  to  the  President  of  the  United  States ; to 
the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  to  each  of  our  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.

Whereas,  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Minnesota  State  Forestry 
Board  and  of  our  Senators  and  delegation  in  Congress,  an  act 
was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Congress,  granting  to  the 
State  of  Minnesota  twenty  thousand  acres  of  third  and  fourth 
rate  land  (being  land  unsuitable  for  cultivation)  for  forestry  pur- 
poses, which  lands  have  been  selected  in  townships  64,  range  13, 
and  63,  range  14,  being  north  and  west  of  Burntside  Lake;  and,^ 

Whereas,  Said  lands  contain  a number  of  fine  lakes  and  the 
same  should  prove  valuable  as  a health  and  pleasure  resort  for  the 
public,  as  well  as  for  the  yield  of  timber ; 

Resolved,  Therefore,  That  we  regard  this  act  of  Congress,  being 
the  first  of  its  kind,  as  in  some  sort  a recognition  of  the  interest 
and  progress  of  forestry  in  this  state,  and  we  urge  the  Legislature 
of  Minnesota  at  its  approaching  session  to  make  provision  for  an 
immediate  survey  and  forestry  working  plan  for  said  lands. 

Whereas  The  Minnesota  State  Forestry  Board  has  established 
a nursery  of ' principally  spruce  seedlings  for  planting  the  thousand 
acres  near  Gull  Lake,  in  Cass  County,  donated  to  the  state  by  the 
late  Hon.  John  S:  Pillsbury  for  forestry  purposes,  with  a view  to 
experiment  in  raising  spruce  trees  for  pulp  timber ; 

Resolved,  Therefore,  That  we  regard  this  work  as  important, 
and  recommend  that  our  next  legislature  make  the  necessary  appro- 
priation for  carrying  it  on  successfully.

SPECIAL  ORDER. 


The  hour  having  arrived  for  the  special  order  the  Senate  then 
proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  S.  F.  No.  108. 
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Mr.  Ward  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  two  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  thereof  after 
the  words  and  figures  “Section  2 ” and  inserting  in  lieu  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Upon  the  date  of  the  assumption  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
said  management  and  control  of  the  said  University,  the  said 
Board  of  Regents  shall  appoint  a purchasing  agent  whose  duties 
shall  be  as  herein  provided  for  and  whose  compensation  shall  be 
fixed  by  said  Board  of  Regents  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  pro- 
vided for  the  maintenance  of  said  University.  The  said  pur- 
chasing agent  shall  attend  to  the  purchasing  of  all  necessary  sup- 
plies for  the  several  departments  of  the  State  University.  Previous 
to  the  termination  of  each  quarterly  period  of  the  year  the  Dean 
or  other  executive  head  of  each  of  the  several  departments  of  the 
State  University  shall  prepare  estimates  in  detail  of  all  the  supplies 
required  for  such  department  for  the  ensuing  quarterly  period. 
Prior  to  the  opening  of  such  quarterly  period,  such  estimate  shall 
be  submitted  by  the  said  Dean  or  other  executive  head  of  each  of 
said  departments  to  the  said  Board  of  Regents  which  estimate  so 
submitted  shall  be  carefully  examined  and,  if  necessary,  revised 
by  said  Board  of  Regents.  Upon  the  approval  of  such  estimate  by 
such  Board  of  Regents  the  same  shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate  and 
one  of  said  estimates  shall  be  retained  by  the  said  Board  of  Regents 
and  one  thereof  shall  be  delivered  to  and  filed  with  such  purchasing 
agent,  and  one  thereof  shall  be  delivered  to  and  filed  with  the  State 
Auditor  of  this  State.  Such  estimates,  bearing  such  approval,  shall 
govern  and  control  the  said  purchasing  agent  in  purchasing  sup- 
plies for  the  several  departments  of  the  State  University.  No  dis- 
bursements for  such  purchases  shall  be  made  except  upon  the  war- 
rant or  requisition  of  said  purchasing  agent.  The  said  purchasing 
agent  shall  give  bond  in  such  sum  as  said  Board  of  Regents  shall 
require  for  the  faithful  and  diligent  performance  of  the  duties  of 
such  purchasing  agent.

Sir  : The  House  of  Representatives  in  1903,  by  a resolution, 

authorized  the  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  and  Expenditures 
to  employ  an  expert  accountant  to  make  an  investigation  relative 
to  expenditures  of  public  money  entrusted  to  the  custody  of,  and 
disbursed  by,  the  public  officials  of  the  state,  and  also  authorized 
the  employment  of  an  expert  accountant  to  compile  said  report.  . 
The  Committee  made  a partial  investigation  and  report  and  le- 
ferred  the  incomplete  examination  to  the  public  examiners  office 
for  a thorough  investigation  and  completion  thereof.  The  work 
of  this  investigation  covered  a period  beginning  June,  1903,  and 
ending  September,  1904,  and  embraced  a period  beginning  Janu 
ary  1st,  1895,  and  ending  September,  1904,  and  was  made  entirely 
from  the  records  in  the  state  auditor’s  office. 

The  report  of  the  public  examiner  was  transmitted  to  the  Gov-  ; 
ernor’s  office  in  various  sections  from  time  to  time  as  the  work 
progressed.  I have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  a complete 
volume  of  all  reports  submitted  to  this  office  by  the  public  ex- 
aminer. . I 

The  investigation  by  the  public  examiner  shows  a disregard  or  ; 
the  law  by  the  state  auditor  in  the  matter  of  the  settlement  of 
timber  trespass  claims  and  in  the  issuance  of  mineral  leases  and 
contracts.  A large  proportion  of  the  total  number  of  permits  to 
cut  state  timber  issued  between  January  ist,  1895,  and  Januaiy 
1 st,  1903,  were  issued  without  containing  the  bark  marks,  as  re- 
quired by  law.  Another  most  essential  requirement  of  the  law  is 
that  all  permits  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Surveyor 
General  of  Log's  and  Lumber.  Important  as  this  is,  but  few  per- 
mits were  so  recorded  until  after  the  first  logging  season  under  : 
the  permit  had  passed. 

The  law  is  very  explicit  as  to  how  trespass  cases  shall  be  an- 
dled  and  what  the  penalty  shall  be,  yet  the  records  show  that  the 
law  has  seldom  been  enforced,  and  that  it  has  been  the  rule  to  set 
it  aside  and  without  prosecution,  legal  process,  or  attempt  to  en- 
force its  plain  commands,  make  settlement  on  such  basis  as  would 
make  it  cheaper  to  steal  the  st^te  timber  than  to  buy  it  in  the  open 
market. 
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The  records  disclose  a reckless  system  of  administration  of  the 
state’s  most  sacred  trust,  the  school  fund,  and  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  make  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  making 
provision  by  law  for  a complete  protection  of  the  rights  of  the 
state  in  the  future.  I therefore  recommend  that  a change  be  made 
in  the  membership  of  the  State  Timber  Board  4as  now  constituted. 
The  present  Board  is  composed  of  the  Governor,  Auditor  and 
Treasurer.  The  only  member  of  the  board  who  has  any  facili- 
ties for  acquiring  information  with  reference  to  the  matters  that 
come  before  the  board  for  adjustment  is  the  Auditor,  and  while 
this  condition  continues,  the  board  is  necessarily  dominated  by  that 
officer,  and  the  other  members  of  it  might  as  well  be  dispensed 
with.  It  would  seem  desirable  to  have  a board  independent  of 
the  State  Auditor’s  office,  with  sufficient  means  at  its  disposal  and 
sufficient  facilities  for  acquiring  information,  to  act  intelligently 
upon  the  matters  that  come  before  it,  and  I would  therefore  recom- 
mend to  the  Legislature  the  passage  of  a law  making  the  Governor, 
Attorney  General  and  the  State  Treasurer  a Timber  Board,  in 
whom  shall  be  vested  exclusive  authority  to  settle  all  cases  of  timber 
trespass  and  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  with  the  State  Auditor 
in  matters  pertaining  to  the  disposition  of  timber  lands  and  min- 
eral leases.  In  this  way  the  Timber  Board  would  be  in  fact,  as 
well  as  in  name,  a check  upon  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Land 
> Commissioner.  It  seems  manifestly  improper  that  the  State  Au- 
ditor should  be  continued  as  a member  of  this  board.  The  records 
being  kept  in  his  office,  he  should  be  connected  with  the  board  only 
in  a purely  clerical  capacity.  I would  recommend  an  appropria- 
tion of  a sum,  not  less  than  $25,000,  as  a contingent  fund,  to  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  proposed  Timber  Board,  in  order 
that  they  may  from  time  to  time  make  a physical  examination  of 
the  timber  lands  of  the  state,  and  also  to  enable  -them  to  appoint 
cruisers  or  employ  agents  for  the  state,  to  see  that  the  state’s  prop- 
erty is  preserved. 

The  reasons  for  this  change  are  obvious  and  are  intended  in  no 
wise  as  a reflection  on  the  present  incumbent  of  the  State  Auditor’s 
I office,  but  it  seems  that  the  interests  of  the  state  demand  that 
changes  be  made  which  will  permit  the  executive  arm  of  the  gov- 
ernment to  enforce  the  will  of  the  Legislature. 

In  the  matter  of  the  issuance  of  mineral  leases,  I renew  my  pre- 
vious recommendation  to  the  Legislature  that,  as  a protection 
against  any  violations  of  the  law  in  respect  thereto,  and  that  this 
class  of  property  may  yield  to  the  state  the  greatest  possible  reve- 
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nue  a law  be  passed  providing  for  the  sale  of  mineral  leases  at 
public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  and  that  such  sale  be  after 
proper  advertisement  and  after  a mineralogical  examination  of  the 
land  by  the  state. 

The  Public  Examiner’s  reports  herewith  transmitted  to  the  Peg- 
islature  were  also  transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General,  with  the 
following  communication : 

Hon.  Edward  T.  Young,  Attorney  General. 

Dear  Sir  : During  the  past  year  several  reports  made  to  this 

office  by  the  Public  Examiner,  covering  the  investigation  of  the 
State  Auditor’s  office,  were  transmitted  to  the  Attorney  General 
by  my  predecessor,  Governor  S.  R.  Van  Sant.  These  reports 
contained  many  cases  which  seem  to  be  proper  subjects  for  lega 
proceedings  against  timber  trespassers.  Will  you  kindly  furnish 
me  with  information  as  to  the  status  of  these  suits  and  also.mfoim 
me  whether  your  office  will  be  able  to  institute  suits  for  the  recov- 
ery of  the  money  properly  belonging  to  the  state,  and  to  give  im- 
mediate and  continuous  attention  to  the  prosecution  of  said  cases. 

According  to  the  reports  filed  by  the  Public  Examiner  it  ap- 
pears that  the  State  Auditor  and  his  bondsmen  are  liable  for  ac- 
cepting insufficient  amounts  in  full  settlement.  I understand  that 
if  the  state  proceeds  against  the  State  Auditor  and  his  bondsmen, 
the  action  must  be  instituted  during  the  current  year;  otherwise, 
the  statute  of  limitations  will  have  run  in  their  favor. 

Reports  made  by  the  Public  Examiner  also  indicate  that  suits 
have  been  instituted  for  the  prosecution  of  claims  against  the  vari- 
ous railway  companies  for  back  taxes  alleged  to  be  due  the  state 
Will  you  kindly  furnish  me  with  information,  giving  the  presen 

status  of  these  proceedings.  . 

A report  from  the  Public  Examiner  upon  an  investigation  ot 
the  State  Auditor’s  office  has  just  been  filed  in  this  office  and  cov- 
ers a number  of  cases  of  timber  trespass  not  referred  to  m pre- 
vious reports.  This  report  is  herewith  transmitted  to  you. 
intend  to  transmit  to  the  State  Legislature  now  in  session  a copy 
of  all  the  reports  made  by  the  Public  Examiner  to  this  o ce, 
certain  recommendations,  especially  with  a view  to  a physicalex- 
amination  of  the  timber  lands  of  the  State  of  Minnesota.  W.l 
you  kindly  inform  me  whether,  in  your  opinion  your  department 
can  conduct  the  prosecution  of  all  these  claims  for  the  state  with 
the  present  force  at  your  disposal,  or  do  you  desire  that  when  ask- 
ing for  an  appropriation  for  the  physical  examination  of  the  tim 
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ber  lands  referred  to,  I should  also  ask  for  an  appropriation  for 
legal  assistance  for  your  department?  I consider  it  of  great  im- 
portance that  the  prosecution  of  these  claims  be  immediate  and 
continuous  and  beg  leave  to  say  that  I desire  to  co-operate  with 
you  to  the  fullest  extent  in  the  recovery  of  any  moneys  of  which 
the  state  has  been  wrongfully  deprived.

The  Attorney  General  replied  to  that  communication  as  follows : 

To  His  Excellency,  John  A.  Johnson,  Governor. 

Sir  : In  your  recent  letter  transmitting  several  reports  of  the 

Public  Examiner,  charging  irregularities  in  the  disposition  of  the 
public  lands  and  in  dealing  with  the  trespassers  thereon,  you  ask 
for  suggestions  as  to  what  legal  steps,  in  the  opinion  of  this  de- 
partment, ought  to  be  taken  with  reference  to  the  matter  and 
whether  the  present  official  force  of  the  office  is  sufficient  to  enable 
me  to  make  the  necessary  investigation  of  the  great  number  of 
cases  referred  to,  and  to  institute  and  prosecute  to  early  trial  any 
suits  that  may  be  found  necessary  in  order  to  protect  the  rights  of 
the  state. 

I have  the  honor  to  advise  you  that  the  current  business  of  the 
f office  is  sufficient  to  keep  the  present  force  industriously  busy,  and 
I am  advised  by  predecessors  that  such  has  been  the  condition  for 
a long  time. 

The  preparation  and  trial  of  cases  for  the  state  require  much 
I time  and  attention.  The  ablest  counsel  to  be  obtained  are  employed 
on  the  other  side,  and  the  questions  are  usually  complex  and  im- 
| portant.  There  are  now  several  very  important  cases  pending,  and 
others  are  ready  to  be  brought,  entirely  outside  of  this  important 
matter.  The  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  have  very 
justly  made  a request  that  some  one  in  this  office  make  a specialty 
of  the  numerous  and  intricate  questions  which  constantly  confront 
that  Commission,  and  be  ready,  at  any  time  when  desired,  to  take 
up  such  matters  and  lend  needed  assistance  on  questions  of  rail- 
I road  regulation. 

Under  these  circumstances  I very  unhesitatingly  assure  you  that 
in  order  to  do  justice  to  all  these  important  matters  and  give  this 
| voluminous  report — covering  transactions  of  many  years,  involv- 
ing enormous  amounts  of  money — the  attention  it  must  have,  I 
| will  need  at  least  another  assistant  and  another  stenographer.  I 
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would  suggest,  while  on  this  subject,  as  you  indicate  that  you  in- 
tend to  submit  this  whole  matter  to  the  Legislature,  that  in  sup- 
plying this  department  with  help  it  would  be  wise  to  enable  the 
department  to  pay  much  better  salaries  to  assistants,  so  that  the 
working  forces  of  the  office  could  rank  with  their  competitors,  and 
feel  as  if  they  were  getting  some  compensation  for  their  time  and 

labor. 

As  to  the  policy  to  be  adopted  by  this  department  in  dealing  with 
this  matter,  I beg  to  suggest  that  there  is  but  one  policy  proper 
to  be  followed,  in  my  opinion,  and  that  is  to  closely  investigate 
each  transaction,  and  enforce  the  law  to  the  letter.  I intend  to 
pursue  that  course  and  will  be  exceedingly  glad  of  the  co-operation 
which  you  so  kindly  offer.  It  is  the  province  of  the  legislatuie  to 
make  the  laws  and  determine  what  is  wise  public  policy.  . The 
executive  department  has  no  right  to  question  either  the  wisdom, 
severity  or  justice  of  those  laws,  but  only  to  enforce  them  as  they 
are  found  in  the  books. 

One  thing  in  reference  to  this  matter  especially  suggests  itself 
to  my  mind,  and  that  is  that  inasmuch  as  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws*  of  the  state  is  necessarily  confided  so  largely  to  the  Governoi 
and  Attorney  General,  these  two  offices  ought  to  be  equipped  by 
the  Legislature  with  proper  facilities  to  make  investigations  as  to 
the  conditions  of  the  public  property  of  the  state  from  time  to 
time,  independent  of  investigations  made  from  any  other  source, 
so  that  they  might  keep  some  track  of  the  matter  and  also  secure 
the  necessary  evidence  to  support  the  state’s  claims  in  either  civil 
or  criminal  proceedings,  when  its  property  rights  are  invaded. 
The  evidence  that  may  be  discovered  from  the  records  is  seldom 
sufficient  to  sustain  an  action  upon,  and  the  Governor  as  general 
guardian  of  the  public  rights,  and  the  Attorney  General  as  prose- 
cuting officer,  ought  to  have  ample  facilities  for  making  investiga- 
tions upon  the  ground,  and  not  be  entirely  in  the  dark.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  power  thus  placed  would  be  the  best  deterring  influ- 
ence against  wrong-doing  that  could  be  provided.  In  these  mat- 
ters the  public  wants  simple  and  even-handed  justice,  and  that  they 
must  have.  I will  proceed  with  the  work  as  rapidly  as  possib  e.

p s —The  action  taken  by  my  predecessor  m reference  to  these 
matters  and  the  suit  that  was  brought  by  him  against  C.  B.  Buck- 
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man  are  fully  explained  in  his  letter  of  December  16,  1904,  to  His 
Excellency,  Governor  Van  Sant. 

From  the  letter  of  the  Attorney  General  it  is  apparent  that  his 
present  office  force  is  not  sufficient  in  number  to  discharge  the 
volume  of  business  now  before  him,  with  the  added  duties  which 
will  result  from  this  investigation  made  by  the  Public  Examiner. 
I most  cheerfully  recommend  and  urge  an  increase  in  the  working 
force  of  the  Attorney  General’s  office,  in  order  that  that  office  may 
be  fully  equipped  to  perform  the  important  duties  which  devolve 
upon  it.  The  salaries  of  the  assistants  to  the  Attorney  General  are 
altogether  too  low  to  demand  the  best  possible  talent  and  the  best 
possible  service,  and  it  would  be  wise  economy  on  the  part  of  the 
state  to  thoroughly  equip  the  Attorney  General  with  the  aid  neces- 
sary to  a full  and  complete  discharge  of  the  duties  of  that  office, 
rather  than  to  employ  special  counsel  from  time  to  time  to  whom, 
as  in  the  past,  large  and  exorbitant  fees  must  be  paid.

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS. 

Mr.  McNamee  introduced — 

S.  F.  No.  167,  A bill  for  an  act  entitled  an  act  to  amend  chapter

adoption  of  article  four  (4),  section  thirty-six  (36),  Constitu- 
tion of  Minnesota,  of  any  village  desiring  to  be  incorporated  as  a 
city,  and  to  the  amending  of  any  charter  already  or  hereafter 
adopted  by  any  city  or  any  village,  for  its  government  as  a city, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  six  (6)  of  article  four  (4)  of  the 
Constitution  of  Minnesota,  and  of  any  statutes  enacted  in  pursu- 
ance thereof,”  approved  April  17,  1903. 

Which  was  read  the  first  tirne  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Municipal  Corporations.

desired  by  the  state  officers  and  all  members  of  both  branches  of

Whereas,  Many  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  and 
in  .fact  of  the  entire  Northwest  are  making  daily  excursions  through

hampered and  untramelled  by  unlawful  conspiracies,  conceived  and 
born  only  to  gratify  greed;  to  depress  the  prices  of  the  producer 
while  enhancing  the  cost  of  everything  to  the  consumer. 

Resolved , That  we  expect  and  rightfully  demand  that  our  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  do

Deaf  and  the  Blind,”  and  in  the  seventh  line  thereof  insert  after  the 
words  “Normal  School  Board”  the  words  The  Board  of  Control 
of  the  State  Public  School  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Minne- 
sota Schools  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.” 

Adopted. 

Mr.  Buck  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Senate  File  No. 
108: 

Amend  Senate  File  No.  108  by  adding  thereto  the  following  sec- 
tion, which  shall  be  called  Section  Five  (5)  : 

Section  5.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  President  of  the  Normal  School  Board,  the  President 
of  the  Board  in  Control  of  the  State  Public  School  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Minnesota  Institutes  for  Defectives,  as  such  purchasing 
agents,  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  month,  prepare  a monthly  state- 
ment, showing  the  purchases  and  expenditures  of  every  kind  for  the 
preceding  month,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  parties  from 
whom  such  purchases  were  made.  Attached  to  the  monthly  state- 
ment of  purchases  and  expenses  shall  be  an  affidavit  of  the  officer 
making  the  same,  to  the  effect  that  the  goods  and  other  articles 
therein  specified  were  purchased  and  received  by  him  or  under  his 
direction  at  the  Institution  named,  and  that  the  purchases  were 
made  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to  an  estimate  heretofore 
duly  approved  by  the  governing  Board  of  such  Institution. 

They  shall  also  prepare  a pay-roll  showing  the  amount  of  monthly 
pay  due  the  persons  named  therein  for  the  several  Institutions  under 
their  control.  Such  pay-roll  shall  be  receipted  by  the  signature  of 
the  parties  named  therein. 

The  monthly  statement  of  purchases  and  expenditures  and  the 
pay-rolls  shall  be  made  in  triplicate.  One  copy  of  each  shall  be  re- 
tained by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University, 
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the  President  of  the  Normal  School  Board,  the  President  of  the 
Board  in  Control  of  the  State  Public  School  and  the  President  of 
the  Minnesota  Institutes  for  Defectives,  as  such  purchasing  agent, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  two  copies  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  State 
Auditor.  Upon  receipt  thereof  by  the  State  Auditor,  the  latter 
officer  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  State  Treasurer  for  the  sum 
total  named  in  each  expense  list  or  pay-roll,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
transmit  such  warrant  to  the  State  Treasurer.  Accompanying  the 
State  Auditor’s  warrant  shall  be  a copy  of  such  expense  list  or  pay- 
roll, bearing  upon  it  the  certificate  of  the  State  Auditor  that  it  is  a 
true  and  correct  copy  of  the  original  voucher  on  file  in  his  office. 
Upon  receipt  of  the  State  Auditor’s  warrant  and  the  certified  copy 
of  the  statements  or  pay-rolls,  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  State  Treasurer  to  send  his  checks  to  the  several  persons  for  the 
amounts  of  their  respective  claims,  as  certified  to  him  by  the  State 
Auditor.  The  State  Treasurer  shall  keep  a record  of  each  check 
and  remittance,  showing  the  date  of  the  issuance  of  each  check  and 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  made  payable,  and  such  other  data 
as  may  be  evidence  for  the  State,  showing  the  payment  of  such  in- 
debtedness. 

Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  payment  of 
any  money  from  the  State  Treasury  without  a due  and  legal  appro- 
priation having  been  made  therefor  by  the  Legislature. 

Amend  Senate  File  No.  108  further  by  re-numbering  Section 
Five  (5)  as  Section  Six  (6). 

Adopted.

“On  and  after,  said  August  ist,  1905,  the  said  Board  of  Regents 
of  said  University,  said  State  Normal  School  Board  and  the  Board 
of  Control  of  the  State  Public  School,  and  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Minnesota  Schools  for  Defectives,  in  so  far  as  their  powers 
related  to  the  management  and  control  over  said  Schools  for  Deaf 
and  Blind,  shall  have  and  possess  all  of  the  powers,  jurisdiction  and 
authority,  and  shall  perform,  subject  to  the  restrictions  herein  con- 
tained, all  of  the  duties  by  them  possessed  and  performed  on  April 
ist,  1901.”

shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate  by  such  purchasing  agent,  and  one 
thereof  shall  be  retained  by  said  Board  for  the  use  of  said  purchas- 
ing agent;  one  thereof  shall  be  delivered  to  the  executive  head  of 
said  school,  and  one  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  State  Auditor  of 
this  state.  Such  estimate  shall  govern  and  control  the  purchasing 
of  supplies  for  the  said  school,  and  the  moneys  necessary  to  be  dis- 
bursed therefor  shall  be  paid  out  as  herein  provided. 

Said  purchasing  agent  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  each  quar- 
terly period  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  executive  head  of  said  State 
Public  School  such  moneys  for  a contingent  fund  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($ioo.oo).

Such  purchasing  agent  shall,  at 
the  commencement  of  each  quarterly  period  set  apart  for  the  use 
of  such  executive  head  of  each  of  said  schools  such  moneys  for  a 
contingent  fund  for  each  of  said  schools  as  he  may  deem  proper, 
the  amount  thereof  for  each  of  said  schools  not  to  exceed  the  sum 
of  $100.

Mr.  Thorpe,  from  the  Committee  on  Grain  and  Warehouse,  to 
which  was  referred  the  concurrent  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  North  Dakota,  wherein  said  Legislature  petitions  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  to  pass  a law  requiring  the  “commission 
men,  terminals,  elevators  and  mills”  to  make  returns,  and  to  pay  the 
farmers  and  grain  growers  of  North  Dakota  on  grain  shipped  out 
of  that  state  into  this,  the  market  value  of  all  screenings  taken 
from  said  grain  the  same  as  they  do  for  the  grain  itself,  repoits 
that  your  Committee  had  a hearing  upon  the  matters  involved  in 
said  concurrent  resolution,  and  found  that  it  would  be  impracticable 
to  grant  the  relief  prayed  for  in  said  resolution. 

It  is  a matter  of  common  knowledge,  and  the  concurrent  reso- 
lution affirms  it,  that  as  an  almost  universal  rule,  the  farmers  and 
grain  growers  of  North  Dakota,  as  in  Minnesota,  market  theii  grain 
without  cleaning;  that  at  the  time  of  marketing,  the  same  is  docked 
more  or  less,  for  dirt  and  foul  seed,  depending  upon  the  apparent 
condition  of  the  grain  and  that  it  is  shipped  to  the  maikets  in  this 
State  in  the  condition  in  which  it  is  marketed  at  the  initial  point. 

From  the  best  information  your  Committee  could  obtain,  it  is  of 
opinion  that  but  a small  percentage  of  the  grain  (perhaps  not  to 
exceed  five  per  cent)  growth  in  North  Dakota,  or  in  this  State,  is 
marketed  by  the  grain  growers  themselves ; that,  instead,  it  is  sold 
at  the  time  it  is  hauled  to  market  or  shortly  thereafter;  that  it  is 
shipped  out  to  market  in  the  condition  in  which  it  is  received,  and 
that  90  per  cent  of  the  wheat  so  received  is  sold  direct  to  the  mills 
and  is  cleaned  by  the  mills ; that  in  such  case  the  freight  on  the 
dirt  and  foul  seed  is  paid,  not  by  the  grain  grower,  but  by  the 
purchaser. 

Your  Committee  is  informed  that  the  cost  of  cleaning  a cai  load 
of  wheat,  containing  1,000  bushels,  gross  weight,  is  about  $5.00; 
and  assuming  that  the  dockage  at  place  of  purchase  was  1V2  pounds 
per  bushel,  the  freight  thereon  at  fifteen  cents  per  hundred  pounds 
would  be  $1.75,  which,  added  to  the  cost  of  cleaning,  would  fully 
equal  the  market  value  of  screenings  taken  therefrom. 
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Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  grain  producers  remedy, 
whether  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  is  to  clean  his  grain  before 
marketing  the  same. 

Subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  State  may  impose  in  respect  to 
storage,  the  sale  and  purchase  of  grain  is  a matter  of  private  con- 
tract and  the  legislation  requested  in  the  concurrent  resolution  of 
the  State  of  North  Dakota  is  impracticable.

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MESSAGES  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 

The  following  messages  were  received  from  the  House : 

Mr.  President  : — I have  to  announce  the  adoption  by  the  House 
of  the  following  concurrent  resolution,  in  which  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate  is  requested : 

Whereas,  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  on  March  4th  inaugurated 
as  President  of  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  This  House  was  not  in  session  on  said  March  4th, 
and  therefore  could  not  at  once  express  its  satisfaction  thereat, 
Now,  Therefore , Be  It  Resolved , That  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  the  Senate  concurring,  au- 
thorizes its  Chief  Clerk  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  to  join  in 
a telegram  to  President  Roosevelt,  conveying  to  the  distinguished 
American  its  congratulations  upon  having  come  to  his  own.  His 
term  of  office,  succeeding  the  martyred  McKinley,  has  been  marked 
by  wise  statesmanship  and  signal  bravery  in  the  cause  of  the  plain 
people.  His  course  has  been  such  that  no  fair-minded  man,  no1 
matter  of  what  political  faith,  has  hesitated  to  give  him  credit  for 
honesty  of  purpose  and  desire  for  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number.  That  his  term  of  office,  to  which  he  has  been  elected, 
will  reflect  still  greater  credit  to  him  who  stands  at  the  head  of 
our  national  administration,  no  one  who;  has  watched  the  course 
of  events  for  the  past  three  years  will  hesitate  to  admit.  Without 
respect  to  the  party  divisions,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota desires  to  go  on  record  as  extending  its  congratulations 
to  the  country  that  in  Theodore  Roosevelt  the  nation  has  been  so 
fortunate  in  its  choice  of  President.

Reports  the  same  back  with  the  following  amendment  and  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  same  do  pass  as  amended. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  that  part  of  Sec.  one  ( 1 ) after  the 
words  “Section  13”  as  it  appears  in  the  5th  line  of  the  Section  one 
( 1)  and  all  of  Sections  “two  (2),  three  (3)  and  four  (4)”  and  in- 
sert the  following: 

Whenever  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  shall  decide 
upon  the  killing  of  an  animal,  affected  with  the  disease  tuber- 
culosis or  glanders  it  shall  notify  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  deci- 
sion, when  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board 
such  animal  may  be  ordered  transported  for  immediate  slaughter 
by  the  said  board,  through  its  executive  officers,  to  any  abattoir 
within  the  State  where  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry maintains  inspection,  and  said  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary 
Board  shall  pay  the  expenses  of  said  transportation  and  yardage. 
Before  being  removed  from  premises  of  owner  there  shall  be 
appointed  three  competent  and  disinterested  men ; one  appointed  by 
the  State,  one  by  the  owner,  and  the  third  by  the  first  two  to  ap- 
praise such  animal  at  its  cash  value.  Such  appraisal  shall  in  no 
case  exfceed  $35.00  for  a cow  and  $75.00  for  a horse,  except  in  the 
case  of  pure  bred  cattle  and  horses  where  the  pedigree  shall  be 
proved  by  a certificate  of  registry  from  the  herd  books  where  regis- 
tered, and  in  that  case  the  maximum  appraisal  shall  not  exceed 
$75-oa  If  upon  slaughter,  such  animal  is  found  by  the  inspector 
in  charge  of  such  abattoir  or  veterinarian  of  the  State  Live  Stock 
Sanitary  Board,  to  be  free  from  tuberculosis  or  glanders,  then  the 
full  amount  of  such  appraisal,  less  the  value  of  the  carcass,  shall 
be  paid  to  the  owner  of  such  animal  from  the  funds  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  this  act.  But  if,  upon  post 
mortem  examination,  such  animal  shall  be  found  to  be  affected 
with  tuberculosis  or  glanders,  then  and  in  that  case  the  value  of 
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the  carcass  shall  be  deducted  from  the  appraised  value  of  the  living 
animal  and  three-fourths  of  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  to  the 
owner  by  the  State,.  provided  the  animal  has  been  kept  for  one  year 
in  good  faith  in  the  State  prior  to  the  killing  thereof. 

The  owner  or  keeper  may  file  with  the  Board,  which  has  ordered 
the  killing,  within  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  being  notified,  a 
protest  stating  therein  under  oath  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge 
and  belief  the  animal  is  not  affected  with  tuberculosis  or  glanders, 
blank  protests  shall  be  furnished  the  owner  by  the  board  which  has 
ordered  such  killing.  Thereupon,  if  the  animal  be  killed,  an  autopsy 
shall  be  held  by  three  experts,  who  shall  be  graduate  veterinarians 
of  a recognized  college,  one  appointed  by  the  State  Board,  one  by 
the  owner,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner,  and  the  third  by  the  first  two, 
to  be  paid  by  the  State,  who  shall  appraise  such  animal  before  it  is 
killed  at  its  cash  value  and  the  autopsy  shall  then  be  held  upon 
such  animals  by  the  above  mentioned  veterinarians. 

If  the  autopsy  shows  that  the  animal  is  entirely  free  from  any 
such  disease,  the  cash  value  thereof  immediately  before  the  killing 
shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  by  the  State,  less  the  value  of  the 
carcass. 

The  appraisement  made  under  this  act  -shall  be  in  writing  and 
signed  by  the  appraisers  and  certified  by  the  local  board  of  health 
and  the  State  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Board  respectively,  to  the  Aud- 
itor of  the  State,  who  shall  draw,  a warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer 
for  the  amount  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

PETITIONS  AND  COMMUNICATIONS. 

A communication  was  received  from  the  Minnesota  Association 
of  Builders’  Exchanges  relating  to  S.  F.  No.  332, 

Which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  following  Communication  was  received  from  the  Board  of 
Control : 

State  of  Minnesota, 

Board  of  Control  of  State  Institutions, 

St.  Paul,  March  14,  1905. 

Hon.  Ray  W . Jones,  President  of  the  Senate. 

Sir: — We  have  before  us  a resolution  passed  by  the  Senate 
March  7,  1905,  as  follows: 

“ Resolved,  by  the  Senate  that  the  Board  of  Control  of  State  In- 
stitutions be  and  it  hereby  is  requested  to  inquire  into  the  feasibility 
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of  establishing  at  the  State  Prison  at  Stillwater,  Minnesota,  a plant 
for  the  manufacture  of  binders  and  mowers  and  the  employment  of 
a portion  of  the  prisoners  at  said  prison  in  the  operation  of  said 
plant;  and  the  said  Board  of  Control  is  hereby  requested  to  make 
report  of  its  inquiry  and  investigation  to  the  Senate  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.” 

We  have  given  the  subject  of  the  resolution  our  most  careful 
and  earnest  consideration,  but  owing  to  the  limited  time  allowed 
under  the  same  and  the  magnitude  of  the  business  involved  in  an 
enterprise  of  this  kind,  it  will  be  impossible  for  us  to  give  a de- 
finite and  conclusive  answer  to  the  inquiry  propounded  in  the  re- 
solution. We  shall  be  obliged,  therefore,  to  confine  ourselves  for  the 
time  being  tO'  pointing  out  some  of  the  prerequisites  necessary  to  the 
establishment  of  a plant  such  as  is  contemplated  by  the  resolution 
of  inquiry. 

The  plant,  if  built,  must  be  large  enough  to  be  operated  on  an 
economical  basis.  It  must  be  furnished  and  equipped  with  the  best 
of  machinery  so  as  to  permit  the  manufacture  of  machines  at  a cost 
and  of  a quality  that  will  compare  favorably  with  those  manufac- 
tured by  others  engaged  in  similar  enterprises.  It  must  have  a 
sufficient  Revolving  Fund  to  enable  the  business  to  be  conducted  on 
a strictly  cash  basis.  To  do^  this  will  of  necessity  involve  the  ex- 
penditure of  a large  amount  of  money,  much  more  than  is  now 
placed  at  our  disposal.  We  fully  recognize  the  many  difficulties 
to  be  encountered  in  establishing  a plant  of  this  kind  at  the  State 
Prison,  but  do  not  regard  it  as  impossible,  or  the  obstacles  as  in- 
surmountable. 

When  the  Legislature  of  1889  passed  the  law  under  which  the 
Twine  Plant  is  now  operated,  it  left  the  management  of  the  State 
Prison  untrammeled  and  free  to  employ  prison  labor  in  such  enter- 
prises as  were  deemed  most  advantageous  to  the  institution  and  the 
people  of  the  state,  but  a subsequent  law  (passed  as  we  fully  be- 
lieve, with  the  best  motive,  to  protect  certain  interests  of  the  State) 
placed  such  restrictions  on  prison  labor  as  to  make  it  impossible 
to  establish  a plant  of  the  nature  contemplated  by  the  resolution 
of  inquiry.  We  quote  Section  8,  Chapter  154,  Laws  of  1895  : 

“Number  Employed  in  any  One  Industry:  The  number  of  pri- 

soners employed  in  a single  industry  at  the  same  time  in  the  State 
Prison,  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of 
persons  engaged  in  such  industry  in  this  state  unless  a greater  num- 
ber is  necessary  to  produce  materials  or  articles  to  be  supplied  to 
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state  and  other  municipal  institutions,  penal  or  charitable ; provided, 
however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  number  of  prisoners 
employed  in  the  manufacture  of  binding  twine  at  the  State  Prison.” 
We  are  fully  advised  as  to  the  object  of  this  law.  The  motive 
was  to  minimize  the  effect  of  prison  labor  in  competition  with  free 
labor,  but  the  practical  workings  of  the  law  have  been  the  reverse. 
Some  time  since  the  Board  of  Control  investigated  the  matter  of 
the  employment  of  a portion  of  the  inmates  of  the  Piison  in  some 
industry  other  than  that  of  the  manufacture  of  shoes,  hoping  there- 
by to  reduce  such  competition  to  an  unobjectionable  quantity.  It 
was  found  that  a number  of  men  could  be  profitably  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  rope.  We  found,  upon  further  inquiry,  that 
there  was  no  free  labor  in  the  state  engaged  in  this  particular  in- 
dustry. Under  the  law  we  can  only  employ  in  any  one  industry  at 
the  Prison  a number  of  inmates  equal  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  number 
of  free  laborers  engaged  in  a similar  industry  in  the  state ; hence 
were  compelled  to  abandon  the  proposed  enterprise. 

There  is  at  the  present  time,  so  far  as  we  are  advised,  no  one  in 
the  state  actually  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  such  implements 
as  are  named  in  the  resolution,  but  there  is  a large  plant,  closed 
now  but  well  equipped  with  modern  machinery,  that  can  be  put  m 
operation  at  any  time.  Were  the  owners  to  start  the  plant  with 
from  fifty  to  one  hundred  men,  the  Board  of  Control  could  only 
employ  from  five  to  ten  inmates  in  a similar  plant  at  the  Prison, 
which  would,  of  course,  insure  the  failure  of  the  enterprise  from 
its  inception.  As  a prerequisite  to  the  establishment  of  a harvesting 
machinery  plant  at  the  Prison,  this  law  must  be  repealed  or  material- 
ly modified. 

As  to  the  cost  of  the  establishment  of  such  a plant  as  is  contem- 
plated by  the  resolution  of  inquiry,  or  the  amount  of  capital  neces- 
sary to  operate  the  same,  we  are  not  at  this  time  able  to  say,  as 
it  will  depend  largely  upon  the  size  and  equipment  of  the  plant.  No 
definite  action  should,  in  our  judgment,  be  taken  until  after  an  ex- 
haustive inquiry  as  to  the  advisability  and  probable  success  of  the 
enterprise.  We  would  be  pleased  to  confer  further  upon  this  sub- 
ject with  any  individual  member  of  the  legislature  or  any  committee 
thereof. 

It  is  a well  known  fact  that  the  International  Harvester  Company 
now  controls  nearly  the  entire  output  of  mowers  and  binders  in 
the  United  States,  and  that,  if  not  already,  soon  will  be  in  a position 
to  absolutely  dictate  terms  and  prices.  If  the  State  can  consistent  y 
and  safely  put  itself  in  a position  to  meet  the  machine  trust  as  it 
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has  already  met  the  twine  trust,  and  protect  consumers  from  un- 
fair treatment,  should  such  be  attempted,  it  should  do  so.

And  Whereas,  it  has  been  demonstrated  by  several  of  the  lead- 
ing  nations  that  a Postal  Savings  System  is  practicable,  and  highly 
beneficial  to  the  laboring  classes  and  small  depositor,  furnishing  a 
safe  and  secure  depository  for  their  savings  and  at  the  same  time 
returning  to  them  a fair  rate  of  interest  on  their  money,  as  well  as 
to  provide  the  government  with  sufficient  moneys  direct  from  the 
people  to  meet  the  legitimate  expenses  thereof  without  having  to 
resort  to  the  sale  of  bonds  to  syndicates. 

Now,  therefore , we  petition  your  honorable  body  to  enact  a 
Postal  Savings  Law,  that  will  meet  the  demands  of  the  working 
people  and  small  depositors  of  our  nation. 

Resolved , that  a copy  of  this  memorial  be  transmitted  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  also  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States.

— If  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  at  any 
time  find,  upon  any  report,  examination  or  otherwise  that  the  as- 
sets of  any  company  organized  or  doing  business  under  this  act  are 
less  than  its  liabilities,  including  valuation  of  its  policies  as  fixed  by 
paragraph  ten  (10)  hereof,  and  exclusive  of  its  capital  stock,  he 
shall  notify  it  to  cease  the  issue  of  any  insurance  policies  or  the 
payment  of  dividends  to  stock-holders  or  policy-holders,  or  both, 
until  the  deficiency  be  made  g*ood;  and  he  may,  and  whenever  it  is 
ascertained  by  him  that  the  assets  of  such  company  are  less  than 
eighty-five  per  cent  (85%)  of  such  liabilities  exclusive  of  capital 
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stock,  he  shall,  immediately  communicate  the  facts  to  the  Attorney 
General,  who  shall,  if  deemed  advisable  by  himself  and  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioner,  after  a personal  investigation  of  the  matter 
and  a hearing  of  which  both  the  Insurance  Commissioner  and  the 
company  shall  have  notice,  and  at  which  both  may  be  present  and 
have  the  right  to  be  heard,  at  once  apply  to  the  District  Court  of 
the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  the  said  company  is  lo- 
cated, or  to  a judge  of  said  court,  for  a receiver  for  said  company, 
and  said  court  or  judge  shall  forthwith  issue  a citation  to  said  com- 
pany to  appear  at  a day  and  place  to  be  named  therein  and  answer 
to  said  application,  and  if  upon  the  hearing  to>  such  application  said 
court  or  judge  shall  find  the  assets  of  said  company  to  be  less  than 
its  liabilities  as  aforesaid,  said  court  or  judge  may,  if  practicable, 
and  it  is  considered  by  him  to  be  advisable  and  in  the  interest  of 
the  policy-holders  of  such  company,  order  and  direct  the  re-insur- 
ance of  its  outstanding  policies  in  some  solvent  company  authorized 
to  do  business  in  this  state,  or  said  court  or  judge  may,  if  deemed 
advisable  for  the  interests  of  the  policy-holders,  appoint  some  dis- 
interested person  or  persons  to  be  receiver  or  receivers  of  said  com- 
pany, and  said  court  or  judge  may  provide  a mode  for  proving 
claims  against  said  company  and  may  limit  and  extend  the  time 
for  the  presentation  of  such  claims,  and  may  make  all  necessary 
orders  in  reference  to  the  delivery  to  and  possession  of  such  re- 
ceiver or  receivers  of  the  assets  and  property  of  said  company,  and 
the  sale  and  conveyance  of  the  same  by  him,  and  may  direct  the 
application  of  the  avails  of  such  assets  and  property  equitably  in 
satisfaction  of  the  claims  proven  against  such  company  and  the 
payment  of  the  ascertained  value  of  its  outstanding  policies  to 
policy-holders  either  in  whole  or  in  part;  and  said  court  or  judge 
shall  annual  the  charter  and  decree  the  dissolution  of  said  company, 
and  make  all  other  orders  and  decrees  necessary  and  proper  in  re- 
ference to  winding  up  the  affairs  of  said  company  and  the  dispo- 
sition of  its  property.  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  act  as  receiver  of  any  such  company  who  shall  have  been  a di- 
rector or  trustee  thereof  at  any  time  within  two  years  prior  to  the 
application  for  such  receivership. 

Adopted. 

No.  2.  Amend  section  1 6 of  the  printed  bill  by  adding  after  the 
word  “town”  where  said  word  occurs  in  line  6,  the  words  “village 
school  district.”

“Provided,  that  until  the  same  shall  be  sold  or  exchanged  for 
other  authorized  securities,  any  securities  acquired  previous  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  but  not  authorized  hereby,  shall  be  valued  at 
their  actual  value  in  determining  the  assets  of  the  company.” 

Adopted. 

No.  5.  Amend  section  18  of  the  printed  bill  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  another  paragraph  as  follows : 

“Provided,  further,  that  buildings  for  other  than  home  office 
purposes  erected  by  any  such  company  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
act  may  be  retained  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  for  the  disposition  of  real  estate  acquired  by  fore- 
closure of  mortgages.” 

Adopted. 

No.  6.  Amend  section  21  of  the  printed  bill  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following : 

“Provided,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  in  any  way 
validate  or  invalidate  any  lien  heretofore  lawfully  imposed  under 
the  laws  of  this  state.”

which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  net  premium  required  by  the  Actu- 
aries’ Combined  Experience  Table  of  Mortality,  and  four  pe£  cent 
interest  or  the  American  Experience  Table  of  Mortality,  with  the 
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same  rate  of  interest,  together  with  a reasonable  charge  added 
thereto  as  an  expense  loading. 

And  no  insurance  company  organized  or  authorized  under  this 
act  shall  own,  operate  or  engage  in  any  other  business  than  that  oi 
life  insurance,  as  herein  specifically  defined  and  authorized.  And 
it  is  further  provided,  to-wit

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  report,  the  undersigned  mem- 
bers of  the  said  Finance  Committee  wish  to  add  the  following 
explanation : 

This  bill  as  originally  drawn  provides  for  a considerable  in- 
crease in  the  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Department 
of  insurance  and  the  compensation  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
and  his  assistants.  Heretofore  the  total  annual  or  continuous 
appropriations  provided  by  law  for  said  department  aggregated 
the  sum  of  $6,300.  To  this  should  be  added  items  which  have 
appeared  in  the  Omnibus  Bills  during  recent  sessions,  the  item 
of  $3,000  per  year  for  extra  clerk  hire  and  $700  per  year  for 
additional  contingent  fund,  making  a total  thus  provided  for  by 
existing  laws  for  the  maintenance  of  this  department  of  the  sum 
of  $10,000.  Assuming  that  the  additional  contingent  fund  will 
be  provided  by  the  Omnibus  Appropriation  Bill  hereafter  reported, 
the  difference  between  the  amount  asked  for  by  this  bill  and  the 
amount  of  the  present  standing  appropriations  is  $6,000. 

We  consider  that  this  increase  in  the  expense  of  one  department 
for  each  year  is  unwarranted  and  improper,  and  that  the  same  is 
a preference  of  one  department  over  other  executive  departments 
of  the  state  government  entitled  to  equal  recognition. 
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The  question  presented  by  this  minority  report  brings  before 
the  Senate  for  the  first  time  during  the  present  session  the  ques- 
tion as  to  what  policy  shall  be  observed  in  the  matter  of  increases 
of  salaries  for  the  heads  of  departments  and  their  assistants. 

The  foregoing  amendments  suggested  by  the  undersigned  mi- 
nority will  place  the  compensation  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner 
upon  a basis  equal  to  that  of  the  State  Treasurer,  will  provide 
him  with  additional  moneys  to  care  for  the  increased  volume  of 
business  in  the  Insurance  Commissioner  s department,  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  undersigned,  provides  adequate  compensation  for 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  and  his  assistants.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor : 

State  of  Minnesota, 

Executive  Department. 

St.  Paul,  March  27,  1905. 

Hon.  Ray  W . Jones , President  of  the  Senate , 

Sir  : — During  our  entire  period  of  statehood  the  Governor  as 
the  Chief  Executive  of  th$  State,  has  by  law  been  the  custodian  of 
the  State  Capitol,  and  he  is  responsible  for  the,  general  order  and 
well  being  of  the  same. 

The  new  capitol  is  sufficiently  completed  to  be  occupied  by  the 
legislative,  judicial  and  executive  arms  of  the  government,  and 
the  different  departments  are  domiciled  here  by  right  of  law  and 
not  as  tenants  of  the  State  Board  of  Capitol  Commissioners  created 
to  construct  the  building. 

Senate  File  No.  4,  “ A bill  for  an  act  to  provide  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  new  capitol  and  to  appropriate  money  therefor,” 
would  take  from  the  Governor  the  power  properly  vested  in  him 
as  custodian  of  the  new  State  Capitol  and  vest  this  power  in  the 
Board  of  Capitol  Commissioners,  a board  created  not  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  State  affairs,  but  created  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  and  constructing  the  new  capitol  building.  It  is  essential 
for  the  due  and  orderly  administration  of  law  that  the  Governor  be 
placed  in  charge  of  the  new  capitol  building,  and  public  policy  de- 
mands that  the  Capitol  Commission  be  required  to  complete  the 
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work  of  construction  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  be  made 
to  render  an  account  of  their  stewardship  to  the  proper  authorities 
without  delay. 

Senate  File  No.  4,  should  it  become  a law,  directly  invites  the 
State  Capitol  Commission  to  delay  the  work  of  completion  for  at 
least  two  years,  when,  as  a matter  fact,  there  is  no  reason  why 
this  completion  should  not  be  effected  within  a few  months.  It 
has  been  the  policy  of  the  State  to  lessen  the  number  of  separate 
and  distinct  boards,  and  to  concentrate  the  management  of  the 
several  departments  into  a more  central  power,  and  in  my  judg- 
ment, there  is  no  reason  at  this  time  for  departing  from  that  policy 
to  widen  the  scope  of  influence  and  authority  of  the  Capitol  Com- 
mission by  enlarging  its  field  of  operation  and  continuing  it  in 
a line  of  work  not  originally  designed  to  be  a duty  or  function  of 
said  board. 

For  these  reasons  and  for  the  further  reason  that  I cannot 
acquiesce  in  the  implication  that  the  Governor  of  the  State,  chosen 
by  a majority  of  the  people  of  the  State,  is  incompetent  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office  as  applied  to  this  particular  instance,  I am 
constrained  to  herewith  return  Senate  File  No.  4,  “A  bill  for  an  act 
to  provide  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  new  State  Capitol 
and  to  appropriate  money  therefor/’  without  my  approval.  I 
would  recommend  that  the  Legislature  provide  a sufficient  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  cost  and  maintenance  of  the  Capitol;  to  pro- 
vide for  the  appointment  by  the  Governor  of  a superintendent  of 
capitol  buildings  and  grounds,  and  authorize  the  Governor  to  pro- 
vide for  such  other  employes  as  may  be  necessary.  I would 
especially  urge  in  this  connection  that  for  all  employes  where  tech- 
nical knowledge  and  ability  is  required,  that  a civil  service  rule  be 
provided  in  order  that  this  class  of  help  might  not  be  changed  with 
varying  administrations  for  political  purposes. 

I beg  to  remind  you  again  that  provision  must  be  made  for  the 
care  and  maintenance  of  the  old  capitol  building,  as  well  as  the 
new,  and  that  there  should  be  no  divided  authority  as  to  the  custody 
of  the  State  Capitol  property.

Whereas,  The  state  owns  about  145,000  acres  of  land  located

Whereas,  The  reservation  of  so  much  land  fit  for  settlement 
is  an  injury,  not  only  to  that  part  of  the  state,  but  to  the  com- 
mercial interests  of  the  whole  state,  the  land  reserved  being  already 
crossed  by  two  railroads;

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HOUSE. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House : 

Mr.  President  : — I have  to  announce  that  the  House  has  con- 
curred in  the  Senate  amendments  to  House  Files  No.  254  and  No. 
656,  and  repassed  the  bills  as  amended. 

Also  the  adoption  by  the  House  of  the  following  joint  resolu- 
tion, in  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  is  requested : 

Whereas,  by  an  act  of  Congress  introduced  by  our  Senator 
Nelson  and  known  as  the  Nelson  Act,  entitled  “An  act  for  the 
relief  and  civilization  of  the  Chippewa  Indians,”  a treaty  was  made 
with  said  Indians,  whereby  they  were  to  select  lands  for  homes 
and  the  remainder  of  their  reservations  was  to  be  opened  for  set- 
tlement by  actual  settlers,  at  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
($1.25)  per  acre;  and  the  proceeds  given  to  the  Indians,  and 

Whereas,  by  subsequent  legislation,  225,000  acres  of  said  cut- 
over lands  were  reserved  for  experiment  in  forestry,  and 

Whereas,  such  lands  surround  the  allotments  taken  by  the  In- 
dians rendering  them  valueless,  and  defeating  the  purposes  of  the 
Nelson  Act,  which  was  to  help  them,  educate  them,  make  them 
self-supporting  and  civilize  them.  A farm  without  roads,  schools 
or  churches  and  no  way  to  get  them  is  worthless,  and 
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Whereas,  the  state  owns  a large  quantity  of  land  located  with- 
in said  tract,  which  is  depreciated  in  value  for  the  same  reasons. 

Whereas,  the  reservation  of  so  much  land  fit  for  settlement  is 
an  injury,  not  only  to  that  part  of  the  state,  but  the  whole  state, 
and  the  manufacturing  and  commercial  interests  of  the  state.  The 
land  reserved,  being  already  traversed  by  one  railroad  east  and 
west,  with  a north  and  south  road  to  it,  and  ready  to  cross  it  when 
it  is  opened  for  settlement. 

Nozv  therefore , Be  It  Resolved , by  the  House,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  requested 
to  pass  appropriate  legislation  to  the  end  that  the  said  reserved 
lands  be  opened  to  settlement  by  actual  settlers  comformably  to 
the  Nelson  Act. 

Resolved  further , that  our  Senators  and  Representatives  are  re- 
quested to  urge  this  matter  upon  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved  further,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  instructed 
to  forward  copies  of  these  resolution  to  each  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  and  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior.

“Whenever  any  such  loan  has  been  made,  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  shall  have  the  same  rights  in  reference  to 
the  enforcement  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  for  the  collection  of  the 
same,  or  the  foreclosure  of  any  such  mortgage,  as  any  other  lender 
or  mortgagee,  and  if  necessary  may  sell  and  assign  any  such  note 
or  mortgage  at  a discount  of  not  more  than  two  (2)  per  cent  of 
the  interest  unpaid.  When  authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
the  Chairman  and  County  Auditor  may  execute  any  such  assign- 
ment.” 

Renumber  Section  2 so  as  to  read  “Section  3.”

CHAPTER  32. 

Strike  out  the  entire  chapter,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  1.  Game  and  Fish  Commission— Appointment^-Terms. 
—The  State  Game  and  Fish  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  com- 
missioners, to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  each  for  the  term  of 
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four  years ; but  those  heretofore  appointed  pursuant  to  chapter  336, 
Laws  of  1903,  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  terms  for  which 
they  are  respectively  named.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  like 
appointment  for  the  remainder  of  the  terms.  The  members  shall 
serve  without  pay,  but  their  necessary  expenses  as  such  shall  be 
paid  by  the  state,  upon  itemized  statement  thereof  duly  itemized 
by  the  commission. 

Sec.  2.  Office. — The  commission  shall  have  an  office  in  the 
capitol  and  be  supplied  by  the  state  with  furniture,  stationery, 
blanks  and  postage  for  the  proper  transaction  of  its  business. 

Sec.  3.  General  Powers. — The  commission  shall  enforce  the 
laws  of  the  state  relating  to  the  protection,  preservation  and  propa- 
gation, taking,  use,  possession  and  transportation  of  all  game  ani- 
mals, game  birds,  fish,  and  harmless  birds  and  animals  mentioned  in 
this  chapter. 

Sec.  4.  General  Duties. — The  board  of  game  and  fish  commis- 
sioners shall  have  general  charge  of  the  following  public  matters, 
and  necessary  powers  therefor : 

1.  The  protection,  propagation  and  breeding  of  game  and  fish  of 
such  species  and  varieties  as  they  may  deem  of  value  to  the  people 
of  the  state. 

2.  The  collection  and  diffusion  of  such  statistics  and  information 
as  they  deem  useful  in  regard  to  the  protection  and  propagation  of 
game  and  fish,  and  to  take  charge  of  and  keep  all  reports,  books, 
papers  and  documents  which  shall  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
hereunder  come  into  their  possession  and  control. 

3.  Said  board  shall  annually  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
December  of  each  year,  submit  to  the  governor  of  the  state  a de- 
tailed report  showing  what  has  been  done  by  it  during  the  preceding 
year,  the  amount  of  money  received  by  it  from  all  sources,  a com- 
plete inventory  of  all  game,  guns,  dogs  and  other  property  seized 
and  sold,  with  the  names  of  the  purchasers  and  the  amount  received 
for  the  same,  the  amount  of  its  disbursements  in  detail,  and  the 
books  and  vouchers  of  said  board  shall  be  subject  to  examination 
by  the  public  examiner  at  all  times. 

4.  The  control  and  management  of  all  state  fish  hatcheries,  the 
grounds  used  therefor,  whether  owned  or  leased,  the  buildings, 
ponds,  apparatus  and  all  other  property  belonging  to  or  held  by  the 
state  for  the  propagation  of  fish. 

5.  The  purchase  and  establishment  of  new  hatcheries  in  like 
manner  when  appropriations  shall  be  made  by  law  to  purchase  and 
maintain  the  same. 
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6.  The  receiving  from  the  United  States  commissioner  of  fisU 
eries,  or  other  persons,  of  all  spawn  or  fry  donated  to  the  state,  and 
in  the  most  practical  way,  by  purchase,  exchange  or  otherwise,  to 
procure  and  receive  fish,  spawn  or  fry,  and  to  distribute  the  same  by 
stocking  the  waters  of  this  state,  and  to  take  such  measures  as  shall 
in  their  judgment  best  promote  the  supply  of  food  fish  in  the  waters 
of  Minnesota. 

7.  The  taking  of  fish  from  the  public  waters  of  this  state  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year  for  artificial  propagation  and  stocking  of  other 
waters  of  this  state. 

8.  Said  board  may  employ  a competent  person  as  superintendent 
of  fisheries  at  a salary  of  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  per  annum  and  to  be  paid  to  him  out  of  the  funds  provided 
for  the  enforcement  of  this  act  and  he  shall  devote  his  entire  time  to 
the  work  of  fish  propagation  and  distribution  under  the  direction  of 
said  board. 

He  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  said  board. 

Said  board  may  employ  such  assistants  for  said  superintendent  of 
fisheries  as  the  exigencies  of  the  work  may  require  at  such  compen- 
sation as  the  board  may  fix. 

Said  board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  appoint  such 
persons  as  game  wardens  for  such  periods  at  such  compensation  as 
said  board  shall  determine,  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  said  laws. 

Each  game  warden  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  shall  give  bond  to  said  board  with  sureties  or  security  in  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  such  warden,  said  bond  to  be  approved  by  said  board. 

10.  Said  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  possession  of  any  and  all  property  belonging  to  the  state  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  and  to  take  possession  for  the  state  of  any  and 
all  game  and  fish  and  any  part  thereof  which  is  declared  by  this  act 
as  contraband  and  to  dispose  of  the  same;  and  to  take  possession 
for  the  state  of  any  property  by  this  act  declared  to  be  a public 
nuisance  and  to  dispose  of  the  same. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the 
State  of  Minnesota,  to  institute  and  prosecute  all  actions  and  pro- 
ceedings against  all  persons  for  the  violation  of  any  law  of  this 
state  relating  to  game  and  fish,  and  to  institute  and  prosecute  all  ac- 
tions to  recover  any  and  all  claims  arising  under  this  act,  whether 
arising  out  of  contract  or  otherwise,  and  to  protect  the  property  of 
the  state  in  any  manner  connected  with  the  work  of  said  board. 

All  criminal  actions  shall  be  entitled  The  State  of  Minnesota,  as 
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plaintiff,  and  all  other  actions  and  proceedings  instituted  by  them 
shall  be  entitled  State  Game  and  Fish  Commission  6f  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  as  plaintiff. 

12.  The  board  may  employ  an  attorney  to  perform  such  legal 
services  as  the  board  may  require.  He  may  appear  for  said  board 
in  all  civil  actions  in  which  said  board  or  any  of  its  wardens  may  be 
interested  by  reason  of  their  position  under  this  act,  and  he  may 
assist  the  county  attorney  in  the  prosecution  of  criminal  actions  aris- 
ing under  this  act,  and  when  for  any  reason  the  county  attorney 
does  not  prosecute  such  criminal  action  such  attorney  so  employed 
may  conduct  such  prosecution  on  behalf  of  the  state  with  the  same 
authority  as  the  county  attorney. 

The  compensation  to  be  paid  the  attorney  so  employed  shall  be 
fixed  by  said  board  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  provided  for  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act. 

13.  Said  board  may  employ  such  other  persons  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  performance  of  its  duties  at  such  compensation 
as  the  board  may  deem  proper. 

14.  Said  board  shall  have  such  powers  as  are  hereby  or  here- 
after may  be  committed  to  or  vested  in  them  by  law,  with  all  powers 
necessarily  incident  to  their  due  execution,  and  shall  have  an  official 
seal  which  shall  be  used  in  authenticating  documents,  appointments 
and  certificates  issued  by  them. 

Sec.  5.  Executive  Agent—  Said  board  shall  appoint  one  of  its 
to  act  for  it  and  to  exercise  for  it,  when  it  members  shall  not  be 
m session,  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  authority  vested  in  said  board. 
Such  person  shall  be  known  as  the  executive  agent  of  the  board  of 
game  and  fish  commissioners  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  shall 
devote  all  his  time  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  position. 

He  shall  act  as  such  executive  agent  during  the  pleasure  of  said 
board,  and  shall  be  subject  to  its  direction  and  control. 

He  shall  receive  not  tO'  exceed  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
per  annum  for  his  services  and  to  be  paid  to  him  out  of  the  funds 
provided  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act. 

He  shall  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  give  a 
bond  with  sureties  or  security  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  in  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  accounting  for 
all  state  property  coming  into  his  hands,  said  bonds  to  be  approved 
by  the  board. 

Sec.  6.  Payments — How  Made. — All  payments  out  of  the  state 
treasury  required  to  be  made  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
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shall  be  made  on  duly  approved  vouchers  and  shall  be  paid  the  same 
as  other  state  officers  are  paid. 

Sec.  7.  The  property  owned  or  leased  for  use  by  said  board  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  held  and  used  for  the  purposes 
herein  specified. 

Sec.  8.  Execution  of  Writs. — The  executive  agent  of  said  board,  J 
all  members  and  all  wardens  appointed  by  said  board  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  serve  and  execute  all  warrants  and 
process  of  law  issued  by  any  court  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  or  any  other  law  of  this  state  relating  to  the  preservation 
and  protection  of  game  and  fish,  in  the  same  manner  as  any  consta- 
ble or  sheriff  may  serve  and  execute  the  same  and  for  tile  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act  they  may  call  to  their  aid  any 
sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable  or  police  officer,  or  any  other  per- 
son ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs,  consta- 
bles or  police  officers  and  other  persons,  when  called  upon,  to  en- 
force and  aid  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Sec.  9.  Ozvnership  in  State. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  or  m 
any  manner  acquire  any  property  in  or  subject  to  his  dominion  or 
control,  any  of  the  birds,  animals  or  fish  or  any  part  thereof  within 
this  state  of  the  kinds  herein  mentioned,  but  they  shall  always  and 
under  all  circumstances  be  and  remain  the  property  of  this  state ; I 
except,  that  by  killing,  catching  or  taking  the  same  in  the  manner 
and  for  the  purposes  herein  authorized,  and  during  the  periods  when 
their  killing  is  not  herein  prohibited,  the  same  may  be  used  by  any 
person  at  the  time,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  herein  ex-  j 
pressly  authorized;  and  whenever  any  person  kills,  catches,  takes,  ^ 
ships  or  has  in  his  possession,  or  under  control,  any  of  the  birds,  an-  1 
imals  or  fish,  or  any  part  thereof,  mentioned  in  this  act  at  a time  or 
in  a manner  prohibited  by  this  act,  such  person  shall  thereby  forfeit 
and  lose  all  his  right  to  the  use  and  possession  of  such  bird,  animal 
or  fish,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  state  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sole 
possession  thereof' 

Sec.  10.  Nests  and  Eggs. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  take  or  ; 
have  in  possession  or  under  control,  break  up  or  destroy,  or  in  any 
manner  interfere  with  any  nest,  or  the  eggs  of  any  of  the  kind£  of 
birds,  the  killing  of  which  is  at  any  or  all  times  herein  prohibited. 

Any  person  offending  against  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
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county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  for 
each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  ii.  Manner  of  Taking. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  catch, 
take  or  kill  any  of  the  birds  or  animals  which  are  by  this  act  per- 
mitted to  be  caught,  taken  or  killed,  in  any  other  manner  than  by 
shooting  them  with  a gun  held  to  the  shoulder  of  the  person  dis- 
charging the  same. 

Whoever  offends  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  for 
each  and  every  bird  or  animal  so  caught,  taken  or  killed. 

Sec.  12.  Traps , Snares,  etc. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  set, 
lay,  prepare  or  have  in  possession  any  trap,  snare,  artificial  light, 
net,  bird  lime,  swivel  gun  or  set  gun  or  any  contrivance  whatever 
for  the  purpose  of  catching,  taking  or  killing  any  of  the  birds  in  this 
act  mentioned,  except  that  decoys  and  stationary  blinds  may  be  used 
in  hunting  wild  geese,  brant  and  ducks. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  days,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  13.  Hunting  After  Dark. — No  person  shall  at  any  time 
hunt  with  or  shoot  from  any  boat,  canoe  or  contrivance  or  device 
whatever  on  any  of  the  waters  in  this  state  between  dark  and  day- 
light, and  no  person  shall  at  any  time  make  use  of,  hunt  with  or 
shoot  from  any  floating  battery,  sink  boat,  sunken  barrels,  boxes, 
tubs,  floating  blinds  or  any  similar  device  whatever  on  any  of  the 
waters  in  this  state. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  or  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  cost  of  prosecution  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days, 
for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  14.  Hunting  With  Dogs. — No  person  shall  hunt,  pursue, 
catch,  take  or  kill  any  of  the  animals  in  this  act  mentioned,  with 
dog  or  dogs. 
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Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  ' 
one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  ninety 
days,  for  each  and^very  offense. 

Any  dog  or  dogs  used  or  attempted  to  be  used  in  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  section  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and  is  a public 
nuisance,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  kill  or  attempt  to  1 
kill  any  dog  or  dogs  so  being  used  or  attempted  to  be  used. 

Sec.  15.  Trespass — Notice. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  enter 

into  any  growing  or  standing  grain  not  his  own  with  intent  to  catch, 
recover,  take  or  kill  any  bird,  animal  or  fish,  nor  permit  any  dog 
with  which  he  shall  be  hunting  to  do  so  for  such  purpose  without » 
permission  from  the  owner  or  person  in  charge  thereof.  No  person 
shall  at  any  time  enter  upon  any  land  not  his  own  with  intent  to  j 
catch,  recover,  take  or  kill  any  bird,  animal  or  fish  after  being  noti- 
fied by  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof  not  to  do  so. 

Such  notice  may  be  given  orally  or  by  posting  written  or  printed 
notices  to  that  effect,  in  the  English  language,  in  conspicuous  places 
on  the  land  so  protected,  and  no  person  shall  in  any  manner  destroy  j 
any  sign  so  posted.  Any  person  offending  against  any  of  the  pro-  J 
visions  of  this  section*  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  ten  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more 
than  ten  days,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Nothing  in  this  section  contained,  however,  shall  be  construed  as 
to  limit  or  in  any  manner  affect  the  remedy  of  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  any  such  lands  or  grain  at  common  law  or  under  the  statutes  of 
this  State  for  trespass. 

Sec.  16.  Possession  of  Game. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  have  i 
in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  within  this  state  any  bird,  ani- 
mal or  fish  or  any  part  thereof  which  has  been  caught,  taken  or 
killed  outside  of  this  state  at  a time  when  it  is  unlawful  to  have  in 
possession  or  under  control  such  birds,  animals  or  fish  or  parts  ( 
thereof  if  caught,  taken  or  killed  in  this  state. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days 
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for  each  and  every  such  bird,  animal  or  fish  or  any  part  thereof  had 
in  his  possession  or  under  his  control. 

Sec.  17.  Possession — Evidence — Exceptions. — The  possession 
or  having  under  control  by  any  person  or  persons  within  this  state 
of  any  bird,  animal  or  fish  or  any  part  of  any  bird,  animal  or  fish, 
the  killing  of  which  is  at  any  time  herein  prohibited,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  that  it  was  the  property  of  this  state  at  the  time  it 
was  caught  taken  or  killed,  and  that  it  was  caught,  taken  or  killed 
in  this  state ; to  disprove  which  it  shall  be  necessary  to  show  by  tes- 
timony of  the  party  who  actually  caught,  took  or  killed  the  same, 
that  at  the  time  it  was  caught,  taken  or  killed  it  was  caught,  taken 
or  killed  outside  of  the  state. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  in  regard  to  the  shipping  and  having 
in  possession  of  the  hides  of  any  moose,  deer,  or  caribou,  or  the 
hides  of  any  fur-bearing  animals  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the 
hides  which  have  been  shipped  from  a point  outside  of  this 
state,  nor  to  any  manufactured  article  made  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
any  hides  or  furs,  whether  obtained  within  this  state  or  from 
another  state  or  from  any  foreigp  country,  nor  to  any  raw  or 
dressed  furs  obtained  in  this  state ; provided,  that  the  shipping  by 
mistake  or  ignorance  of  one  or  more  moose,  deer,  caribou  or  elk 
skins  during  the  close  season  with  other  goods  or  hides,  the  shipping 
or  possession  of  which  is  not  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  this  act, 
shall  not  render  such  other  goods  or  hides  subject  to  seizure  or  con- 
fiscation under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

The  use  of  the  words  fur  or  fur-bearing  animals  as  used  in  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  moose,  deer,  caribou  or  elk  or  the  skin  of 
any  moose,  deer,  caribou  or  elk. 

Sec.  18.  Fish  Nets. — All  fish  nets  had  or  maintained  in  any  of 
the  waters  of  any  lake,  pond  or  stream  in  this  state,  for  the  purpose 
of  catching,  taking,  killing,  deceiving  or  attracting  any  fish  con- 
trary to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
and  are  a public  nuisance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners,  all  game  war- 
dens, sheriffs  and  their  deputies,  constables  and  police  officers  of  this 
•state,  to  take,  seize,  abate,  dispose  of  or  destroy  any  and  all  of  the 
same  used,  had  or  maintained  as  aforesaid.  And  no  liability  shall 
be  incurred  to  the  owner  or  any  other  person  for  such  seizure,  abate- 
ment, disposition  or  destruction  thereof,  and  said  board  of  game 
and  fish  commissioners,  and  all  wardens  and  other  officers  or  per- 
sons, shall  be  released  from  all  liability  to  any  person  or  persons 
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whatsoever  for  acts  done  or  committed  or  property  seized,  abated, 
disposed  of,  or  destroyed  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  section. 

Sec.  19.  Contraband  Game — Search  Warrant. — Any  bird,  ani- 
mal, fish,  or  any  part  of  any  bird,  animal  or  fish,  mentioned  in  this 
act  caught,  killed,  shipped  or  had  in  possession  or  under  control  con- 
trary to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and 
shall  be  contraband ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  members  of  the 
board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners,  all  game  wardens,  sheriffs 
and  their  deputies,  constables  and  police  officers  of  this  state,  to  seize 
and  take  possession  of  any  and  all  birds,  animals  or  fish  or  any  part 
of  any  bird,  animal  or  fish,  which  have  been  caught,  taken,  killed  or 
had  in  possession  or  under  control  or  shipped  contrary  to  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act.  Any  court  having  jurisdiction  to  try  any 
person  for  any  offense  committed  under  this  act  may,  upon  receiv- 
ing proof  of  probable  cause  for  believing  in  the  concealment  of  any 
bird,  animal,  fish,  or  any  part  of  any  bird,  animal,  or  fish;  caught, 
taken,  killed  or  had  in  possession  or  under  control  by  any  person  or 
shipped  by  any  person  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
issue  a search  warrant  and  cause  a search  to  be  made  in  any  place 
for  any  such  birds,  animals,  fish,  or  any  part  of  any  such  bird,  ani- 
mal, or  fish;  and  to  that  end  may  cause  any  building,  inclosure  or 
car  to  be  entered,  and  any  apartment,  chest,  box,  locker,  crate,  bas- 
ket, package,  or  any  other  receptacle  whatever  to  be  broken  open 
and  the  contents  thereof  examined.  All  such  officers  taking  or  seiz- 
ing any  such  birds,  animals,  or  fish,  or  any  part  of  any  such  bird, 
animal,  or  fish,  shall  at  once  report  all  the  facts  attending  the  same 
to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state. 

Sec.  20.  Same* — Donated  to  Charitable  Institutes. — Any  bird, 
animal,  fish,  or  any  part  of  any  bird,  animal,  or  fish,  caught,  taken, 
killed,  had  in  possession  or  under  control,  or  shipped  contrary  to 
any  provisions  of  this  act  which  shall  come  into  the  possession  of  the 
board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state,  shall  be  donated 
by  the  board  to  the  various  charitable  institutions  within  this  state 
for  the  use  of  the  inmates  thereof  as  food  only. 

Sec.  21.  Exchange  Specimens. — The  board  of  game  and  fish 
commissioners  of  this  state  upon  application  from  the  board  of 
game  and  fish  commissioners  of  any  other  state,  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  obtain  and  secure  alive  specimens  of  the  game  birds, 
animals  and  fish  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  to  sell  or  exchange 
and  ship  such  specimens  to  such  board  of  game  and  fish  commission- 
ers to  any  point  outside  of  the  State  of  Minnesota;  but  such  speci- 
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mens  shall  only  be  used  for  breeding  or  for  propagation  of  the  same 
species. 

Sec.  22.  Terms  Defined. — The  word  person,  as  used  in  this  act, 
shall  include  all  individuals,  firms,  joint  stock  companies,  corpora- 
tions and  all  combinations,  thereof,  and  the  word  possession,  as 
used  in  this  act,  shall  include  both  actual  and  constructive  posses- 
sion. 

The  word  animal,  as  used  herein,  shall  not  include  any  variety  ot 
birds. 

Sec.  23.  Attempts  at  Violation — Penalties. — Any  attempt  to 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  a violation  of  such  provision,  and  any  person  attempting 
to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  section  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  or  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars 
and  cost  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

Sec.  24.  Incriminating  Evidence. — In  any  prosecution  or  judi- 
cial proceeding  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  any  partici- 
pant in  any  violation  thereof  may  testify  as  a witness  against  any 
other  person  violating  the  same  without  incriminating  himself  by  so 
doing;  nor  shall  the  evidence  so  given  by  him  be  used  in  any  crim- 
inal proceeding  against  him  for  such  violation. 

Sec.  25.  Limitation. — All  prosecutions  under  this  act  shall  be 
commenced  within  two  years  from  the  time  the  offense  was  com- 
mitted. 

Sec.  26.  Duties  of  Officers. — It  is  hereby  made  a part  of  the 
official  duty  of  every  county  attorney,  sheriff,  constable  or  other 
peace  officers,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  27.  Jurisdiction. — The  powers  conferred  and  duties  im- 
posed oft  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  and  the  game 
wardens  herein  shall  extend  to  and  include  all  the  territory  and 
waters  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state. 

Sec.  28.  Resisting  Commission. — Whoever  shall  resist  or  ob- 
struct the  executive  agent  of  said  board,  or  any  member  thereof,  or 
any  warden  or  other  officers  of  this  state,  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  under  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecu- 
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tion,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  sixty 
days  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  29.  Collections  for  Science — Procedure — Fees. — Certificates 
may  be  granted  by  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  to  any 
member  of  any  incorporated  society  of  natural  history  or  other  sci- 
entific body  organized  for  the  study  of  natural  history,  or  to  any 
properly  accredited  person  whom  such  society  may  designate,  per- 
mitting the  holder  of  such  certificate  to  collect  for  scientific  purposes 
only,  the  nests,  eggs,  birds,  animals  or  fish  protected  by  this  act. 
No  person  to  whom  such  certificate  may  be  issued  shall  dispose  of 
any  such  specimens  secured  by  gift  or  otherwise  except  by  exchange 
of  specimens  for  scientific  purposes  only. 

In  order  to  obtain  such  certificate  the  applicant  for  the  same  must 
present  to  and  file  with  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners 
written  testimonials  from  two  well-known  scientific  men,  certifying 
to  the  good  character  and  fitness  of  the  applicant  to  be  intrusted 
with  such  privilege,  and  a properly  executed  bond  in  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  signed  by  two  responsible  freeholders  of  this  state 
as  sureties  conditioned  for  the  faithful  compliance  by  the  applicant 
with  all  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  pay  said  board  upon  the 
issuance  of  such  certificate  the  sum  of  two  dollars.  This  bond  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  state  and  such  certificate  becomes  void  upon  the 
conviction  of  said  applicant  of  a violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Such  certificate  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  for  one  year  only  from 
the  date  of  its  issue  and  shall  not  be  transferable. 

Whoever  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  sixty  days,  or  both. 

Sec.  30.  Fishways. — All  fishways  heretofore  or  hereafter  erected 
in  any  dam  or  obstruction  across  any  of  the  streams  of  this  state 
shall  at  all  times  be  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  board 
of  game  and  fish  commissioners-. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  corporation,  person  or  persons,  who 
now  own  or  control  or  hereafter  may  erect,  own  or  control  any  .dam 
or  other  obstruction  across  any  of  the  rivers,  creeks,  streams  or 
other  water  courses  within  or  running  through  this  state,  to  con- 
struct in  connection,  with  such  dam  or  dams,  durable  and  efficient 
fishways,  so  that  the  free  passage  of  the  fish  up  and  down  such 
waters  may  not  be  obstructed. 
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All  such  fishways  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  good  repair  by 
the  person  so  owning,  controlling,  operating  or  using  any  dam  or 
any  obstruction  as  aforesaid,  so  that  said  fishways  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  and  free  from  obstructions  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

In  case  the  owners  or  person  controlling  or  operating  or  using; 
any  dam  or  obstruction  aforesaid  shall  fail  or  refuse,  after  ten  days5" 
written  notice  by  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this 
state,  to  construct  and  keep  in  good*  repair  durable  and  efficient  fish- 
ways as  provided  in  this  act,  then  said  board  of  game  and  fish  com- 
missioners may  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed  durable  and 
efficient  fishways,  or  place  the  same  in  good  repair,  and  the  cost 
thereof  may  be  recovered  by  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commis- 
sioners from  the  owner  or  any  person  in  control  thereof  in  a civil 
action  before  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Any  person  owning  or  controlling  any  such  dam  or  other  obstruc- 
tion who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  with  respect  to  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
such  fishways  in  any  such  dam,  or  other  obstruction  after  having 
been  given  ten  days5  written  notice  by  the  board  of  game  and  fish 
commissioners  to  construct  or  repair  the  same,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  cost  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  coun- 
ty jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days  for  each 
and  every  day  after  the  expiration  of  said  notice  that  he  shall  neg- 
lect and  refuse  to  do  so. 

Every  owner  or  person  controlling  any  dam  or 'obstruction  in  or 
in  connection  with  which  any  fishway  has  been  built  as  provided 
for  in  this  act,  and  to  the  satisfaction  and  approval  of  said  board, 
may  obtain  from  said  board  a certificate  that  said  fishway  is  con- 
structed in  compliance  with  this  act,  which  certificate  while  in  force 
shall  be  a full  protection  against  any  prosecution  under  this  section. 
Such  certificate  may  be  suspended  at  any  time  by  said  board  when 
said  fishway  is  not  maintained  or  kept  in  repair  as  herein  required. 
If  any  person  so  owning  or  controlling  any  dam  or  obstruction  shall 
fail  to  construct  such  fishway  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  board  it 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  a violation  of  this  section. 

Sec.  31.  Deposits  of  Refuse. — Any  person  who  deposits  any 
sawdust  or  other  refuse  in  any  stream  or  water  wherein  the  said 
board  have  deposited  or  shall  deposit  fry,  or  wherein  brook  trout 
naturally  abound,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
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viction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  01 
by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor 
more  than  ninety  days,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  32.  U.  S.  Fish  Commission. — Nothing  in  this  act  con- 
tained. however,  shall  be  construed  to  in  any  way  prevent  the  taking 
of  spawn  of  any  kind  and  at  any  time  from  any  of  the  inland  waters 
of  this  state  by  the  United  States  fish  commission  or  its  duly  ac- 
credited agents. 

Sec.  33.  Fines— Where  Deposited.— All  fines  collected  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treas- 
ury of  the  county  wherein  the  conviction  was  had,  to  the  credit  of 
the  general  county  fund. 

Sec.  34.  Disposal  of  Money. — All  moneys  recovered  or  any 
bond  given  to  or  contract  made  with  the  board  of  game  and  fish 
commissioners  or  received  by  them-  from  licenses,  or  from  other 
sources  under  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  state 
treasury  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  and  enforcing 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  35.  Rewards. — Said  board  is  hereby  authorized  to  offer 
and  to  pay  over  out  of  any  moneys  subject  to  their  order  a reward 
of  ten  dollars  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  for  the 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  act,  such  reward  to  be  paid  to  the 
person  making  the  complaint  in  the  case  wherein  the  conviction  was 
had,  upon  his  furnishing  to  said  board  a certified  copy  of  the  docket 
of  the  justice  of  the  peace  before  whom  the  person  found  guilty  of 
said  offense  has  been  convicted;  provided , that  the  person  found 
guilty  of  such  violation  shall  have  been  sentenced  to  pay  a fine 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  or  more,  which  sum  shall  have 
been  paid  by  the  person  so  fined  to  the  justice  before  whom  the  con- 
viction was  had  and  by  him  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the 
county  wherein  the  conviction  was  had;  provided,  that  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  game  wardens  regularly  employed  under  pay,  by 
the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners. 

Sec.  36.  Exceptions. — The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  domesticated  birds  or  animals,  or  to  trout  grown  in  private  hatcn- 
eries.  Provided,  however,  that  in  any  prosecution  for  any  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the 
prosecution  to  allege  or  prove  that  the  birds  or  animals  were  not 
domesticated  or  that  the  trout  were  not  grown  in  a private  hatchery, 
or  that  the  birds,  animals  or  fish  were  not  taken  for  scientific  pur- 
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poses,  but  the  person  claiming  that  such  birds  or  animals  were  do- 
mesticated, or  the  trout  were  grown  in  a private  hatchery,  or  that 
the  said  birds  or  animals  were  taken  for  scientific  purposes  as  herein 
provided,  shall  prove  on  the  hearing  or  trial  that  such  birds  or  ani- 
mals were  domesticated,  or  that  such  trout  were  grown  in  a private 
hatchery,  or  that  such  birds  or  fish  were  taken  for  scientific  pur- 
poses, as  by  law  provided. 

Sec.  37.  Appointments — Preferences. — In  making  appointments 
under  this  act  preference  shall  always  be  given  to  honorably  dis- 
charged soldiers  of  the  Union  army. 

Sec.  38.  Possession— How  Retained— Tags,  Etc.— Any  person 
who  is  a resident  of  this  state  and  is  legally  in  possession  of  any  of 
the  birds  or  animals  or  any  part  of  any  of  the  birds  or  animals 
herein  mentioned,  which  have  been  caught,  taken  or  killed  at  a time 
or  in  a manner  permitted  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  who  is 
desirous  of  retaining  possession  of  the  same  for  his  own  use  after 
the  time  in  this  act  limited  when  they  may  be  had  in  possession,  and 
who  shall,  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  in  this  act  limited  with- 
in which  they  may  be  had  in  possession,  make  application  to  the 
board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  for  leave  to  retain  the  same, 
which  application  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  or  sworn  to  by  the 
applicant,  and  shall  state : 

First  The  name  and  residence  of  the  person  in  possession  of 
such  birds  or  animals,  or  parts  thereof. 

Second— The  number,  kind  and  location  of  said  birds  or  animals 
or  parts  thereof,  which  number  shall  not  exceed  fifty  turtle  dove, 
prairie  chicken,  pinnated,  white-breasted  or  sharp-tailed  grouse,’ 
quail,  partridge,  ruffled  grouse  or  pheasant,  woodcock,  upland  plo- 
ver or  golden  plover  or  any  or  all  of  the  same  combined;  or  one 
hundred  snipe,  wild  duck,  goose,  brant,  or  any  variety  of  aquatic 
fowl  whatever,  or  any  or  all  of  the  same  combined ; three  deer,  or 
the  parts  thereof,  one  male  moose,  or  the  parts  thereof,  and  one 
male  caribou,  or  the  parts  thereof,  for  each  applicant. 

Third— That  if  permitted  to  retain  the  same  by  said  board  the 
applicant  will  keep  in  possession  of  said  birds  and  animals  for  his 
own  use,  and  will  not  ship,  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same. 

If  said  board  is  satisfied  that  said  application  is  made  in  good 
taitli  and  said  applicant  will  keep  said  birds  and  animals  and  parts 
thereof  for  his  own  use  and  not  for  sale,  the  said  board  shall  cause 
tags  or  seals  which  shall  not  be  duplicated  by  others,  and  which 
shall  not  be  removed,  to  be  attached  to  each  bird  and  animal  or  parts 
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thereof,  not  exceeding  fifty  turtle  dove,  prairie  chicken,  pinnated 
white-breasted  or  sharp-tailed  grouse,  quail,  partridge  ruffled 
grouse  or  pheasant,  woodcock,  upland  plover  or  golden  plovei  or 
any  or  all  of  the  same  combined ; or  one  hundred  snipe,  wild  duck, 
o-oose,  brant  or  any  variety  of  aquatic  fowl  whatever,  or  any  or  all 
of  the  same  combined;  three  deer,  or  the  parts  thereof;  one  male 
moose,  or  the  parts  thereof,  and  one  male  caribou,  or  the  parts 

thereof,  for  each  applicant.  • . , 

The  person  making  such  application  shall,  before  said  tags  o 
seals  are  attached,  pay  to  said  board  the  reasonable  expense  of  mak- 
ing and  attaching  such  tags  and  seals. 

After  such  tags  or  seals  have  been  so  attached  as  aforesaid  by 
said  board,  and  the  person  who  made  such  application  keeps  posses- 
sion of  such  birds  or  animals  or  parts  thereof  for  his  own  use  and 
does  not  ship,  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
such  tags  or  seals  remain  upon  said  birds  and  animals  and  parts 
thereof  he  may  retain  possession  of  such  birds  and  animals  or  parts 
thereof’ until  consumed;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  con- 
tained shall  prevent  a person  from  disposing  of,  as  a gift,  any  ot  the 
birds,  animals  or  fish  mentioned  herein. 

Any  person  who  shall  destroy  or  duplicate  any  tag  or  seal  at- 
tached to  any  bird  or  animal  or  part  thereof,  or  who  shall  ship,  sell 
or  dispose  of  any  bird  or  animal,  or  any  part  thereof,  which  has 
been  tagged  or  sealed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  costs  of 
prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days,  for  each  and  every  bird  or 
animal  or  part  thereof,  so  shipped,  sold  or  disposed  o . 

Sec.  W.  Hunters’  License— Resident— Every  person  who  is  a 
bona  fide  resident  of  this  state  and  who  desires  to  hunt,  take,  kill  or 
have  in  possession  any  of  the  game  animals  of  this  state,  must  firs 
obtain  a license  therefor  of  the  county  auditor  of  the  county  where- 
in the  person  resides,  and  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  county 
auditor  under  seal,  upon  blanks  furnished  him  by  the  board  of  game 
and  fish  commissioners. 

Said  license  shall  certify  that  the  licensee  is  a bona-fide  resident 
of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  and  shall  contain  a description  of  the 
licensee  and  shall  grant  to  the  licensee  permission  to  hunt,  take,  kill 
or  have  in  possession  any  of  the  game  animals  of  this  state  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  not  prohibited  by  this  act. 
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Every  applicant  for  such  license  must  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  county  auditor  issuing  such  license  that  he  is  a bona-fide  resi- 
dent of  this  state,  and  he  shall  give  his  residence  and  postoffice  ad- 
dress. 

All  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next 
after  their  issuance,  and  not  more  than  one  license  shall  be  issued 
to  the  same  person  in  any  one  year  and  shall  be  non-transferable. 

Every  applicant  for  such  license  must,  upon  applying  for  the 
same,  pay  to  the  county  auditor  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  of  which 
amount  ten  cents  shall  be  retained  by  the  county  auditor  as  his  fee 
for  issuing  such  license,  and  the  balance  shall  be  deposited  by  the 
county  auditor  in  the  state  treasury  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Any  license  issued  to  any  person  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  per- 
son who  may  demand  to  see  or  inspect  such  license. 

The  license  so  issued  to  any  resident  of  this  state  shall  have  at- 
tached thereto  five  coupons,  each  coupon  to  be  divided  into  two  sec- 
tions, lettered  “A”  and  “B”  respectively.  Any  resident  of  this  state 
who  is  lawfully  the  holder  of  a coupon  license  duly  issued  to  him  as 
provided  for  by  this  section  shall  be  entitled  to  ship  from  himself  to 
himself  from  any  point  in  this  state  to  any  point  in  the  county 
wherein  such  license  was  issued,  three  deer  or  any  part  thereof, 
one  male  moose  or  any  part  thereof  and  one  male  caribou  or  any 
part  thereof,  according  to  the  following  provisions,  and  during  the 
time  when  it  is  lawful  to  have  such  animals  in  possession ; three  of 
the  coupons  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  three  deer  or 
any  part  thereof,  one  of  the  coupons  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
shipping  one  male  moose  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  of  the  cou- 
pons may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  one  caribou  or  any 
part  thereof.  Each  coupon  shall  state  thereon  the  kind  of  animal 
which  may  be  shipped  thereunder,  such  coupon  to  be  used  for  ship- 
ping only  those  animals  named  on  such  coupon. 

Every  animal  or  part  thereof  shipped  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section  must  be  shipped  openly  and  not  concealed  in  any 
trunk,  box,  bag,  sack,  can  or  other  receptacle  whatsoever,  and  must 
have  attached  thereto  a card  or  tag  on  which  must  be  plainly  printed 
or  written  the  name  of  the  person  shipping  the  same,  the  name  of 
the  place  from  where  the  animal  was  shipped,  the  destination  of  the 
shipment  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  animal  was 
shipped. 
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The  agent  of  the  transportation  company  or  common  carrier  who 
receives  the  animal  or  parts  thereof  for  shipment  shall  detach  sec- 
tion “A”  of  the  coupon  on  which  the  same  is  to  be  shipped  and  for- 
ward said  section  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  game  and  fish  com- 
missioners of  this  state  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  Section  “ B ” is  to 
be  attached  to  the  animal  or  part  thereof  received  for  shipment  and 
the  two  sections  of  the  coupon  must  be  canceled  by  the  receiving 
agent,  with  the  date  of  reception  for  shipment  and  his  initials  writ- 
ten or  stamped  plainly  thereon  in  ink. 

While  in  transit  section  “B”  of  the  coupon  must  be  on  the  ani- 
mal or  part  thereof,  or  the  said  animal  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
subject  to  seizure  as  contraband  game. 

The  receiving  agents  and  employes  of  transportation  companies 
or  common  carriers  who  are  required  to  transmit  to  the  board  of 
game  and  fish  commissioners  said  section  “A”  of  the  coupon,  as 
herein  required,  must  so  transmit  the  same  within  two  days  of  the 
date  of  shipment. 

Any  agent,  servant  or  employe  of  any  transportation  company  or 
common  carrier  who  shall  receive  for  shipment  or  ship  any  ani- 
mal or  any  part  thereof  without  having  the  coupon  attached  as 
herein  provided  or  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  detach  section 
“A”  of  the  coupon  as  herein  provided,  or  who  shall  fail  to  transmit 
or  forward  to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this 
state  as  herein  provided  the  section  by  him  detached  shall  be  guilty 
of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  for  each 
and  every  offense. 

Any  person,  transportation  company  or  common  carrier  who 
shall  ship,  cause  to  be  shipped,  receive  for  shipment,  carry  or 
deliver  any  deer  or  any  part  thereof,  any  moose  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  any  caribou  or  any  part  thereof,  in  any  other  manner  than  pro- 
vided for  by  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  sixty  days 
nor  more  than  ninety  days  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
deemed  to  prevent  any  resident  of  this  state  from  carrying  with  him 
on  any  train  or  conveyance  any  game  birds  or  fish  which  may  be 
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legally  in  his  possession,  and  any  common  carrier  is  hereby  permit- 
ted to  carry  any  such  game  birds  or  fish  when  the  same  is  accom- 
panied on  the  same  train  or  conveyance  by  the  person  who  is  legally 
in  possession  of  the  same. 

Sec.  40.  Same — Penalties. — Any  resident  of  this  state  who  shall 
hunt,  take,  kill,  ship,  cause  to  be  shipped,  or  have  in  possession,  any 
of  the  game  animals  of  this  state  or  any  part  thereof,  without  being, 
at  the  time  of  such  hunting,  taking,  killing,  shipping  or  having  in 
possession,  in  the  possession  of  a resident  license  duly  issued  to  him 
as  provided  for  by  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  ninety 
days  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  41.  Hunters’  License — Non-Resident. — Every  person  who 
is  not  a resident  of  this  state,  and  who  desires  to  hunt,  take,  kill  or 
have  in  possession  any  of  the  game  birds  or  animals  mentioned  in 
this  act  must  first  obtain  a license  therefor  of  the  board  of  game 
and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state,  and  said  license  shall  be  issued 
by  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  under  seal  and  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  said  board. 

Each  license  shall  certify  that  the  licensee  is  a non-resident  of 
this  state,  shall  contain  a description  of  said  licensee  and  shall  grant 
permission  to  him  to  hunt,  take,  kill  or  have  in  possession  game 
birds  or  animals  of  the  state  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  not  pro- 
hibited by  this  act. 

Every  applicant  for  such  license  shall  upon  applying  for  the  same 
state  his  occupation,  residence  and  postoffice  address.  All  licenses 
shall  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  December  next  after  their  issuance, 
and  not  more  than  one  license  shall  be  issued  to  the  same  person  in 
any  one  year,  and  shall  be  non-transferable. 

Any  license  issued  to  any  person  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  per- 
son who  may  demand  to  see  or  inspect  such  license. 

Every  applicant  for  such  license  must  upon  applying  for  the  same 
pay  to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  a license  to  hunt  big  game,  and  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  a license  to  hunt  small  game,  and  the  said 
amounts  when  paid  shall  be  deposited  by  the  board  of  game  and  fish 
commissioners  in  the  state  treasury  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  on  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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The  license  so  issued  to  any  non-resident  of  this  state  to  hunt  big 
game  shall  have  attached  thereto  four  coupons,  and  the  license  so 
issued  to  any  such  non-resident  to  hunt  small  game  shall  have  at- 
tached thereto  one  coupon.  Each  of  said  coupons  shall  be  divided 
into  three  sections  lettered  “A,”  “B”  and  “C”  respectively. 

Any  such  non-resident  who  is  lawfully  the  holder  of  a license  to 
hunt  big  game  duly  issued  to  him  as  provided  for  by  this  section 
shall  be  entitled  to  ship  beyond  the  borders  of  this  state,  from  him- 
self to  himself,  to  his  place  of  residence,  two  deer,  or  any  part  there- 
of, one  male  moose,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  male  caribou,  or 
any  part  thereof  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and -dur- 
ing the  time  when  it  is  lawful  to  have  such  animals  in  possession  in 
this  state,  and  any  such  non-resident  who  is  lawfully  holder  of  a 
license  to  hunt  small  game,  duly  isued  to  him,  as  provided  for  by 
this  section,  shall  be  entitled  to  ship  beyond  the  borders  of  this  state, 
from  himself  to  himself,  to  his  place  of  residence,  any  game  birds 
not  to  exceed  twenty-five  in  number,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  and  during  the  time  when  it  is  lawful  to  have  such  birds 
in  possession  in  this  state.  Two  of  the  coupons  attached  to  the 
license  to  hunt  big  game  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  shipping 
two  deer,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  one  of  said  coupons  may  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  shipping  one  male  moose,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
one  of  the  same  may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  one  male 
caribou,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  herein  provided;  and  the  coupon- 
attached  to  said  non-resident  license  to  hunt  small  game  may  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  game  birds,  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  in  number,  as  provided  in  this  section. 

Each  coupon  shall  state  thereon  the  kind  of  animal  or  birds  which 
may  be  shipped  thereunder,  such  coupon  to  be  used  for  shipping 
only  those  animals  or  birds  named  on  such  coupon.  Every  animal 
or  part  thereof,  and  all  birds  shipped  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  must  be  shipped  openly  and  not  concealed  in  any  trunk, 
box,  barrel,  bag,  sack,  can,  or  other  receptacle  whatever,  and  must 
have  attached  thereto  a card  or  tag  on  which  must  be  printed  or 
written  plainly  the  name  of  the  person  shipping  the  same,  the  name 
of  the  place  from  where  the  animals  or  birds  were  shipped,  the  des- 
tination of  the  shipment,  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the 
animals  or  parts  thereof,  or  the  birds  are  shipped. 

The  agent  of  the  transportation  company  or  common  carrier  who 
receives  "the  animals,  or  parts  thereof,  or  the  birds,  for  shipment, 
shall’ detach  section  “A”  of  the  coupon  on  which  the  same  is  to  be 
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shipped  and  forward  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  game 
and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state,  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota. 


Section  “ B ” and  “C”’  are  to  be  attached  to  the  animals  or  parts 
thereof,  or  the  birds  received  for  shipment,  and  the  three  sections 
of  the  coupon  must  be  cancelled  by  the  receiving  agent  with  the  date 
of  reception  for  shipment  and  his  initials  written  or  stamped  plainly 
thereon  in  ink. 

While  in  transit  within  this  state  sections  “B”  and  “C”  of  this 
■ coupon  must  be  on  the  animal  or  part  thereof,  or  the  birds,  or  the 
I said  animals,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  birds,  shall  be  subject  to 
seizure  as  contraband  game. 

If  the  place  of  delivery  of  the  said  animals,  or  parts  thereof,  or 
said  birds,  is  within  the  State  of  Minnesota  the  delivering  agent  of 
the  common  carrier  or  transportation  company  shall,  before  the  de- 
livery to  the  consignee  detach  section  “C”  of  the  coupon  and  for- 
I . ward  said  section  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  game  and  fish  com- 
missioners of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  leav- 
ing section  “B”  attached  to  the  animal,  or  parts  thereof,  or  the  birds. 
The  receiving  and  delivery  agents  and  employes  of  common  car- 
riers and  transportation  companies'  who  are  required  to  transmit  to 
the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  sections  of  coupons  as 
herein  required  must  so  transmit  the  same  within  two  days  of  the 
date  of  shipment  or  delivery  respectively. 

If  the  animal,  or  ,part  thereof,  or  the  birds,  shall  be  consigned  to 
a point  outside  the  State  of  Minnesota,  the  agent,  servant  or  em- 
ploye of  the  transportation  company  or  common  carrier  who  shall 
be  in  charge  of  the  animal,  or  part  thereof,  or  the  birds,  while  in 
transit  in  this  state,  shall  detach  section  “C”  of  the  coupon  and  de- 
liver the  same  to  the  agent,  servant  or  employe  of  the  transporta- 
k tion  company  or  common  carrier  at  the  last  station  or  place  in  this 
. state  where  the  train  or  other  conveyance  of  the  said  transportation 
company  or  common  carrier  shall  stop ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  agent,  servant  or  employe  of  the  transportation  company  or 
common  carrier  to  whom  said  section  of  the  coupon  is  delivered  to 
immediately  forward  the  same  to  the  office  of  the  board  of  game  and 
fish  commissioners  of  this  state  at  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  after  writ- 
ing or  stamping  thereon  in  ink  the  name  of  the  station  or  place  and 
date  of  reception  thereat  of  said  section  of  said  coupon. 

Any  agent,  servant  or  employe  of  any  transportation  company 
or  common  carrier  who  shall  receive  for  shipment  or  ship  any  ani- 
mal or  any  part  thereof  or  any  bird  or  birds,  without  having  the 
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coupons  or  sections  of  coupons  attached  thereto  as  herein  provided, 
or  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  detach  the  sections  of  the  coupons 
as  herein  provided,  or  who  chall  fail  to  transmit  or  forward  to  the 
office  of  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state,  as 
herein  provided,  the  section  by  him  detached,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for 
not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  for  each  and 
every  offense. 

Any  person,  transportation  company  or  common  carrier  who  shall 
ship,  cause  to  be  shipped,  receive  for  shipment,  carry  or  deliver  any 
deer  or  any  part  thereof,  any^noose  or  any  part  thereof,  any  cari- 
bou or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  bird  or  birds,  in  any  other  manner 
than  provided  for  by  this  section,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and,  costs  of 
prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than 
sixty  clays  nor  more  than  ninety  days  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  42.  Same — Penalties. — Any  non-resident  of  this  state  who 
shall  hunt,  take,  kill,  ship,  cause  to  be  shipped  or  have  in  possession 
any  of  the  game  birds  or  animals  of  this  state  without  being  at  the 
time  of  such  hunting,  taking,  killing,  shipping  or  having  in  posses- 
sion, in  the  possession  of  a non-resident  license  duly  issued  to  him 
as  provided  for  by  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  or  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  ninety 
days,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  43.  License ■ — Forfeiture—  Any  person  who  shall  violate -any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  such  viola- 
tion, in  the  possession  of  a license  duly  issued  to  him  as  in  this  act 
provided,  shall  upon  being  convicted  of  such  violation,  forfeit  such 
license  to  the  State  of  Minnesota  and  such  person  shall  deliver  to 
the  court  before  whom  he  was  tried  any  such  license  in  his  posses- 
sion and  the  court  shall  forward  the  same  to  the  board  of  game  and 
fish  commissioners  of  this  state. 

Sec.  44.  Description  of  Game — Exceptions. — No  person  shall 
catch,  take,  kill,  ship  or  cause  to  be  shipped  to  any  person  within  or 
without  the  state,  purchase,  offer  or  expose  for  sale,  sell  to  any  one, 
have  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  or  have  in  possession  or  under 
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control  at  any  time,  living  or  dead,  any  wild  bird  other  than  a game 
bird,  nor  any  part  of  the  plumage,  skin  or  body  thereof.  And  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  the  following  only  shall  be  considered  game 
birds : 

The  anatidae,  commonly  known  as  swans,  geese,  brant,  river 
and  sea  ducks,  the  linicolae,  commonly  known  as  plovers,  snipe  and 
woodcock,  the  gallinae,  commonly  known  as  grouse,  prairie  chick- 
ens, pheasants,  partridges  and  quail;  provided  that  blackbirds, 
crows,  English  sparrows,  sharp-shinned  hawks,  coopers  hawks,  and 
great  horned  owls  may  be  killed  and  had  in  possession  at  any  time ; 
but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  keep- 
ing of  song  birds  as  domestic  pets. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not 
less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  for  each  and  every 
bird  so  caught,  taken,  killed,  shipped  or  caused  to  be  shipped  to.  any 
person  either  within  or  without  the  state,  purchased,  sold  to  any  one, 
had  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  or 
had  in  possession  or  under  control. 

Sec.  45.  Open  Season  for  Birds. — No  person  shall  catch,  take, 
kill,  ship,  or  cause  to  be  shipped  to  any  person  either  within  or  with- 
out the  state,  expose  for  sale,  sell  to  any  one,  have  in  possession  with 
intent  to  sell,  or  have  in  possession  or  under  control,  at  any  time  any 
turtle  dove,  snipe,  prairie  chicken,  pinnated,  white  breated  or  sharp 
tailed  grouse,  quail,  partridge,  ruffed  grouse,  pheasant,  woodcock, 
golden  plover,  upland  plover,  mongolian,  Chinese  or  English  pheas- 
ant, wild  duck  of  any  variety,  wild  goose  of  any  variety,  brant,  or 
any  variety  of  aquatic  fowl  whatever ; except,  that  any  turtle  dove, 
snipe,  prairie  chicken,  pinnated,  white  breasted  or  sharp  tailed 
grouse,  woodcock,  upland  plover  and  golden  plover  may  be  killed 
and  had  in  possession  between  the  first  day  of  September  and  the 
first  day  of  November  following,  and  except  that  any  quail,  part- 
ridge, ruffed  grouse  or  pheasant  may  be  killed  and  had  in  possession 
between  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  Decem- 
ber following ; and  except  that  wild  duck  of  any  variety,  wild  goose 
of  any  variety,  brant  or  any  variety  of  aquatic  fowl  whatever  may 
b$  killed  and  had  in  possession  between  the  first  day  of  September 
and  the  first  day  of  December  following. 

And  when  any  of  the  birds  mentioned  in  this  section  have  been 
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lawfully  caught,  taken,  killed  or  had  in  possession  within  the  time 
herein  allowed,  they  may  be  had  in  possession  for  five  days  after  the 
time  herein  allowed.  But  no'  person  shall  in  any  one  day  take  or 
kill  more  than  twenty-five  birds  or  have  in  his  possession  at  any 
time  more  than  fifty  turtle  dove,  prairie  chicken,  white-breasted  or 
sharp-tailed  grouse,  quail,  partridge,  ruffed  grouse  or  pheasant, 
woodcock,  upland  plovers  or  golden  plovers,  or  any  or  all  of  the 
same  combined;  or  one  hundred  snipe,  wild  duck,  goose,  brant,  or 
any  variety  of  aquatic  fowl  whatever,  or  any  or  all  of  the  same  com- 
bined. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days 
for  each  and  every  bird,  so  caught,  taken,  killed,  shipped,  caused  to 
be  shipped  to  any  person  either  within  or  without  the  state,  sold  to 
any  one,  had  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exposed  for  sale,  or 
had  in  possession  or  under  control. 

Sec.  46.  Removal  of  Fish. — Any  non-resident  of  this  state  who 
is  desirous  of  taking  any  fish  beyond  the  borders  of  this  state  for 
his  own  use  and  not  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  may  carry  with  him 
on  the  same  train  or  conveyance  not  to  exceed  fifty  pounds  of  fish, 
provided,  that  the  fish  so  carried  have  been  legally  caught  by  the 
person  carrying  the  same,  and  his  name,  address  and  destination 
of  said  fish  are  printed  or  written  plainly  on  a card  or  tag,  which 
card  or  tag  must  be  attached  to  the  fish  so  carried. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  pounty 
jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  for  each 
and  every  offense. 

Sec.  47.  Open  Season  for  Deer,  etc. — No  person  shall  hunt, 
catch,  take,  kill,  ship  or  caused  to  be  shipped  to  any  person,  either 
within  or  without  the  state,  expose  for  sale,  have  in  possession  with 
intent  to  sell,  sell  to  any  person  or  haye  in  possession  or  under  con- 
trol, at  any  time,  any  elk,  moose,  caribou,  deer  or  fawn,  or  any  part 
thereof,  including  the  flesh,  head,  hide,  horns,  feet  or  bones,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Provided,  that  deer  may  be  killed  between 
November  10th  and  November  30th  of  the  same  year,  and  any  deer 
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or  any  part  thereof,  including  the  flesh,  head,  hide,  horns,  feet  and 
bones,  may  be  had  in  possession  by  any  person  during  the  said 
time ; but  no  person  shall  kill  or  have  in  possession  during  said  time 
more  than  three  deer,  or  parts  thereof,  including  the  flesh,  head, 
hide,  horns,  feet  and  bones ; and  provided  further , that  any  person 
who  is  lawfully  in  possession  of  any  deer  or  any  part  thereof,  in- 
cluding the  flesh,  head,  hide,  horns,  feet  and  bones,  may  ship  or 
cause  the  same  to  be  shipped  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  this  act, 
but  not  otherwise;  and  provided  further,  that  male  moose  and  male 
caribou  may  be  killed  between  November  ioth  and  November  30th 
of  the  same  year,  and  any  male  moose  and  male  caribou,  or  any 
part  thereof,  including  the  flesh,  head,  hides,  horns,  feet  and  bones, 
may  be  had  in  possession  by  any  person  during  the  time  aforesaid ; 
but  no  person  shall  kill  or  have  in  possession  during  said  time 
more  than  one  male  moose  and  one  male  caribou,  or  parts  thereof, 
including  the  flesh,  head,  hide,  horns,  feet  and  bones ; and  provided 
further,  that  when  any  deer,  male  mose,  or  male  caribou,  or  any  part 
thereof,  including  the  flesh,  head,  hide,  horns,  feet  and  bones,  are 
lawfully  in  the  possession  of  any  person  as  provided  for  in  this  act, 
such  person  may  continue  in  the  possession  of  the  same  for  five 
days  after  the  time  herein  limited  for  killing  said  animals. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  days,  for  each  and  every  elk,  moose,  caribou,  deer  or  fawn,  or 
any  part  thereof,  including  the  flesh,  head,  hide,  horns,  feet  and 
bones,  so  hunted,  caught,  taken,  killed,  shipped  or  caused  to  be 
shipped,  to  any  person  either  within  or  without  the  state,  exposed 
for  sale,  had  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  sold  to  any  person, 
or  had  in  possession  or  under  control. 

Sec.  48.  Season  For  Fur  Animals. — No  person  shall  catch,  take 
or  kill  any  mink,  muskrat,  otter  or  beaver  between  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  November  following.  Provided,  that 
when  any  of  the  animals  mentioned  in  this  section  are  doing  damage 
to  or  destroying  any  property  the  person  whose  property  is  being 
damaged  of  destroyed  may  kill  them  at  any  time. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  tw  en- 
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ty-five  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  for 
each  and  every  mink,  muskrat,  otter  or  beaver  caught,  taken  or 
killed  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  49.  Fishing — Hook  and  Line-^-N ets , etc. — No  person  shall 
at  any  time  catch,  take  or  kill  any  fish  in  any  waters  in  this  state 
in  any  other  manner  than  by  angling  for  them  with  a hook  and  line 
held  in  the  hand  or  attached  to  a rod  or  pole  held  in  the  hand,  and 
no  person  shall  at  any  time  angle  for  any  fish  in  any  of  the  waters 
in  this  state  with  more  than  one  line  or  with  more  than  one  hook 
attached  to  such  line ; and  no  person  shall  have  in  his  possession 
at  any  time  any  fish  caught,  taken  or  killed  in  any  of  the  waters  of 
this  state,  in  any  other  manner  than  as  herein  provided. 

Provided , that  pickerel,  suckers,  red-horse,  carp  and  bullheads 
may  be  taken  with  a spear  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  and 
the  first  day  of  May  following. 

Provided  further,  that  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners 
may  give  a written  permit  to  any  responsible  person,  a resident  of 
this  state,  to  ship  fish  qommonly  known  as  bullheads,  out  of  the 
state,  upon  such  reasonable  conditions  as  they  may  adopt. 

Provided,  that  in  all  of  the  inland  lakes  in  this  state  a net  may  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  taking  and  catching  whitefish  or  trelipies 
from  November  10th  to  December  10th  of  the  same  year.  Said  net 
shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  feet  in  length  and  four  feet  in  width, 
and  the  meshes  of  said  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  one-half 
inches  in  size  of  mesh  when  the  same  is  extended. 

Any  person  desiring  to  use  any  such  net  shall  first  make  applica-  . 
tion  for  a permit  to  use  such  net  to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  com- 
missioners of  this  state.  Said  application  must  be  in  writing  and 
shall  state  that  the  said  net  is  to  be  used  by  them  for  the  purpose  of 
obaining  fish  for  their  own  domestic  use  and  not  for  the  purpose  of 
sale,  which  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a fee  of  one  dollar 
for  each  net,  but  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  use  more  than  two 
of  such  nets. 

Any  person  selling  or  shipping  to  any  one,  any  fish  caught,  taken 
or  killed  with  any  net  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  leSs 
than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  costs  of  pros- 
ecution, or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten 
days  nor  more  than  thirty  days  for  each  and  every  fish  so  sold  or 
shipped;  and  provided  further,  that  a net  for  the  purpose  of  catch- 
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in g minnows  for  bait  may  be  used  in  all  the  waters  in  this  state  un- 
inhabited by  any  variety  of  trout;  and  provided  further , that  a 
pound  net,  seine  or  dip  net  may  be  used  in  the  Mississippi  River 
from  the  Falls  of  St.  Anthony  to  a point  one  thousand  feet  above  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  Croix  River  for  catching  sturgeon,  red  horse,  dog 
fish,  buffalo  fish,  cat  fish,  pickerel  and  suckers,  but-  no  such  net  or 
seine  shall  be  used  within  a distance  of  one  thousand  feet  from  the 
mouth  of  any  stream,  and  that  the  said  pound  net  shall  not  exceed 
seventy-five  feet  in  length,  and  the  length  of  such  seine  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet.  The  meshes  in  said  net  or  seine 
shall  not  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches  in  the  bar  and  five  in- 
ches when  the  same  is  extended ; and  before  any  such  pount  net  or 
seine  is  used,  the  person  desiring  to  use  the  same  shall  first  make 
application  therefor  to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of 
this  state  for  permission  to  use  such  net  or  seine,  which  application 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  person  and  the  place  where  the  applicant 
desires  to  use  the  same,  and  which  application  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a fee  of  five  dollars  for  every  net  desired  to  be  used. 

The  board  may  issue  such  a permit  for  the  use  of  such  net  or  seine 
to  such  applicant,  which  permit  shall  be  for  one  season  only.  The 
person  to  whom  such  permit  or  license  is  issued,  shall  not  change  the 
location  of  such  net  or  seine  without  first  giving  written  notice  of  his 
intention  so  to  do,  to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners,  and 
in  such  notice  describing  the  place  to  which  he  intends  to  remove  his 
or  her  net  or  seine ; and  provided  further  that  the  board  of  game  and 
fish  commissioners  of  this  state  are  hereby  authorized  to  license  the 
use,  in  international  waters  of  pound  nets  of  the  character  and  sub- 
ject to  the  regulations  hereinafter  contained  and  to  issue  licenses  for 
such  use,  and  when  said  nets  are  of  the  character  herein  allowed 
and  being  used  in  conformity  with  this  act  and  the  license  granted 
by  said  board,  their  use  is  hereby  legalized. 

The  size  of  the  mesh  of  the  pot  or  pound  of  the  pound  net  shall 
not  be  less  than  one  and  three-quarters  inches  bar  measure,  or  three 
and  one-half  inches  extension  measure. 

Said  pound  nets  may  be  set  in  strings,  but  no  string  of  such  nets 
shall  exceed  three  in  number  and  the  leads  of  such  nets  shall  in  no 
case  exceed  the  following  lengths : the  shore  lead  eighty  rods ; and 
the  leads  between  the  pounds  or  pots  fifty  rods  in  length. 

Said  nets  or  string  of  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five  hun- 
dred feet  apart,  nor  within  five  hundred  feet  of  the  mouth  of  any 
stream,  and  for  every  ten  miles  of  net  set  there  shall  remain  an  open 
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space  of  five  miles  where  no  net  shall  be  set  which  five  miles  space 
shall  be  in  excess  of  the  twenty-five  hundred  feet  above  mentioned. 
Any  one  desiring  to  use  such  nets  or  -string  of  nets  shall,  before  so 
doing,  make  written  application  for  such  privilege,  to  the  board  of 
game  and  fish  commissioners  of  this  state,  setting  forth  therein  the 
name  of  the  applicant,  the  number  of  nets  desired  to  be  used,  with 
an  accurate  description  in  detail  of  each  net,  the  waters  in  which  it 
is  desired  to  set  them,  and  a statement  of  the  location  of  all  other 
nets  then  in  use  in  such  waters  situated  within  five  thousand  feet  of 
the  place  where  it  is  desired  to  set  such  nets,  which  application  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a license  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  net 
desired  to  be  used. 

Said  board  may  issue  a license  to  the  applicant,  who  shall  be  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  of  America.  Said  license  shall  not  be 
transferable  and  shall  be  good  for  one  fishing  season  only. 

Said  license  shall  permit  the  use  of  so  many  of  said  nets  at  the 
places  indicated  in  said  application  as  the  board  shall  deem  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  state. 

Said  board  shall  retain  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  net  so  licensed, 
and  return  the  balance  to  the  applicant. 

But  said  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  shall  not  issue  tat 
any  one  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  to. any  one  for  the  use  or 
benefit  of  such  applicant,  a license  to  use  more  than  fifty  nets  during 
a single  fishing  season,  and  whenever  any  two  persons,  firms  or  cor- 
porations shall  apply  for  a license  to  fish  in  the  same  locality,  the 
priority  of  such  application  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as 
such  board  may  designate. 

No  such  license  shall  be  issued  authorizing  the  use  of  any  net  or 
nets  in  international  waters  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the 
twentieth  day  of  May  during  each  year,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  person  to  assist  in  placing  or  place  any  such  net  during  such 
season. 

Each  applicant  to  whom  a license  is  issued  shall  make  a written 
report  at  the  end  of  each  fishing  season  to  said  board  stating  the 
number  of  nets  used,  and  where  used  by  him,  and  the  amount  in 
number  and  pounds  of  each  kind  of  fish  taken  by  him  in  each  net. 

Any  pound  net,  seine,  or  dip  net  which  is  being  used  without  a 
license,  or  any  poi;nd  net,  seine  or  dip  net  which  is  being  used  m 
violation  of  a license  issued  for  its  use,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  and 
is  a public  nuisance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  members  of 
the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners,  game  wardens,  sheriffs 
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and  their  deputies,  police  officers  and  constables,  without  warrant 
oi  pi  ocess.  to  take,  seize,  abate  and  destroy  any  and  all  of  the  same. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  game  wardens,  sheriffs 
and  their  deputies,  police  officers  and  constables  to  seize  and  take 
any  and  all  fish  taken  in  any  such  net  or  seine  while  being  so  illeg- 
ally used  and  at  once  report  the  seizure  to  said  board. 

Every  person  using,  aiding  or  abetting  the  use  of  any  such  net 
or  seine  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  ninety  days  for  each  and  every  net  or  seine  so  illegally  used. 

# Sec-  5°-  Fish — Closed  Season—  No  person  shall  catch,  take, 
kill,  oi  have  in  possession  or  under  control  for  any  purpose  what- 
ever, any  of  the  fish  hereinafter  mentioned  within  the  periods  here- 
in limited,  to  wit : Any  variety  of  trout,  except  lake  trout,  between 
the  first  day  of  September  and  the  15th  day  of  April  following;  any 
black,  gray  or  Oswego  bass  beween  the  first  day  of  March  and  the 
29th  day  of  May  following;  any  variety  of  herring  between  the 
first  day  of  April  and  the  first  day  of  September  following;  any 
vaiiety  of  pike,  muskallonge,  whitefish,  croppie,  perch,  sunfish,  stur- 
geon, lake  trout,  catfish,  or  any  other  variety  of  fish  between  the 
first  day  of  March  and  the  first  day  of  May  following;  except  that 
pickerel,  suckers,  bullheads,  redhorse  and  carp  may  be  speared  and 
had  m possession  between  the  15th  day  of  March  and  the  1st  day 
of  May  following. 

. Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  clays 
for  each  and  every  fish  so  caught,  taken,  killed  or  had  in  possession 
or  under  control. 

Sec.  51.  Fishing — Prohibition. — No  person  shall  at  any  time 
catch,  take  or  kill  any  fish  in  any  lake  or  stream  of  water  within 
four  hundred  feet  of  any  fishway,  or  have  in  his  possession  or  under 
his  control  any  fish  so  caught,  taken  or  killed. 


Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  ten  days  for  each  and 
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every  fish  so  caught,  taken  or  killed,  or  had  in  possession  or  under 
control. 

Sec.  52.  Drugs , etc. — No  person  shall  at  any  time  lay,  set,  use 
or  prepare  any  drug,  poison,  lime,  medicated  bait,  fish  berries,  dyna- 
mite, or  any  other  deleterious  substance  whatever,  or  lay,  stretch  or 
place  any  tip-up,  trap,  snare,  set  or  trout  line,  or  any  wire,  string, 
rope  or  cable  of  any  sort  in  any  of  the  waters  in  this  state  with 
intent  to  thereby  or  therewith  catch,  take  or  kill  any  fish. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than  ninety  days, 
for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  53.  Fish-houses. — No  person  shall  erect,  have  or  maintain 
upon  the  ice  in  any  of  the  waters  in  this  state,  any  fish  houses,  struc- 
ture, enclosure  or  shelter  whatever,  to  protect  the  person  or  the  occu- 
pant while  engaged  in  fishing  through  the  lice. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  days,  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  54.  Sales  Prohibited. — No  person  shall  have  in  possession 
for  sale,  expose  or  offer  for  sale  or  sell  to  any  person  any  brook 
trout,  or  any  gray,  black  or  Oswego  bass,  at  any  time  prior  to  Jan. 
1,  1909. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars  and  the  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than 
thirty  days,  for  each  and  every  brook  trout  or  black,  gray  or  Os- 
wego bass  had  ip  possession'  for  sale,  exposed  or  offered  for  sale, 
or  sold  prior  to  January  1st,  1909. 

Sec.  55.  Shipping  Prohibited. — No  person  shall  ship,  cause  to  be 
•shipped  or  have  in  possession  with  intent  to  ship  to  any  person, 
either  within  or  without  the  state,  any  brook  trout,  or  any  black, 
gray  or  Oswego  bass  at  any  time. 

5 Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
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be  punished  by  a fine,  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  les§  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty 
days,  for  each  and  every  brook  trout,  or  black,  gray  or  Oswego  bass 
shipped,  caused  to  be  shipped  or  had  in  possession,  with  intent  to 
ship  to  any  person,  either  within  or  without  the  state. 

Sec.  56.  Size  Allozved — Bait. — No  person  shall  at  any  time 
catch,  take,  kill  or  have  in  possession  or  under  control  for  any  pur- 
pose whatever,  any  fish,  except  minnows  for  bait,  that  are  less 
than  six  inches  in  length. 

Any  person  catching  any  such  fish  less  than  six  inches  in  length 
shall  at  once  return  the  same  to  the  water  from  which  they  are  taken 
with  as  little  injury  to  the  fish  as  possible. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  ten 
dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  ten  days  for  each  and 
every  fish  so  caught,  taken,  killed,  had  in  possession  or  under  con- 
trol, or  not  returned  to  the  water  with  as  little  injury  as  possible  as 
soon  as  caught. 

Sec.  57.  Fishing  in  Lake  Superior. — No  person  shall  set,  lay  or 
maintain  in  the  waters  of  Lake  Superior  inside  of  the  three-mile 
limit,  any  net  for  the  purpose  of  catching  or  taking  herring  therein, 
the  meshes  of  which  are  less  than  one  and  three-quarters  inches  on 
the  bar,  or  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than  ninety 
days,  for  each  and  every  offense.  * 

Sec.  58.  Sale  Prohibited — When. — No  person  shall  sell,  have  in 
possession,  with  intent  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale,  any  fish  caught  in  any 
lake  situated  partly  or  wholly  within  a county  in  this  state  that  has 
a population  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  or  over. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  theref 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  im- 
prisonment ip  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  thirty  days,  nor  more 
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than  ninety  days  for  each  and  every  fish  so  sold,  had  in  possession 
with  intent  to  sell  or  offered  for  sale. 

Sec.  59.  Sale  of  Trout  and  Pike—  No  person  shall  have  in  pos- 
session for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  or  sell  to  any  one,  or  have  in  posses- 
sion or  under  control,  for  any  purpose  whatever  at  any  time,  any 
lake  trout  or  whitefish  of  less  than  two  pounds,  round  or  undressed 
weight,  or  one  and  one-half  pounds  dressed  weight,  or  any  wall- 
eyed pike  of  less  than  one  pound  round  or  undressed  weight. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  the  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days  for  each  and 
every  fish  of  less  than  the  above-mentioned  weights  had  in  posses- 
sion for  sale,  offered  for  sale,  sold  to  or  purchased  from  any  one  or 
had  in  possession  or  under  control. 

Sec.  60.  No  person  shall  ship,  have  in  possession  with  intent 
to  ship  or  cause  to  be  shipped  beyond  the  borders  of  this  state,  any 
fish  of  the  kinds  mentioned  in  this  act  except  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  sixty  days  for 
each  and  every  fish  shipped,  had  in  possession  with  intent  to  ship  or- 
caused  to  be  shipped  beyond  the  borders  of  this  state. 

Sec.  61.  Wanton  Killing  or  Destruction. — No  person  shall  wan- 
tonly waste  or  destroy  any  of  the  birds,  animals  or  fish  of  the  kinds 
mentioned  in  this  act.  The  catching,  taking  or  killing  of  more  than 
twenty-five  birds  by  any  one  person  in  any  one  day,  or  the  catching, 
taking  or  killing  of  more  than  fifty  fish  by  any  one  person,  in  any 
one  day,  except  fish  caught,  taken  or  killed  in  the  Mississippi  River 
or  in  international  waters  with  nets  or  seines  as  by  this  act  permit- 
ted, shall  be  deemed  a wanton  waste  and  destruction  of  all  such 
birds  or  fish  caught,  taken  or  killed  in  excess  of  such  number. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days 
for  each  and  every  bird  or  fish  wantonly  wasted  or  destroyed. 
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Sec.  62.  State  Public  Parks. — -No  person  shall  pursue,  hunt, 
catch,  take,  kill  or  have  in  possession  or  under  control  at  any  time 
any  wild  bird  or  animal  of  any  kind,  variety  or  description  whatso- 
ever, or  any  part  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  any  territory  within 
this  state  now  or  hereafter  set  apart,  designated,  used  or  mainained 
as  or  for  a state  public  park. 

And  no  person  shall  in  any  manner  hunt  with  or  have  in  posses- 
sion at  any  time  any  loaded  or  any  charged  firearms  at  any  point 
within  the  borders  of  any  state  public  park  within  this  state. 

And  no  person  shall  in  any  manner  hunt  with  or  have  in  posses- 
sion at  any  time  any  loaded  or  charged  firearms  at  any  point  within 
three  thousand  feet  of  any  boundary  line  of  any  state  public  park 
within  this  state. 

This  section  shall  not  be  held  to  supersede  or  amend  any  law  or 
ordinance  which  provides  for  the  regulation  of  any  public  park 
within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated  park  within  this  state. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  any  and  all  persons 
including  Indians  living  on  their  reservation  or  otherwise. 

Whoever  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  and  cost  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  days  for  each  and  every  violation  of  this  section. 

Sec.  63.  Breeding  Deer,  etc. — Any  person  desiring  to  breed 
or  domesticate  any  deer,  moose,  elk  or  caribou  within  this  state,  shall 
make  application  to  the  board  of  game  and  fish  commissioners  of 
this  state  for  permission  to  so  breed  or  domesticate  any  of  the  said 
animals.  Said  applications  shall  state  the  name  and  residence  of 
the  applicant,  also  the  place  where  the  said  animals  are  to  be  bred 
or  domesticated  and  shall  also  state  the  number  and  kinds  of  said 
animals  in  the  possession  of  the  applicant  at  the  time  of  making 
said  application. 

Every  person  who  has  been  granted  permsision  by  the  board  of 
game  and  fish,  commissioners  of  this  state  to  breed  or  domesticate 
within  this  state  any  deer,  moose,  elk  or  caribou  shall  upon  the  1st 
day  of  January  of  each  year  make  a report  to  the  board  of  game  and 
fish  commissioners  of  this  state,  which  report  shall  state  the  number 
and  kinds  of  animals  in  his  possession  at  the  time  of  making  said 
report. 
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CHAPTER  33. 

Amend  the  title  by  inserting  after  “State”  the  word  “Public.”

The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  any  county 
shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  at  any  session,  when 
they  shall  find  the  conditions  stated  in  the  second  section  of  this  act 
to  exist,  to  cause  to  be  constructed  as  hereinafter  provided,  any 
ditch,  drain,  creek  or  other  water  course  within  said  county;  and 
such  ditch,  drain,  creek  or  other  water  course  may  in  whole  or  in 
part,  follow  and  consist  of  the  bed  of  any  stream,  creek  or  river, 
whether  navigable  or  not,  and  they  may  widen,  deepen,  straighten 
and  change  the  channel  of  any  creek,  river  or  other  natural  water 
course,  whether  navigable  and  whether  meandered  or  not,  and  may 
confine  any  such  creek,  river  or  other  water  course  by  means  of 
dykes,  levees  and  embankments  to  its  natural  or  artificial  bed  as 
laid  out.  Provided,  that  when  in  any  such  proceedings  the  water 
of  any  creek,  river  or  other  water  course  are  diverted  from  their 
natural  bed  by  such  artificial  ditch  or  drain,  such  ditch  or  drain  shall 
as  nearly  as  practicable  follow  the  general  direction  of  such  creek,' 
river  or  water  course,  and  terminate  therein. 

Sec.  2.  Before  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  estab- 
lish any  ditch,  drain  or  water  course,  there  shall  be  filed  with  the 
auditor  of  such  county  a petition  signed  by  one  or  more  of  the  land 
owners  whose  land  will  be  liable  to  be  affected  by  or  assessed  for 
the  expense  of  the  construction  of  the  same,  setting  forth  the  neces- 
sity thereof,  with  a description  of  the  proposed  starting  point,  route 
and  terminus ; and  one  or  more  of  such  petitioners  shall  give  bond, 
with  good  and  sufficient  freehold  sureties,  payable  to  the  county, 
to  be  approved,  including  amount  and  sureties,  by  the  auditor,  con- 
ditioned to  pay  all  expense,  in  case  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners or  the  court  shall  fail  to  establish  said  proposed  ditch,  drain 
or  water  course.  Notice  of  the  filing  of  said  petition,  and  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing  to  be  had  thereon,  shall  be  given  by 
the  auditor  to  all  persons  interested,  by  causing  a copy  of  such  pe- 
tition, preceeded  by  a statement  of  the  time  and  pla£e  set  for  the 
hearing  thereof,  to  be  published  for  three  successive  weeks  in  a 
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newspaper  printed  and  published  in  said  county,  and  by  posting,  at 
least  three  weeks  before  such  hearing,  copies  thereof  in  three  public 
places  in  each  township  where  the  proposed  work  is  located  and 
one  at  the  door  of  the  court  house  in  said  county,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  auditor  shall  mail  a printed  copy  of  said  notice  to  all  non- 
residents of  the  county  whose  lands  lie  within  two  miles  on  either 
side  of  the  route  specified  in  the  petition,  whose  address  is  known 
to  him  or  can  be  ascertained  by  inquiry  at  the  county  treasurer’s 
office.  Provided,  that  in  all  cases  in  which,  from  any  cause  said  no- 
tice shall  not  be  given  or  in  case  said  notice  shall  be  defective  the 
county  auditor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  given  so  that  the  petition 
may  be  heard  at  the  next  session  of  the. said  board  after  the  expira- 
tion of  such,  or  any  new,  three  weeks’  publication.  When  said 
board  shall  be  satisfied  that  all  of  the  foregoing  conditions  have  been 
complied  with,  they  shall  cause  an  accurate  survey  of  the  line  of 
such  proposed  ditch,  drain,  creek  or  other  water  course  from  its 
source  to  its  outlet,  to  be  made  by  a competent  and  experienced 
civil  engineer,  to  be  appointed  by  them  by  resolution  to  that  effect. 
The  auditor  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  such  engineer  a certified 
copy  of  such  resolution. 

Sec.  3.  Before  entering  upon  his  duties,  such  engineer  shall 
give  a bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000),  with 
good  and  sufficient  freehold  sureties,  payable  to  the  county  (or  to 
the  respective  parties,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them)  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  which  any  part  of  the  work  is  to  be  done,  for  the  use  of  such 
county,  or  counties,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  also  for  the  use  of  all 
parties  who  may  show  themselves  to  be  aggrieved  or  injured  by 
any  negligence  or  malfeasance  on  his  part  in  acting  as  such  engin- 
eer ; to  be  approved  by  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  pro- 
ceedings are  commenced,  conditioned  that  he  will  diligently,  hon- 
estly and  to  the  best  of  his  skill  and  ability  perform  his  duties  as 
such  engineer,  and  shall  take  an ' oath  to  faithfully  perform  his 
duties. 

Pie  shall  “make  a correct  survey  of  the  line  of  said  ditch,  drain, 
creek  or  water  course  from  its  source  to  its  outlet;  and  he  shall 
cause  stakes  or  monuments  to  be  set  along  said  line,  numbered  pro- 
gressively down  stream,  at  each  one  hundred  feet;  and  he  shall 
make  a computation  of  the  number  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  ex- 
cavated and  removed  from  said  ditch,  drain,  creek  or  water  course 
between  each  of  the  one  hundred  foot  stakes,  and  the  estimated 
cost  per  cubic  yard  for  the  removal  thereof,  and  shall  sum  up  the 
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total  number  of  cubic  yards  of  earth  to  be  excavated  and  removed 
for  the  entire  length  of  such  ditch,  drain,  creek  or  water  course, 
and  make  an  estimate  of  the  total  cost  of  laying  out,  establishing 
and  constructing  the  whole  work  (including  branch  ditches,  if  any), 
including  all  preliminary  and  other  expenses  connected  therewith, 
and  with  the  inspecting  and  certifying  to  the  work  when  and  as  the 
same  is  completed.  He  shall  also,  in  tabular  form,  give  the  depth  of 
cut,  width  at  bottom  and  width  at  top,  at  the  source,  outlet,  and  at 
each  one  hundred  foot  stake  or  monument  of  said  ditch,  creek  or 
water  course ; and  he  shall  specify  the  time  so  far  as  practicable, 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  work  shall  be  done ; and  may  for  that 
purpose,  set  a different  time  for  completing  the  several  contracts, 
and  also  for  completing  any  station  or  stations  included  in  each  con- 
tract, and  shall  have  power,  when  he  finds  it  necessary,  to  provide 
for  running  said  ditch  under  ground,  through  drain  tiles,  or  other 
materials,  as  he  deems  best,  by  specifying  the  size  and  kind  of  tile 
or  other  material  to  be  used  in  such  underground  work,  and  shall 
estimate  the  cost  of  the  same  as  a part  of  the  total  cost  of  the  work. 
In  locating  a public  ditch,  drain,  creek,  or  water  course,  the  engineer 
may  vary  from  the  line  described  in  the  petition,  or  from  the  start- 
ing point  thereof,  as  he  deems  best ; provided,  he  commence  the 
ditch  at  or  as  near  the  point  described  in  the  petition  as  is  reason- 
ably practicable  and  follow  down  the  line  therein  described  as  nearly 
as  practicable,  and  provided,  further,  that  he  shall  have  authority 
to  specify  such  branch  ditch  or  ditches  as,  in  his  opinion,  may  be 
necessary  to  give  owners  of  lands  likely  to  be  assessed  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  main  ditch  the  full  benefit  thereof;  provided,  that 
such  branch  ditch  or  branch  ditches  may  either  be  opened  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  main  ditch,  or  the  en- 
gineer may  only  locate  said  branch  ditch  or  ditches  for  future  con- 
struction. In  all  cases  in  which  the  route  proposed  is  along  high- 
ways already  established,  the  engineer  shall  locate  the  ditch  at  suffi- 
cient distance  from  the  center  of  such  highway  to  admit  of  a good 
road  along  the  central  line  thereof.  The  earth  taken  from  the  ditch 
shall  be  so  placed  upon  the  roadway  as  to  form  a turnpike,  which 
shall  be  provided  with  sufficient  and  suitable  culverts  or  openings 
so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  natural  flow  of  surface  water,  in  time  of 
high  water,  and  no  nearer  to  the  margin  thereof  than  two  feet,  but 
in  locating  a drain  as  above,  the  engineer  shall  not  materially  de- 
part from  the  center  of  such  highway  to  admit  of  a good  road ; pro- 
vided, further,  that  when  there  is  not  sufficient  fall  in  the  length  of 
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the  route  described  in  the  petition,  to  drain  the  land  adjacent  there- 
to, or  when  for  other  reasons  it  appears  expedient,  he  may  shorten 
or  extend  the  ditch  from  the  outlet  named  in  the  petition  far  enough 
to  reasonably  effectuate  the  purpose  for  which  the  work  is  extended. 
When,  in  his  opinion,  it  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  usefulness  of 
the  whole  work,  he  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  locate  the  ditch  on 
division  lines  between  lands  owned  by  different  persons;  and  he 
shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  avoid  laying  the  same  diagonally  across 
lands;  but  he  shall  not  sacrifice  the  general  utility  of  the  ditch  to 
avoid  diagonal  lines.” 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  thereupon  make  a detailed  and  complete  report 
of  his  doings,  afid  submit  therewith  the  necessary  plans  and  speci- 
fications and  a description  of  the  lands  over  which  the  ditch  is  sur- 
veyed. Such  report  shall  give  the  names  of  assistants  and  laborers 
and  the  time  each  was  employed  by  or  under  him,  and  every  other 
item  of  expense  by  him  incurred  in  and  above  said  work,  and  he 
shall  forthwith  file  such  report  with  the  auditor,  after  having  sub- 
scribed and  sworn  to  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  At  the  first  regular  or  special  session  of  said  board  of 
county  commissioners  after  the  filing  of  such  report,  or  such  time 
thereafter  as  may  be  appointed  by  them  not  later  than,  ten  (10) 
days  thereafter  said  board  shall  make  an  order  appointing  three  (3) 
resident  freeholders  of  the  county  not  interested  in  the  construction 
of  the  proposed  work  and  not  of  kin  to  any  parties  known  to  be  in- 
terested therein,  as  viewers,  to  meet  at  a time  and  place  specified 
by  said  board,  and  not  more  than  ten  days  distant,  preparatory  to 
commencing  their  duties  as  hereinafter  specified.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  auditor  thereupon  to  issue  to  said  viewers  a cer- 
tified copy  of  the  petition  and  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  and  viewers,  after  taking  the  oath  to  faithfully  per- 
form their  duties,  shall  proceed  at  the  time  set  in  said  order,  with 
said  civil  engineer,  and  shall  in  tabular  form  give  the  name  of  the 
owners  of  each  tract  of  land  to  be  benefited  or  damaged  the  de- 
scription of  each  tract  benefited  or  damaged  (said  names  of  owners 
to  be  the  same  as  appear  on  the  county  tax  duplicates  of  said  county, 
and  the  description  to  be  given  in  legal  form),  and  the  total  number 
of  acres  in  each  of  said  tracts,  the  estimated  number  of  acres  in 
each  of  said  tracts  of  land  to  be  benefited  or  damaged  (as  the  case 
may  be),'  and  the  amount  that  each  tract  of  land  will  be  benefited 
or  damaged  by  the  construction  of  said  work.  When  any  ditch  es- 
tablished under  this  act  drains  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  public 
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or  corporate  road  or  railroad,  or  benefits  any  of  such  road  so  that 
the  roadbed  or  traveled  track  of  any  such  road  will  be  made  better 
by  the  construction  of  such  ditch,  the  viewers  shall  estimate  the 
benefits  arising  therefrom  to  such  roads,  roadbeds  or  railroads,  and 
report  said  benefits  (names  of  roads  and  other  particulars  necessary 
to  identify  the  corporations,  private  or  public,  to  be  benefited  there- 
by, and  amounts  of  benefits  to  each),  as  a part  of  their  tabular  state- 
ment, provided  for  in  this  section;  and  they  shall  also  report  the 
total  estimated  benefits  in  respect  to  the  entire  ditch  and  branches, 
if  any,  and  also  whether  or  not,  in  their  opinion,  the  estimated  ex- 
pense of  the  construction  of  such  ditch,  including  the  damages 
awarded  therefor,  are  greater  .than  the  utility  of  the  proposed  ditch, 
or  that  the  construction  of  such  ditch  is  impracticable,  for  any  rea- 
son, stating  the  reason  why  it  should  not  be  constructed. 

“Sec.  6.  All  lands  benefited  by  a public  ditch,  drain  or  water 
course,  and  all  public  or  corporate  roads  or  railroads  so  benefited, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  shall  be  assessed  in  proportion  to  the  benefits 
for  the  construction  thereof,  whether  said  ditch  passes  through  said 
lands  or  along  or  near  the  line  of  such  roads  or  railroads  or  not, 
and  the  viewers  in  estimating  the  benefits  to  lands,  roads  or  rail- 
roads not  traversed  by  said  ditch  shall  not  consider  what  benefits 
such  lands,  roads  or  railroads  wiir  receive  after  some  other  ditch 
or  ditches  shall  be  constructed,  but  only  the  benefits  that  will  be 
received  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  the  public  ditch  as  it  af- 
fords an  outlet  for  the  drainage,  or  prevents  the  overflowing  of 
such  lands,  roads  or  railroads.” 

Sec.  7.  Said  viewers  shall  forthwith  file  with  the  county  auditor 
a report  of  their  doings  and  findings  in  detail,  including  expenses 
and  the  actual  time  they  were  engaged.  They  shall  in  every  case 
completely  perform  every  duty  by  this  act  imposed  upon  them  (ex- 
cept in  case  of  a re-reference,  as  hereinafter  provided),  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  their  appointment ; provided,  that  if  the  water 
be  so  high,  or  the  weather  so  inclement,  or  such  unavoidable  acci- 
dent occur  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners 
to  practically  and  reasonably  prevent  them  from  so  doing  the 
necessary  delay  caused  thereby  may  be  excused  by  said  board ; but 
the  report  of  said  viewers  must  in  such  case  state  the  reason  for 
such  delay,  and  if  such  reason  be  not  deemed  sufficient  by  the  board 
of  county  commissioners,  such  viewers  shall  forfeit  one-half  of  the 
compensation  hereinafter  provided. 
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Sec.  8.  Within  three  days  after  the  filing  of  such  report  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  to  call  a special  meeting  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners,  by  giving  to  each  member  thereof  not  more 
than  thirty-five  days’  notice,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for 
notifying  county  commissioners  of  special  meetings.  He  shall  also 
cause  a notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  special  meeting  to  be 
given  to  all  persons  interested,  by  publication  for  three  successive 
weeks  prior  thereto  in  a newspaper  printed  and  published  in  said 
county,  and  by  posting,  at  least  three  weeks  before  such  meeting, 
printed  copies  thereof  in  three  public  places  in  each  township  where 
the  proposed  work  is  located,  and  one  at  the  door  of  the  court  house 
in  said  county,  of  the  pendency  of  said  petition  and  viewers’  report, 
and  of  the  time  and  place  set  for  the  hearing  thereof,  whcih  notice 
shall  briefly  state  substantially  where  said  ditch  commences,  a de- 
scription of  the  land  through  which  it  passes,  and  where  it  termin- 
ates, together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the  lands  that  will 
be  affected  thereby,  as  the  same  appears  in  the  report  of  the  viewers ; 
and  within  one  week  after  beginning  such  publication  the  auditor 
shall  mail  a printed  copy  of  said  notice  to  all  non-residents  of  the 
county  named  in  such  viewers’  report  as  affected  by,  such  proposed 
work,  whose  address  is  known  to  him,  or  can  be  ascertained  by  him 
by  inquiry  at  the  county  treasurer’s  office ; provided , that  in  all  cases 
in  which,  for  any  cause,  said  notice  shall  not  be  given,  or  in  any  case 
said  notice  shall  be  legally  defective,  the  county  auditor  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  again  given,  so  that  the  petition  may  be  heard  at  an- 
other special,  adjourned  or  regular  meeting  of  said  board,  which 
will  occur  more  than  seven  days  after  the  expiration  of  another 
notice  by  like  publication,  posting  and  mailing,  as  provided  in  the 
first  instance. 

Provided , further , that  whenever  any  final  order  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  establishing  any  ditch  in  proceedings  under 
this  chapter  and  amendments  thereto  shall  have  been  heretofore  or 
shall  be  hereafter  set  aside,  annulled  or  declared  void  by  any  court 
by  reason  of  a failure  to  give  proper  notice  of  the  said  pendency  of 
said  petition  and  viewers’  report  and  of  the  time  and  place  set  for 
the  hearing  thereof,  the  county  auditor,  at  any  time  within  one  year 
after  the  rendering  of  such  judgment  or  decision,  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  any  petitioner  in  such  case,  or  upon  being  directed  by  resolu- 
tion by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  shall  call  a special  meet- 
ing of  such  board  of  county  commissioners  for  a rehearing  on  such 
petition  and  viewers’  report,  and  shall  give  notice  of  such  meeting 
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and  rehearing  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided,  and  at  such 
meeting  the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  proceed  to 
reconsider  such  report,  shall  act  upon  the  same  and  make  findings 
thereon  and  may  establish  such  ditch  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  and  amend- 
ments thereto. 

Sec.  9.  Said  board  of  county  commissioners,  at  the  time  which 
may  as  aforesaid  upon  such  proper  notice  thereof,  be  set  for  the 
hearing  of  said  petition  and  report  (or  at  any  time  to  which  said 
hearing  may  be  adjourned  from  time  to  time  as  necessity  may  re- 
quire, but  not  otherwise),  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  consider  the 
same;  and  all  persons  interested  may  appear  and  be  heard  by  and 
before  them.  If  said  board,  from  the  report  of  the  viewers  and  such 
other  evidence  as  may  be  adduced  before  them,  shall  find  that  the 
viewers  report  and  all  other  proceedings  in  the  matter  have  been 
made  ancl  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
that  the  estimated  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  construction  of 
said  work,  are  greater  than  its  total  cost,  including  damages  award- 
ed and  that  such  damages  and  benefits  have  been  duly  awarded  and 
assessed,  and  that  such  report  is  complete  and  correct,  they  shall 
by  an  order  containing  such  bindings  establish  such  ditch  as  speci- 
fied in  the  report  of  the  civil  engineer,  and  establish  and  confirm  the 
viewers  report ; provided,  that  in  case  the  viewers’  report  is  found 
to  be  defective  or  erroneous  in  any  particular,  the  board  of  county 
commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  remedy  such  defect  by  re- 
reference to  said  viewers,  if  necessary,  or  otherwise,  and  to  cause 
the  expense  of  such  re-reference,  if  any,  to  be  assessed  against  the 
land  benefited.  In  case  of  such  re-reference  the  viwers  shall  pro- 
ceed summarily  to  make  the  necessary  corrections,  and  forthwith  re- 
port the  same  to  said  board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  10.  When  damages  are  awarded  to  any  person,  persons 
or  corporation  in  excess  of  benefits,  if  any,  and  the  same  shall  have 
been  duly  confirmed,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  each 
county  in  which  any  of  the  lands  for  which  such  damages  are 
awarded  are  located,  shall  order  the  same  paid  out  of  the  treasury 
of  such  county,  or  warrants  to  be  drawn  and  attested  by  the  auditor 
and  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board.  Such  warrants  shall  be 
issued  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  repeal  in  favor  of  such  per- 
sons as  shall  not  have  appealed,  and  shall  be  dated  and  become  due 
and  payable  immediately  after  the  letting  of  the  contracts,  as  here- 
inafter provided.  In  case  of  appeal,  or  in  case  of  any  postpone- 
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ment  or  delay  in  determining  the  amount  of  damages  due  to  any 
person  or  corporation,  warrants  in  favor  of  such  person  or  corpor- 
ation shall  not  be  issued  until  the  final  determination  thereof.  When: 
the  award  is  confirmed  by  order  of  court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  .the 
clerk  to  immediately  transmit  to  the  county  auditor  of  each  county 
affected  thereby  a certified  copy  thereof,  and  likewise  of  any  final, 
order  or  judgment  thereafter  made  in  the  case  of  any  appeal  or 
jury  trial;  and  thereupon  the  same  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the 
county  commissioners  and  auditor  as  hereinbefore  provided.  When- 
ever an  award  shall  have  been  finally  confirmed,  it-  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  the 
lands,  in  respect  of  which  such  award  was  made,  are  located,  to 
cause  to  be  forthwith  paid  to  the  owner  of  such  property  an  amount 
of  damages  over  and  above  all  benefit  which  may  have  been  award- 
ed therefor,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  6 per  cent  per  annum,  from 
the  date  to  which  such  assessment  relates  to  the  date  of  such  pay- 
ment. If  in  any  case  there  shall  be  doubt  as  to  who  is  entitled  to  the 
damage  for  land  taken  such  board  may  require  of  the  claimant  a 
bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  hold  the  county  harmless 
from  all  loss,  costs  and  expenses,  in  case  any  person  should  there- 
after claim  and  show  himself  entitled  to  any  part  of  such  damages.” 

Sec.  ii.  Any  person  or  corporation  aggrieved  thereby  may  ap- 
peal from  an  order  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  made  in 
the  proceedings,  and  entered  upon  their  records,  determining  either 
of  the  following  matters,  viz. : 

First — The  amount  of  benefits  to  any  tract  of  land,  or  owner  of 
any  public  or  corporate  road  or  railroad. 

Second  The  amount  of  damage  allowed  to  any  person,  or  per- 
sons or  corporation.” 

Third — Refusing  to  establish  such  proposed  ditch. 

To  render  such  appeal  effectual,  the  appellant  shall  file  with  the 
county  auditor,  within  and  not  after  twenty  (20)  days  from  the 
date  such  final  order  is  issued,  a notice  of  appeal,  which  shall  briefly 
state  the  grounds  upon  which  such  appeal  is  taken,  accompanied  by 
an  appeal  bond  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  with  at  least 
two  freehold  sureties  in  an  amount  for  not  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  ($250)  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  auditor  of  the 
county  in  which  such  appeal  is  taken,  conditioned  that  said  appellant 
will  duly  prosecute  the  appeal,  and  pay  all  costs  that  may  be  ad- 
judged against  him  and  to  abide  the  order  of  the  court.  Within 
twenty  (20)  days  after  such  filing,  the  auditor  shall  make  a com- 
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plete  transcript  of  all  the  papers  and  proceedings  on  file  and  of  rec- 
ord in  his  office,  so  far  as  the  same  pertain  to  the  premises  or  matter 
on  account  of  which  the  appeal  is  taken,  together  with  the  notice  of 
appeal,  to  the  clerk  of  the  district  court. 

Any  person  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  such  award  or  order, 
or  both,  may  demand  a jury  trial  to  determine  the  amount  of  his 
benefits  or  damages  on  account  of  the  construction  of  such  ditch. 
Such  demand  shall  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  making  the 
same,  or  by  his  agent  or  attorney,  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  the  district  court  within  and  for  the  county  in  which  the 
proceeding  is  pending,  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  filing 
therein  of  the  order  confirming  the  report  of  the  viewers.  The 
issues  raised  by  such  demand  shall  stand  for  trial  and  shall  be  fully 
tried  and  determined  at  the  next  term  of  the  district  court  held  with- 
in the  county  in  which  such  proceedings  were  commenced,  begin- 
ning after  the  filing  of  such  demand  and  shall  take  precedence  of 
all  matters  of  a civil  nature  in  said  court.  If  there  be  more  than 
one  demand,  they  may  be  consolidated  and  tried  together,  but  the 
rights  of  such  persons  shall  be  separately  determined  by  the  jury 
in  its  verdict  ; provided,  however,  that  if  the  remandant  fails  to  re- 
cover more  damages  than  awarded  to  him  or  fails  to  reduce  the 
amount  of  benefits  assessed  against  his  land  then  the  costs  of  such 
trial  shall  be  paid  by  the  demandant.  The  construction  of  any  such 
ditch  shall  not  be  hindered,  delayed  or  prevented  by  the  prosecution 
of  any  appeal  or  demand  herein  mentioned. 

Provided,  that  in  any  case  in  which  a viewer’s  report  has  been 
acted  upon  and  rejected  by  any  board  of  county  commissioners 
since  July  1st,  1901,  upon  the  application  of  any  petitioner  in  such 
case,  made  to  the  county  auditor  of  the  county  prior  to  June  1st, 
1902,  the  said  county  auditor  shall  call  a special  meeting  of  such 
board  of  county  commissioners  for  a rehearing  upon  such  petition, 
and  shall  give  notice  of  such  meeting  and  rehearing  in  the  manner 
provided  by  section  eight  of  said  chapter  258,  and  at  such  meeting 
the  said  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  reconsider 
such  report  and  shall  act  upon  the  same  and  make  findings  thereon 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  without  regard  to  its 
former  action  thereon,  and  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  such  ac- 
tion as  in  other  cases. 

“Sec.  12.  If  more  than  one  party  appeals,  the  court  may,  in  his 
discretion,  order  the  cases  consolidated  and  tried  together;  in  such 
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j case  the  right  of  each  party  shall  be  separately  determined  by  the 
jury  in  its  verdict.” 

“Sec.  13.  Within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  filing  in  the  office  of 
the  county  auditor  of  the  order  of  confirmation  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners,  or,  when  the  proceedings  are  taken  in  court, 
then  within  ten  (10)  clays  after  the  filing  of  such  order  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk,  the  auditor,  in  the  first  instance,  and  in  the  second  in- 
stance the  auditors  of  the  respective  counties,  meeting  for  that  pur- 
pose at  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  proceed- 
ings are  pending,  shall  proceed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  sell  the 
jobs  of  digging  and  constructing  the  entire  work,  either  as  one  job, 
or  in  one  or  more  linear  sections  of  one  hundred  feet  each,  each 
of  said  sections  to  be  known  and  numbered  by  the  stake  or  monu- 
ment set  by  the  engineer  at  the  foot  of  each  such  section,  as  shown 
in  the  engineer’s  report,  commencing  at  the  one  including  the  outlet, 
and  thence  in  succession  up  the  stream  to  the  one  including  the 
J source.  The  auditor,  or  auditors,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  contract 
in  the  name  of  the  county,  or  in  the  name  of  the  respective  counties, 
as  the  case  may  be,  each  acting  by  and  through  its  auditor,  with  the 
party  to  whom  a section  or  sections  is  or  are  sold,  requiring  him  to 
' construct  the  same  in  the  time  and  manner  set  forth  in  the  report  of 
the  engineer,  on  which  the  ditch  is  established ; and  shall  take  from 
him  a bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  not  less  than  twice  the  contract 
price,  with  not  less  than  two  (2)  freehold  sureties,  payable  to  the 
county,  or  to  the  respective  counties,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them 
as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  use  of  such  county,  or  counties,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  also  for  the  use  of  all  persons  who  may  show  them- 
selves to  be  aggrieved  or  injured  by  any  breach  thereof,  or  of  the 
! contract  for  which  such  bond  is  given;  to  be  by  said  auditor,  or 
auditors,  as  the  case  may  be,  approved,  conditioned  that  said  party 
shall  faithfully  perform  and  fulfill  his  contract  and  pay  all  damages 
! may  accrue  by  reason  of  the  failure  to  complete  the  work  in 

the  manner  and  within  the  time  required  in  the  contract  therefor 
and  otherwise  conditioned  as  in  this  act  provided. 

The  auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  proceedings  were  taken 
1 shall  give  notice  of  the  letting  of  such  contracts  by  publication  for 
three  (3)  successive  weeks,  in  the  official  paper  of  such  county,  of 
the  time  when  and  the  place  where  such  contracts  shall  be  let  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidders;  and  in  such  notice  shall  invite  bids  for 
the  work  as  one  job,  and  also  for  any  one  or  more  of  such  sections, 
and  shall  reserve  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  no  bid 
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shall  be  entertained  which  exceeds  more  than  thirty  (30)  per  cent 
the  estimated  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  part  of  said  work  cov- 
ered by  said  bid ; not  unless  accompanied  by  a certified  check,  pay- 
able to  the  auditor,  or  to  the  respective  auditors,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  not  less  than  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  the  bid;  and  said  auditor  or 
auditors  may  adjourn  such  letting  from  time  to  time  until  the  whole 
work  shall  be  taken,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  engineer,  may  let 
any  one  or  more  of  such  sections.  The  engineer  shall  attend  to 
such  letting  of  the  work  and  no  bid  shall  be  accepted  without  his 
approval,  as  to  the  compliance  with  plans  and  specifications. ” 

Sec.  14.  The  bond  and  contract  shall  be  attached  to  each  other, 
and  the  contract  shall  contain  the  specific  description  of  the  work 
to  be  done,  either  expressly  or  by  reference  to  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, and  refer  to  the  number  of  the  section  or  sections,  as  provided 
for  in  the  preceding  section;  and  shall  provide  that  the  work  shall 
be  done  and  completed  as  provided  for  in  the  report  of  the  en- 
gineer, and  subject  to  his  approval  and  that  of  the  auditor,  or  au- 
ditors, as  the  case  may  be. 

Such  contract  shall  be  drawn  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  engineer. 
Every  such  contract  shall  embrace  the  provisions  of  chapter  354  of 
the  General  Laws  of  1895,  as  amended  by  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 307,  General  Laws  of  1897,  applicable  thereto,  and  shall  pro- 
vide that  time  shall  be  of  the  essence  of  the  contract,  in  that  if  there 
should  be  any  failure  to  perform  the  work  according  to  the  terms  of 
said  contract  within  the  time  limited  therein,  originally  or  by  ex- 
tension, the  contractors  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  county  in  which 
the  portion  of  the  work  in  default  shall  be  located,  a certain  sum, 
to  be  named  therein,  and  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  county  auditor, 
or  auditors,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  each  day  that  such  failure  shall 
continue.  No  extension  of  time  shall  be  granted  unless  applied  for 
in  writing  to  the  auditor,  or  auditors,  as  the  case  may  be,  stating 
to  his  or  their  satisfaction  good  and  sufficient  reasons  therefor,  nor 
shall  any  extension  affect  the  right  to  enforce  such  forfeiture,  if  any, 
as  shall  occur  after  the  time  originally  limited  and  before  such  ex- 
tension, or  occurring  after  the  limit  of  the  extension.  The  bond 
shall  expressly  provide  that  the  bondsmen  shall  be  liable  for  all 
damages  resulting  from  any  such  failure,  whether  the  work  be  re- 
sold or  not,  and  that  any  person  showing  himself  injured  by  such 
failure  may  maintain  an  action  upon  such  bond  in  his  own  name, 
and  that  such  actions  may  be  successive  in  favor  of  all  persons  so 
injured.  Such  contractor  shall  be  considered  a public  officer  and 
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such  bond  an  official  bond  within  the  meaning  of  sections  595  D 
5952,  5953  and  5924,  General  Statutes  1894. 

Sec.  15.  If  a job  be  not  completed  within  the  time  fixed  in  the 
contract  therefor,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bondsmen  to  notify  the 
county  auditor  of  each  county  in  which  any  part  of  the  lands  af- 
fected thereby  is  located,  in  writing,  of  that  fact,  within  five  (5) 
days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  in  the  contract ; where- 
upon the  auditor,  or  auditors,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  in  writing, 
duly  dated,  order  said  bondsmen  to  complete  said  job  within  a time 
specified  by  him  or  them,  and  said  bondsmen  shall  receive  from  the 
proper  county  or  counties,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  amount  due  on 
such  job  or  part  thereof,  that  they  have  so  completed,  less  the 
proper  deduction  for  forfeiture,  if  any.  The  amount  due  said 
bondsmen  for  such  work  shall  be  determined  by  said  engineer ; pro- 
vided, that  a job  not  completed,  as  hereinbefore  specified,  by  the 
original  contractor,  and  the  completion  of  which  shall  not  be  under- 
taken by  the  bondsmen  as  hereinbefore  provided,  within  ten  (10) 
days  after  the  date  of  such  order,  or  of  the  failure  to  complete 
which,  the  bondsmen  shall  not  so  notify  said  auditor,  or  auditors, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  resold  by  the  auditor,  or  auditors,  as  the 
case  may  be,  after  ten  (10)  days’  notice  by  publication,  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  but  not  for  a sum  exceeding  fifty  (50)  per  cent 
in  excess  of  the  original  estimated  cost  of  such  work,  nor  a second 
time  to  the  same  party.  A contract  and  bond  shall  thereupon  be 
entered  into  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  such  contract  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  completion  of  the  work  resold  within  six  months  from 
the  date  thereof.  Such  excess,  if  any,  shall  be  recoverable  against 
the  bondsmen  on  the  original  contract.” 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineer,  on  being  notified 
by  any  contractor  that  his  job  is  completed,  to  inspect  the  same,  and 
if  he  finds  it  complete,  according  to  the  contract,  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, he  shall  report  that  fact  to.  the  board  of  county  commis- 
sioners and  give  to  the  contractor  a Certificate  stating  that  said  sec- 
tion or  sections  (by  number)  are  completed  according  to  the  con- 
tract, plans  and  specifications,  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  said 
engineer ; provided,  that  when  part  of  the  work  for  which  such  cer- 
tificate is  to  be  issued,  if  it  affects  more  than  one  county,  such  pro- 
portionate certificates  shall  be  issued ; whereupon,  if  approved  by  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  county  or  counties,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  certificate  with 
such  approval  indorsed  thereon,  to  the  auditor  of  the  proper  county 
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or  counties,  said  auditor  shall  draw  a warrant  on  the  county  treas- 
urer of  his  county  for  the  proportionate  amount  found  to  be  due 
m respect  of  lands  in  his  county  on  said  contract,  according  to  such 
preliminary  certificate,  as  hereinafter  provided ; ancf  said  warrant 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  ditch  fund  to  be  provided  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  as  hereinafter  specified.  Said  war- 
lant  shall  become  due  and  payable  out  of  said  fund  at  once  and  if 
theie  shall  be  no  cash  in  said  fund  to  pay  said  warrant  when  the 
* farme  is  presented,  the  county  treasurer  shall  endorse  said  warrant 
‘Not  paid  for  want  of  funds/  and  date  and  sign  such  endorsement, 
and  the  amount  of  said  warrant  shall  draw  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  (6)  per  cent  per  annum  until  called  in  by  the  treasurer  or  au- 
ditor of  said  county  and  paid ; provided,  however,  that  the  engineer, 
upon  the  written  approval  of  the  auditor,  may  issue  preliminary 
certificates  for  not  to  exceed  fifty  (50)  per  cent  of  work  already 
done  and  approved,  within  the  county  of  which  he  is  such  auditor, 
which  certificate  shall  be  treated  as  hereinbefore  provided;  but  no 
such  ceitificate  shall  be  furnished  except  when  accompanied  by  the 
engineer’s  written  certificate  that  no  loss  will  result  therefrom.” 

Sec.  1 7.  The  board  of  county  commissioners  of  each  and  every 
county  wherein  any  such  ditch  is  proposed  to  be  wholly  or  partly 
located  and  established,  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
their  respective  counties  in  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  de- 
iray  m whole  or  in  part  the  expense  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  in  lo- 
cating, constructing  and  establishing  so  much  of  any  such  ditch  as 
may  be  located  within  such  county;  or  in  such  relation  to  such  coun- 
ty as  to  affect  lands  therein  within  the  terms  of  this  act.  The  word 
expenses  shall  be  construed  to  mean  and  to'  cover  every  item  of 
cost  of  said  ditch  from  its  inception  to  its  completion,  and  all  fees 
and  expenses  to  be  incurred  in  pursuance  thereof. 

Such  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  such  time  or  times — not  to  exceed 
ten  years  from  their  date— and  shall  bear  such  rate  of  interest— 
not  to  exceed  6 per  cent  per  annum — payable  annually  or  semi- 
annually, all  as  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  by  resolu- 
tion determine. 

Each  bond  shall  contain  a recital  that  it  is  issued  by  authority  of 
and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chaiiman  of  said  board  and  countersigned  by  the 
county  auditor,  who  shall  keep  a record  thereof. 

Said  board  shall  have  power  to  negotiate  said  bonds  as  they  shall 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  said  county,  but  not  for  less  than  their

par  value.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  all  such  bonds  shall  be 
placed  in  a general  ditch  fund,  which  is  hereby  created. 

Such  board  shall  provide  moneys  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  said  bonds  as  they  severally  mature,  which  moneys 
shall  be  placed  in  the  general  ditch  fund  into  which  fund  they  may 
transfer  any  surplus  moneys  remaining  in  the  general  revenue  fund 
or  other  funds  of  the  county  which  can  properly  be  used  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  into  which  fund  shall  also  be  paid  all  moneys 
received  from  the  payment  of  any  liens  created  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  1 8.  At  the  earliest  practicable  time  after  the  letting  of  the 
contract  for  the  construction  of  any  ditch,  as  herein  provided,  the 
auditor  of  each  county  affected  thereby  shall  make  in  tabular  form 
a list  and  statement  showing  the  following  facts,  and  in  the  order 
named,  viz. : 

First- — The  names  of  the  owners  of  all  lands  and  the  names  of  all 
public  or  corporate  roads  or  railroads  within  their  respective  coun- 
ties benefited  by  the  construction  of  such  proposed  work  as  appears 
from  the  viewer’s  report,  as  affected  by  the  order  of  confirmation 
of  the  board  or  judge,  as  aforesaid. 

Second — The  description  of  said  lands  as  the  same  appears  in 
such  report  as  so  affected,  together  with  the  total  number  of  acres 
in  each  tract,  according  to  the  assessment  rolls  or  tax  lists  of  such 
county. 

Third— The  estimated  number  of  acres  benefited  in  each  tract  of 
said  land,  as  shown  as  aforesaid. 

Fourth — The  estimated  amount  of  benefits  and  damages  to  each 
of  said  tracts -of  land  and  the  estimated  amount  of  benefits  and  dam- 
ages to  each  public  or  corporate  road  or  railroad,  as  the  same  ap- 
pears in  such  viewer’s  report,  or  as  changed  by  the  jury  or  court. 

Fifth — The  amount  that  each  of  said  tracts  of  land,  and  that  each 
of  said  corporate  roads  or  railroads  so  benefited  will  be  liable  for 
and  must  pay  into  the  treasury  of  each  county  for  the  location,  con- 
struction and  establishment  of  such  ditch,  which  said  amount  shall 
be  determined  as  follows : 

Said  auditor  shall  make  a full  statement  showing  the  total  cost 
of  each  ditch,  under  each  separate  petition  for  such  ditch ; and  each 
petition  and  each  ditch  located,  constructed  and  established  shall  be 
known  and  designated  by  a number  to  be  given  to  it.  Such  state- 
ment shall  be  headed  as  follows : 
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For  what  paid 


Amount  paid Said  statement  shall  be  summed  up 

showing  in  figures  the  total  cost  of  each  ditch  and  shall  be  attached 
to  and  form  a part  of  the  statement  herein  provided  for.  The  total 
cost  shall  then  be  divided  by  the  total  estimated  benefits  as  pro- 
vided for  in  subdivision  five  of  this  section,  for  the  rate  of  cost  on 
each  one  dollar  of  benefits,  fhe  auditor  not  to  be  obliged  to  carry 
out  and  use  a smaller  fraction  than  one-tenth,  of  one  mill.  The 
amount  of  estimated  benefits  to  each  tract  of  land,  and  to  each  pub- 
lic or  corporate  road  or  railroad  (as  hereinbefore  provided  for) 
shall  be  multiplied  by  said  rate,  and  the  result  set  down  in  the 
proper  column  opposite  each  of  said  tracts  of  lands,  public  or  cor- 
porate roads  or  railroads;  and  such  result  so  obtained,  less  the 
amount  of  damages,  if  any,  shall  be  the  amount  that  each  of  said 
tracts  of  land,  public  or  corporate  roads  or  railroads  will  be  liable 
for  on  account  of  such  improvement. 

Sec.  19.  Such  statement  shall  then  be  signed  by  the  auditor  in 
the  presence  of  two  attesting  witnesses  and  be  duly  acknowledged 
by  him,  and  shall  then  be  duly  filed  with  and  recorded  by  the  regis- 
ter of  deeds  of  such  county.  The  amount  which  each  tract  of  land 
and  each  public  or  corporate  road  or  railroad  will  be  liable  for,  and 
the  interest  thereon,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  and  remain 
a lien  on  such  land,  public  or  corporate  roads  or  railroads  until  fully 
paid;  such  payments  may  be  made  as  hereinafter  provided.  Such 
filings  shall  be  deemed  notice  to  all  parties  interested  of  the  existence 
of  such  lien.  The  fee  of  such  register  of  deeds  for  such  recording 
shall  be  paid  by  the  county,  on  the  allowance  of  the  board  of  county 
commissioners,  and  said  statement,  after  the  same  has  been  re- 
corded, shall  be  returned  to  the  auditor,  to  be  by  him  placed  with  the 
other  papers  relating  to  such  ditch,  and  carefully  preserved  by  him. 

Sec.  20.  The  amount  that  each  tract  of  land,  public  or  corpor- 
ate road  or  railroad  shall  be  liable  for  on  account  of  the  location, 
construction  and  establishment  of  any  ditch  or  ditches  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  bear  interest  from  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  the  auditor’s  statement  in  the  register  of  deeds’  office  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  (6  per  cent)  per  annum  until  paid;  provided,  that 
when  bonds  are  issued  by  the  county  for  the  construction  and  es- 
tablishment of  such  ditch  the  same  rate  of  interest  shall  be  charged 
as  said  bonds  so  issued  bear,  and  said  interest  shall  constitute  an 
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additional  lien  on  said  lands  or  roads  until  fully  paid,  which  said 
interest  when  about  to  be  paid  shall  be  computed  by  the  auditor. 

Sec.  2i.  The  payment  of  such  liens  shall  be  made  to  the  treas- 
urer of  such  county,  as  follows,  viz. : One-tenth  of  said  principal, 

with  the  interest  thereon,  on  or  before  one  ( i ) year  from  such  filing 
in  the  register  of  deeds  office,  one-tenth  of  the  same  on  or  before 
two  (2)  years;  one-tenth  of  the  same  on  or  before  three  (3)  years; 
one-tenth  on  or  before  four  (4)  years;  one-tenth  of  the  same  on 
or  before  five  (5)  years;  one-tenth  of  the  same  on  or  before  six  (6) 
years;  one-tenth  of  the  same  on  or  before  seven  (7)  years;  one- 
tenth  of  the  same  on  or  before  eight  (8)  years;  one-tenth  of  the 
same  on  or  before  nine  (9)  years;  one-tenth  of  the  same  on  or  be- 
fore ten  (10)  years.  All  reckoned  from  the  date  of  such  filing; 
provided,  where  the  annual  installment  to  be  assessed  amounts  to 
less  than  one  mill  per  year,  the  auditor  shall  levy  the  amount  of  one 
mill  per  year  for  as  many  years  as  is  necessary  at  that  rate  to  pay 
the  full  lien  levied  against  the  tract  or  parcel  of  land.  On  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  November  next  following  such  filing  the  au- 
ditor shall  enter  on  the  tax  list  of  said  county  the  amount  of  such 
hen  then  remaining  unpaid  against  each  respective  tract  of  land 
subject  thereto,  as  a tax  on  said  tracts,  with  a proper  notation  to 
secure  the  successive  entry  each  year  thereafter  of  the  unpaid  bal- 
ance of  such  lien.  One-tenth  of  such  tax  shall  become  due  and  pay- 
able, with  accumulated  interest  thereon,  at  the  time  and  in  the  man- 
ner and  be  subject  to  and  be  collected  with  like  penalties  as  all  other 
taxes  for  said  year  on  said  tracts  in  which  such  entry  was  made, 
and  another  one-tenth  with  and  as  the  taxes  of  each  successive  year, 
until  all  is  paid.  When  the  full  amount  of  such  lien,  with  accumu- 
lated interest,  shall  thus  or  at  one  time  be  made,  the  auditor,  upon 
presentation  of  a receipt  from  the  treasurer  to  that  effect,  shall 
issue  under  his  hand  and  official  seal  a certificate  of  such  payment, 
and  the  same,  when  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds, 
shall  release  and  discharge  such  lien  of  record. 

Sec.  22.  All  lands  owned  by  this  state,  and  all  lands  owned  by 
any  railroad  or  other  corporation,  benefited . by  any  such  ditch, 
drain,  or  water  course,  shall  be  liable  for  such  benefits  the  same  as 
taxable  lands. 

Sec.  23.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  year  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  and  annually  thereafter,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  .may  be  necessary  to  meet  all  assessments  against 
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state  lands  under  this  act,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  general 
revenue  fund  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  24.  1 he  benefits  accruing  to  any  municipal  corporation  or 

to  the  owners  of  any  corporate  road,  or  to  the  owners  of  any  rail- 
load,  respectively,  by  reason  of  the  improvement  of  any  public  road 
within  the  limits  of,  or  connecting  with  such  municipal  corporation, 
01  of  such  corporate  road,  or  such  railroad  by  the  construction  of 
any  such  ditch,  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  enforced  as  follows : 
Whenever  any  public  road  shall  have  been  found  to  be  so  benefited, 
the  town  which  is  by  law  chargeable  with  the  duty  of  keeping  such 
load  in  lepair,  shall  be  assessed  the  amount  of  such  benefits  in  said 
town  accruing  to  such  roads  within  said  town  by  reason  of  such 
ditch  and  the  same  shall  thereupon  become  a liability  of  such  town, 
and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  ten  equal  annual  installments,  be- 
ginning on  the  first  day  of  June  next  following  the  date  of  the  entry 
of  the  lien  against  private  individuals,  as  herein  provided ; but  if 
any  of  such  installments  are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  after 
its  maturity,  the  amount  hereof,  with  interest,  shall  be  enforced  in 
the  same  manner  as  judgments  against  the  town.  Whenever  any 
railroad  or  the  lands  of  any  railroad  company  shall  be  determined  in 
any  such  proceding  to  be  benefited  by  any  such  ditch,  such  railroad, 
or  the  lands  of  such  railroad  company,  so  far  as  the  same  are  legally 
subject  to  local  assessment,  shall  be  assessed  their  just  proportion 
of  such  benefits  as  other  lands  benefited  are  assessed,  which  assess- 
ment shall  be  collected  from  the  owners  of  such  railroad  or  from 
such  railroad  company  in  the  same  manner  as  personal  taxes  are 
^collected  by  law.  From  the  date  of  the  filing  by  the  county  auditor 
m the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  of  the  statement  aforesaid,  the 
amount  of  such  assessment,  with  interest,  shall  constitute  a lien 
against  all  the  property  of  such  owners  and  railroad  company  with- 
in such  county.  Such  lien  may  be  foreclosed  by  action  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  by  law  for  the  foreclosure  of  mortgage  liens. 

Sec.  25.  After  the  construction  of  any  such  work,  the  town 
supervisors  of  such  township  in  which  the  same  is,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  keep  the  same  or  such  part  thereof,  in  proper  repair’ 
and  free  from  obstruction,  so  as  to  answer  its  purpose,  and  pay  for 
the  same  out  of  the  general  township  fund;  and  to  raise  the  neces- 
sary money  to  reimburse  that  fund  they  shall  apportion  and  assess 
the  cost  thereof  upon  the  lands  which  will  be  benefited  by  such  re- 
pairs or  removal  of  obstructions,  according  to  such  benefits  in  their 
judgment,  they  shall  make  a written  statement  of  such  assessments, 
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ancl  deliver  the  same  to  the  auditor  of  the  county,  who  shall  put  the 
same  upon  the  succeeding  tax  duplicate,  and  it  shall  be  a lien  upon 
the  lands  and  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  state  and  county 
taxes.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  also  apply  to  all  works 
constructed  for  the  purpose  of  drainage,  under  any  law  now  or  here- 
tofore in  force  in  this  state,  except  state  ditches.  If  they  shall  be  of 
the  opinion  that  such  assessment,  or  any  part  thereof  ought  to  be 
changed  to  lands  in  other  townships,  the  supervisors  thereof  shall, 
on  request  and  written  notice,  not  less  than  ten  dlays  prior  thereto, 
meet  with  them  at  a time  and  place  appointed,  and  they  shall  jointly 
make  such  assessments  and  certificates  to  the  auditors  of  the  proper 
counties.  A majority  of  such  supervisors  as  attend  any  such  meet- 
ing shall  have  power  to  act^and  decide  any  question,  and  to  make  the 
assessments  and  certificates ; and  upon  failure  of  any  township 
supervisor  to  perform  the  work  required  of  him  by  this  section, 
after  ten  clays  notice  in  writing  to  him  by  any  person  interested,  he 
shall  be  liable  for  all  damages  caused  by  such  failure  to  perform 
his  duty,  to  be  recovered  by  the  person  or  persons  so  damaged. 
He  shall  also  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  on  conviction 
thereof  fined  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  26.  If  any  person  shall  willfully  obstruct  any  public  ditch 
or  shall  wilfully  divert  the  water  from  its  proper  channel  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
and  shall  also  be  liable  for  any  and  all  damages  accruing  to  any  per- 
son or  persons  or  corporation  by  such  act. 

Sec.  27.  All  orders  and  notices  herein  prescribed  shall  be  issued 
by  the  auditor  or  by  the  judge,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  same 
shall  be  served  by  the  sheriff  or  other  disinterested  person  desig- 
nated by  the  auditor  or  by  the  judge,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  such 
sheriff  or  other  person  so  designated  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  for 
such  services  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  similar  serv- 
ices. 

Sec.  28.  The  engineer  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
($5.00)  per  day  for  every  day  he  is  necessarily  engaged  in  perform- 
ing the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act,  and  his  actual  and  neces- 
sary expenses  incurred  in  and  about  the  same.  The  viewers  shall 
each  receive  three  dollars  ($3.00)  per  day  for  every  day  they  are 
necessarily  engaged  in  viewing  ditches  and  making  up  and  filing 
their  reports,  and  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses.  Each  rod- 
man  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  day,  and  may

be  alllowed  in  addition  thereto  his  board  and  lodging,  for  each  and 
every  day  he  is  employed ; and  each  chainman,  axman  and  every 
other  employe  necessary  to  the  prompt  execution  of  the  work  of 
locating  or  inspecting  a public  ditch  shall  be  allowed  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per  day,  and  may  be  allowed  in  addition  thereto 
his  board  and  lodging  for  the  time  such  person  is  thus  actually  em- 
ployed. The  county  auditor  of  each  county,  and  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  shall  receive  reasonable  compensation  for  their  serv- 
ices under  this  act,  and  such  compensation  shall  be  in  addition  to  all 
sums  allowed  by  law  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act.  The 
fees,  per  diem,  compensation  and  expenses  provided  for  in  this  act 
shall  be  audited,  examined,  allowed  and  paid  upon  the  order  of  the 
board  of  county  commissioners. 

Sec.  29.  A majority  of  the  viewers  shall  be  competent  to  per- 
form the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act. 

Sec.  30.  The  word  “ditch”  as  used  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to 
include  a drain  or  water  course,  and  the  petition  for  any  public  ditch 
may  include  any  side,  lateral,  spur  or  branch  ditch  necessary  to  se- 
cure the  object  of  the  improvement. 

Sec.  31.  This  act  shall  be  liberally  construed,  so  as  to  promote 
the  public  health  and  the  dranage  and  reclamation  of  wet  or  over- 
flowed lands. 

Sec.  32.  Every  order  of  the  county  commissioners  of  any.  coun- 
ty, or  the  judge  of  the  district  laying  out  and  establishing  any  ditch 
or  refusing  to  establsh  the  same,  under  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter, the  record  thereof,  or  a certified  copy  of  such  record,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated  and  of  the  regularity 
of  all  the  proceedings  prior  to  the  making  of  such  order.” 

Sec.  33.  Chapter  97  of  the  General  Laws  of  1887;  chapters  81, 
82,  83,  84  and  293  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  year  1895 ; chapter 
328  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  year  1897,  and  chapters  274,  323 
and  247  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  year  1899,  and  all  other  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  34.  None  of  the  limitations  contained  in  section  665,  “Gen- 
eral Statutes  of  1894,”  shall  apply  to  any  proceedings  hereunder. 
See  chapter  38,  section  21,  Laws  1902. 

Sec.  35.  Whenever  it  is  desired  to  construct  a ditch  extending 
into  or  through  part  or  the  whole  of  more  than  one  county,  or  if 
entirely  within  one  county,  the  ditch  is  to  be  so  located  that  it  will 
probably  result  in  benefit  or  damage,  or  both,  to  lands  in  and  adjoin- 
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ing  county  or  counties,  then  in  either  of  such  cases,  the  petition  re- 
quired by  section  two  (2)  of  said  chapter  shall  be  addressed  and 
presented  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  district  in  which 
any  one  of  such  counties  is  situated.  Before  such  presentation, 
such  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the 
county  in  which  such  proceedings  are  commenced  and  a copy  there- 
of, duly  certified  by  him,  shall  be  filed  with  the  county  auditor  of 
each  of  the  counties  wherein  any  of  the  lands  described  in  said  peti- 
tion are  located. 

Sec.  36.  Upon  presentation  of  such  petition,  the  judge  shall  fix 
a time  and  place  for  the  preliminary  hearing,  which  is  provided  for 
in  section  two  (2)  of  said  chapter,  in  respect  of  presentation  to  the 
board  of  county  commissioners,  and  the  same  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given,  save  that  it  shall  be  given  by  such  clerk  and  shall  be  posted 
and  published  in  each  county  wherein  a copy  of  such  petition  shall 
have  been  filed. 

Sec.  37.  Upon  such  hearing,  if  the  judge  shall  be  satisfied  that 
the  requisite  conditions  exist  and  have  been  complied  with,  he  shall, 
by  order,  direct  a survey  to  be  made,  as  provided  in  section  two  (2) 
of  said  chapter,  and  shall  appoint  a competent  and  experienced  civil 
engineer  to  make  the  same  and  direct  a copy  of  such  order  to  be 
forthwith  made  and  transmitted  by  the  clerk  to  such  engineer  and 
to  the  auditor  of  each  county,  described  in  the  petition.  The  same 
proceedings  shall  be  taken  by  such  engineer  as  in  section  one  (1)  of 
this  act  and  section  four  (4)  of  said  chapter  are  provided,  save  that 
the  findings  shall  be  with  such  clerk. 

Sec.  38.  As  soon  as  reasonably  possible  after  the  filing  of  such 
report,  the  judge  shall  make  an  order  appointing  viewers,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  five  (5)  of  said  chapter,  and  the  proceedings  there- 
after shall  be  as  specified  in  sections  five  (5)  and  seven  (7)  of  said 
chapter,  and  section  two  (2)  of  this  act,  save  that  the  duties  therein 
specified  in  respect  of  the  board  of  coilnty  commissioners  shall  be 
performed  by  such  judge,  and  those  in  respect  of  the  county  auditor 
shall  be  performed  by  such  clerk ; and  that  the  viewers  may  be  resi- 
dents of  any  of  the  counties  described  in  the  petition,  and  that  their 
jurisdiction  shall  extend  throughout  all  such  counties,  and  that  their 
reports  shall  be  filed  with  such  clerk. 

Sec.  39.  Immediately  upon  the  filing  of  such  report,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  clerk  to  prepare  and  transmit  forthwith  a certified 
copy  thereof  to  the  auditors  of  each  of  the  counties  described  in  the 
petition,  and  within  three  (3)  days  after  the  filing  of  such  report, 
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to  transmit  to  the  judge  of  such  court  a written  notice  of  the  filing 
of  such  report.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  judge  shall 
make  an  order  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  said  petition  and 
report.  The  same  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  clerk  as  is 
provided  in  section  eight  (8)  of  said  chapter  in  respect  of  the  coun- 
ty auditor,  save  that  it  shall  be  published  and  posted  in  each  county 
described  in  the  petition. 

Sec.  40.  At  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  hearing,  if  the  court 
shall  be  satisfied  that  notice  thereof  has  been  given  according  to  law 
he  shall  proceed  as  in  section  nine  (9)  of  said  chapter. 

Sec.  41.  That  whenever  any  land  adjacent  to  any  ditch  or  drain 
constructed  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  fifty-eight 
(258)  of  the  General  Laws  of  1901  has  been  damaged  subsequent 
to  the  construction  of  such  ditch  or  drain  by  reason  of  a part  of  the 
soil  being  carried  away  by  water  flowing  through  said  ditch  or 
drain,  or  by  the  deposit  of  earth  or  any  other  foreign  substance 
(snow  and  ice  excepted)  on  said  land,  and  which  damage  was  not 
considered  and  included  in  the  award  of  the  viewers  appointed  in 
the  proceedings  to  construct  such  ditch  or  drain,  the  owner  of  the 
land  so  damaged  may,  at  any  time  within  six  years  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  ditch  or  drain  causing  such  damage  petition  the  board 
of  county  commissioners  of  the  county  where  the  land  claimed  to 
be  damaged  is  situated,  for  the  appointment  of  viewers  to  ascertain 
and  report  the  amount  of  such  damages,  such  petition  shall  state  the 
description  of  the  land  alleged  to  have  been  damaged,  the  amount 
of  damage  claimed,  the  location  of  the  ditch  or  drain,  the  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  found  in  the  proceedings  to  construct  said  ditch  or 
drain  to  have  been  benefited  by  its  construction,  and  the  names  of 
the  owners  of  the  land  benefited,  as  shown  by  the  last  assessment 
roll. 

Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition  and  a bond  in  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  conditioned  that  if  it  finally  be  determined  that  no  dam- 
ages have  been  sustained  that  are  properly  allowable  under  section 
one  of  this  act,  the  petitioner  will  pay  all  the  expense  of  the  pro- 
ceedings had  under  the  petition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners  at  their  next  regular  or  special  meeting  to 
appoint  three  persons  who  are  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion five  (5)  of  chapter  two  hundred  fifty-eight  of  the  General  Laws 
of  1901,  viewers,  selecting  if  practicable  the  same  persons  as  acted 
as  viewers  in  the  proceedings  to  construct  the  drain  or  ditch  causing 
the  damage,  and  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  fix  the 
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time  and  place  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  viewers,  which  shall  be 
not  more  than  twenty  (20)  days  from  the  date  of  their  appoint- 
ment. In  case  any  of  the  viewers  so  appointed  shall  fail  for  any 
cause  to  qualify,  the  county  auditor  shall  designate  some  proper  per- 
son to  take  his  place.  Each  of  said  viewers  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will 
faithfully  perform  his  duty  as  viewer  and  file  the  same  in  the,  office 
of  the  county  auditor. 

Upon  the  appointment  of  the  viewers  the  county  auditor  shall 
give  notice  to  parties  interested,  and  whose  lands  are  liable  to  be 
assessed  for  the  payment  of  the  damages  claimed,  by  one  publica- 
tion at  least  one  week  before  the  first  meeting  of  the  viewers  in  the 
newspaper  in  which  the  last  delinquent  real  estate  tax  list  was  pub- 
lished, if  that  paper  is  still  published  in  the  county,  and,.  if  not,  in 
some  legal  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  the  county,  and  if 
there  is  none,  in  some  newspaper  published  at  the  state  capital,  stat- 
ing the  date  and  first  meeting  of  the  viewers,  and  that  any  party  in- 
terested may  appear  at  that  meeting  and  at  such  other  time  and 
place  as  the  viewers  may  fix,  and  be  heard  in  relation  to  the  dam- 
ages and  such  other  matters  as  the  viewers  are  authorized  to  hear 
and  determine,  and  proof  of  the  publication  of  said  notice  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  auditor  prior  to  the  first  meeting  of 
the  viewers. 

Sec.  42.  The  viewers  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  named  by 
the  board  of  county  commissioners  for  their  first  meeting  and  hear 
such  evidence  as  shall  be  offered  by  the  petitioner  or  any  interested 
party,  and  for  that  purpose  they  may  adjourn  their  hearing  from 
time  to  time  and  to  such  places  in  the  county  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  they  shall  make  a personal  examination  of  the  damaged 
premises  and  inquire  into  the  cause  and  amount  of  damage,  and  if 
they  find  that  any  damage  contemplated  by  section  one  ( 1 ) of  this 
act  has  been  done  the  land  described  in  the  petition,  they  shall  make 
an  award  in  writing,  stating  the  cause  and  amount  of  damage  and 
file  said  award  in  the  office  of  the  county'  auditor,  and  the  county 
auditor  shall,  after  the  time  to  appeal  has  expired  as  hereinafter 
provided,  if  no  appeal  is  taken,  issue  an  order  on  the  county  treas- 
urer for  the  amount  of  such  award  in  favor  of  the  party  entitled 
thereto,  and  the  amount  so  paid,  together  with  the  fees  and  ex- 
penses of  the  viewers,  shall  be  assessed  against  the  land  that  was 
found  in  the  proceeding  to  construct  the  ditch  in  question  to  have 
been  benefited  in  the  proportion  and  manner  provided  by  chapter 
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two  hundred  fifty-eight  (258)  of  the  General  Laws  of  1901  for  the 
assessment  of  benefits. 

If  the  viewers  find  that  no  damages  have  been  sustained  that  are 
properly  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  they  shall  so 
report,  and  the  expenses  of  the  proceeding  shall  be  paid  by  the  peti- 
tioner, and  on  his  failure  to  pay  the  county  may  maintain  an  action 
on  the  bond  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Each  of  the  viewers  shall  receive  three  dollars  ($3.00)  per  day 
for  each  day  actually  and  necessarily  spent  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty  as  viewer,  not  exceeding  5 days,  together  with  his  actual  nec- 
essary expenses,  an  itemized  account  thereof  to  be  filed  with  and 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  county  auditor,  and  paid  by  the  county 
treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  county  auditor. 

Sec.  43.  Either  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  the  peti- 
tioners or  any  party  whose  lands  are  liable  to  assessment  for  the 
damages  awarded,  if  they  feel  aggrieved,  may  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  the  filing  of  the  viewers’  award  appeal  to  the  district 
court  of  the  county  in  which  the  proceedings  are  had  by  serving  on 
the  parties  who  have  appeared  in  the  proceedings  before  the  viewers 
and  filing  with  the  county  auditor  a notice  of  appeal,  stating  that 
an  appeal  is  taken  to  the  district  court  from  the  award  of  the  view- 
ers, and  filing  with  the  auditor  a bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500),  with  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved  by  him,  con- 
ditioned if  the  award  and  decision  of  the  viewers  is  sustained  the 
appellant  will  pay  the  cost  of  the  appeal  and  abide  and  satisfy  any 
judgment  the  court  may  render  against  him  in  the  premises. 

Before  the  taking  of  the  appeal  the  auditor  shall  forthwith  file 
with  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  the  original  petition,  the  award 
and  bond  on  appeal,  and  thereupon  there  shall  be  pending  in  the 
district  court  a civil  action  to  determine  whether  any  damage  has 
been  done  the  land  described  in  the  petition,  that  come  within  the 
provision  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  and  the  amount  of  such 
damages,  and  said  action  shall  be  tried  in  the  manner  provided  for 
the  trial  of  civil  actions. 

Any  party  may  appeal  from  the  judgment  or  any  appealable  or- 
der of  the  district  court  to  the  supreme  court  in  the  same  manner  as 
appeals  in  civil  actions  are  taken.  The  final  judgment  in  the  action, 
if  in  favor  of  the  petitioner,  shall  be  certified  to  the  county  auditor, 
and  assessed  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act 
for  the  assessment  of  the  award  of  the  viewers. 
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Sec.  44.  That  the  state  drainage  board  is  hereby  authorized  to 
co-operate  with  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of  each  county 
wherein  a county  ditch  is  located,  enlarge  or  extend  any  county 
ditch  now  completed  or  in  proces  of  completion,  which  in  their 
judgment  may  be  necessary  or  desirable.

REGISTRATION  OF  TITLE. 

Strike  out  entire  chapter  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  1.  In  zvhat  counties. — Real  estate  situated  in  any  coun- 
ty in  this  state  having  more  than  seventy-five  thousand  inhabitants 
may  be  registered  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  manner 
herein  provided. 

Sec.  2.  Registered  land  subject  to  same  incidents  as  unregis- 
tered, except  adverse  possession. — Registered  land  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  burdens  and  incidents  which  attach  by  law  to  unregis- 
tered land.  This  act  shall  not  operate  to  relieve  registered  land  or 
the  owners  thereof  from  any  rights,  duties  or  obligations  incident 
to. or  growing  out  of  the  marriage  relation,  or  from  liability  to 
attachment  on  mesne  process,  or  levy  on  execution,  or  from  liability 
to  any  lien  or  charge  of  any  description  whatever,  created  or 
established  by  law  upon  the  land  or  the  buildings  situated  thereon, 
or  the  interest  of  the  owner  in  such  land  or  buildings.  It  shall  not 
operate  to  change  the  laws  of  descent  or  the  rights  of  partition 
between  co-tenants,  or  the  right  to  take  the  land  by  eminent  do- 
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main.  It  shall  not  operate  to  relieve  such  land  from  liability  to 
be  taken  or  recovered  by  any  assignee  or  receiver  under  any  pro- 
vision of  law  relative  thereto,  and  shall  not  operate  to  change  or 
affect  any  other  rights,  burdens,  liabilities  or  obligations  created 
by  law  and  applicable  to  unregistered  land  except  as  otherwise 
expressly  provided  herein.  No  title  to  registered  land  in  derogation 
of  that  of  the  registered  owner  shall  be  acquired  by  prescription 
or  by  adverse  possession. 

Sec.  3.  Application,  who  may  make. — An  application  for  regis- 
tration may  be  made  by  any  of  the  following  persons : 

First — The  person  or  persons  who  singly  or  collectively  own  the 
land.  Tenants'  in  common  shall  join  in  the  application. 

Second — The  person  or  persons  who  singly  or  collectively  have 
the  power  of  disposing  of  the  land. 

Third — Infants  and  other  persons  under  disability,  by  their 
guardian  duly  appointed  by  the  proper  probate  court  in  this  state. 

Fourth — A corporation,  by  its  proper  officer,  or  by  an  agent  duly  ■- 
authorized  by  the  board  of  directors. 

Fifth — Any  executor  or  administrator  duly  appointed  by  the 
proper  prbbate  court  in  this  state. 

_ The  person  in  whose  behalf  the  application  is  made  shall  be 
named  as  applicant. 

Sec.  4.  Applicant's  interest. — No  land,  the  title  to  which  is  de- 
rived from  any  tax  or  local  assessment  sale,  shall  be  registered 
until  such  title  has  been  adjudged  to  be  valid  by  a court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  and  a certified  copy  of  the  decree  duly  recorded 
with  the  register  of  deeds ; provided,  however,  that  any  person 
may  make  the  application  when  for  at  least  fifteen  years  the  land 
has  been  in  the  adverse  possession  of  the  applicant  or  those  through 
whom  he  claims  title. 

No  lesser  estate  than  a fee  simple,  and  no  mortgage,  lien  or  other 
charge  upon  land,  shall  be  registered,  unless  the  estate  in  fee  simple 
therein  is  registered;  but  the  fact  that  the  estate  or  interest  of  the 
applicant  is  subject  to  any  outstanding  lesser  estate  or  to  a mort- 
gage, or  other  charge  or  lien,  shall  not  prevent  its  registration. 

Sec.  5.  The  application. — The  application  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  signed  and  verified  by  the  applicant,  or  by  his  agent 
thereunto  lawfully  authorized  in  writing.  If  the  application  is 
signed  and  verified  by  any  agent  except  an  officer  of  a corporation, 
the  authority  of  such  agent  shall  be  executed  and  acknowledged  in 
the  manner  required  for  the  execution  and  acknowledgment  of  a 
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deed  and  shall  be  recorded  with  the  register  of  deeds  for  the  county 
wherein  the  land  is  situated,  before  the  filing  of  the  application. 

If  the  application  is  made  by  a corporation,  it  shall  be  verified 
by  some  officer  of  the  corporation. 

If  the  applicant  is  married,  the  husband  or  wife  of  the  applicant 
shall  assent  thereto  in  writing  by  a duly  acknowledged  endorse- 
ment thereon,  or  by  a separate  instrument  duly  acknowledged  and 
filed  with  the  application. 

Sec.  6.  Form  of  application. — The  application  shall  set  forth 
substantially : 

A — The  full  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  applicant.  If  the 
application  is  made  by  any  person  acting  in  behalf  *of  another,  the 
application  shall  likewise  state  the  full  name  and  residence  of  the 
person  so  acting,  and  the  capacity  in  which  he  acts. 

B — Whether  the  applicant  is  or  is  not  married,  and  if  married  the 
full  name  and  residence  of  the  husband  or  wife.  It  shall  also  state 
that  the  applicant  is  under  no  disability  and  whether  the  applicant 
has  ever  been  divorced,  and  if  so,  when,  where  and  by  what  court 
the  divorce  was  granted. 

C — A correct  description  of  the  land,  together  with  the  assessed 
value  thereof,  exclusive  of  improvements,  according  to  the  last  offi- 
cial assessment.  \ 

D — The  estate  or  interest  of  the  applicant  in  the  land,  and  whe- 
ther or  not  it  is  subject  to  an  estate  of  homestead. 

E — The  names  of  all  persons  or  parties,  except  the  applicant, 
who  appear  of  record,  or  who  are  known  to  the  applicant  to  have 
or  to  claim  any  right,  title,  estate,  lien  or  interest  in  the  land. 

F — Whether  the  land  is  occupied  or  unoccupied.  If  occupied  by 
any  other  person  than  the  applicant,  it  shall  state  the  full  name 
and  address  of  each  occupant,  and  the  nature  of  the  estate,  interest, 
lien  or  charge  which  such  occupant  or  occupants  have,  or  claim  to 
have,  in  the  land. 

G — Whether  the  land  is  subject  to  any  lien  or  encumbrance,  re- 
corded or  unrecorded,  together  with  the  character  and  amount  of 
the  same,  and  the  name  and  postoffce  address  of  each  holder  there- 
of. If  recorded,  it  shall  state  the  place,  book  and  page  of  record. 

H — Whether  any  person,  other  than  the  applicant,  has  or  claims 
to  have  any  estate  or  interest  in  the  land,  either  in  law  or  equity,  in 
possession,  remainder,  reversion  or  expectancy,  together  with  the 
full  name  and  address  of  every  such  person,  and  the  nature  and 
character  of  such  estate  or  interest. 
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I — If  the  application  is  on  behalf  of  a minor,  it  shall  state  the  age 
of  such  minor,  and  that  a duly  certified  copy  of  the  letters  of 
guardianship  has  been  recorded  with  the  register  of  deeds,  in  the 
county  wherein  the  land  is  situated. 

J— When  the  place  of  residence  of  any  person  whose  residence 
is  required  to  be  'given  is  unknown  to  the  applicant,  it  may  be  so 
stated  in  the  application,  and  also  that  after  due  and  diligent 
search  the  applicant  has  been  unable  to  ascertain  the  same. 

K — If  it  is  desired  to  fix  and  establish  the  boundary  lines  of 
the  land,  the  full  names  and  postoffice  addresses  of  all  owners  of 
adjoining  lands  which  are  in  any  manner  affected  thereby  shall 
be  fully  stated ; otherwise  the  decree  shall  not  have  the  effect  to  fix 
or  determine  the  boundary  lines. 

Any  person  having  or  claiming  any  right,  title,  interest  or  estate 
in  land  or  any  lien  or  charge  upon  or  against  the  same  may  assent 
in  writing  to  the  registration  thereof,  and  the  person  thus  assenting 
need  not  be  named  as  a defendant  in  the  registration  proceeding,  or, 
if  already  named  as  a defendant  therein,  need  not  be  served  with  the 
summons  therein.  Such  assent  shall  be  executed  and  acknowledged 
in  the  manner  now  required  by  law  for  the  execution  and  acknowl- 
edgment of  a deed  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

Sec.  7.  Nonresident  applicant — Agent. — If  the  applicant  is  not 
a resident  of  the  state  of  Minnesota,  he  shall  file  for  record  with 
the  register  of  deeds  a written  agreement,  duly  executed  and 
acknowledged,  appointing  an  agent  residing  in  the  state.  He  shall 
state  therein  the  full  name  and  postoffice  address  of  such  agent,  and 
shall  therein  agree  that  the  service  of  any  legal  process  in  proceed- 
ings under  or  growing  out  of  any  application  shall  be  of  the  same 
legal  effect  when  made  on  said  agent  as  if  made  on  the  applicant 
within  the  state.  If  the  agent  so  appointed  dies,  or  removes  from 
the  state,  the  applicant  shall  at  once  appoint  another  agent  in  like 
manner,  and,  if  he  fails  so  to  do,  the  court  may  in  its  discretion 
dismiss  the  application.  In  any  subsequent  application  made  by 
the  same  applicant,  he  may  refer  to  such  written  authority  so 
recorded,  provided  the  same  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  include 
such  subsequent  application. 

Sec.  8.  May  include  several  pieces. — Any  number  of  adjoin- 
ing tracts  of  land  in  the  same  county  and  owned  by  the  same  per- 
son and  in  the  same  right,  or  any  number  of  tracts  of  land  in  the 
same  county  having  the  same  chain  of  title,  and  belonging  to  the 
same  person,  may  be  included  in  one  application. 
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Sec.  9.  Amendment. — -Amendments  to  the  application,  includ- 
ing joinder,  substitution  or  discontinuance  as  to  parties,  may  be 
allowed  by  the  court  at  any  time  upon  terms  that  are  just  and 
reasonable,  but  all  amendments  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  and 
verified  like  the  original  application. 

Sec.  10.  Application  to  what  court — Pozver  of  court. — An  ap- 
plication- for  registration  shall  be  addressed  to  the  district  court  in 
and  for  the  county  wherein  the  land  described  therein  is  situated. 
The  district  court  shall  have  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  thereof, 
and  -of  all  proceedings  thereunder,  and  shall  have  full  power  to 
inquire  into  the  title  of  said  land,  and  any  right,  title,  interest  or 
estate  therein,  and  any  lien,  charge  or  encumbrance  thereon.  By 
its  decree,  it  shall  adjudge  and  determine  the  title  to  said  land,  the 
nature,  character,  extent  and  amount  of  all  liens  and  encumbrances 
thereon,  the-  priority  as  between  the  same,  and  shall  remove  all 
clouds  from  the  title.  The  district  court  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make  all  necessary  orders,  judgments  and  decrees,  and 
for  these  purposes  the  court  shall  be  always  open. 

Sec.  11.  Application  to  he  filed  with  clerk — Docket — Abstract. 
—The  application  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk,  who  shall  docket  the 
same  in  a book  to  be  known  as  the  “Land  Registration  Docket.” 
The  application  shall  be  entitled  (here  insert  name  of  applicant), 
applicant  to  have  registered  the  title  to  (here  insert  description  of 
land),  applicant,  against  (here  insert  the  names  of  all  persons  named 
in  the  application  and  in  the  order  of  the  court  directing  the 
issuance  of  a summons  as  being  in  possession  of  the  land,  or 
having  any  lien,  encumbrance,  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  therein), 
also  “all  other  persons  or  parties  unknown  claiming  any  right, 
title,  estate,  lien  or  interest  in  the  real  estate  described  in  the  ap- 
plication herein,”  defendants.  All  orders,  judgments  and  decrees 
of  the  court  in  said  proceeding  shall  be  minuted  in  such  docket. 
All  final  orders  or  decrees  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  and  pro- 
per reference  made  thereto  in  such  docket.  At  the  time  of  the 
filing  of  the  application  with  the  clerk,  a copy  thereof,  duly  certified 
by  him,  shall  be  filed  for  record  with  the  register  of  deeds,  and 
shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a lis  pendens. 

The  applicant  shall  file  with  the  clerk,  as  soon  after  the  filing  of 
the  application  as  is  practicable,  an  abstract  of  title  to  the  land 
described  in  the  application,  satisfactory  to  the  examiner. 

If  required  so  to  do  by  the  examiner,  the  applicant  shall  likewise 
cause  the  land  to  be  surveyed  by  some  competent  surveyor,  and  file 
with  the  clerk  a plat  of  the  land  duly  certified  by  such  surveyor. 
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Sec.  12.  Examiner  of  titles — Salary. — The  judges  of  the  dis- 
trict court  shall  appoint  one  or  more  competent  attorneys  in  each 
county  within  their  respective  districts  to  be  examiners  of  titles  and 
legal  advisers  to  the  registrar  in  said  county.  The  examiners  of 
titles  shall  hold  office  subject  to  the  will  and  discretion  of  the  dis- 
trict court  by  which  they  are  appointed.  Their  compensation  shall 
be  fixed  and  determined  by  the  said  court,  and  shall  be  paid  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  compensation  of  other  county  employes  is 
paid. 

Sec.  13.  Reference  to  examiner — Reports^- Immediately  after 
the  filing  of  the  abstract  of  title,  the  court  shall  enter  an  order 
referring  the  application  to  an  examiner  of  titles,  who  shall  pro- 
ceed to  examine  into  the  title  of  the  land  described  in  the  applica- 
tion, and  into  the  truth  of  all  matters  set  forth  therein.  He  shall 
ascertain  whether  or  not  the  land  is  occupied,  and,  if  occupied,  he 
shall  ascertain  the  nature  thereof,  and  by  what  right  the  occupation 
is  held.  He  shall  also  ascertain  whether  or  not  any  judgments 
exist  which  may  be  a lien  upon  the  land.  He  shall  search  all 
public  records,  and  fully  investigate  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  title 
which  may  be  brought  to  his  notice,  and  shall  file  in  the  case  a full 
report  thereof,  together  with  his  opinion  upon  the  title.  The  court 
shall  not  be  bound  by  any  report  of  the  examiner  of  titles,  but 
may  require  further  or  other  proof. 

An  examiner  of  titles  shall  have  full  power  to  administer  oaths 
and  examine  witnesses  concerning  any  matter  involved  in  his  inves- 
tigation of  titles.  In  such  matters  he  shall  possess  the  same  authori- 
ty as  is  vested  by  law  in  referees  appointed  by  the  district  court. 

Whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  examiner,  the  state  has  any  in- 
terest in,  or  lien  upon,  the  land,  he  shall  state  the  nature  and  char- 
acter thereof  in  his  report,  and  in  such  cases,  the  state  shall  be 
joined  as  a party,  and  named  in  the  summons  as  a party  thereto, 
in  order  that  its  interest,  estate  or  lien  may  be  defined  and  preserved. 

The  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  applicant  of  the  filing  of  such 
report.  If  the  report  of  the  examiner  is  adverse  to  the  applicant, 
he  shall  have  a reasonable  time  in  which  to  proceed  further,  or  to 
withdraw  his  application.  This  election  shall  be  made  in  writing 
and  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Examiners  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  registrar,  advise  him 
upon  any  act  or  duty  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of  his  office,  or 
prepare  the  form  of  any  memorial  to  be  made  or  entered  by  the 
registrar. 

Sec.  14.  Order  for  summons. — If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  exam- 
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iner,  the  applicant  has  a title  to  the  land  proper  for  registration,  or 
if  the  applicant,  after  an  adverse  opinion  of  the  examiner,  elects  to 
proceed  further,  the  applicant  shall  file  with  the  clerk  a veri- 
fied petition  praying  that  a summons  may  be  issued  in  said  proceed- 
ing. The  court  shall  thereupon  examine  all  the  files  and  records  of 
said  proceeding,  and  shall,  by  its  order,  direct  that  a summons  be 
issued  therein.  This  order  shall  contain  the  name  and  address,  so 
far  as  known,  of  every  person  who  is  to  be  joined  as  a party  to  said 
proceeding,  including  all  persons  named  in  the  application,  or  found 
by  the  report  of  the  examiner  to  be  in  possession  of  the  land,  or 
as  having  any  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  therein,-  or  any  lien  or 
encumbrance  upon  or  against  the  same,  together  with  the  name 
and  address  of  all  other  persons  or  parties  whom  the  court  in  said 
order  may  direct  to  be  joined  therein.  The  parties  thus  named  in 
the  order  of  the  court  shall  be,  and  shall  be  known  as,  defendants. 

Sec.  15.  Summons , form — Service. — The  summons  shall  be 
subscribed  by  the  clerk,  and  shall  be  directed  to  the  defendants,  and 
require  them  to  appear  and  answer  the  application  of  the  applicant, 
within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  service  of  the  summons,  ex- 
clusive of  the  clay  of  such  service.  It  shall  be  served  in  the  man- 
ner now  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of  a summons  in  civil 
actions  in  the  district  court,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 
It  shall  be  served  upon  the  state  by  delivering  a copy  thereof  to 
the  attorney  general,  who  shall  appear  in  the  proceeding  and  re- 
present the  state  thereirr.  It  shall  be  served  upon  all  persons  who 
are  not  residents  of  the  state  and  upon  “all  other  persons  or  parties 
unknown  claiming  any  right,  title,  estate,  lien  or  interest  in  the  real 
estate  described  in  the  application  herein,”  by  publishing  the  same 
in  a newspaper  printed  and  published  in  the  county  wherein  the 
application  is  filed,  once  each  week,  for  three  consecutive  weeks. 

The  clerk  shall  also,  within  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  first 
publication  qf  the  summons,  send  a copy  thereof  by  mail  to  all 
defendants  who  are  not  residents  of  the  state,  and  whose  place 
of  address  is  known  to  applicant  or  stated  in  the  application,  or  in 
the  order  directing  the  issuance  of  the  summons.  The  certificate 
of  the  clerk  that  he  has  mailed  the  summons,  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  thereof.  Other  or  further  notice  of 
the  application  for  registration  may  be  given  in  such  manner  and 
to  such  persons  as  the  court  or  any  judge  thereof  may  direct. 

The  summons  shall  be  served  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant 
and  proof  of  the  service  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
civil  actions. 
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The  summons  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form, 
namely :

When  the  summons  has  been  served  as  herein  provided,  the 
court  shall  be  deemed  to  have  acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  subject 
matter  of  the  proceeding,  and  of  all  persons  whatsoever,  who  have, 
or  may  have,  any  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  in  the  real  estate 
described  in  the  application,  or  any  lien  or  charge  whatsoever  upon 
or  against  the  same. 

By  the  phrase  in  the  summons  “all  other  persons  or  parties 
unknown  claiming  any  right,  title,  estate,  lien  or  interest  in  the  real 
estate  described  in  the  application  herein,”  all  the  world  are  made 
parties  defendant,  and  shall  be  bound  and  concluded  by  the  decree. 
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Sec.  1 6.  Answer. — Any  person  claiming  any  right,  title,  estate 
or  interest  in  or  lien  upon  the  land,  whether  named  in  the  summons 
or  not,  may  file  an  answer  therein,  within  the  time  named  in  the 
summons,  or  within  such  further  time  as  may  be  allowed  by  the 
court.

Sec.  17.  Guardian  ad  litem  for  minors,  etc. — Upon  the  petition

— If  no  person  appears 
and  answers  within  the  time  named  in  the  summons,  or  allowed  by 
the  court,  the  court  may,  at  once,  upon  the  motion  of  the  applicant, 
no  reason  to  the  contrary  appearing, and  upon  satisfactory  proof  of 
the  applicant’s  right  thereto,  make  and  file  its  order  and  decree  con- 
firming the  title  of  the  applicant  and  ordering  the  registration 
thereof. 

Sec.  19.  Trial — Reference. — When  an  answer  is  filed,  the  case 
shall  be  tried  by  the  court  in  like  manner  as  an  ordinary  civil  action. 
The  court  may  refer  the  case,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  one  of  the 
examiners,  as  referee,  to  hear  the  parties  and  their  evidence,  and 
make  report  thereon  to  the  court.  Any  report  of  an  examiner  shall 
have  the  same  weight  as  that  of  a referee  appointed  by  the  district 
court.  After  the  filing  of  such  report,  the  court  may  order  such 
such  other  or  further  hearing  of  the  cause  before  the  court,  or 
before  the  examiner,  and  may  require  such  other  or  further  proof 
by  either  or  any  of  the  parties  to  the  cause  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

Sec.  20.  Dismissal. — If  the  court  shall  find  after  hearing  that  * 
the  applicant  *has  not  a title  proper  for  registration,  an  order  shalj 
be  entered  dismissing  the  application  which  may  be  without  pre- 
judice. 

The  applicant  may  upon  motion  dismiss  the  application  at  any 
time  before  the  final  decree  is  entered  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  court. 

Sec.  21.  Decree  of  registration — Effect. — If,  after  hearing,  the 
court  finds  the  applicant  has  a title  proper  for  registration,  whether 
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as  stated  in  his  application  or  otherwise,  it  shall  make  and  file  its 
decree  therein,  confirming  the  title  of  the  applicant  and  ordering 
the  registration  thereof.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  every 
decree  of  registration  shall  bind  the  land  described  therein,  and  sfiall 
forever  quiet  the  title  thereto,  and  shall  be  forever  binding  and  con- 
clusive upon  all  persons,  whether  mentioned  by  name  in  the  sum- 
mons, or  included  in  the  phrase,  “all  other  persons  or  parties 
unknown  claiming  any  right,  title,  estate,  lien  or  interest  in  the  real 
estate  described  in  the  application  herein,”  and  such  decree  shall 
not  be  opened,  vacated  or  set  aside  by  reason  of  the  absence,  infancy, 
or  other  disability  of  any  person  affected  thereby,  nor  by  any  pro- 
ceeding at  law  or  in  equity  for  opening,  vacating,  setting  aside  or 
reversing  judgments  and  decrees,  except  as  herein  especially  pro- 
vided. 

The  decree  shall  forever  determine,  bind  and  conclude  all  the 
right,  title,  interest,  estate  or  lien  in  the  land  described  therein  of 
the  husband  or  wife  of  any  defendant  acquired  or  growing  out  of 
the  marriage  relation  in  like  manner  as  if  such  husband  or  wife 
had  been  expressly  named  in  said  decree. 

Sec.  22.  Decree — Contents — Copy  Hied. — Every  decree  or  reg- 
istration shall  bear  the  rdifte,  hour  and  minute  of  its  entry  and  shall 
be  signed  by  one  of  the  judges  of  the  district  court.  It  shall  state 
the  age  of  the  owner  of  the  land,  and  whether  married,  or  un- 
married, and,  if  married,  the  name  of  the  husband  or  wife ; if  the 
owner  of  the  land  is  under  disability,  it  shall  state  the  nature  there- 
of. It  shall  contain  an  accurate  description  of  the  land  as  finally 
determined  by  the  court,  and  shall  set  forth  the  estate  of  the 
owner  and  also,  in  such  manner  as  to  show  their  relative  priority, 
all  particular  estates,  mortgages,  easements,  liens,  attachments  and 
other  incumbrances,  including  rights  of  husband  and  wife,  if  any, 
to  which  the  land  or  the  owner’s  estate  is  subject,  and  shall  con- 
tain any  other  facts  properly  to  be  determined  by  the  court.  Im- 
mediately upon  the  filing  of  the  decree  of  registration,  the  clerk 
shall  file  a certified  copy  thereof  with  the  registrar. 

Sec.  23.  Registration  runs  with  land.- — The  obtaining  of  a de- 
cree of  registration,  and  the  receiving  of  a certificate  of  title,  shall 
be  deemed  as  an  agreement  running  with  the  land,  and  binding 
upon  the  applicant,  and  his  successors  in  the  title,  that  the  land 
shall  be  and  forever  remain  registered  land,  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  all  acts  amendatory  thereof.  All  deal- 
ings with  the  land,  or  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  and  all  liens, 
encumbrances  and  charges  upon  the  same,  after  the  land  has  been 
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registered,  shall  be  expressly  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec.  24.  Certificate  of  title — What  survives. — Every  person  re- 
ceiving a certificate  of  title  pursuant  to  a decree  of  registration,  and 
every  subsequent  purchaser  of  registered  land  who  receives  a cer- 
tificate of  title  in  good  faith  and  for  a valuable  consideration,  shall 
hold  the  same  free  from  all  encumbrances,  and  adverse  claims,  ex- 
cepting only  such  estates,  mortgages,  liens,  charges  and  interests  as 
may  be  noted  in  the  last  certificate  of  title  in  the  office  of  the  re- 
gistrar, and  also  excepting  any  of  the  following  rights  or  encum- 
brances subsisting  against  the  same,  if  any,  namely : 

1.  Liens,  claims  or  rights  arising  or  existing  under  the  laws  or 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  this  state  cannot  re- 
quire to  appear  of  record. 

2.  The  lien  of  any  tax  or  special  assessment  for  which  the  land 
has  not  been  sold  at  the  date  of  the  certificate  of  title. 

3.  Any  lease  for  a period  not  exceeding  three  years  when  there 
is  actual  occupation  of  the  premises  thereunder. 

4.  All  rights  in  public  highways  upon  the  land. 

5.  Such  right  of  appeal,  or  right  to  appear  and  contest  the  ap- 
plication as  is  allowed  by  this  act. 

Sec.  25.  Opening  decree. — Any  person  having  any  right,  title, 
or  interest  in  or  lien  upon  the  land  upon  whom  the  summons  has 
not  been  actually  served,  and  who  had  no  notice  or  knowledge  of 
the  filing  of  the  application  or  of  the  pendency  of  such  proceed- 
ing prior  to  the  entry  of  the  decree  therein,  may  at  any  time  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  entry  of  such  decree,  and  not  afterwards, 
file  his  duly  verified  petition  seting  forth  such  facts  and  praying 
for  leave  to  file  his  answer  therein.  If  the  court  is  satisfied  of  the 
truth  of  the  matters  set  forth  in  such  verified  petition,  it  shall 
make  an  order  permitting  such  petitioner  to  answer  the  application. 
Upon  the  filing  of  such  answer,  and  upon  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
days’  notice  to  the  applicant,  and  to  such  other  persons  or  parties 
as  the  court  may  order,  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  direct,  the 
court  shall  proceed  to  review  the  case,  and,  if  satisfied  that  its 
decision  or  decree  ought  to  be  opened,  it  shall  so  order.  Thereupon 
the  court  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  try  the  case  de  novo,  and  to 
make  further  order,  decision  or  decree  therein  as  shall  be  according 
to  equity. 

Sec.  26.  Title  acquired  pending  proceeding. — Any  person  who 
shall  acquire  any  right,  title,  interest  or  eslate  in  the  land  subse- 
quent to  the  filing  of  the  copy  of  the  application  for  registration 
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with  the  register  of  deeds,  and  prior  to  the  entry  of  the  decree  in 
the  registration  proceeding,  shall  at  once  appear  and  answer  as  a 
party  defendant  in  such  proceeding,  and  the  right,  title,  interest, 
estate  or  lien  of  such  person  shall  be  subject  to  the  order  or  decree 
of  the  court. 

Sec.  27.  Statute  of  limitation. — No  decree  of  registration  here- 
tofore entered,  and  no  original  certificate  of  title  heretofore  issued 
pursuant  thereto,  shall  be  adjudged  invalid  or  set  aside  unless  the 
action  in  which  the  validity  of  such  decree  of  registration,  or 
original  certificate  of  title  issued  pursuant  thereto,  is  called  in  ques- 
tion, be  commenced,  or  the  defense  alleging  the  invalidity  thereof 
be  interposed  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date  when  this  law 
takes  effect.  No  decree  of  registration  hereafter  entered,  and  no 
original  certificate  of  title  hereafter  issued  pursuant  thereto,  shall 
be  adjudged  invalid  or  set  aside,  unless  the  action  in  which  the 
validity  of  such  decree,  or  of  the  original  certificate  of  title  issued 
pursuant  thefeto,  is  called  in  question,  be  commenced,  or  the  de- 
fense alleging  the  invalidity  thereof  be  interposed,  within  six  (6) 
months  from  the  date  of  such  decree. 

No  action  or  proceeding  either  at  law  or  in  equity  for  the  re- 
covery of  any  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  in  registered  land  ad- 
verse to  the  title  established  and  adjudicated  by  any  original  decree 
of  registration  heretofore  entered  shall  be  maintained  unless  such 
action  is  commenced  within  six  months  from  the  date  when  this 
law  takes  effect,  and  no  action  or  proceeding  for  the  recovery  of 
any  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  in  registered  land  adverse  to  the 
the  title  established  by  any  original  decree  of  registration  hereafter 
entered  shall  be  maintained,  unless  such  action  is  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  such  original  decree. 

No  action  or  proceeding  for  the  enforcement  or  foreclosure  of 
any  lien  or  charge  upon  or  gainst  registered  land,  which  existed  at 
the  date  when  any  original  decree  of  registration  was  heretofore 
entered  and  which  was  not  recognized  and  established  by  such 
decree,  shall  be  maintained,  unless  such  action  or  proceeding  is 
commenced  within  six  months  from  the  date  when  this  law  takes 
effect.  No  action  or  proceeding  for  the  enforcement  or  foreclosure 
of  any  lien  or  charge  upon  or  against  registered  land,  in  existence 
at  the  date  of  any  original  decree  of  registration  hereafter  entered, 
and  which  is  not  recognized  and  established  by  such  decree,  shall 
be  maintained,  unless  such  action  or  proceeding  is  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  date  of  such  original  decree. 

No  such  action  or  proceeding  shall  be  commenced  by  any  per- 
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son  who  is  bound  by  the  decree.  Nothing  herein  shall  apply  to 
any  action  or  proceeding  now  pending  in  the  courts  of  this  state 
or  affect  any  rights  already  barred  when  this  law  takes  effect. 

Sec.  28.  Appeals. — An  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  supreme 
court  from  any  order  or  judgment  of  the  district  court  under  this 
act  as  follows : 

First — From  any  final  decree  within  six  months  from  the  date 
thereof.  Upon  appeal  from  such  decree,  the  supreme  court  may 
review  any  intermediate  order  involving  the  merits  or  necessarily 
affecting  the  decree. 

Second — From  any  order  granting  or  denying  an  application  to 
open,  vacate  or  set  aside  such  decree,  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  such  order. 

Third — From  any  order  granting  or  refusing  a new  trial,  or 
from  any  order  involving  the  merits  of  the  proceeding,  or  some  part 
thereof,  within  thirty  days  from  the  filing  of  such  order. 

All  appeals  from  any  order  or  decree  in.  any  proceeding  under 
this  act  shall  be  taken  upon  such  notice,  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
now  provided  by  law  for  the  taking  of  appeals  in  civil  actions. 

Sec.  29.  Registrar  of  Titles.— Registers  of  deeds,  shall  be  the 
registrars  of  titles  in  their  respective  counties. 

Sec.  30.  Registrar’s  bond. — Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  the  registrar  of  titles  shall  execute  a bond  to  the  state  f-of 
such  amount  and  with  such  sureties  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
board  of  county  commissioners.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by 
the  district  court,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
shall  be  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  A copy 
of  said  bond  shall  be  filed  and  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  court. 

Sec.  31.  Control  of  Court — Seal. — The  registrar  di  titles  shall 
be  at  all  times  under  the  control  of  the  court,  which  may  adopt  such 
rules  governing  the  conduct  of  his  office  at  it  may  deem  wise. 
Every  registrar  of  titles  shall  have  an  official  seal,  and  affix  the  same 
to  all  documents  requiring  his  official  signature. 

-Sec.  32.  Deputies. — The  registrar  of  titles  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion. appoint  one  or  more  deputy  registrars  of  titles,  who  may  also 
be  deputy  registers  of  deeds,  to  act  in  his  stead.  Deputy  registrars 
shall  act  in  the  name  o'f  the  registrar,  and  their  acts  shall  be  hi? 
acts.  -The  registrar  shall  be  liable  for  any  neglect  or  omission  of 
a deputy,  to  the  same  extent  as  for  his  own  neglect  or  omission, 
The  registrar  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners, employ  such  clerks  as  may  be  required  to.  properly 
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perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  In  all  counties  in  which  the  re- 
gister of  deeds  does  not  receive  the  fees  of  the  office  in  lieu  of  a 
salary,  the  board  of  county  commissioners  shall  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  all  deputy  registrars  and  clerks  appointed  or  employed  by 
the  registrar  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  county  funds  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

Sec.  33.  Title,  how  registered — Register  of  ^//^.—Immediate- 
ly upon  the  filing  of  the  decree  of  registration  with  the  registrar, 
he  shall  proceed  to  register  the  title  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the 
decree  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

He  shall  keep  a book  known  as  the  “Register  of  Titles/’  wherein 
he  shall  enter  all  first  and  subsequent  certificates  of  title  by  binding 
or  entering  them  therein  in  the  order  of  their  numbers,  beginning 
with  number  one.  The  entering  of  the  certificate  of  title  in  the 
register  of  titles  shall  constitute  the  act  of  registration.  The  term 
certificate  of  title”  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  memorials  and 
notations  thereon,  and  each  certificate  of  title  shall  contain  proper 
blanks  for  the  entry  of  the  memorials  and  notations  thereon.  Each 
certificate  shall  constitute  a separate  page  of  such  book,  and  all 
memorials  and  notations  that  may  be  entered  by  the  registrar  shall 
be  entered  by  him  upon  the  page  whereon  the  latest  certificate  of 
title  is  entered. 

Sec.  34.  Certificate  of  registration— —Form. — The  certificate  of 
title  shall  contain  the  name  and  residence  of  the  owner,  a descrip- 
tion of  the  land,  and  of  the  estate  of  the  owner  therein,  and  shall 
by  memorial  contain  a description  of  all  encumbrances,  liens  and 
interests  to  which  the  estate  of  the  owner  is  subject.  It  shall  state 
his  age,  and  if  under  disability  the  nature  thereof.  It  shall  also  state 
whether  or  not  the  owner  is  married,  and,  if  married,  the  name  of 
the  husband  or  wife.  In  case  the  land  is  held  in  trust  or  subject  to 
any  condition  or  limitation,  it  shall  state  the  nature  and  character 
thereof.  It  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form :

All  certificates  issued  subsequent 'to  the  first  certificate  of  title  shall 
be  in  like  form  except  that  they  shall  be  entitled  “Transfer  from 
number  (here  give  the  number  of  the  next  previous  certificate  relat- 
ing to  the  same  land,)”  and  shall  also  contain  the  words  “originally 
registered  (date,  volume  and  page  of  registration).” 

Sec.  35.  Certificate , etc.,  as  evidence. — The  original  certificate 
of  title  in  the  register  of  titles,  any  copy  thereof  duly  certified  by  the 
registrar,  or  by  his  deputy,  and  authenticated  by  his  seal,  and  like- 
wise the  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  of  title  shall  be  received  in  evi- 
dence in  all  the  courts  of  this  state,  and  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
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of  all  matters  and  things  contained  therein.  In  case  of  variance  be- 
tween the  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  and  the  original  certificate  of 
title,  the  original  certificate  shall  prevail. 

Deeds,  mortgages,  leases,  or  other  conveyances  of  real  estate,  or 
letters  of  attorney  authorizing  the  same,  and  all  instruments  in  any 
manner  affecting  the  title  to  registered  land,  together  with  any  nota- 
tions, endorsements  or  memorials  upon  the  same  made  by  the  regis- 
trar of  titles,  as  required  by  law,  heretofore  or  hereafter  filed  with 
the  registrar,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
state,  without  further  or  other  proof,  and  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  the  contents  thereof.  Duly  authenticated  copies  of  said  in- 
struments, or  any  of  them,  may  likewise  be  received  in  evidence  in 
any  court  in  this  state  with  like  force  and  effect  as  the  original  in- 
struments. 

Sec.  36.  Tract  Indexes — Reception  Books. — The  registrar  shall 

likewise  keep  tract  indexes,  in  which  he  shall  enter  an  accurate  de- 
scription of  all  registered  land,  together  with  the  names  of  the  re- 
spective owners  thereof,  and  a reference  to  the  volume  and  page  of 
the  register  of  titles  in  which  the  same  is  registered.  He  shall  also 
keep  alphabetical  indexes,  in  which  he  shall  enter  in  alphabetical 
order  the  names  of  all  owners  of  registered  land,  and  the  names  of 
all  persons  having  any  interest  in  or  lien  upon  the  same,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  volume  and  page  of  the  register  of  titles  in  which  the 
certificate  of  title  is  entered. 

The  registrar  shall  keep  two  books,  to  be  known  as  the  Grantors’ 
and  Grantees’  Reception  Books  respectively.  These  books  shall  be 
in  the  following  form : 


GRANTOR’S  INDEX  OF  INSTRUMENTS.  ' COUNTY,  MINNESOTA. 
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The  registrar  shall  enter  in  each  of  said  books  in  the  order  and 
manner  aforesaid,  and  as  soon  as.  the  same  are  received,  all  instru- 
ments affecting  the  title  to  land  which  are  filed  with  him,  and  shall 
enter  as  far  as  may  be  the  particulars  of  said  instruments  in  the 
appropriate  column  of  said  books.  The  pages  of  each  of  the  said 
reception  books  shall  be  lettered  in  alphabetical  order,  a convenient 
number  of  consecutive  pages  being  allotted  to  each  letter  of  the 
alphabet,  and  each  entry  shall  be  made  in  the  grantors’  reception 
book  under  the  initial  letter  of  the  grantor’s  surname,  and  in  the 
grantees’  reception  book,  under  the  initial  letter  of  the  grantee’s 
surname,  and  all  the  entries  under  each  letter  shall  appear  in  the 
order  as  to  time  in  which  the  instruments  were  filed. 

Sec.  3 7-  Indexes,  etc. — Count  to  Adopt  Forms. — Every  instru- 
ment affecting  the  title  to  land,  filed  with  the  registrar/shall  be  num- 
bered by  him  consecutively,  and  he  shall  endorse  upon  the  same  the 
number  thereof,  together  with  the  date,  hour  and  minute  when  the 
same  is  filed,  and  a reference  to  its  proper  certificate  of  title.  Every 
such  instrument  shall  be  retained  by  him  and  shall  be  regarded  as 
registered  from  the  time  of  filing.  When  the  memorial  of  any  in- 
strument is  made  upon  any  certificate,  the  date,  number  and  time 
of  filing  thereof  shall  likewise  be  endorsed  upon  such  certificate.  All 
records  and  papers  relating  to  registered  land  in  the  office  of  the 
registrar,  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  public  at  such  times 
and  under  such  conditions  as  the  court  may  prescribe.  Duplicates 
of  all  instiuments,  voluntary  or  involuntary,  filed  and  registered 
with  the  registrar,  may  be  presented  with  the  originals,  and  shall 
thereupon  be  attested  and  sealed  by  him,  and  endorsed  with  the  file 
number,  and  other  memoranda  on  the  originals,  and  returned  to  the 
person  presenting  the  same.  The  registrar  shall  furnish  certified 
copies  of  the  instruments  filed  and  registered  in  his  offie,  upon  pay- 
ment of  a fee  of  ten  cents  per  folio  for  each  folio  contained  in  such 
instrument. 

The  court  shall  adopt  general  forms  of  memorials  and  notations 
to  be  used  by  the  registrars  in  registering  the  common  forms  of  con- 
veyance and  other  instruments. 

37a.  Notices  after  Registration— Service  of. — All  notices  re- 
quired by  this  law,  after  the  original  registration,  either  by  the  regis- 
trai  or  by  the  court,  shall  be  served  on  the  persons  to  be  notified  in 
the  following  manner.  The  notice  shall  be  served  upon  a resident 
of  the  state  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  service  of 
a summons  in  a civil  action,  and  the  same  proof  of  such  service  shall 
be  made.  It  shall  be  served  upon  a person  who  is  not  a resident  of 
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the  state  by  sending  the  same  by  mail  to  such  person  at  his  postoffice 
address,  as  stated  in  the  certificate  or  in  any  registered  instrument  on 
file  with  the  registrar.  The  certificate  of  the  registrar  or  clerk  that 
any  notice  has  been  mailed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of 
the  service  of  such  notice,  but  the  court  may,  in  any  case,  order 
different  or  other  service  thereof  by  publication,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  38.  Owner’s  duplicate — Receipt. — At  the  time  the  original 
certificate  of  title  is  entered,  the  registrar  shall  make  a duplicate 
thereof,  endorsing  across  the  face  of  such  duplicate  the  words  “Own- 
er’s Duplicate  Certificate”  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  owner  or 
his  authorized  attorney.  The  registrar  shall,  in  every  case,  when- 
ever it  is  practicable  so  to  do,  take  from  such  owner  a receipt  for 
such  duplicate  certificate,  which  shall  b£  signed  by  the  owner  in  per- 
son. Such  receipt,  when  signed  and  delivered  in  the  office  of  the 
registrar,  shall  be  witnessed  by  him  or  his  deputy.  If  such  receipt 
is  signed  elsewhere,  it  shall  be  witnessed  and  acknowledged  in  the 
same  manner  as  a deed.  Such  receipt  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  genuineness  of  such  signature. 

Sec.  39.  Duplicate , if  several  owners. — Where  two  or  more 
persons  are  owners  of  registered  land,  either  as  tenants  in  common 
or  otherwise,  one  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  may  be  issued  for  the 
entire  interest  in  the  land  or  separate  duplicate  certificates  may  be 
issued  to  each  owner  for  his  undivided  interest  therein. 

Sec.  40.  Surrender  of  certificate — New  certificate. — The  owner 
of  registered  land  holding  one  duplicate  certificate  for  two  or  more 
distinct  parcels  of  land  may  surrender  the  same,  and  thereupon  the 
registrar  may  issue  to1  him  one  or  more  duplicate  certificates  theie- 
for.  An  owner  of  registered  land  holding  separate  duplicate  certifi- 
cates for  several  parcels  of  land  may  surrender  the  same,  and  there- 
upon the  registrar  may  issue  to  such  owner  a single  duplicate  cer- 
tificate for  all  of  said  parcels,  or  may  issue  two  or  more  certificates 
including  in  each  certificate  as  many  parcels  as  such  owner  may 
desire. 

Sec.  41.  The  certificate  of  title,  when  entered  in  the  register  of  , 
titles,  shall  relate  back  to  and  take  effect  as  of  the  date  of  the  decree 
of  registration. 

Sec.  42.  Loss  of  ozvner’s  duplicate. — If  any  duplicate  certificate 
is  lost  or  destroyed  or  cannot  be  produced,  a duly  verified  statement,, 
setting  forth  the  facts  relating  thereto,  may  be  filed  with  the  regis- 
trar by  the  registered  owner,  or  other  person  in  interest.  Upon 
such  application,  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  the  court  may  direct 
the  registrar  to  issue  a new  duplicate  certificate,  containing  a mem-, 
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orandum  of  the  fact  that  it  is  issued  in  place  of  a lost  duplicate  cer- 
tificate, which  shall  he  entitled  to  like  faith  and  credit  as  the  original 
duplicate. 

Sec.  43.  Court  may  order  duplicate  certificate  produced.— If  the 
registrar  of  titles  is  requested  to  enter  a new  certificate  in  pursuance 
of  an  instrument  which  purports  to  be  executed  by  the  registered 
owner,  or  by  reason  of  any  instrument  or  proceeding  which  divests 
the  title  of  the  registered  owner  against  his  consent,  and  the  out- 
standing owner's  duplicate  certificate  is  not  presented  for  cancella- 
tion when  such  request  is  made,  the  registrar  of  titles  shall  not  enter 
a new  certificate,  until  authorized  so  to  do  by  order  of  the  district 
court.  The  person  who  claims  to  be  entitled  thereto  may  make 
application  therefor  to  the  district  court,  and  after  due  notice  and 
hearing,  the  court  may  order  the  registered  owner  or  any  person 
withholding  the  duplicate  certificate  to  surrender  it,  and  direct  the ' 
entry  of  a new  certificate  upon  such  surrender.  If  the  person  with- 
holding the  duplicate  certificate  is  not  amenable  to  the  process  of 
the  court,  or  if  for  any  reason  the  outstanding  owner’s  duplicate 
certificate  cannot  be  delivered  up,  the  court  may  by  decree  annul  it, 
and  order  a new  certificate  of  title  to  be  entered. 

If  an  outstanding  mortgagee’s  or  lessee’s  duplicate  certificate  is 
not  produced  and  surrendered  when  the  mortgage  or  lease  is  dis- 
charged, assigned  or  extinguished,  the  same  proceedings  may  be 
had  to  obtain  registration  as  in  the  case  of  the  non-production  of  an 
owner’s  duplicate. 

Sec.  44.  May  plat. — The  owner  of  registered  land  may  plat  the 
same  and  ‘subdivide  it  into  lots  and  blocks  in  like  manner  as  in  case 
of  unregistered  land.  All  laws  with  reference  to  the  subdivision 
and  platting  of  unregistered  land  shall  apply  with  like  force  and 
effect  to  registered  land  excepting  only  that  the  surveyor’s  plat 
thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  registrar. 

Sec.  45.  Conveyance,  etc. — An  owner  of  registered  land  may 
convey,  mortgage,  lease,  charge  or  otherwise  deal  with  the  same  as 
fully  as  if  it  had  not  been  registered.  He  may  use  any  form  of 
deed,  mortgage,  lease  or  other  voluntary  instrument  sufficient  in 
law  for  the  purpose  intended.  No  voluntary  instrument  of  convey- 
ance purporting  to  convey  or  affect  registered  land,  except  a will, 
and  a lease  for  a term  not  exceeding  three  years,  shall  take  effect  as 
a conveyance,  or  bind  or  affect  the  land,  but  shall  operate  only  as  a 
contract  between  the  parties,  and  as  authority  to  the  registrar  to 
make  registration.  The  act  of  registration  shall  be  the  operative 
act  to  convey  or  affect  the  land. 
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Sec.  46.  Conveyances , etc.,  Hied  with  registrar — Notice. — 
Every  conveyance,  lien,  attachment,  order,  decree,  or  judgment,  or 
other  instrument  or  proceeding,  which  would  affect  the  title  to  un- 
registered land  under  existing  laws,  if  recorded,  or  filed  with  the. 
register  of  deeds,  shall,  in  like  manner,  affect  the  title  to  registered 
land  if  filed  and  registered ‘with  the  registrar  in  the  county  where 
the  real  estate  is  situated,  and  shall  be  notice  to  all  persons  from  the 
time  of  such  registering  or  filing. 

Sec.  47.  New  certificate — Interest  less  than  fee. — No  new  cer- 
tificate shall  be  issued  upon  any  transfer  of  registered  land  which 
does  not  divest  the  title  in  fee  simple  of  said  land,  or  some  part 
thereof.  All  interests  in  registered  land,  less  than  an  estate  in  fee 
simple,  shall  be  registered  by  filing  with  the  registrar  the  instrument 
which  creates,  transfers  or  claims  such  interest,  and  by  brief  memor- 
andum or  memorial  thereof  made  and  signed  by  the  registrar  upon 
the  certificate  of  title.  A similar  memorandum  shall  also  be  made 
on  the  owner’s  duplicate.  The  cancellation  of  such  interests  shall 
be  registered  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  48.  Instruments  to  have  name  and  address. — Every  deed 
or  other  voluntary  instrument  which  is  presented  for  registration 
shall  contain  or  have  endorsed  upon  it  the  full  name  and  postoffice 
address  of  the  grantee,  or  other  person,  who  acquires  or  claims  an 
interest  under  such  instrument.  Any  change  in  the  postoffice  ad- 
dress of  such  person  shall  be  endorsed  by  the  registrar  upon  the 
original  instrument  upon  receiving  a duly  verified  statement  of  such 
change.  All  names  and  addresses  shall  also  be  entered  upon  the 
certificates  ofTitle. 

Sec.  49.  Owner’s  duplicate  must  be  presented,  ivhen. — No  new 
certificate  of  title  shall  be  entered  or  issued,  and  no  memorial  shall 
be  made  upon  any  certificate  of  title  in  pursuance  of  any  deed,  or 
other  voluntary  instrument,  unless  the  owner’s  duplicate  is  present- 
ed therewith,  except  in  cases  provided  for  in  this  law  or  upon  the 
order  of  the  court.  Whenever  such  order  is  made,  a memorial 
thereof  shall  be  entered,  or  a new  certificate  issued  as  directed  there- 
by. Whenever  any  voluntary  instrument  is  presented  for  registra- 
tion the  production  of  the  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  shall  author- 
ize the  registrar  to  enter  a new  certificate,  or  to  make  a memoiial  of 
registration  in  accordance  with  such  instrument,  and  the  new  certifi- 
cate or  memorial  shall  be  binding  upon  the  registered  owner,  and 
upon  all  persons  claiming  under  him  in  favor  of  every  purchaser  for 
value  and  in  good  faith.  In  all  cases  of  registration  which  are  pro- 
cured by  fraud  the  owner  may  pursue  all  his  legal  and  equitable 
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remedies  against  the  parties  to  such  fraud,  without  prejudice,  how- 
ever, to  the  rights  of  any  innocent  holder  for  value  of  a certificate 
of  title. 

Sec.  50.  Conveyance — Cancellation  of  certificate — -New  certifi- 
cate.— An  owner  of  registered  land  who  desires  to  convey  the  same, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  in  fee,  shall  execute  a deed  of  conveyance, 
and  file  the  same,  together  with  his  owner’s  duplicate  certificate, 
with  the  registrar.  The  registrar  shall  require  an  affidavit  by  the 
grantee,  or  some  person  in  his  behalf,  which  affidavit  shall  set  forth 
the  name,  age  and  residence  of  the  grantee,  and  whether  the  grantee 
Is  or  is  not  married,  and,  if  married,  the  name  of  the  husband  or 
wife.  The  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  and  the  original  certificate 
of  title  shall  be  marked  “Canceled”  by  the  registrar,  who  shall 
thereupon  enter  in  the  register  a new  certificate  of  title  to  the 
grantee,  and  shall  prepare  and  deliver  to  such  grantee  a new  own- 
er’s duplicate  certificate.  All  encumbrances,  claims  or  interests  ad- 
verse to  the  title  of  the  registered  owner  shall  be  stated  upon  the 
new  certificate,  except  .so  far  as  they  may  be  simultaneously  released 
or  discharged.  The  deed  of  conveyance  shall  be  filed  and  endorsed 
with  the  number  and  place  of  registration  of  the  certificate.  If  a 
deed  in  fee-  is  for  a part  only  of  the  land  described  in  a certificate 
of  title,  the  registrar  shall  enter  a new  certificate  of  title  and  issue 
an  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  to  the  grantor  for  that  portion 
of  the  land  not  conveyed. 

Sec.  51.  Transfer  and  payment  of  taxes. — All  laws  requiring 
deeds,  plats  or  other  instruments  affecting  unregistered  land  to  bear 
the  endorsement  of  the  proper  city  or  county  officials  showing  that 
all  taxes  or  assessments  upon  the  same  have  been  paid,  shall  be 
operative  as  tq  registered  land,  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  complied 
with  before  any  deed,  plat  or  other  instrument  affecting  registered 
land  shall  be  filed  with  the  registrar. 

Whenever,  by  the  terms  of  any  decree  of  registration,  any  tax 
or  local  assessment  lien,  or  the  title  based  upon  the  same,  is  either 
subordinated  to  the  title  adjudicated  thereby  or  merged  therein,  all 
such  liens  and  titles  shall  be  described  in  detail  in  the  decree,  and 
fronTand  after  the  entry  thereof  such  titles  and  liens  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  having  in  law  been  paid.  A certified  copy  of  the  decree 
shall  be  filed  with  the  county  auditor  and  shall  also  be  filed  with  the 
city  treasurer  in  all  counties  where  local  assessments  are  paid  to 
such  official.  The  county  auditor  and  city  treasurer  shall  there- 
after treat  the  liens  and  titles  described  in  such  decree  as  having  in 
law  been  paid,  and  shall  make  upon  the  books  and  records  of  their 
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respective  offices  proper  entries  to  that  effect.  If  any  deed,  plat  or 
other  instrument  affecting  such  land  is  thereafter  presented  to  the 
county  auditor  or  to  the  city  treasurer  upon  which  it  is  the  duty  of 
such  officers  to  make  any  official  endorsements,  they  shall  regard  all 
the  titles  and  liens  described  in  such  decree  as  having  been  legally 
paid  and  satisfied,  and  shall  make  their  official  endorsement  upon 
such  deed,  plat  or  other  instrument  without  reference  or  regard 
thereto. 

Sec.  52.  Mortgage. — The  owner  of  registered  land  may  mort- 
gage the  same  by  deed  or  other  instrument  sufficient  in  law  for  that 
purpose,  and  such  mortgage  or  other  instrument  may  be  assigned, 
extended,  discharged  or  released,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  or 
otherwise  dealt  with  by  the  mortgagee  by  any  form  of  deed  or  in- 
strument sufficient  in  law  for  the  purpose.  But  such  deed,  mort- 
gage or  other  instrument,  and  all  instruments  assigning,  extending, 
discharging,  releasing  or  otherwise  dealing  with  the  same,  shall  be 
registered,  and  shall  take  effect  upon  the  title  only  from  the  time 
of  registration. 

Sec.  53.  Registration  of  mortgage. — The  registration  of  a mort- 
gage shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner : The  owner’s  dupli- 
cate certificate  shall  be  presented  to  the  registrar  together  with  the 
mortgage  deed,  or  other  instrument  to  be  registered,  and  the  regis- 
trar shall  enter  upon  the  original  certificate  of  title  and  also  upon 
the  owner’s  duplicate  certificate  a memorial  of  the  purport  of  the 
instrument  registered,  the  exact  time  of  filing,  and  the  file  number 
of  same.  He  shall  also  note  upon  the  registered  instrument  the 
time  of  filing  and  a reference  to  the  volume  and  page  where  it  is 
registered.  The  Registrar  shall  also,  at  the  request  of  the  mort- 
gagee, make  and  deliver  to  him  a duplicate  certificate  of  title  like 
the  owner's  duplicate  certificate,  except  that  the  words  “Mort- 
gagee’s Duplicate”  shall  be  written  or  printed  diagonally  across  its 
face  in  large  letters.  A memorandum  of  the  issuance  of  the  mort- 
gagee’s duplicate  shall  be  made  upon  the  original  certificate  of  title. 

Sec.  54.  Assignment  and  Discharge  of  Mortgage. — When  a 
mortgage,  upon  which  a mortgagee’s  duplicate  has  been  issued,  is 
assigned,  extended  or  otherwise  dealt  with,  the  mortgagee’s  dupli- 
cate shall  be  presented  to  the  registrar  together  with  the  instrument 
dealing  with  the  mortgage,  and  a memorial  of  the  instrument  shall 
be  made  upon  the  mortgagee’s  duplicate  and  upon  the  original  cer- 
tificate of  title.  When  the  mortgage  is  discharged  or  otherwise  ex- 
tinguished the  mortgagee’s  duplicate  shall  be  surrendered  and

stamped  “Canceled.”  In  case  only  a part  of  the  mortgage  upon  the 
land  is  intended  to  be  released  or  discharged  a memorial  of  such 
partial  release  shall  be  entered.  The  production  of  the  mortgagee’s 
duplicate  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  authority  to  register  the  in- 
strument therewith  presented. 

Sec.  55.  Foreclosure,  Etc. — Notice  of  Pendency. — Mortgages 
upon  registered  land  may  be  foreclosed  in  the  same  manner  as  mort- 
gages upon  unregistered  land;  provided,  however,  that  where  the 
mortgage  is  upon  registered  land  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize 
the  foreclosure  thereof  by  advertisement,  if  such  mortgage  and  all 
assignments  thereof  shall  have  been  registered,  and  a memorial 
thereof  duly  entered  upon  the  certificate  of  title ; provided,  further, 
that  when  a mortgage  upon  registered  land  is  foreclosed  by  adver- 
tisement, the  notice  of  foreclosure  shall  state  the  date  of  the  mort- 
gage, when  and  where  registered,  and  the  fact  of  registration.  All 
laws  relating  to  the  foreclosure  of  mortgages  upon  unregistered 
land  shall  apply  to  mortgages  upon  registered  land,  or  any  estate  or 
interest  therein,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  except  that  a notice 
of  the  pendency  of  any  suit  or  proceeding  to  enforce  or  foreclose  the 
mortgage  or  other  charge  upon  the  land  shall  be  filed  with  the  reg- 
istrar, and  a memorial  thereof  entered  on  the  register  at  the  time  of 
or  prior  to  the  commencement  of  such  action  or  proceeding.  A no- 
tice so  filed  and  registered  shall  be  notice  to  the  registrar  and  to  all 
persons  thereafter  dealing  with  the  land  or  any  part  thereof.  When 
a mortgagee’s  duplicate  certificate  has  been  issued  it  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  registrar  at  the  time  of  filing,  and  a memorial  thereof 
entered  therein.  In  all  such  foreclosures  all  certificates  and  affida- 
vits permitted  or  required  by  law  to  be  recorded  with  the  register  of 
deeds  shall  be  filed  with  the  registrar  and  registered  by  him. 

Sec.  56.  Registration  After  Foreclosure — New  Certificate. — 
Any  person  who  has,  by  an  action  or  other  proceeding  to  enforce  or 
foreclose  a mortgage,  lien  or  other  charge  upon  registered  land,  be- 
come the  owner  in  fee  of  the  land  or  any  part  thereof  may  have  his 
title  registered.  He  shall  apply  by  duly  verified  petition  to  the 
court  for  a new  certificate  of  title  to  such  land,  and  the  court  shall 
.thereupon,  after  due  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest  and  upon  such 
hearing  as  the  court  may  direct,  make  an  order  or  decree  for  the 
issuance  of  a new  certificate  of  title  to  the  person  entitled  thereto, 
and  the  registrar  shall  thereupon  enter  a new  certificate  of  title  to 
the  land,  or  of  the  part  thereof  to  which  the  applicant  is  entitled, 
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and  issue  an  owner’s  duplicate  as  in  the  case  of  a voluntary  convey- 
ance. 

Sec.  57.  Registration  of  Judgment  or  Final  Decree \ — A judg- 
ment or  decree  affecting  registered  land  shall  be  registered  upon  the 
presentation  of  a certified  copy  thereof  to  the  registrar,  who  shall 
enter  a memorial  thereof  upon  the  original  certificate  of  title,  and 
upon  the  owner’s  duplicate,  and  upon  any  outstanding  mortgagee’s 
or  lessee’s  duplicate,  if  practicable  so  to  do.  When  the  registered 
owner  of  such  land  is  by  such  judgment  or  decree  divested  of  his 
estate  in  fee  therein,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  the  prevailing  party 
shall  be  entitled  to  a new  certificate  of  title  for  the  land,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  described  in  the  judgment  and  decree,  and  the 
registrar  shall  enter  such  new  certificate  of  title  and  issue  a new 
owner’s  duplicate  certificate  as  in  the  case  of  a voluntary  convey- 
ance ; provided,  however,  that  no  such  new  certificate  shall  be  en- 
tered except  upon  application  to  the  court  and  upon  filing  with  the 
registrar  of  an  order  -of  the  court  directing  the  entry  of  such  new 
certificate. 

Sec.  58.  Leases. — Leases  of  registered  land  for  a term  of  three 
years  or  more  shall  be  registered  in  lieu  of  recording  the  same.  All 
the  provisions  of  ' this  law  relating  to  the  registration  of  mortgages 
shall  apply  to  the  registration  of  leases  so  far  as  the  same  are  ap- 
plicable thereto. 

Sec.  59.  Trust  Deed,  Etc. — If  a deed  or  other  instrument  is  filed 
with  the  registrar  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  registered  land  in 
trust,  or  upon  any  equitable  condition  or  limitation  expressed  there- 
in, or  for  the  purpose  of  creating  or  declaring  a trust  or  other  equi- 
table interest  therein  without  the  transfer  thereof,  the  particulars  of 
the  trust,  condition,  limitation  or  other  equitable  interest  need  not 
be  entered  upon  the  certificate  of  title,  but  a memorial  thereof  may 
be  entered  by  the  words  “in  trust”  or  “upon  condition,”  or  other 
apt  words,  and  by  reference  by  number  to  the  instrument  authoriz- 
ing or  creating  the  same.  A similar  memorial  shall  be  made  upon 
the  owner’s  duplicate  certificate.  If  the  instrument  which  creates 
or  declares  a trust  or  other  equitable  interest  has  already  been  re- 
corded in  any  public  office  of  this  state,  a certified  copy  thereof  may 
be  filed  with  the  registrar  and  registered  by  him  in  lieu  of  the 
original.  If  the  instrument  which  creates  or  declares  a trust  or 
other  equitable  interest  contains  an  express  power  to  sell,  mort- 
gage or  otherwise  deal  with  the  land,  such  power  shall  be  stated  in 
the  certificate  of  title  by  the  words  “with  power  to  sell”  or  “power 
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tc  mortgage”  and  by  apt  words  of  description  in  case  of  other  pow- 
ers. No  instrument  which  transfers,  mortgages,  or  in  any  manner 
purports  to  deal  with  registered  land  held  in  trust  shall  be  regis- 
tered unless  the  power  thereto  enabling  is  expressly  conferred  in 
the  instrument  of  trust  and  the  court  has  construed  the  instrument 
in  favor  of  the  power.  In  such  case  a certified  copy  of  such  decree 
may  be  filed  with  the  registrar,  who  'shall  make  registration  in  ac- 
cordance therewith.  No  transfer  of  registered  land  held  in  trust, 
or  of  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  or  of  any  charge  or  lien  upon 
the  same,  shall  be  registered  except  upon  the  order  of  the  district 
court,'  filed  with  the  registrar,  adjudging  and  determining  the  true 
intent  of  the  trust,  condition  or  limitation,  and  directing  such  trans- 
fer, charge  or  dealing  in  accordance  therewith.  Such  registration 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  transfer,  charge  or  other  deal- 
ing is  in  accordance  with  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  trust, 
condition  or  limitation.  , 

Sec.  6o.  New  Trustee. — When  a new  trustee  of  registered  land 
is  appointed  a new  certificate  of  title  shall  be  entered  in  his  name 
upon  presentation  to  the  registrar  of  a certified  copy  of  the  decree 
• or  other  instrument  appointing  him  and  the  surrender  of  the  dupli- 
cate certificate. 

Sec.  6i.  Judgments  a Lien,  When — Registration  of  Instru- 
ments Creating  Liens. — No  judgment  requiring  the  payment  of 
money  shall  be  a lien  upon  registered  land,  except  as  herein  pro- 
' vided.  Any  person  claiming  such  lien  shall  file  with  the  registrar 
a certified  copy  of  the  judgment  together  with  a written  statement 
containing  a description  of  each  parcel  of  land  upon  winch  the  lien 
is  claimed,  and  a proper  reference  to  the  certificate  or  certificates  of 
title  to-  such  land.  Upon  filing  such  copy  and  statement,  the  regis- 
trar shall  enter  a memorial  of  such  judgment  upon  each  certificate 
designated  in  such  statement,  and  the  judgment  shall  thereupon  be 
and  become  a lien  upon  the  land  described  in  such  certificate  or  cer- 
tificates., At.  any  time  after  filing  the  certified  copy  .of  such  judg- 
ment, any  person  claiming  the  lien  may,  by  filing  a written  state- 
ment as  herein  provided,  cause  a memorial  of  such  judgment  to  be 
entered  upon  any  certificate  of  title  to  land  not  described  in  any  pre- 
vious statement  and  the  judgment  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  a 
lien  upon  .such  land.  The  judgment  shall  survive  and  the  lien 
thereof  shall  continue  for  a period  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of 
said  judgment  and  no  longer. 

In  every  case  where  an  instrument  of  any  description,  or  a copy 
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of  any  writ,  order  or  decree  is  required  by  law  to  be  filed  or 
recorded  in  order  to  create  or  preserve  any  lien,  writ  or  attachment 
upon  unregistered  land,  such  instrument  or  copy,  if  intended  to 
affect  registered  land,  shall,  in  lieu  of  recording,  be  filed  and  regis- 
tered with  the  registrar.  In  addition  to  any  facts  required  by  law 
to  be  stated  in  such  instruments  to  entitle  them  to  be  filed  or  re- 
corded they  shall  also  contain  a reference  to  the  number  of  the  cer- 
tificate of  title  of  the  land  to  be  affected,  and,  if  the  attachment, 
charge  or  lien  is  not  claimed  on  all  the  land  described  in  any  cer- 
tificate of  title,  such  instrument  shall  contain  a description  sufficient 
to  identify  the  land. 

Sec.  62.  Attachments , Liens,  Etc. — Attachments  and  liens  of 
every  description  upon  registered  land  shall  be  continued,  reduced, 
discharged  and  dissolved  by  any  method  sufficient  therefor  in  the 
case  of  unregistered  land.  All  certificates,  writings  or  other  instru- 
ments permitted  or  required  by  law  to  be  filed  or  recorded  to  give 
effect  to  the  enforcement,  continuance,  reduction,  discharge  of  dis- 
solution of  attachments  or  other  liens  upon  unregistered  land  or  to 
give  notice  of  the  same,  shall  in  the  case  of  like  liens  upon  registered 
land  be  filed  with  the  registrar. 

Sec.  63.  Plaintiff’s  Attorney . — The  name  and  address  of  the 
plaintiff’s  attorney  shall  in  all  cases  be  endorsed  upon  the  instrument 
which  is  registered,  and  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  attorney  of 
the  plaintiff  until  a written  notice  that  he  has  ceased  to  be  such  attor^ 
ney  shall  have  been  filed  for  registration  by  the  plaintiff. 

Sec.  64.  Release  of  Judgment,  Execution,  Etc. — A certificate  of 
the  clerk  of  court  in  which  any  action  or  proceeding  shall  have,  been 
pending  or  in  which  any  judgment  or  decree  is  of  record,  that  such 
action  has  been  dismissed,  or  otherwise  disposed-  of,  or  that  the 
judgment,  decree  or  order  has  been  assigned,  satisfied,  released  or 
reversed,  or  the  certificate  of  any  sheriff,  or  other  officer,  that  the 
levy  of  any  execution,  attachment  or  other  process  has  been  released, 
discharged  or  otherwise  disposed  of  being  duly  filed  and  noted  upon 
the  register  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize  the  registrar  to  cancel,  or 
otherwise  treat  the  memorial  thereof  according  to  the  purport  of 
such  certificate. 

Sec.  65.  Acquiring  Title  by  Action — New  Certificate. — Upon 
the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  by  law  for  redemption  of  regis- 
tered land,  after  it  has  been  set  off,  or  sold  on  execution,  or  taken  or 
sold  for  the  enforcement  of  any  lien,  or  charge  of  any  nature,  the 
person  who  claims  under  such  execution,  or  under  any  certificate, 
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deed  or  other  instrument  made  in  the  course  of  proceedings  to  en- 
force such  execution  or  lien,  may  apply  to'  the  court  for  an  order 
directing  the  entry  of  a new  certificate  to  him,  and  upon  such  notice, 
as  the  court  may  require,  the  petition  shall  be  heard,  and  a proper 
order  or  decree  rendered  therein. 

Sec.  66.  Upon  Death  of  Owner. — When  the  owner  of  registered 
land,  or  of  any  estate  or  interest  therein,  dies,  having  devised  the 
same  by  will,  the  persons  entitled  thereto1  may  file  with  the  registrar 
a certified  copy  of  such  will,  together  with  a certified  copy  of  the 
order  of  the  probate  court  admitting  it  to  probate,  and  of  the  final 
decree  of  the  probate  court  assigning  the  same,  together  with  the 
duplicate  certificate  issued  to  the  testator,  and  thereupon  the  regis- 
trar shall  cancel  the  duplicate  certificate  issued  to-  the  testator,  and 
issue  a new  duplicate  certificate  or  certificates  to  the  persons  desig- 
nated in  such  final  decree.  When  the  owner  of  registered  land 
or  of  any  estate  or  interest  therein  dies,  not  having  devised  the  same, 
the  persons  entitled  thereto  by  law  may  file  with  the  registrar  a cer- 
tified copy  of  the  final  decree  of  the  probate  court  assigning  the 
same,  together  with  the  duplicate  certificate  issued  to  the  intestate, 
and  thereupon  the  registrar  shall  cancel  the  duplicate  certificate  is- 
sued to  the  intestate,  and  issue  a new  duplicate  certificate  or  certifi- 
cates to  the  persons  named  in  said  final  decree  as  being  entitled 
thereto.  If  any  executor  or  administrator  with  the  will  annexed 
is  authorized  by  the  terms  of  any  will  to  grant,  bargain,’  sell,  convey 
or  mortgage  registered  land,  he  may  do  so  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  the  land  were  registered  in  his  name  as  such  executor  or  admin- 
istrator, provided,  however,  that  such  executor  or  administrator 
shall  first  file  with  the  registrar  a certified  copy  of  such  will,  to- 
gether with  a certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  probate  court  admit- 
ting the  same  to  probate,  and  of  the  letters  testamentary,  or  with 
the  will  annexed  issued  to  him  thereon. 

Sec.  67.  Jurisdiction  of  Probate  Court,  Not  Impaired. — Noth- 
ing contained  in  this  act  shall  impair  or  affect  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
probate  court  to  license  any  executor,  administrator  or  guardian  to 
sell  or  mortgage  registered  land.  A purchaser  or  mortgagee  receiv- 
ing a deed  or  mortgage  executed  pursuant  to1  such  license  shall  be 
entitled  to1  register  his  title  and  to  the  entry  of  a new  certificate  of 
title  or  memorial  of  registration  in  the  same  manner  as  upon  any 
similar  voluntary  transfer  of  registered  land ; provided  that  no  cer- 
tificate shall  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  or 
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of  the  preceding  section  except  upon  the  order  of  the  district  court 
directing  the  issuance  thereof. 

Sec.  68.  Subsequent  Adverse  Claim,  How  Registered- — Costs. — 
Any  person  claiming  any  right,  title,  or  interest  in  registered  land 
adverse  to  the  registered  owner  thereof  arising  subsequent  to  the 
date  of  the  original  registration,  may,  if  no  other  provision  is  made 
ir  this  act  for  registering  the  same,  file  with  the  registrar  his  verified' 
statement  m writing  setting  forth  fully  his  all’eged  right  or  interest, 
and  how  or  from  whom  it  was  acquired,  and  a reference  to  the 
volume  and  page  of  the  certificate  of  title  of  the  registered  owner, 
together  with  a description  of  the  land,  the  adverse  claimant’s  resi- 
dence, and  designating  a place  at  which  all  notices  may  be  served 
upon  him.  Such  statement  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  an 
adverse  claim,  and  the  court,  upon  the  petition  of  any  party  in  inter- 
est, shall  grant  a speedy  hearing  upon  the  validity  of  such  adverse 
claim,  and  shall  enter  such  decision  and  decree  therein  as  justice 
and  equity  may  require.  If  the  adverse  claim  is  adjudged  to  be 
invalid,  the  registration  thereof' shall  be  canceled.  The  court  may, 
in  any  case,  award  such  costs  and  damages,  including  a reasonable 
attorney’s  fee,  as  it  may  deem  just. 

Sec.  69.  Alterations  on  Register — Order  of  Court. — No  erasure, 
alteration  or  amendment  shall  be  made  upon  the  register  of  titles 
after  the  entry  of  a certificate  of  title,  or  of  any  memorial  thereon, 
and  the  attestation  of  the  same  by  the  registrar,  except  by  order  of 
the  court.  A registered  owner  or  other  person  in  interest  may,  at 
any  time,  apply  by  petition  to  the  court,  upon  the  ground  that  regis- 
tered interests  of  any  description,  whether  vested,  contingent,  ex- 
pectant or  inchoate,  have  terminated  and  ceased ; or  that  new  inter- 
ests have  arisen  or  been  created  which  do  not  appear  upon  the  cer- 
tificate ; or  that  any  error  or  omission  was  made  in  entering  a cer- 
tificate or  any  memorial  thereon,  or  on  any  duplicate  certificate; 
or  that  the  name  of  any  person  on  the  certificate  has  been  changed ; 
or  that  the  registered  owner  has  married,  or,  if  registered  as  mar- 
ried, that  the  marriage  has  been  terminated or  that  a corporation 
which  owned  registered  land  and  has  been  dissolved  has  not  con- 
veyed the  same  within  three  years  after  its  dissolution ; or  upon 
any  other  reasonable  ground ; and  the  court  may  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  petition  after  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest,  and  may 
order  the  entry  of  a new  certificate,  the  entry  or  cancellation  of  a 
memorial  upon  a certificate,  or  grant  any  other  relief  upon  such 
terms,  requiring  security  if  necessary,  as  it  may  consider  proper; 
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but  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  give  the  court  authority 
to  open  the  original  decree  of  registration,  and  nothing  shall  be 
clone  or  ordered  by  the  court  which  shall  impair  the  title  or  other 
interest  of  a purchaser  who  holds  a certificate  for  value  and  in 
good  faith,  or  of  his  heirs  or  assigns  without  his  or  their  written 
consent. 

.Sec.  70.  May  Act  by  Agent — Power  to  Be  Registered. — Any  act 
which  may  legally  be  done  or  performed  by  any  person  under  this 
act  may  be  done  and  performed  by  his  agent  thereto  duly  author- 
ized in  writing.  Such  instrument  or  power  of  attorney  shall  be 
executed  and  acknowledged  as  now  required  by  law  in  the  case  of 
a.- deed,  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  registrar  and  registered  by  him. 
Any  instrument  revoking  such  power  of  attorney  shall  be  executed, 
acknowledged  and  registered  in  like  manner. 

Sec.  71.  Eminent  Domain — Reversion. — If  the  land  of  a regis- 
tered owner,  or  any  right,  title,  interest  or  estate  therein  is  taken 
by  eminent  domain,  the  state  or  body  politic,  or  other  authority 
which  exercises  such  right,  shall  file  for  registration  a written  in- 
strument containing  a description  of  the  land  so  taken,  together 
' with  the  name  of  each  owner  thereof,  and  referring  to  each  cer- 
tificate of  title  by  its  number  and  place  of  registration  in  the  regis- 
ter of  titles,  and  stating  what  estate  or  interest  in  the  land  is  taken, 
and  for  what  purpose.  A memorial  of  the  right,  title,  interest  or 
estate  thus  taken  shall  be  made  upon  each  certificate  of  title  by  the 
registrar,  and  if  the  fee  is  taken,  a new  certificate  shall  be  entered 
ii:  the  name  of  the  owner  for  the  land  retraining  to  him  after  such 
taking.  If  the  owner  has  a lien  upon  the  land  thus  taken  for  his 
damages,  this  fact  shall  be  stated  in  the  memorial  of  registration. 
All  fees  on  account  of  any  memorial  of  registration  or  entry  of  new 
certificates  for . land  thus  taken  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  or  body 
politic  or  other  authority  which  takes  the  land. 

If  land  which  was  taken  for  public  use  reverts,  by  operation  of 
law,  to  the  owner  or  to  his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  district  court,  upon 
the  application  of  the  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  rever- 
sion, and  after  due  notice  and  hearing,  may  order  the  entry  of  a 
new  certificate  of  title  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled  thereto. 

Sec.  72.  Charges  on  Registration. — Upon  the  original  registra- 
tion of  land,  and  also  upon  the  registration  of  any  land  by  the  heirs 
or  devisees  of  any  deceased  person,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  regis- 
trar one-tenth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  land, 
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exclusive  of  improvements,  as  determined  by  the  last  official  assess- 
ment for  general  taxation. 

Sec.  73.  Assurance  Fund — Investment.— All  money  received  by 
the  registrar  under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall 
immediately  be  paid  by  him  to  the  county  treasurer  as  an  assur- 
ance fund.  The  county  treasurer  shall  invest  the  same  upon  the 
order  of  the  district  court,  and  subject  to  its  approval.  The  assur- 
ance fund  shall  only  be  invested  in  bonds  of  the  United  States  or 
of  the  State  of  Minnesota  or  of  any  county  or  municipality  thereof. 
The  county  treasurer  shall  render  to  the  district  court,  at  least  once 
each  year,  a full  and  detailed  report,  showing  all  receipts,  disburse- 
ments and  investments  on  account  of  such  fund. 

Sec.  74.  Damages  Through  Erroneous  Registration — Action. — 
Any  person  who,  without  negligence  on  his  part,  sustains  any  loss 
•or  damage  by  reason  of  any  omission,  mistake  or  misfeasance  of 
the  registrar  or  his  deputy,  or  of  any  examiner  or  of  any  clerk  of 
court,  or  of  his  deputy,  in  the  performance  of  their  respective 
duties  under  this  law,  and  any  person  who,  without  negligence  on 
his  part,  is  wrongfully  deprived  of  any  land  or  of  any  interest 
therein  by  the  registration  thereof,  or  by  reason  of  the  registration 
of  any  other  person,  as  the  owner  of  such  land,  or  by  reason  of 
any  mistake,  omission  or  misdescription  in  any  certificate  of  title, 
or  in  any  entry  or  memorial,  or  by  any  cancellation,  in  the  register 
of  titles,  and  who,  by  the  provisions  of  this  law,  is  precluded  from 
bringing  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  such  land,  or  of  any  interest 
therein,  or  from  enforcing  any  claim  or  lien  upon  the  same,  may 
institute  an  action  in  the  district  court  to  recover  compensation 
out  of  the  assurance  fund  for  such  loss  or  damage. 

Sec.  75.  Parties  Defendant — Judgment— Execution. — If  such 
action  is  brought  to  recover  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  solely 
by  the  registration  of  such  land,  or  solely  by  the  registration  of  any 
other  person  as  the  owner  thereof,  or  if  such  action  be  brought  for 
the  recovery  of  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  solely  by  the  omis- 
sion, mistake  or  misfeasance  of  the  registrar  or  his  deputy,  or  of 
any  examiner  or  of  any  clerk  of  court,  or  his  deputy,  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  respective  duties,  the  county  treasurer,  in  his  offi- 
cial capacity,  shall  be  the  sole  defendant.  If  such  action  be  brought 
to  recover  for  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  either  wholly,  or  in 
part,  by  the  fraud  or  wrongful  act  of  some  person  or  persons  other 
than  the  officers  herein  named,  or  to  recover  for  any  loss  or  dam- 
age caused  jointly  by  the  fraud  or  wrongful  act,  and  by  the  omis- 
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sion,  mistake  or  misfeasance  of  the  officers  above  named,  or  any  of 
them,  and  of  some  other  person  or  persons,  the  county  treasurer, 
in  his  official  capacity,  and  such  other  person  or  persons  shall  be 
joined-  as  defendants  therein.  In  any  action  where  there  are  de- 
fendants other  than  the  county  treasurer,  no  execution  shall  issue 
against  such  treasurer  until  execution  against  all  other  defendants 
against  whom  judgment  has  been  recovered  has  been  returned 
unsatisfied,  either  in  whole  or  in  part.  An  officer  returning  such 
execution  shall  certify  thereon  that  the  amount  still  due  upon  the 
execution  cannot  be  collected  from  them.  Thereupon  the  court, 
being  satisfied  as  to  the  truth  of  said  return,  shall  order  the  county 
treasurer  to  pay  the  amount  due  upon  such  execution  out  of  the 
assurance  fund.  If  the  assurance  fund  is  insufficient  to  pay  the 
amount  of  any  judgment  in  full,  the  unpaid  balance  thereof  shall 
bear  interest  at  the  legal  rate,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  first 
moneys  coming  into  said  assurance  fund. 

The  county  attorney  shall  defend  the  county  treasurer  in  all 
such  actions. 

Sec.  76.  Liability  of  Assurance  Fund . — No  person  shall  recover 
from  the  assurance  fund  any  sum  whatsoever  by  reason  of  any  loss, 
damage  or  deprivation  occasioned  solely  by  a breach  of  trust  on  the 
part  of  any  registered  owner  who  is  trustee,  or  by  the  improper 
exercise  of  any  power  of  sale  in  a mortgage,  nor  shall  any  person 
recover  from  the  asurance  fund  any  greater  sum  than  the  fair 
market  value  of  the  real  estate  at  the  time  of  the  last  payment  into 
such  fund,  on  acount  thereof. 

Sec.  77.  Limitation  of  Action. — Any  action  or  proceeding  to 
recover  damages,  out  of  the  assurance  fund,  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  years  from  the  time  when  the  right  to  commence  the 
same  accrued,  and  not  afterwards.  Provided,  that  if,  at  the  time 
the  right  accrued,  the  person  entitled  to  bring  such  action  or  pro- 
ceeding is  a minor,  or  insane,  or  imprisoned,  or  absent  from  the 
United  States  in  its  service  or  the  service  of  the  state,  such  person 
or  anyone  claiming  under  him  may  commence  such  action  or  pro- 
ceeding within  two  years  after  such  disability  is  removed. 

Sec.  78.  Fraudulent  Entry,  Etc. -^-Penalty. — Whoever  fraudu- 
lently procures,  or  assists  in  fraudulently  procuring,  or  is  privy  to 
the  fraudulent  procurement  of,  any  certificate  of  title  or  other  in- 
strument or  of  any  entry  in  the  register  of  titles,  or  other  book 
kept  in  the  office  of  any  registrar,  or  of  any  erasure  or  alteration 
in  any  entry  in  any  of  said  books,  or  in  any  instrument  authorized 
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by  this  act,  or  knowingly  defrauds  or  is  privy  to  defrauding  any 
person  by  means  of  a false  or  fraudulent  instrument,  certificate, 
statement  or  affidavit  affecting  registered  land,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
felony  punishable  by  a fine  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  by  both. 

Sec.  79.  Clerk’s  Fees — Notices. — On  the  filing  of  any  applica- 
tion for  registration,  the  applicant  shall  pay  the  clerk  of  the  court 
the  sum  of  three  dollars,  which  shall  be^  in  full  of  all  clerk’s  fees 
and  charges  in  such  proceeding  on  his  behalf.  Any  defendant  on 
entering  his  appearance  shall  pay  a like  sum,  which  shall  be  in  full 
of  all  clerk’s  fees  on  his  behalf. 

When  any  number  of  defendants  enter  their  appearance  jointly 
but  one  fee  shall  be  paid.  Every  publication  in  a newspaper  re- 
quired by  this  law  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  party  on  whose  applica-  | 
tion  the  publication  is  made.  The  party  at  whose  request  any 
notice  is  issued  shall  pay  for  the  service  of  the  same,  except  when 
sent  by  mail  by  the  clerk  or  by  the  registrar. 

Sec.  80.  Registrar’s  Fees. — The  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  registrar 
shall  be  as  follows : 

A — At  or  before  the  time  of  filing  the  certified  copy  of  the 
application  for  registration  the  applicant  shall  pay,  if  the  land  have 
an  assessed  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  less,  the  sum  of  three 
dollars ; if  assessed  for  more  the  further  sum  of  one  dollar  on  each 
additional  one  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation,  or  major  frac- 
tion thereof. 

B— For  registering  each  original  certificate  of  title,  and  issuing" 
a duplicate  thereof,  two  dollars. 

C — For  registering  each  transfer,  including  the  filing  of  all  in- 
struments connected  therewith,  and  the  issuance  and  registration  of 
the  new  certificate  of  title,  three  dollars. 

D — For  the  entry  of  each  memorial  on  the  register,  induding 
the  filing  of  all  instruments  and  papers  connected  therewith,  and 
endorsements  upon  duplicate  certificates,  one  dollar. 

E — For  issuing  each  additional  owner’s,,  mortgagee’s  or  lessee’s 
duplicate  certificate,  two  dollars. 

F — For  filing  copy  of  will  with  letters  testamentary,  or  filing 
copy  of  letters  of  administration  and  entering  memorial  thereof, 
two  dollars. 

G — For  the  cancellation  of  each  memorial  or  charge,  one  dollar. 

H — For  each  certificate  showing  condition  of  the  register,  one 
dollar. 
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I— For  any  certified  copy  of  any  instrument  or  writing  on  file 
in  his  office,  the  same  fees  allowed  by  law  to  registers  of  deeds  for 
like  service. 

J— For  any  other  service  under  this  act,  such  fee  as  the  court 
shall  determine. 

Sec.  8i.  Disposition  of  Fees. — In  all  counties  in  which  the  regis- 
ter of  deeds  receives  fees  in  lieu  of  a salary,  all  fees  mentioned  in 
Sec.  8o  shall  belong  to  him,  except  one-half  of  those  provided  for 
m subdivision  A,  which  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  In 
all  other  counties  all  of  such  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treas- 
urer for  the  use  of  the  county.

process  issued  against  him  for  the  collection  of  money,  he  may  make 
an  assignment  of  all  his  unexempt  property  for  the  equal  benefit  of 
all  his  bona  fide  creditors  who  shall  file  releases  of  their  demands  as 
in  this  chapter  provided.  Such  assignment  shall  be  executed,  filed 
in  accordance  with,  and  governed  by  the  laws  relating  to  assign- 
ments for  the  benefit  of  creditors;  and  if  made  within  10  days  after 
garnishment,  attachment  or  levy  under  execution,  or  other  legal 
• process  for  the  collection  of  money,  it-  shall  operate  to  vacate  every 
pending  garnishment,  attachment  or  levy  and  discharge  the  prop- 
erty therefrom,  upon  qualification  of  the  assignee,  unless  within  five 
days  thereafter  he  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  where  the 
assignment  was  filed,  notice  of  his  intention  to  retain  all  pending 
garnishments  and  'levies,  in  which  case  it  shall  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  the  creditors  under  the  assignment  and  be  prosecuted  by  the  as- 
signee, but  the  release  of  any  debtor  shall  not  operate  to  discharge 
any  other  party  liable  as  surety,  guarantor  or  otherwise  for  the  same 
debt.  '94 — 4240;  ’95,  c.  66,  s.  1. 
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Sec.  2.  Receiver — Petition  for,  when. — Whenever  any  insolvent 
debtor  shall  confess  judgment  or  do  anything  whereby  any  of  his 
creditors  shall  obtain  preference  over  any  other  such  creditor,  or 
shall  omit  to  do  any  lawful  thing  to  prevent  any  creditor  from  ob- 
taining preference  over  any  other,  or  shall  not  make  an  assignment 
under  the  preceding  section,  within  io  days  after  garnishment,  at- 
tachment, -or  levy  upon  property  under  execution,  or  other  legal 
process  for  collection  of  money,  or  shall  conceal,  remove,  or  dispose 
of  any  of  his  unexempt  property,  with  intent  thereby  to  delay  or  de- 
fraud his  creditors,  then  or  within  6o  days  thereafter  any  one  or 
more  of  his  creditors  having  claims  against  him  aggregating  at 
least  $200,  may  petition  the  district  court,  setting  forth  facts  con- 
stituting one  or  more  .of  said  cases,  and  asking  that  a receiver  be 
appointed  of  all  the  debtor’s  unexempt  property,  and  for  such  other 
and  further  relief  as  such  court  shall  deem  proper.  ’94 — 4241  (first 
part). 

Sec.  3.  Appointment  of  receiver — Hi's  powers  and  duties.— 
Such  petition  may  be  heard  in  any  county  designated  by  the  court 
upon  such  notice  to  the  debtor  and  any  creditor  about  to  be  pre- 
ferred, of  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  as  it  may  designate.  It 
shall  receive  all  pertinent  evidence  and  determine  the  petition  sum- 
marily.

issued  upon  a judgment  against  such  debtor  on  a complaint  which 
was  on  file  in  court  in  the  county  where  the  debtor  resided  for  at 
least  20  days  next  before  the  entry  of  judgment.  Such  receiver 
shall  jtiave  authority  to,  and  shall,  within  four  months  from  his  ap- 
pointment, unless  the  court  shall  otherwise  direct,  and  allow  further 
time,  convert  said  property  into  money  and  distribute  the  net  pro- 
ceeds thereof  ratably  and  in  proportion  to  their  several  claims, 
among  the  creditors  who  shall  make  due  proof  of  their  respective 
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claims  within  such  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  court  or  judge 
shall  direct  and  who  shall,  in  consideration  of  the  benefits  of  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  execute  and  file  releases  of  their  respective 
claims  against  the  debtor  as  herein  provided,  and  such  court  shall 
order  the  debtor  to  file  in  the  court  a verified  schedule  of  all  his 
debts,  to  whom  due,  when  payable,  and  the  consideration  of  each, 
and  a schedule  of  all  his  property.  The  court  in  term  or  in  vaca- 
tion may  also  make  such  further  orders  as  may  be  necessary  or 
proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  such 
orders  and  applications  therefor  may  be  made,,  served  and  enforced 
on  Sunday  when  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  creditors  and 
others.  ’94 — 4241  (last  part). 

Sec.  4.  Real  property  and  assets  conveyed  to  creditors , when . — 
Whenever  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  to  any  district  court  before 
whom  the  administration  of  an  insolvent  estate  is  pending,  that  any 
real  property  or  other  assets  belonging  to  such  estate  cannot  be  con- 
verted into  cash  at  a reasonable  price,  but  can  be  turned  over  and 
conveyed  to  certain  creditors  in  full  or  partial  satisfaction  of  their 
claims  and  that  this  will  be  for 'the  best  interest  of  all  concerned 
therein,  such  court  may  make  an  order  directing  the  assignee  or 
reeciver  to  advertise  for  bids  on  such  assets  by  three  weeks’  pub- 
lished notice,  therein  describing  the  assets  to  be  conveyed.  Each 
bid  shall  specify  the  amount  at  which  the  bidder  will  take  such  as- 
sets toward  the  satisfaction  of  his  claim.

It  any  insolvent  debtor  shall  confess  or  suffer  judgment  to  be  pro- 
cured in  any  court  with  intent  that  any  one  of  his  creditors  should 
obtain  a preference  over  any  other,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a gross 
misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a fine  not  exceding  $500  and  in  de- 
fault of  payment  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more 
than  six  months.

as  to  any  disposition  of  property,  or  as  to  any  other  matter  pertain- 
ing to  such  estate.  It  may  require  him  to  deliver  to  the  assignee  or 
receiver  any  property  which  it  appears  he  should  have,  but  has  not 
so  delivered,  and  on  his  failure  to  obey  any  order  of  court  it  may 
punish  him  therefor  as  for  contempt.  ’94 — 4242;  ’95,  c.

Sec.  6.  Conveyances,  etc.,  in  anticipation  of  insolvency.— Con- 
veyances and  payments  made,  and  securities  given  by  an  insolvent 
debtor  or  one  in  contemplation  of  insolvency,  within  90  days  before 
an  assignment,  with  a view  of  giving  preference  to  any  creditor  upon 
a pre-existing  debt  or  to  any  person  under  liability  for  such  debtor, 
over  another,  shall  be  void  as  to  all  creditors  or  persons  re- 
ceiving the  same  who  shall  have  reasonable’' cause  to  believe  that 
such  debtor  was  insolvent;  and  all  such  conveyances  made  and  se- 
curities given  at  any  time  unaccompanied  by  a delivery  or  change 
of  possession  of  the  property- to  the  grantee,  unless  the  instrument 
containing  the  grant  or  conveyance  shall  have  been  duly  filed  or 
docketed  90  days  before  the  assignment,  shall  be  void  as  a prefer- 
ence as  to  any  creditor;  and  the  assignee  may,  by  action  or  other 
proceeding,  have  all  such  conveyances,  payments  and  preferences 
annulled  and  adjudged  void,  and  recover  the  property  so  conveyed, 
or  the  value  thereof,  and  the  payments,  and  convert  all  proceeds  into 
money,  but  this  shall  not  appfy  to  any  payment  or  satisfaction,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  a past  due  debt  made  in  the  usual  course  of 
business  without  intent  on  the  part  of  the  creditor  to  evade  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter.  ’94—4243. 

Sec.  7.  Attachment,  etc. — (Hosts.— Costs  in  cases  in  which  at- 
tachments or  levies  have  been  made,  which  are  dissolved  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  a reasonable  fee  not  exceeding  $25,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  disbursements  to  an  attorney  for  pe- 
titioning creditors  shall  be  preferred  and  paid  first  by  the  receiver, 
and  on  removal  of  an  assignee  or  receiver,  reasonable  attorneys’ 
fees  and  costs  shall  be  allowed  as  preferred  claims  against  the  in- 
solvent estate.  ’94 — 4245 ; ’95,  c.

Upon  pe- 
tition of  a majority  in  number  and  amount  of  the  creditors,  the 
court  shall  remove  an  assignee  or  receiver,  and  if  shown  to  be  a 
proper  person,  shall  appoint  the  party  specified  in  the  petition;

Sec.  11.  Release — When  not  required. — No  creditor  of  any  in- 
solvent debtor  shall  receive  any  benefit  from,  or  any  share  in  such 
debtor’s  estate  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  unless,  in  con- 
sideration of  such  benefits  he  shall  have  first  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  a release  to  the  debtor  of  all  claims  other  than 
such  as  may  be  paid  under  the  provisions  ' of  this  chapter,  and  the 
court  may  direct  judgment  to  be  entered  discharging  the  debtor 
from  all  claims  of  creditors  who  have  filed  such  release : Provided, 
that  when  any  creditor  of  such  debtor  who  has  made  an  assignment 
or  of  whose  property  a receiver  has  been  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter  shall  petition  to  the  court,  before  entry  of 
the  final  order  of  distribution,  stating  that  such  debtor  has  wilfully 
sworn  falsely  in  relation  to  any  specified  material  fact  in  any  affi- 
davit or  upon  any  examination  relating  to  his  insolvency,  has  con- 
cealed from  his  assignee  or  receiver  any  of  his  property  or  evidence 
thereof,  has  destroyed  or  falsified  any  of  his  account  books  or  other 
evidence  of  his  property,  or  has  been  privy  to  any  such  doings  with 
intent  to  delay  or  defraud  his  cteditors,  or  has  removed  or  con- 
nived at  the  removal  of  any  of  his  property  or  evidences  thereof 
from  the  state  with  intent  to  defeat  or  delay  the  operation  of  this 
chapter,  or  has  given  or  permitted  any  preference  contrary  to  its 
provisions,  or  that  having  knowledge  that  any  person  has  presented 
a false  or  fictitious  demand  against  his  estate  he  has  not  disclosed 
the  same  to  the  assignee  or  receiver  within  30  days  thereafter,  or 
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that  he  has  not  kept  books  of  account  or  records  from  which  his 
true  condition  can  be  ascertained,  or  that  he  has  within  six  months 
prior  to  his  assignment  or  the  appointment  of  a receiver,  concealed, 
removed,  or  disposed  of  all  or  some  part  of  his  property  with  in- 
tent thereby  to  delay  or  defraud  his  creditors,  or  if,  within  six 
months  prior  to  the  making  of  the  assignment  or  the  appointment 
of  a receiver  the  insolvent  shall  have  induced  the  giving  of  credit 
by  intentionally  misrepresenting  the  actual  value  of  his  assets  or 
the  amount  of  his  liabilities,  or  by  misrepresenting  the  condition  of 
his  business,  then  the  court  shall  require  such  debtor  to  appear  be- 
fore him  at  a time  and  place  designated  and  after  such  notice  there- 
of to  the  complaining  creditor  as  the  court  shall  direct,  it  shall  pro- 
ceed summarily,  and  if  the  allegations  of  the  petition  are  denied  it 
shall  hear  pertinent  evidence,  and  after  hearing  may  order  and 
direct  that  all  the  debtor’s  unexempt  property  be  distributed  among 
his  creditors  as  provided  in  this  chapter  without  the  filing  of  re- 
leases, and  creditors  may  likewise  be  examined  as  to  the  validity  of 
their  demands.  The  release  required  may  be  executed  by  the  or- 
iginal holder  of  the  demand  or  any  subsequent  owner  thereof.

Sec.  12.  Notice  of  appointment  of  assignee  or  receiver. — Every 
assignee  or  receiver  within  20  days  after  his  appointment,  shall  give 
published  notice  thereof,  and  mailed  notice  to  each  creditor  whose 
residence  is  known  to  him,  and  all  creditors  claiming  the  benefits 
of  this  chapter  shall  file  with  such  assignee  or  receiver  their  claims 
within  such  time  as  the  court  shall  by  order  provide,  which  time 
may,  for  cause,  be  extended.  ’94 — 4250  ; ’97,  c.

Sec.  13.  Preferred  debts. — After  payment,  of  costs,  disburse- 
ments and  expenses  as  provided  in  this  chapter,  debts  due  the 
United  States,  this  state,  all  taxes  or  assessments  levied  and  unpaid, 
and  the  expenses  of  the  assignment,  the  assignee  shall  pay  in  full, 
if  sufficient  then  remains,  the  claims  duly  proven  of  all  servants, 
clerks  or  laborers,  for  personal  services  performed  within  three 
months  preceding  said  assignment  not  exceeding  $50  in  each  case. 
The  balance  of  the  estate  shall  then  be  equally  distributed  among 
the  general  creditors,  under  the  direction  of  the  court.  ’94 — 4251.

— The  fees 
allowed  assignees  and  receivers,  in  ordinary  cases,  shall  not  exceed 
10  per  cent  upon  the  amount  received  by  them  up  to  $1,000,  five  per 
cent  on  the  excess  up  to  $5,000,  and  two  per  cent  upon  the  excess 
above  that;  and  the  attorney  fees  allowed  shall  not  exceed  $150 
where  the  gross  proceeds  are  not  more  than  $3,000.  Where  they 
do  exceed  that  and  in  extraordinary  cases  involving  unusual  litiga- 
tion, the  fees  of  assignees,  receivers  and  attorneys  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  court  at  the  reasonable  value  of  their  services.  ’94 — 4253. 

Sec.  16.  ' Partnership — Minor — Special  partner. — Every  assign- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  made  by  a co-partnership 
of  which  a minor  is  a member  or  of  which  there  are  special  part- 
ners, shall  be  valid  if  executed  by  the  adult  or  general  partner  and 
shall  pass  to  the  assignee  all  the  unexempt  individual  property  of 
the  adult  or  general  partner,  and  all  of  the  co-partnership  property 
of  the  firm  and  the  court  may  appoint  receivers  of  such  co-partner- 
ship in  the  manner  in  this  chapter  provided,  and  all  the  property  of 
such  co-partnership  and  the  individual  property  of  the  adult  or  gen- 
eral partners  shall  pass  to  such  receiver  in  like  manner  as  to  an  as-

Sec.  17.  Enforcement  of  liability  against  stockholders  and  of- 
ficers.— Whenever  any  corporation  shall  have  become  insolvent  and 
shall  have  made  an  assignment  of  its  property  under  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  or  for  which  a receiver  shall  have  been  appointed 
thereunder,  whose  stockholders  or  directors,  or  other  managing 
officers,  shall  be  liable  to  its  creditors  by  reason  of  any  liability 
created  by  law,  and  no  action  is  commenced  by  any  creditor  of  such 
insolvent  corporation  against  such  stockholders,  directors,  or  other 
managing  officers  under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  8 of  chapter 
60  of  these  revised  laws,  within  six  months  from  the  date  of  such 
assignment  or  the  appointment  of  such  receiver,  the  assignee  or  re- 
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ceiver  shall  forthwith  thereafter  commence  an  action  against  such 
stockholders,  directors,  or  other  officers  of  such  corporation  to  en- 
force such  liability.  The  proceedings  in  such  action  shall  conform, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  provisions  of  said  subdivision  8 of  chap- 
ter 6o  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  brought  to  a termination  as  soon  as 
possible  without  awaiting  the  final  disposal  of  the  insolvent  estate. 
The  amount  collected  through  such  proceeding'  shall  be  paid  to  the 
creditors  of  such  corporation  as  soon  as  possible  and  if  any  surplus 
property  or  money  shall  remain  after  the  payment  of  all  duly  al- 
lowed claims  against  such  estate  and  the  necessary  costs  and  ex- 
penses of  such  assignee  or  receiver,  the  same,  after  due  notice  given 
by  such  assignee  or  receiver  to  all  interested  parties,  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  tlje  court  for  a final  hearing,  shall  be  turned  over  to 
such  corporation.

Mr.  Eberhart,  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  Investigation  of 
Transportation  Rates,  submitted  the  following  report : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota : 

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  Committee,  appointed  by  reso- 
lution adopted  January  nth,  to  investigate  transportation  rates 
and  inquire  into  any  discrimination  in  rates  that  now  may  exist  in 
the  State  between  localities  and  individuals,  and  to  recommend  such 
measures  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  would  be  proper,  re- 
spectfully submits  the  following  report : 
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METHOD  OF  PROCEDURE. 

Immediately  after  organization  circulars  were  issued  and  for- 
warded to  newspapers,  shippers  and  boards  of  trade  throughout 
the  State,  so  far  as  practicable,  inviting  all  persons  having  com- 
plaints on  account* of  unjust  transportation  rates  or  against  whom 
any  discrimination  had  been  made,  to  present  such  complaints  to 
the  Committee  in  writing,  or  appear  before  it  in  person,  or  both. 
As  a result  about  twenty-five  (25)  complaints  were  received  and  a 
large  number  of  hearings  had  thereon.  These  hearings  were  mostly 
informal,  and  every  person  desirous  of  being  heard  was  given  an 
opportunity.  The  complaints  presented  and  the  testimony  taken 
thereon,  are  herewith  submitted. 

WITNESSES. 

While  your  Committee  was  authorized  by  the  resolution  creating 
it,  to  subpoena  witnesses,  there  was  very  little  occasion  for  exer- 
cising this  authority. . The  railroad  companies  were  generally  both 
ready  and  willing  to  appear  before  the  Committee  and  none  of  their 
officers  have  refused  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Committee, 
either  as  to  appearing  personally  or  the  furnishing  of  information. 

SCOPE  OF  INQUIRY. 

Although  realizing  that  the  Legislature  could  afford  no  relief  in 
case  of  discrimination  and  unjust  rates  with  reference  to  inter- 
state traffic  and  the  operation  of  private  car  lines,  the  Committee 
decided  to  investigate  the  same,  at  least  as  far  as  it  could  be  done 
in  connection  with  complaints  on  file,  and  a considerable  portion  of 
the  evidence  submitted  will  therefore  be  found  on  this  subject.  On 
the  question  of  rates,  the  greater  part  of  the  information  was 
received  from  and  through  the  office  of  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission.  The  Commission  prepared  rate  sheets  showing 
all  classified  tariffs  as  well  as  a large  number  of  commodity  tariffs, 
by  distances  of  five  (5)  miles,  on  all  the  leading  lines  of  the  State 
and  a comparison  thereof  with  the  tariffs  of  the  States  of  Iowa, 
Illinois  and  Missouri,  where  the  railroads  are  operating  under  a 
strict  distance  tariff.  No  evidence  was  taken  as  to  express  rates, 
owing  to  the  lack  of  time,  and  the  information  on  which  the  rec- 
ommendations with  reference  thereto  are  based,  was  obtained  from 
comparative  tariff  sheets  prepared  by  said  Commission,  and  from 
the  maps  and  records  in  its  office. 
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INTERSTATE  rates. 

The  testimony  shows  that  in  a great  majority  of  cases  the  dis- 
criminations in  this  State  relate  to  interstate  rates.  There  seems 
to  be  a tendency  to  constantly  lower  the  rates  between  large  commer- 
cial centers,  and  while  the  distributing  rates  on  short  hauls  reaching 
out  from  these  commercial  centers  have  not  been  increased,  a com- 
parison shows,  that  they  have  not  decreased  in  proportion  to  the 
reduction  of  interstate  rates  between  the  large  commercial  centers. 
The  rates  are  made  by  the  short  lines  connecting  these  centers,  and 
are  made  low,  partly  by  reason  of  water  competition  and  partly 
by  reason. of  the  large  traffic.  In  competing  for  interstate  traffic, 
the  long  lines  connecting  these  distributing  centers  are  compelled  to 
charge  the,  same  rates  as  the  short  lines;  but  the  Interstate  Com- 
merce Commission,  under  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of* 
the  United  States,  is  unable  to  enforce  the  long  and  short  haul 
clause,  so  as  to  give  the  cities  located  near  the  terminal  points  on 
the  long  lines  the  benefit  thereof.  This  lack  of  authority  on  the 
part  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  results  in  consider- 
able injury  to  certain  towns  and  cities  in  Minnesota  located  near 
the  terminal  points  on  the  long  lines,  since  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  is  not  observed,  a cheaper  rate 
is  in  many  instances  given  to  the- terminal  point  than  to  the  inter- 
vening points  located  in  the  vicinity  thereof.  A forcible  illustra- 
tion of  this  statement  is  found  in  the  complaints  of  the  shippers  at 
Hastings,  at  which  point  they  are  compelled  to  pay  higher  rates 
than  at  the  Twin  City  Terminals,  thus  rendering  it  practically  im- 
possible for  the  merchants  at  Hastings  to  compete  with  those  of 
the  terminal  points  unless  special  concessions  are  granted  by  the 
railroad  companies. 

PRIVATE  CAR  LINES. 

On  the  question  of  “Private  Car  Lines”  no  evidence  was  taken, 
but  parties  were  heard  in'  regard  thereto  and  evidence  taken  before 
the  proper  Committees  in  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
at  Washington  was  submitted  to  our  Committee.  It  appears  from 
this  evidence  that,  with  one  or  two  exceptions  in  the  northern  part 
of  that  State,  Refrigerator  Cars  are  not  owned  and  furnished  by 
the  Railroad  Companies,  but  by  private  car  companies,  who’  hold 
exclusive  contracts  for  furnishing  these  cars  to  the  shippers.  This 
enables  the  private  car  companies  to  charge  excessive  rates  and 
puts  every  shipper  entirely  at  their  mercy.  No  control  is  exercised 
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over  these  lines  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  the 
opertaion  of  this  exclusive  contract  system  has  resulted  in  great 
injury  to  the  shippers,  who  are  compelled  to  pay  exorbitant  prices 
therefor,  in  some  instances  the  charging  for  icing  being  about  three 
times  the  actual  cost  thereof  and  the  net  earnings  of  the  private  car 
companies  so  great  that  the  total  cost  of  refrigerator  cars  has  been 
earned  by  such  cars  in  two  years. 

MINNESOTA  FREIGHT  TARIFFS. 

The  State  has  at  present  three  kinds  of  tariffs.  One  is  known 
as  the  distributing  tariff,  which  applies  to  and  from  all  points 
recognized  as  distributing  points-.  The  second  is  a tariff  known  as 
the  distance  tariff,  and  applies  between  all  stations  not  terminals 
or  distributing  points,  the  distance  tariff  usually  bearing  a higher 
rate  than  the  distributing  tariff.  These  two  tariffs  apply  only  to 
classified  freights.  The  third  is  what  is  known  as  a commodity 
tariff,  which  in  all  cases  carries  a considerably  lower  rate  and  is 
made  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  certain  industries.  This  tariff 
applies  to  shipments  of s grain,  wood,  coal,  stock,  etc.  In  the  north- 
ern part  of  the  State  where  the  Great  Northern,  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  the  Soo  Line  principally  operate,  the  difference  between 
the  distributing  tariff  and  the  distance  tariff  on  classified  freight 
is  very  small,  being,  in  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  about  five 
per  cent  in  favor  of  the  distributing  tariff;  but  in  the  southern 
part  the  difference  is  usually  much  greater,  ranging  anywhere  from 
one  to  twenty-five  per  cent.  Such  discrepancies  operate  to  consid- 
erable disadvantage  of  many  of  the  smaller  towns  in  that  section 
of  the  State.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  the  existence 
of  a distributing  tariff  is  beneficial,  in  that  it  provides  not  only 
several  points  in  the  State  which  are  valuable  to  the  people  as 
sources  of  supply,  but  also>  affords  valuable  home  markets  for  all 
products.  The  Committee  is  also  of  the  opinion  that  there  should 
be  but  very  little  difference  between  these  two  tariffs,  and  that  in 
no  case  should  it  exceed  five  per  cent.  The  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  should  make  an  adjustment  of  these  tariffs  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  State  to  correspond  with  the  adjustment 
made  in  the  northern  part. 

In  examining  the  relations  which  one  class  of  the  classified  tariff 
bears  to  the  other,  there  seems  to  be,  at  least  in  the  Southern  part 
of  the  State,  no  uniform  relation  which  the  different  classes  bear 
to  each  other.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  that  while  it  is 
necessary  to  somewhat  arbitrarily  establish  one  class,  say  for  in- 
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stance  class  No.  i on  merchandise,  yet,  after  this  class  has  been 
established  all  the  other  classes  should  bear  a certain  ratio  or 
proportion  to  the  class  established. 

In  comparing  the  rates  on  classified  freights  of  Minnesota  with 
those  of  Iowa  and  Illinois,  your  Committee  finds  that  the  rates  in 
Minnesota  are  considerably  higher  than  those  of  Iowa  and  Illinois, 
and  that  the  earnings  of  the  railroad  companies  in  the  State  of 
Minnesota  would  warrant  an  approximate  reduction  of  these  rates 
to  a basis  somewhat  on  the  average  of  the  states  mentioned. 

That  the  commodity  rates  of  Minnesota  have,  in  a large  measure, 
contributed  towards  the  development  of  the  State,  cannot  be  dis- 
puted. Comparing  these  rates  with  those  of  Iowa,  Illinois  and 
Missouri,  your  Committee  finds  that  they  average  very  nearly  the 
same  as  those  of  Iowa  and  Illinois  and  are  considerably  lower  than 
those  of  Missouri.  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  com- 
modity rates  should  also  be  applied  to  the  stone  industry  of  the 
State,  and  equal  advantages  should  be  given  to  all  localities  in  the 
State  to  compete  in  the  eastern  markets.  In  the  application  of  com- 
modity rates,  no  discrimination  should  be  shown  between  localities 
or  individuals.  The  evidence  taken  shows  that  the  granite  quarries 
‘ at  St.  Cloud  are  not  given  the  same  opportunities  of  competition  as 
Idle  sandstone  quarries  at  Sandstone,  and  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  should  remdey  this  inequality  as  far  as  the  same 
is  applicable  to  the  State. 

STRICT  DISTANCE  TARIFFS. 

In  making  comparisons  between  the  tariffs  of  the  states  men- 
tioned and  those  of  Minnesota,  the  Committee . has  had  in  mind 
whether  or  not  it  would  be  advisable  to  recommend  the  adoption  of 
a strict  distance  tariff  for  this  State.  The  Committee  is  well  aware 
that  there  is  a great  deal  of  agitation  in  this  State  in  favor  of  adopt- 
ing the  strict  distance  tariff,  but  after  considering  the  matter  as  far 
as  time  has  permitted,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
adoption  of  such  tariff  in  this  State  would  result  beneficially  to 
ceitain  parts  or  sections  of  the  State  and  injuriously  to  others. 
Under  our  present  system  of  rates  there  have  grown  up  in’  this 
State,  large  commercial  centers,  affording  some  of  the  best  markets 
in  the  United  States.  These  centers  determine  the  price  on  prac- 
tically all  products  raised  in  this  State.  Under  a strict  distance 
tariff  any  locality  on  a direct  line  to  these  centers  would  be  favored, 
whereas,  localities  not  so  situated  would  be  injured.  Nearly  all 
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the  railroads  in  the  State  of  Minnesota  diverge  out  from  these 
centers  and  a great  many  places  are  reached  by  direct  lines,  while 
others  are  necessarily  reached  by  longer  and  indirect  branch  lines. 
In  the  instance  of  a town  on  the  long  line  located  near  a town  on 
a short  line,  the  result  would  necsesarily  be  the  decline  of  the  town 
on  the  long  line  and  the  growth  of  the  other. 

Since  the  large  commercial  centers  of  the  State  control  the  mar- 
kets, it  is  self-evident  that  certain  industries  located  at  certain 
points  in  the  State,  differing  in  distance  from  these  markets,  would 
not  have  the  same  chance  of  existence  unless  the  tariffs  could  be 
made  so  elastic  as  to  give  them  practically  the  same  opportunity  of 
competition.  Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  application 
of  a strict  distance  tariff  in  this  State  is  impracticable  and  that  it  is 
far  better  to  confer  on  the  State  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis-. 
sion  sufficient  power  and  authority  to*  control  and  adjust  all  rates, 
sc  as  to  made  reductions  where  justice  demands  and  prevent  dis- 
crimination between  any  sections  of 'the  State. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

A portion  of  the  testimony  taken  tends  to  show  that  under  the 
western  classification  now  governing  our  State,  a large  number  of 
changes  have  been  made,  the  great  majority  of  which  have  resulted* 
in  raising  the  rates.  The  Committee  made  a careful  investigation 
of  this  matter  in  the  office  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commis- 
sion and  finds  that  only  twelve  changes  in  the  State  classification 
were  made  during  the  year  1904,  which  had  the  effect  of  raising 
the  rates,  and  of  these  five  were  increased'in  minimum  weights,  due 
to  the  construction  of  larger  cars  by  the  railroad  companies,  and  the 
remaining  seven  were  advances  on  unimportant  articles.  On  the 
other  hand  the  records  show  that  there  have  been  sixty-three  reduc- 
tions in  classification,  during  the  same  period. 

Owing  to  the  short  time  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee,  the 
investigation  as  to  changes  in  classification  did  not  cover  many 
years,  but  the  Committee  is  informed  that  ever  since  the  time  when 
the  control  of  classifications  in  the  State  by  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  was  recognized  by  the  railroad  companies,  the 
changes  are  substantially  the  same  as  for  the  year  1904.  While 
there  may  be  some  question  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Commission  to  control  the  State  classification,  the  Com- 
mission has  assumed  this  authority  and  the  railroad  companies 
have  acceded  to  it,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committe  that  the 
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law  on  this  point  should  be  made  specific  and  that  no  changes  in 
classification  should  be  authorized  except  by  due  order  from  the 
Commission. 

* 

DEMURRAGE. 

On  the  question  of  demurrage  some  evidence  was  taken  which 
emphasized  the  necessity  of  State  control.  As  to  the  justice  of 
a charge  bjy  the  railroad  companies  against  the  shippers  for  unrea- 
sonable delay  in  loading  or  unloading  cars  there  can  be  no  doubt 
whatever.  It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  the  cars  should  be  kept 
in  constant  service,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  earning  revenue 
but  also  for  the  purpose  of  affording  prompt  accommodation  to  all 
shippers.  On  the  other  hand  the  duty  of  supplying  cars  with  rea- 
sonable promptness  at  all  seasons  of  the  year  to  any  and  all  ship- 
pers should  be  enforced  against  the  railroad  companies,  and  no 
discrimination  should  be  allowed  as  between  large  and  small  ship- 
pers. While  recognizing  the  fact  that  during  certain  seasons  of 
the  year  the  demand  for  cars  is  much  greater  than  at  other  times, 
your  -Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  railroad  companies  of 
the  State  are  not  at  present  supplied  with  sufficient  cars  to  properly 
accommodate  the  shippers,  the  railroad  earnings  in  this  State  would 
warrant  the  purchase  of  additional  equipment  sufficient  to  supply 
all  reasonable^  demands  without  delay.  The  collection  of  demur- 
rage and  the  duty  of  furnishing  and  moving  cars  should  be  subject 
to  State  control,  as  this  is  the  only  way  in  which  discrimination  as 
between  shippers  can  be  avoided  and  the  supply  and  movement  of 
cars  properly  enforced.  The  obligation  to  pay  demurrage  and  fur- 
nish cars  should  also  be  mutual,  and  it  is  unfair  that  the  shippers 
should  be  compelled  to  load  and  unload  cars  without  delay,  unless 
there  is  a corresponding  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  railroad 
companies  to  furnish  and  move  cars. 

"midnight"  rates. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  most  serious  form  of  discrimina- 
tion at  the  present  time  is  made  by  what  is  commonly  known  as 
midnight"  tariffs.  These  tariffs  are  permitted  by  the  present  law 
and  made  by  the  railroad  companies  for  a short  time  to  cover 
certain  large  shipments.  While  it  is  true  that  any  shipper  can  take 
advantage  of  this  special  tariff  while  in  existence,  it  is  also  true 
that  in  most  cases  no'  one  except  the  favored  individual  obtains 
any  knowledge  as  to  the  rate  being  in  effect.  A certain  large'  ship- 
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per  will  go  to  a railroad  company  and  inform  it  that  he  has,  for 
instance,  a hundred  carloads  of  grain  to  ship  to  a certain  point. 
He  usually  informs  the  railroad  company  also  that  he  has  certain 
offers  to  ship  below  the  existing  tariff,  and  whether  that  is  true  or 
not,  in  many  cases,  the  railroad  company  will  make  a reduction, 
ascertain  the  time  when  he  is  ready  to  move  his  freight,  and  then 
publish  a special  tariff  for  a few  days,  in  order  to  allow  him  to 
move  his  freight  at  that  rate. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  these  “midnight”  tariffs 
should  not  be  allowed,  that  a law  should  be  enacted  prohibiting 
the  railroad  companies  from  changing  rates  once  established,  with- 
out due  hearing  before  the  Commission  and  order  granted,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  certain  cases,  where  an  emergency  might  so 
require, -or  where  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
interests  of  carriers  or  shippers,  the  Commission  might  authorize 
the  restoration  of  an  existing  rate  at  the  time  of  allowing  a re- 
duction. 

EXPRESS  RATES. 

While  it  was  the  original  intention  of  the  Committee  to;  take 
evidence  in  regard  to  express  rates,  the  short  time  allotted  to  it 
made  it  impossible  to  do  so,  and  no  other  investigation  was  made, 
except  from  the  tariffs  and  maps  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Rail- 
road and  Warehouse  Commission.  From  a cursory  examination 
of  these  tariffis  and  maps,  it  appears  that  some  of  the  express  com- 
panies are  not  giving  certain  cities  and  towns  in  this  State  the  ben- 
efit of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause.  It  would  appear  from  these 
tariffs  and  maps  that  the  rates  are  higher  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  State  than  in  the  southern,  and  that  there  is  a great  lack  of 
uniformity. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  should  make  a careful  inquiry  in  regard  to  the 
express  Rates  of  the  State  and  immediately  take  steps  to  compel 
the  enforcement  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause,  and  make  such 
reduction  in,  and  readjustment  of,  the  express  tariffs  of  the  State 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  just. 

RAILROAD  AND  WAREHOUSE  COMMISSION. 

In  making  the  investigation,  a great  deal  of  assistance  has  been 
~enedered  by  this  Commission,  and  the  Committee,  considering  the 
large  amount  of  time  occupied  and  the  valuable  assistance  rendered, 
desires  to  convey  its  appreciation  thereof.  A great  deal  of  extra 
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work  has  been  performed  by  the  Commission  in  making  all  the 
comparative  sheets  and  furnishing  information  for  the  Committee, 
and  the  Commission  has  at  all  times  been  ready  and  willing  to  as- 
sist in  the  work. 

In  examining  the  large  number  of  complaints  on  file  with  the 
Commission,  and  the  action  thereon,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Commission  has  speedily  given  relief  wherever  possible,  and 
while  a portion  of  the  evidence  taken  before  the  Committee  would 
indicate  that  in  one  or  two  instances  the  Commission  delayed 
taking  action,  this  is  explained  by  the  Commission  to  be  caused  by 
the  fact  that  an  opinion  as  to  legality  had  been  requested  thereon 
from  the  Attorney  General,  who  owing  to  lack  of  assistance  in  his 
office,  had  not  been  able  to  give  the  matter  consideration,  and  pro- 
perly report  thereon  to  the  commission. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  sufficient  compent  help 
should  be  furnished  the  Attorney  General,  so  that  he  whenever 
called  upon  by  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission,  could  not 
only  furnish  the  necessary  information,  but  conduct  the  proceedings 
before  the  commission. 

It  is  further  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  that  a large  number 
of  complaints  received  by  it,  should  properly  have  been  brought 
before  the  Commission,  and  in  most  instances,  where  the  law.  per- 
mitted, relief  given.  In  fact,  some  of  the  complaints  were  turned 
over  to  the  Commission  and  agreements  reached  between  the  rail- 
road companies  and  the  Commission  satisfactory  to  the  complain- 
ants. 

The  Commission  should  also  be  given  authority  at  any  proper 
time  to  make  a thorough  and  full  examination  of  all  books, 
vouchers,  papers  and  accounts  of  the  railroad  companies  of  this 
State,  and  a sufficient  office  force  should  be  provided  to  carry  out 
Such  examination  properly. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Your  Committee  therefore  makes  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

ist.  That  Congress  be  memorialized  to  pass  a law  increasing 
the  powers  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  so  as  to  giy£ 
the  same  proper  control  over  the  interstate  traffic,  particularly 
with  reference  to  the  enforcement  of  the  long  and  short  haul 
clause. 

2nd.  That  Congress  be  memorialized  to  abolish  the  “Private 
Car  Lines”  and  to  compel  the  railroad  companies  to  furnish  the 
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necessary  equipment  now  furnished  by  the  private  car  companies, 
so  that  just  and  reasonable  rates  for  refrigerator  service  may  be 
enforced  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

3rd.  That  a law  be  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota  providing  in  substance  that  no  change  in  tariffs,  rates, 
switching  and  terminal  charges  or  classifications  shall  be  made 
without  the  consent  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission, 
that  whenever  any  such  change  is  made,  notices  thereof  shall  be 
posted  in  all  stations  affected  thereby  indicating  what  commodities 
are  affected  and  where  the  new  tariffs  may  be  seen ; that  there  shall 
be  but.  one  classification  which  shall  be  uniform  on  all  the  roads  of 
the  state;  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  to  examine  the  books,  vouchers  and  records  of 
the  common  carriers  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  or  not  the  laws  of  The  state  and  the  orders  of  the  com- 
mission are  properly  carried  into  effect. 

4th.  That  penalties  should  be- provided  for  and  enforced  against 
any  railroad  company  which  grants  rebates  in  any  form  whatsoever 
and  that  penalties  should  also  be  provided  for  and  enforced  against 
any  person  who  knowingly  accepts  such  rebates.  Corporations 
should  be  made  liable  as  well  as  individuals.  -Such  penalty  should 
tonsist  of  a fine  rather  than  imprisonment. 

5th.  That  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  should 
be  required  to  readjust  the  tariffs  of  the  state  or  classified  freight 
in  such  manner  as  to  allow  a difference  of  not  to  exceed  5% 
between  the  Distributing  Tariffs  and  the  Distance  Tariffs,  and  that 
Said  readjustment  should  include  a reduction  in  the  tariff  rate  on 
classified  freights,  so  as  to  make  them  substantially  on  an  average 
with  the  tariffs  on  similar  freights  in  the  states  of  Iowa  and  Illinois, 
and  further  that  in  making  such  readjustment  the  different  classes 
should  be  made  to  bear  a certain  ratio  to  each  other  on  all  classified 
freights. 

6th.  That  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  should 
make  a thorough  investigation  'of  the  express  rates  of  the  state, 
compel  the  enforcement  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause,  and 
make  such  reductions  in,  and  readjustment  of  the  express  tariffs 
of  the  state  as  will  be  found  reasonable  and  just. 

7th.  That  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  should  be 
authorized  to  appear  in  behalf  of  private  complainants  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  and  support  complaints  of 
shippers  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  State,  when  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commission,  the  complainants  are  just  and  provable. 
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8th.  That  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  be  re- 
quired, as.  soon  as  practicable,  to  make  a further  investigation  as 
to  the  operation  of  distance  tariffs  in  the  States  of  Iowa,  Illinois 
and  other  states,  compare  the  same  with  the  operation  of  the  tariffs 
in  Minnesota  in  all  respects  and  make  a complete  report  thereon. 

9th.  That  such  bills  and  resolutions,  as  will  carry  the  foregoing 
recommendations  into  effect  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are  recom- 
mended to  the  Legislature  for  passage. 

In  submitting  the  foregoing  report,  your  Committee  realizes  the 
enormous  importance  of  the  subject  considered,  and  that  it  would 
be  utterly  impossible  to  submit  a maximum  tariff  that  would  be 
just  to  the  different  sections  of  the  state,  even  if  it  were  possible 
to  operate  successfully  thereunder  after  such  tariff  had  been  pro- 
perly established.  The  matter  of  railway  rates  is  a subject  which 
requires  years  of  study,  and  the  Committee  feels  that  in  the  short 
time  allotted  to  it,  it  has  not  had  the  opportunity  to  make  as  care- 
ful an  investigation  as  it  would  desire..  The  Committee  has,  how- 
ever, been  as  diligent  as  possible,  and  submits  this  report  and  recom- 
mendations with  at  least  the  satisfaction  in  the  minds  of  its  mem- 
bers that  it  has  endeavored  to  do  its  duty.

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  INVESTIGATION  OF 
TRANSPORTATION  RATES. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Min- 
nesota : 

Gentlemen  : The  undersigned  Committee  appointed  by  resolu- 

tion adopted  January  nth  to  investigate  transportation  rates  and 
inquire  into  any  discrimination  in  rates  that  now  exist  in  the  state 
between  localities  and  individuals,  and  to  recommend  such  measures 
as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  would  be  proper,  respectfully 
submits  the  following  report : 
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PROCEDURE. 

Preceding  the  sessions  of  your  Committee,  circulars  were  widely 
distributed  to  newspapers,  boards  of  trade  and  shippers,  request- 
ing them  to  present  all  claims,  both  as  to  discriminating  and  unfair 
rates.  While  the  circulars  were  widely  published  in  the  state  press 
detailed  complaints  were  few  in  number  and  not  always  sustained 
by  facts.  Some  twenty-five  (25)  complaints  were  received,  and  a 
large  number  of  complaints  and  witnesses  examined.  In  such 
examination,  railroad  officials  appeared  upon  request  and  freely 
gave  information  and  testimony  as  to  facts  and  rates.  In  only 
one  case  was  it  necessary  to  place  officials  or  complainants  under 
oath.  Railroad  officials  not  only  gave  testimony  upon  the  detailed 
rates,  but  also  furnished  a large  amount  of  information  regarding 
the  theory  and  practice  of  making  rates.  The  Railroad  Commission 
also  furnished  your  Committee  with  such  information  and  figures 
as  their  department  offered. 

Of  all  complaints  presented,  a large  portion  were  based  upon 
discriminations  in  inter-state  commerce  over  which  the  State  Rail- 
road Commission  has  no  control.  Careful  consideration  was  given 
to  this  matter  however  and  your  Committee  will  make  further 
recommendations  in  this  report.  Many  complainants  were  also 
made  which  should  have  properly  been  lodged  with  the  Railroad 
Commission.  In  this  connection  your  Committee  would  say  that 
the  Railroad  Commission  has  been  ready  and  willing  to  consider 
all  complaints  and  it  would  advise  the  citizens  of  the  state  to  lay 
all  complaints  before  the  Commission  in  the  first  instance.  Many 
abuses  were  also  immediately  rectified  by  the  railroad  companies 
when  their  attention  were  called  to  the  same  through  your  Com- 
mittee. The  consideration  of  railroad  rates  is  a matter  of  such 
complexity  that  a full  report  as  to  the  individual  complaints  would 
be  impracticable.  Your  Committee  will  therefore,  consider  in  this 
report  complaints  involving  the  different  claims  of  discrimination 
and  will  make  recommendation  upon  the  same  as  requested  by  your 
call.  It  will  therefore  divide  the  report  into  an  examination  upon 
(No.  1)  Discriminating  Rates,  (No.  2)  Excessive  Rates. 

BASIS  OF  RATEMAKING. 

In  order  to  secure  a basis  upon  which  to  consider  the  matter  of 
railroad  rates,  your  Committee  holds  that  the  following  statements 
regarding  discriminating  and  excessive  rates,  are  self  evident  $nd 
a proper  basis  from  which  reasonable  conclusions  may  be  drawn. 
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(a)  That  the  power  of  the  state  control  over  the  internal 
traffic  of  the  country  is  an  inherent  power  of  sovereignty  and  it 
cannot  be  alienated. 

(b)  That  the  powers  of  a railroad  are  the  powers  given  in  its 
franchises,  which  gives  it  a license  to  conduct  the  traffic  of  the 
people  under  suitable  supervision  by  the  State. 

(c)  That  the  State  through  its  representatives  has  a right  to 
supervise  railroad  rates  to  the  end.  that  such  rates  may  not  only 
be  fair  in  themselves,  but  that  there  shall  be  no  discrimination  be- 
tween individual  shippers  and  separate  communities. 

(d)  That  the  Railroad  in  consideration  of  the  complexities  of 
the  business  and  the  large  capital  invested  should  have  large  powers 
in  dealing  with  rates,  as  long  as  such  rates,  are  not  unjust  to  the 
citizens  or  unreasonable  in  themselves;  that  the  railroad  is  entitled 
to  secure  a reasonable  profit  upon  its  capital,  such  profit  to  be  based 
upon  the  capital  invested  and  upon  the  risk  and  complexities  of  the 
business. 

unfair  and  discriminating  rates. 

In  the  discussion  of  the  relative  evils  of  unreasonable  and  dis- 
criminating rates,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  while  the 
unreasonable  rate  is  injurious  and  burdensome,  such  burden  finally 
falls  upon  the  consumer.  This  burden,  borne  by  many,  is  directly 
felt  by  few. 

The  discriminating  rate,  however,  falls  directly  upon  the  in- 
dividual producer  and  is  fatal  to  fair  competition,  both  to  the  pro- 
ducer and  the  manufacturer  of  the  product.  While  the  state  may 
not  properly  interfere  with  fair  and  open  competition  it  should 
guarantee  each  citizen  exact  and  equal  opportunities  to  conduct 
his  business  within  the  law.  Today  the  railroad  rates  are  the  basis 
of  all  values  and  the  main  factor  to  be  considered  both  in  produc- 
tion and  manufacture.  Every  aid  or  concession,  therefore,  that  is 
granted  to  one  individual  as  against  his  competitor  in  the  same  line 
of  business,  is  clearly  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  state  and  a burden 
upon  individual  competition  and  enterprise. 

Regarding  discriminations  in  Minnesota,  your  Committee  be- 
lieves that  the  cash  rebate  is  practically  a thing  of  the  past.  Among 
all  complaints  filed  no  evidence  of  actual  rebates  was  shown.  It 
believes,  however,  that  there  is  still  widespread  and  injurious 
discrimination  in  the  granting  of  favors  or  concessions  to  individ- 
uals. In  this  connection  it  calls  attention  to  the  following  practices 
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which  are  in  fact  discrimination,  and  serve  the  same  purpose  as 
direct  rebates.  These  may  be  included  under  the  heads  of : 

(No.  i ) Demurage  Charges ; 

( No.  2 ) Switching  Charges ; 

(No.  3)  Midnight  Schedules; 

(No.  4)  Private  Car  Lines ; 

(No.  5)  Classification. 

In  the  consideration  of  these  various  matters,  your  Committee 
would  disavow  any  particular  prejudice  against  the  railroads.  The 
giving  of  a concession  involved  the  taking  of  the  same  concession. 
Your  Committee  can,  therefore,  observe  no  vital  difference  in  the 
respective  attitude  of  the  shipper  and  the  railroad  that  are  mutually 
engaged  in  these  practices. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  railroads  are  hunting  about  to  give 
rebates  or  concessions  from  their  earnings  as  a matter  of  philan- 
thropy or  good  feeling. 

On  the  contrary  it  would  appear  that  such  concessions  are  usually 
given  because  they  are  demanded  by  large  shippers  who  threaten 
that  they  will  otherwise  give  their  business  to  more  amiable  cor- 
porations. They  are  also  forced  upon  weaker  lines  because  such 
lines  cannot  offer  equal  advantages  and  are  therefore  compelled 
to  make  concessions  in  order  to  avoid  bankruptcy. 

DEMURRAGE. 

The  present  practices  in  connection  with  demurrage  charges,  lead  • 
to  widespread  annoyance  and  loss  to  individual  shippers  and  may 
be  made  an  instrument  for  discrimination  against  the  individual 
shipper.  Hearings  before  this  and  other  Committees  indicated  con- 
ditions demanding  immediate  remedy. 

The  demurrage  charges  now  imposed  upon  patrons  by  railroads 
for  failure  to  load  or  unload  cars,  are  reasonable,  and  justified  by 
the  rules  of  business  and  best  business  sense.  This  demurrage  is 
in  no  sense  a penalty  imposed-  for  purpose  of  revenue,  but  it  is 
charged  in  order  to  facilitate  the  movement  of  cars. 

It  seems  an  undeniable  proposition  that  railroad  companies 
should  make  to  the  shippers  of  the  state  the  same  concessions  which 
are  demanded  of  the  shipper  by  the  roads.  The  principle  of  de- 
murrage, being  granted  as  a legitimate  business  principle,  it  fol- 
lows logically  that  it  should  work  both  ways.  If  the  shipper  must 
pay  the  railroad  company  for  his  delay  in  loading  and  unloading 
the  cars  of  the  company,  the  railroad  should  likewise  pay  the  ship- 
per for  delay  in  furnishing  him  with  cars  and  for  delay  in  moving 
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his.  goods  toward  destination.  If  the  railroad  exacts  from  the 
shipper  a penalty  for  a delay  which  interferes  with  its  business, 
then  surely  the  railroad  company  should  pay  to  the  shipper  a 
penalty  for  its  own  delay  which  causes  loss  and  hardship  to  the 
shipper. 

' Under  the  present  system  abuses  of  a far-reaching  public  impor- 
tance abound.  It  has  been  proved  in  many  specific  cases  that  rail- 
road companies  so  delay  the  sending  of  cars  to  small  shippers  that 
immense  losses  are  suffered  by  the  shippers.  It  is  a common  thing 
for  a shipper  in  a small  town  to  wait  from  twenty-five  ^(25)  to 
forty  (40)  days  for  a car,  after  he  has  ordered  it.  Many  cases 
are  reported  where  a small  merchant  lost  his  entire  season’s  profit 
on  a legitimate  business  venture  because  of  the  failure  of  the  rail- 
road company  to  supply  him  with  a few  cars  within  a reasonable 
time. 

It  cannot  be  assumed  that  a public  corporation  such  as  a rail- 
road is  free  to  make  any  choice  in  its  patronage.  The  very  nature 
of  a public  carrier  as  a connecting  link  between  the  producer  and 
his  market  makes  it  absolutely  imperative  that  such  common  car- 
rier shall  serve  all  people,  all  interests,  all  communities  alike,  so 
far  as  is  possible. 

If  there  is  one  department  of  the  economic  life  of  this  govern- 
ment wherein  the  public  sentiment  demands  fairness  and  honest 
treatment,  it  is  in  the  relations  of  the  railroad  corporations  to  the 
various  interests  which  the  railroad  is  expected  to  serve.  In  equality 
in  the  conditions  imposed  by  railroads  upon  their  patrons  is  an  evil 
which  strikes,  directly  at  the  general  proposition  of  American 
Government  that  the  opportunity  of  the  individual  shall  not  be 
destroyed  by  artificial  means.  Discrimination  in  demurrage'  like 
discrimination  in  rates,  is  an  evil  which  must  build  up  large  con- 
cerns at  the  expense  of  the  small  merchant  thereby  destroying  the 
equality  of  citizens  in  the  enjoyment  of  equal  right  under  the  law. 
Demurrage  to  be  fair  must  be  reciprocal.  The  railroads  maintain 
that  demurrage  is  not  collected  as  a penalty  on  the  individual  shipper 
but  is  an  incentive  to>  compel  the  individual  shipper  to  deal  fairly 
with  the  mass  of  shippers.  Reciprocal  demurrage  joins  both  rail- 
roads and  shippers  in  a common  effort  to  facilitate  business  to  the 
equal  advantage  of  alf  concerned. 

Your  Committee  also  believes  that  the  present  system  of  de- 
murage may  be  made  an  efficient  means  of  discrimination.  At 
present  the  weaker  roads  may  permit  the  use  of  their  cars  without 
compensation.  As  storage  is  a fixed  charge  in  all  productions 
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the  use  of  cars  without  cost  is  a distinct  advantage  to  competitors 
and  therefore  a discrimination. 

As  large  amounts  of  traffic  move  at  certain  seasons,  especially 
in  the  fall  of  the  year,  it  becomes  manifestly  impossible  to  deliver 
all  cars  at  such  periods.  The  railroad  commission  should  therefore 
have  liberal  powers  to  suspend  the  demurrage  law  upon  such  ocas- 
ions  as  a movement  of  traffic  demands  the  same. 

SWITCHING  CHARGES. 

As  representing  a distinct  charge  on  production  and  a factor  on 
individual  competition,  your  Committee  believes  that  all  switching 
charges  should  be  fixed  and  unchanged  for  the  same  class  of  service. 
In  its  investigation  it  appeared  that  switching  charges  in  connec- 
tion with  certain  industries  were  habitually  “absorbed”  or  remitted 
by  certain  railroad  companies.  This  was  done  on  the  assumption 
that  it  was  necessary  to  protect  a given  industry  from  competition 
outside  the  state.  Investigations  led  your  Committee  to  believe 
that  such  concessions  were  not  in  fact  necessary,  but  were  in  effect 
rebates  given  to  the  companies  in  question.  If  any  such  reductions 
are  necessary  to  protect  growing  industrial  centers,  your  Com- 
mittee believes  that  they  should  be  made  by  reduction  in  rates 
upon  an  open  tariff  sheet.  This  would  permit  all  producers  in  a 
given  locality  to  enjoy  the  same  advantages  as  large  producers 
whose  great  volume  of  traffic  may  enable  them  to  extort  con- 
cessions in  switching  charges. 

Your  Committee  also  believes  that  the  matter  o'f  switching 
charges  should  be  distinctly  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  Railroad 
Corqmission.  When  the  railroads  have  once  made  fair  and  rea- 
sonable switching  charges,  these  should  be.  lodged  with  the  com- 
missioners and  published.  Thereafter,  no  changes  should  be  made 
without  a hearing  before  the  commissioners  and  cause  shown 
either  by  carriers  or  shippers.  According  to  the  Attorney  General 
no  such  power  now  resides  in  the  Commission  and  the  Commission 
has  been  unable  to  prevent  rebates  in  these  charges. 

MIDNIGHT  SCHEDULES. 

The  practice  of  the  railroads  in  changing  schedules  without  prior 
notice  to  the  Railroad  Commission  and  to  the  public  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee,  productive  of  unjust  discrimination  and 
unsettles  the  whole  fabric  upon  which  sound  business  enterprises 
should  rest. 
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In  the  present  system  of  production  the  cost  of  carriage  is  one 
of  the  greatest  factors.  Transportation,  both  as  to  raw  material 
and  finished  product,  must  be  carefully  computed  by  all  citizens 
engaged  in  legitimate  competition.  Sudden  and  radical  changes 
in  these  charges  without  notice,  absolutely  destroys  the  security 
of  the  producer  and  may  force  him  out  of  business  when  in  com- 
petition with  others. 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  following  schedules,  several  of  which  were  in  force 
from  only  three  weeks  to  three  months. 
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Such  radical  changes  as  above  mentioned,  must  do  great  injustice 
not  alone  to  competitors,  but  to  rival  producing  centers.  They  not 
alone  give  the  privileged  shipper  a great  advantage  over  the  com- 
petitor who  has  not  received  notice,  but  they  serve  to  derange 
business  at  different  points.  While  these  schedules  are  filed  with 
the  Railroad  Commission  and  at  stations,  they  are  not  generally 
published  and  may  often  expire  before  all  competitor  shippers 
know  of  their  existence.  Thus,  parties  who  have  arranged  that 
the  rate  upon  hay  between  St.  Paul  and  Duluth  is  to  be  reduced 
from  7^  cents  to  four  cents,  could  easily  buy  all  the  hay  supply 
upon  this  understanding  and  practically  put  out  of  business  the 
competitor  for  the  same  market  who  has  not  been  fore-warned. 
As  these  concessions  are  in  all  probability  made  to  large  shippers, 
these  practices  constitute  still  another  burden  upon  the  small  ship- 
per. Your  Committee  believes  that  when  rates  are  once  made  no 
changes  should  be  made  thereafter  without  a full  hearing  and 
cause  shown  before  the  Railroad  Commission.  Such  change  should 
not  be  made  without  ten  (io)  day’s  notice  and  a full  publication 
thereof.  In  case  of  appeal  by  the  railroads,  the  existing  rate  to 
remain  in  effect  until  altered  by  the  decision  of  the  court. 

That  the  Railroad  Commission  should  pass  on  all  changes  in 
rates  before  they  are  placed  in  force,  seems  a legitimate  and  natural 
conclusion  to  your  Committee.  In  answer,  it  is  sometimes  stated 
that  the  railroad  rates  are  so  complex  and  scientific  that  no  one 
but  a railroad  man  can  pass  upon  their  fairness.  To  your  Com- 
mittee it  does  not  seem  improbable  that  men  of  good  mind  and 
liberal  education,  can  be  found  who  can  master  the  intricacies  of 
the  railroad  rate,  at  least,  in  so  faf  as  they  are  manifestly  dis- 
criminating. 

If  the  matter  of  railroad  rates  is  to  be  settled  by  experts,  your 
Committee  believes  that  the  people  who  pay  the  rates  should  have 
an  equal  right  to  the  services  of  such  experts. 

That  the  railroad  which  is  the  party  in  interest,  should  practically 
be  the  arbitrator  in  its  own  case  it  is  neither  a logical  conclusion 
nor  a precept  that  finds  any  foundation  in  the  law  of  common 
sense. 

PRIVATE  CAR  LINES. 

According  to  information  gathered  by  your  Committee,  and  from 
sessions  of  other  Committees  heard  at  the  same  time,  the  abuse  of 
the  jprivate  car  lines  has  grown  to  such  a point  that  immediate  and 
stringent  measures  should  be  taken  to  control  these  corporations. 
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These  private  car  companies,  first  interested  only  in  the  traffic 
of  meat  products,  have  extended  their  operations  so  that  they  now 
almost  entirely  control  all  shipments  of  meats,  fruits  and  many 
other  necessities  of  public  consumption.  By  extortionate  contracts, 
forced  upon  the  large  railroad  companies,  they  receive  a mileage 
rate  for  their  cars  which  is  altogether  out  of  reason,  and  increases 
the  cost  of  almost  all  articles  of  domestic  consumption,  having  se- 
cured almost  exclusive  control  over  these  products. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  Standard 
Oil  Trust,  which  now  controls  the  price  of  oil,  originated  in  a 
similar  manner.  It  received  large  mileage  for  its  own  cars  so  that 
it  drove  all  competitors  out  of  business  and  arbitrarily  secured  the 
entire  market  of  oil  products. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  all  private  cars  operating  to  and 
from  points  in  this  state  should  be  placed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Railroad  Commission,  which  should  have  power  to  enforce 
a fair  and  reasonable  rate. 

It  also  believes  that  your  body  should  memorialize  Congress, 
asking  that  the  private  car  lines  be  abolished  and  such  traffic  be 
hereafter  carried  upon  cars  furnished  by  the  railroads. 

CLASSIFICATIONS. 

Your  Committee  also  believes  that  the  matter  of  freight  classifi- 
cation should  be  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Railroad 
Commission  and  that  no  classification  should  be  changed  without 
the  prior  consent  of  this  body. 

Minnesota  is  included  in  the  Western  Classification  and  the 
classification  of  all-  freight  is  made  by  a body  of  railroad  men  largely 
doing  business,  in  other  states.  While  most  of  the  classifications 
are  changed  in  order  to  accomodate  changes-  in  methods  of  ship- 
ment and  changes  in  handling  commodities,  the  removal  of  one 
product  to  a higher  classification  simply  involves  a higher  rate 
without  actual  notice  to  the  public  by  a change  in  the  published 
tariff. 

REPORT  ON  DISCRIMINATING  RATES. 

In  connection  with  complaints  of  discriminating  rates  lodged 
with  your  Committee,  such  complaints  may  be  classified  as  fol- 
lows : 

(a)  Interstate  rates,  generally  involving  the  long  and  short 
haul  clause. 
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(b)  Local  rates  involving  long  and  short  haul  clause. 

(c)  Complaints  of  discrimination  between  localities. 

(d)  Complaints  of  excessive  rates  by  individuals. 

Nearly  75%  of  all  complaints  lodged  with  your  Committee  in- 
cluded the  matter  of  Inter-state  Commerce  and  the  violation  of 
the  long  and  short  haul.  Your  Committee  concludes  that  this  clause 
has  been  practically  disregarded  in  this  state  since  the  decision  of 
the  supreme  court  which  permits  the  railroads  to  disregard  this 
clause  when  they  conclude  that  the  conditions  of  traffic  demand  th 
same.  While  the  law  is  generally  disregarded,  the  complaints  laid 
before  your  Committee  were  largely  in  connection  with  the  towns 
along  the  river  division  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  & St.  Paul  Rail- 
way. 

Terminal  rates  between  the  Twin  Cities  and  Chicago  are  made 
upon  the  basis  of  competition  with  the  lake  and  rail  of  seven  and 
one-half  cents  (7/4c)  via  Duluth.  The  charge  of  the  regular 
tariff  between  Chicago  and  such  towns  as  Hastings  make  a higher 
rate  for  a shorter  haul  and  places  Hastings  and  similar  towns  at 
a disadvantage  with  terminal  points.  This  is  mentioned  as  a sample 
rate  involving  centers  without  competition  between  different  car- 
riers. 

To  your  Committee  it  must  appear  that  terminal  centers  which 
secure  the  benefit  of  a water  rate,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  enjoy 
such  natural  advantages  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  devise  any 
methods  by  which  centers,  more  unfavorably  located,  can  compete 
on  an  absolute  equality.  The  short  lines  must  make  the  rate  for 
the  longer  lines  between  terminal  centers.  If  the  longer  line  cannot 
meet  it,  it  must  go  out  of  business  at  that  point.  This  principal 
is  generally  recognized  by  both  railroads  and  shippers.  To  meet 
this  rate  in  proportion,  at  all  intermediate  points  would  practically 
destroy  the  local  earnings  upon  which  a large  part  of  the  railroad 
revenue  depends. 

Your  Committee,  however,  sees  no  reason  to  sustain  the  collec- 
tion of  a larger  charge  upon  a shorter  haul.  It  believes  that  for 
the  shorter  haul  the  charge  should  never  be  greater  than  for  the 
longer  haul. 

This  is  the  substance  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  and  a 
continued  disregard  for  the  same  will  place  all  non-competitive 
points  at  a fatal  disadvantage  with  competitive  points. 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  calls  attention  to  the  fact 
that  almost  two-thirds  of  the  commerce  is  inter-state  and  therefor 
entirely  beyond  the  control  of  either  the  State  or  the  Railroad  Com- 
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mission.  Any  relief  from  unjust  .or  unreasonable  rates,  must 
therefore  lie  largely  in  federal  legislation  and  can  only  be  secured 
by  continued  expression  of  public  opinion  through  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Senate. 

Local  abuses  and  unjust  local  rates,  can  and  should  be  corrected 
through  state  legislation,  but  any  underlying  and  far  reaching  re- 
form must  be  national  in  scope  to  be  effective.  Your  Committee 
is  led  to  make  this  comment,  as  there  prevailed  at  its  session  a 
current  opinion  that  the  railroad  commission  has  been  derelict  in 
its  duties  in  not  enforcing  the  inter-state  commerce  law,  which,,  as 
a matter  of  fact,  is  beyond  its  authority. 

LOCAL  RATES  INVOLVING  LONG  AND  SHORT  HAUL  CLAUSE. 

Instances  brought  before  your  Cpmmittee  involving  the  infraction 
of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  as  applied  to  rates  upon  traffic 
originating  and  ending  in  the  state. 

The  Commission  generally  maintains  that  it  has  been  able  to  en- 
force this  feature  of  the  state  law.  When  any  such  discriminations 
were  found  by  your  Committee,  the  railroads  immediately  corrected 
the  same. 

The  correction  of  these  rates  does  not,  however,  involve  the 
matter  of  higher  rates  for  a shorter  haul  where  the  terminal  rates 
are  established  by  competition  between  carriers.  Thus,  the  rate 
on  coal  from  Duluth  to  Fargo,  a distance  of  257  miles  on  the 
Northern  Pacific  Road,  is  met  by  the  Chicago  Milwaukee  & St. 
Paul  Railroad  which  carries  a similar  freight  a distance  of  453 
miles.  The  rate  at  Fargo  is  2.10  while  the  rate  at  intermediate 
stations  is  considerable  higher.  The  thoery  of  this  rate  is  supported 
both  by  the  inter-state  commerce  commission  and  by  the  railroad 
commission  of  the  State.  It  is  stated  with  some  reason,  that  the 
longer  line  is  entitled  to  participate  on  competitive  traffic,  and,  as 
it  meets  a rate  only  at  competitive  points,  there  is  no  individual 
discrimination.  Without  such  competition  between  carriers  at  com- 
petitive points  there  would  be  a distinctly  higher  rate  which  would 
advance  the  price  of  goods  in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

Any  such  apparent  advantage  given  to  terminal  towns  seems  to 
be  an  advantage  granted  to  a point  with  a superior  location  and  is 
difficult  to  suggest  any  device  by  which  towns  with  less  advantage 
in  position,  can  enjoy  absolute  competition. 

DISCRIMINATION  BETWEEN  LOCALITIES. 

Several  complaints  were  presented  involving  discrimination  be- 
tween different  shipping  points. 
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Many  of  these  were  due  to  the  fact  that  shippers  at  certain 
localities  had  apparently  secured  more  favorable  rates  to  assist 
certain  industries.  In  explanation,  the  railroad  officials  state  that 
they  would  grant  favorable  terms  wherever  shippers  would  show 
that  concessions  were  necessary  to  maintain  their  business.  It  also 
appeared  to  your  Committee  that  the  use  of  midnight  schedules 
in  this  connection  involves  a discrimination  between  different 
localities. 

As  between  different  towns  that  are  engaged  in  competitive 
business,  the  rate  should  certainly  be  maintained  at  a fixed  figure. 
The  fact  that  one  shipper  may  get  favorable  rates  by  application 
to  the  railroad  is  an  injustice  to  his  competitior  who  does  not  know 
that  he  may  secure  concessions  or  whose  personal  relations  are 
such  that  no  relief  will  be  granted.  The  making  of  rates  should 
certainly  not  be  dependent  upon  the  personality  of  the  shipper  or 
upon  his  ability  to  induce  the  railroad  to  change  the  rate. 

Several  complaints  were  also  made,  such  as  the  complaint  of  the 
shippers  of  granite  from  St.  Cloud  as  against  the  shippers  of  sand- 
stone from  Sandstone.  These  rates  seem  manifestly  discriminated 
upon  the  same  class  of  traffic  and  were  refered  to  the  Railroad 
Commission  for  relief.  Your  Committee  believes  that  a full  hear- 
ing before  the  Railroad  Commission  will  generally  lead  to  reform 
in  such  rates  and  regrets  that  the  shippers  do  not  more  frequently 
make  use  of  this  department. 

COMPLAINTS  BY  INDIVIDUALS. 

. 

Many  complaints  were  made  in  which  shippers  made  complaint 
of  exhorbitant  rates.  Many  of  these  rates  seemed  exhorbitant  to 
your  Committee  and  they  would  not  observe  that  the  rate  bore 
any  connection  either  to  the  cost  of  carriage  or  to  the  value  of  the 
goods.  Producers  of  granite  in  St.  Cloud  are  unable  to  compete 
with  producers  of  granite  in  Vermont  in  delivery  of  granite  in  the 
adjoining  state  of  Wisconsin,  the  relative  carriage  being  250 
and  1,000  miles.  Such  rates  appeared  to  be  largely  based  upon 
what  traffic  will  bear.  They  should  be  readjusted  so  as  to  give 
Minnesota  shippers  the  immediate  market  to  which  they  are  pro- 
perly entitled.  Merchandise  rates  appear  to  be  too  high  compared 
with  other  rates  and  should  be  reduced  to  approximate  to  similar 
rates  in  Iowa. 

In  pursuance  of  your  instructions  to  investigate  transportation 
rates,  your  Committee  has  to  report  that  it  has  made  such  researches 
both  by  comparison  and  upon  a basis  of  railroad  valuation  as  time 
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would  permit.  After  some  examination  it  has  been  unable  to  dis- 
cover any  exact  or  scientific  basis  upon  which  the  present  standard 
of  rates  may  be  said  to  be  based.  In  defense  of  this  inability  to 
discover  an  exact  system  upon  which  to  base  a rate,  it  would  re- 
mark that  it  has  found  no  person  connected  with  railroad  lines 
or  otherwise,  who  can  explain  the  exact  theory  and  philosophy  of 
railroad  rates. 

Your  Committee,  maintains,  however,  that  the  exceptional 
strategic  position  of  Minnesota  should  permit  its  enjoyment  of  the 
absolutely  mimimum  freight  rate. 

The  lake  rate  between  Duluth  and  Buffalo  is  the  lowest  in  the 
world  as  far  as  your  Committee  can  ascertain.  This  rate  alone 
should  place  Minnesota  at  an  advantage  against  states  that  do  not 
enjoy  this  exceptional  water  competition. 

Competitive  systems  of  railroad  terminating  at  the  Twin  Cities 
and  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  also  make  competitive  points  in  two- 
thirds  of  the  counties  of  the  state.  Competitive  Chicago  lines  also 
gridiron  the  southern  portion  of  the  state  making  similar  points 
of  competition. 

There  are  at  present  three  sorts  of  tariffs  in  Minnesota : 

(a)  The  Distributing  Tariff; 

(b)  The  Distance  Tariff; 

(c)  The  Commodity  Tariff. 

The  distributing  tariff  applies  to  points  known  as  distributing 
centers,  one  of  which  is  generally  a terminal  point.  These  generally 
enjoy  competition  by  lake  or  rail  and  are,  therefore,  lower  than 
tariffs  at  non-distributing  points.  Upon  all  traffic  brought  to  the 
Twin  Cities  and  Duluth  from  Eastern  Points,  rates  are  made  upon 
the  basis  of  the  lake  rate  or  the  lake  and  rail  rate.  As  lake  tariff 
is  controlled  by  no  commission  and  can  never  be  a monopoly,  the 
lake  rate  may  be  said  to  represent  the  standard  of  the  competitive 
rate  in  Minnesota.  ✓ . 

DISTANCE  TARIFF. 

The  distance  tariff  applies  to  stations  not  terminal.  Your  Com- 
mittee has  inspected  a large  number  of  these  distance  tariffs  and 
while  they  are  ordinarily  fair  as  between  the  different  communities, 
it  has  no  information  as  to  the  theory  as  to  which  they  are  based, 
It  submits  herewith  a table  of  distance  rates  in  Minnesota  compared 
with  Iowa.  While  distance  tariffs  differ  according  to  mileage,  the 
distance  of  one  hundred  miles  is  taken  as  representing  an  average 
haul.  It  will  be  observed  that  upon  first-class  merchandise,  the 
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Iowa  Rate  ranges  from  25  to  40  per  cent  lower  than  Minnesota. 
Upon  wheat  and  other  natural  products,  the  difference  in  rate  is 
less  in  proportion. 

Your  Committee  also  submits  the  following  figures  taken  from 
the  report  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  in  1903. 


Minnesota  Gross  Earnings,  7,250  miles $68,061,500 

Iowa  Gross  Earnings,  9,600  miles 57,1 59,083 

Minnesota  Gross  Earnings,  per  mile 9*387 

Iowa  Gross  Earnings,  per  mile 5*953 

Minnesota  Operating  Expense $32,300,000

At  first  sight  these  figures  would  indicate  that  the  net  earnings 
in  Minnesota  are  over  twice  the  net  earnings  in  Iowa,  while  Iowa 
has  only  twenty  (20)  .per  cent  more  mileage.  Gross  Earnings  in 
Minnesota  per  mile  would  also  appear  nearly  sixty  per  cent  (60%) 
higher  in  Iowa.  As  this  relative  comparison  would  indicate  a very 
high  rate  in  Minnesota  and  this  report  has  been  made  the  basis 
of  a demand  for  the  distance  tariff,  your  Committee  has  endeavored 
to  analize  these  relative  tables. 

Upon  examination  of  the  Iowa  report,  it  appears  that  four  of 
the  largest  systems  in  the  state  make  no  report  of  the  tonnage 
carried.  The  Iowa  Commissioners  also  state  that  the  reports  are 
made  upon  a different  basis  and  cannot  be  used  for  comparison.  This 
makes  it  impossible  to  find  the  ton  rate  per  mile  or  the  meaning  of 
the  gross  and  net  earnings.  In  Minnesota,  on  the  other  hand,  all 
returns  are  made  out  in  detail  for  the  purposes  of  the  gross  earn- 
ings tax. 

A comparison  of  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  is  herewith  submitted 
upon  the  five  systems  operating  in  both  states  and  making  reports 
per  mile.

An  examination  of  the  schedule  indicates  that  the  Iowa  rate 
on  high  class  traffic  is  considerably  lower  than  in  Minnesota.  Nearly 
eighty-five  per  cent  (85%)  of  Minnesota  traffic,  however,  is  car- 
ried upon  the  low  commodity  rate.  It  is  a question  whether  a dis- 
tance tariff  applied  to  all  traffic  would  result  in  a net  reduction 
in  rates. 

The  introduction  of  the  distance  tariff  in  Minnesota  is,  there- 
fore, a matter  which  should  require  close  examination  before 
adopting  the  same.  The  character  of  the  state  is  essentially  dif- 
ferent and  a system  in  force  in  Iowa  may  not  be  of  advantage  in 
Minnesota.  While  Iowa  has  no  large  competitive  points,  Min- 
nesota has  competitive  points  like  the  Twin  Cities  and  Duluth, 
which  must,  by  their  exceptional  position  with  reference  to  water 
rates,  always  enjoy  a great  advantage  over  other  points. 

The  nature  of  such  a change  socially  and  financially,  should  be 
fully  determined  before  adopting  a distance  tariff.  While  such 
terminals  as  the  Twin  Cities  and  Duluth  certainly  enjoy  great  ad- 
vantages of  position,  it  should  be  remembered  that  they  also  afford 
great  terminal  markets  for  the  products  of  the  state,  and  have  devel- 
oped centers  of  manufacture  which  are  of  advantage  to  the  state  at 
large.  Thus,  the  mills  of  Minneapolis  fend  to  keep  the  price  of 
wheat  in  the  state  at  least  five  (5)  cents  higher  than  any  other 
market,  because  there  is  a constant  demand  at  all  times  of  the  year 
for  milling  wheat.  The  existence  of  centers  of  manufactures  within 
the  state  itself  must  also  materially  reduce  the  general  price  of' 
the  manufactured  goods  distributed  throughout  the  state. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  Iowa,  where  the  distance  tariffs  have 
existed  for  many  years,  there  is  not  a single  large  center  of 
population  which  either  furnishes  a large  consuming  market  for 
agricultural  products  or  which  has  been  able  to  build  up  great 
manufactures  to  supply  the  people  of  the  state.  The  state  has 
therefore  remained  a distinctly  agricultural  state  with  no  large 
manufacturing  interests  and  a consequent  loss  in  producing  power. 
Neither  has  it  developed  large  wholesale  centers  either  for  the 
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distribution  of  its  own  products  or  for  the  profitable  handling  of 
foreign  goods  brought  from  outside  the  state.  It  is,  therefore, 
dependent  for  its  own  market,  not  upon  centers  of  population 
close  at  hand  but  the  price  of  its  products  is  largely  controlled 
by  the  Chicago  Market  where  the  price  of  corn,  hogs  and  cattle 
is  arbitrarily  determined  by  monopolies  of  various  kinds.  This 
would  be  impossible  if  it  had  a consuming  center  of  a half  million 
people  upon  the  eastern  border  of  the  state. 

In  Minnesota,  however,  there  is  a consuming  population  of  a half 
million  people  in  the  Twin  Cities  and  Duluth.  For  every  three 
producers  of  natural  products  there  is  a local  consumer  close  at 
hand.  Commerce,  Agriculture  and  Manufacture  should  exist  in 
common  to  develop  a civilization  of  the  first  rank.  As  railroad 
rate's  are  unquestionably  the  economic  basis  of  the  whole  present 
structure  of  society,  a change  in  social  conditions  arising  from 
all  radical  changes  should  be  carefully  considered. 

Your  Committee  believes,  however,  that  the  subject  of  a distance 
tariff  is  worthy  of  a careful  consideration  by  the  citizens  of  the 
state  and  recommends  that  the  railroad  commissions  should  make 
an  exhaustive  and  scientific  examination  of  this  system,  not  alone 
in  Iowa,  but  in  other  states  where  it  is  in  use. 

COMMODITY  TARIFF. 

The  commodity  tariff  applies  to  shipments  of  grain,  wood,  lum- 
ber, livestock,  coal  and  most  of  the  natural  products  that  are 
produced  in  the  state.  While  this  rate  may  be  too  high  for  the 
capital  invested,  it  is  one  of  the  lowest  rates  in  the  world  upon 
the  basis  of  the  ton  per  mile.  It  is  a rate  upon  which  the  entire 
agricultural  community  depends  and  it  is  a question  whether  the 
introduction  of  the  distance  tariff  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  state 
at  large  when  applied  to,  the  transportation  of  the  great  primary 
products.  Fully  eighty-five  per  cent  (85  per  cent)  of  the  traffic 
is  carried  on  this  tariff. 

COMPARTIVE  RATES. 

While  it  is  impossible  to  exactly  determine  the  basis  of  the  pre- 
sent rate  in  Minnesota,  your  Committee  has  tried  to  arrive  at 
some  conclusion  by, 

(No.  1)  Comparison  of  similar  rates  in  other  states,  and 

(No.  2)  By  examination  into  the  fairness  of  the  rates  as  de- 
pendent upon  the  capital  invested  by  the  railroad. 

It  finds  that  in  most  European  Countries  the  freight  rates  are 
higher  than  in  the  United  States.  As  the  capital  invested,  how- 
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ever,  is  from  two  to  three  times  higher  in  the  European  States, 
it  concludes  that  the  rate  based  upon  the  money  actually  invested  is 
not  materially  higher  than  in  the  United  States.  Distances  are 
also  short  and  the  tremendous  carriage  of  raw  products  long  dis- 
tances, at  a mimimum  rate,  is  entirely  absent  in  European  Traffic. 

Compared  with  an  adjoining  states  of  a similar  character  the 
rates  charged  in  Minnesota  are  not  so  high  as  in  the  states  to  the 
west  and  they  are  higher  than  in  Iowa.  The  comparative  method, 
however,  is  defective  in  that  the  conditions  of  every  state  are 
entirely  different  both  as  to  the  cost  of  construction  and  the  amount 
of  traffic  carried.  Moreover  the  reports  of  the  different  states  are 
made  on  a different  basis  so  that  it  is  impossible  to  draw  a con- 
clusion by  comparison. 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  submits  herewith  a statement 
showing  average  receipts  per  ton  per  mile  for  Minnesota  for  1904:

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From  these  figures  it  will  be  observed*  that  there  is  a radical  dif- 
ference per  ton  per  mile  upon  roads  of  the  same  character  running 
through  exactly  the  same  country.  This  table  illustrates  effectively 
the  difficulty  of  securing  exact  conclusions  from  the  railroad  statis- 
tics. 

It  will  be  observed,  however,  that  the  average  rate  in  Minnesota 
is  .941,  while  the  average  rate  per' ton  in  the  whole  country  for 
inter-st^te  commerce  is  .763.  Considering  the  enormous  amount  of 
traffic  carried  at  low  rate  in  the  thickly  populated  eastern  states  this 
does  not  indicate  that  the  rate  is  proportionately  higher  in  Minne- 
sota than  the  rest  of  the  country. 

RATES  BASED  ON  VALUATION. 

The  true  method  of  determining  a just  rate  is  unquestionably 
to  secure  a rate  which  will  give  a fair  and  reasonable  return  ac- 
cording to  the  amount  of  capital  invested. 

Upon  the  theory  that  the  railroad  is  a common  carrier  to  convey 
the  products  of  the  country  as  the  agent  of  the  people,  the  rate 
of  such  cariiers  should  certainly  be  made  upon  the  basis  of  some 
fair  return  on  the  investment.  In  this  connection  your  Committee 
believes  that  in  arriving  at  such  returns,  the  somewhat  perilous  and 
uncertain  character  of  the  investment  should  be  fully  borne  in  mind. 
Money  originally  invested  in  a new  road  is  embarked  on  a specu- 
lative venture  as.  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  fully  three-quarters 
of  the  railroads  in  the  United  States  have  passed  through  bank- 
ruptcy at  some  time  in  their  career. 

Many  railroads  are  built  without  due  cause  and  many  are 
built  in  a slipshod  and  extravagant  manner  so  that  it  is  practically 
impossible  for  them  to  exist  upon  any  rate  which  is  fair  to  the 
people.  Many  roads  have  been  built  for  purely  piratical  purposes 
to  blackmail  existing  lines  that  were  amply  able  to  handle  the 
business  at  a fair  rate.  These  lines  have  been  commonly  absorbed 
or  forced  into  bankruptcy.  They  represent  an  absolute  waste  of 
productive  capital.  By  compelling  solvent  lines  to  purchase  them 
in  self  defense  they  add  a large  capitalization  to  railroad  indebted- 
ness which,  must  eventually  lead  to  a high  general  range  of  rates. 
The  financial  history  of  the  railroads  in  the  United  States  has 
been  characterized  by  over-building,  over-capitalization  and  con- 
sequent bankruptcy  to, such  an  extent  that  it  is  manifestly  unfair  to 
the  people  to  make  a rate  that  will  cover  the  amount  of  capital 
. lost  in  this  manner. 
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Your  Committee  advances  the  opinion  that  the  present  physical 
value  of  the  railroad  may  be  taken  as  the  basis  upon  which  it 
is  entitled  to  pay  a dividend.  While  much  capital  may  have  been 
absorbed  in  equipment  and  maintenance,  the  railroad  has  presum- 
ably made  a profit  upon  such  capital,  while  the  increase  in  value 
in  land,  terminals  and  roadway  should  ordinarily  more  than  cover 
all  possible  losses  sustained. 

CAPITALIZATION. 

Your  Committee  herewith  submits  the  following  table  showing 
the  relation  of  gross  and  net  earnings,  indebtedness  and  mile  in- 
debtedness of  lines  in  Minnesota  for  periods  between  1871  and 
1904.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  that  the  capitalization  of  Min- 
nesota roads  amounted  in  1904  to  $343,611,135,  or  an  average 
amount  of  $46,000  per  mile,  against  $273,448,971,  in  1901,  or 
$38,000  per  mile. 

This  shows  an  increased  capitalization  of  $70,000,000  made 
in  three  years  with  an  increased  mileage  in  Minnesota  of  only 
475  miles. 

At  a maximum  figure  of  $40,000  per  mile  such  mileage  should 
not  have  cost  over  $19,000,000.  This  leaves  an  apparent  valuation 
of  $50,000,000,  adding  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  railroads  with- 
out any  corresponding  increase  in  real  value  or  assets  in  Minnesota. 
The  capitalization  of  railroads  in  this  state  is  therefore  apparently 
raised  from  $38,000  to  $46,000  per  mile  an  increase  of  $8,000  per 
mile  or  about  20  per  cent. 

While  the  valuation  of  the  Great  Northern  Road  was  not  in- 
cluded in  the  returns  of  1901,  and  is  reported  in  the  returns  of 
1904,  it  is  still  apparent  that  there  is  a very  large  increase  of  capita- 
lization during  the  last  three  years  without  any  corresponding  in- 
crease of  railroad  assets. 
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Your  Committee  maintains  that  it  is  manifestly  unfair  that  a 
railroad  rate  should  be  laid  upon  the  people,  so  that  they  be  com- 
pelled to  pay  dividends  upon  capitalization  representing  no  invest- 
ment of  capital.  Such  increase  in  capitalization  apparently  covers 
a great  increase  of  earnings  due  to  the  vast  increase  of  railroad 
business.  Your  Committe  confesses  its  inability  to  discover  where 
this  extra  capitalization  has  been  made  as  to-  the  different  lines  oper- 
ating in  this  state.  When  the  capitalization  is  increased  upon  the 
large  systems  operating  in  many  states,  the  capitalization  in  separate 
states  can  only  be  discovered  according  to  the  proportional  mileage 
in  those  states. 

In  this  connection  your  Committee  would  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  total  indebtedness  of  all  systems  running  in  this 
state  in  1901,  was  $1,494,746,166.  In  1904,  the  indebtedness  of 
the  same  lines  was  $2,184,549,685. 

. This  shows  an  increase  of  total  indebtedness  of  $689,  803,519  in 
thr^e  years. 

To  pay  interest  upon  this  sum  at  5 per  cent,  some  $35,000,000 
must  be  raised  annually  upon  freights  in  the  several  states  where 
these  systems,  operate.  While  there  has  unquestionably  been  a large 
amount  spent  in  extra  mileage  and  permanent  improvements  dur- 
ing' the  past  three  years,  it  is  apparent  that  there  has  been  a very 
large  over-capitalization  without  corresponding  assets.  The  re- 
ports made  by  the  railroad  are  of  such  character  and  the  various 
readjustments  of  the  Great  Northern  lines  and  other  systems  are  of 
such  a complex  nature  that  it  is  quite  out  of  the  question  to  arrive 
at  the  facts  in  the  case  without  a careful  investigation  extending 
over  a considerable  period  of  time. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  capitalization  of  the  different  lines 
in  the  state  there  are  found  to  be  capitalized  anywhere  from  $33,000 
to  $90,000  per  mile.  Many  of  the  weak  and  inferior  lines  are  found 
to  be  capitalized  from  two  to'  three  times  as  much  as  the  old  conser- 
\ative  lines  whose  real  value  is  much  larger.  It  is  apparent,  there- 
fore, that  the  earnings  upon  capitalization  cannot  be  taken  as  a 
basis  upon  which  to  make  a rate. 

PHYSICAL  VALUATION. 

As  representing  the  real  values  of  railroad  properties,  the  State 
Railroad  Commission  made  a physical  valuation  upon  the  Duluth 
& Iron  Range  Railroad,  and  the  Duluth,  Mesabi  & Northern  Rail- 
road in  1902. 
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According  to  these  figures  the  real  value  of  the  Duluth  & Iron 
Range  Railroad  at  that  time  was  $14,556,167.11,  or  approximately 
$70,000  per  mile.  According  to  their  returns  the  Duluth  & Iron 
Range  Railroad  made  a net  profit  in  1903  of  $3,779,243.68,  or  23 
per  cent  upon  the  capital  invested. 

The  same  examination  showed  the  valuation  of  the  Duluth, 
Mesabi  & Northern  Railroad  at  $10,471,747.  Their  net  earnings 
in  that  year  were  $1,595,766.92,  or  net  earnings  of  approximately 
fourteen  per  cent  (14%).  Their  earnings  in  1903  were  $3,215,- 
245.68,  or  a return  of  about  thirty-two  per  cent  (32%). 

Your  Committee  presents  these  particular  figures  as  these  are  the 
only  railroads  doing  business  in  this  state  upon  which  the  actual 
value  is  known  by  the  state  officials.  Without  embarking  upon  any 
prolonged  discussion  of  the  iron  roads,  your  Committee  would  state 
that  the  average  rate  for  an  approximate  haul  of  100  miles  from 
the  range  to  Lake  Superior  is  80  cents  per  ton,  while  75  cents  is 
charged  for  the  1,000  miles  trip  by  water  from  Duluth  to  Lake 
Erie  ports. 

Further  investigation  develops  the  fact  that  these  large  profits 
are  due  to  the  tremendous  volume  of  traffic  carried  at  a low  cost 
price  per  ton,  rather  than  a high  ton  rates  as  compared  with  other 
coarse  commodities.  In  fact  the  iron  rate  is  not  high  compared 
with  other  coarse  product  rates. 

A rate  made  upon  the  basis  of  a fair  return  upon  the  investment 
would  make  a great  reduction  in  this  rate  to  the  benefit  of  the  state 
lands  upon  the  range  and  the  consumers  of  all  products  of  iron. 
According  to  the  present  decisions  of  the  courts,  the  iron  traffic 
L all  inter-state  commerce  which  affords  an  additional  reason  in 
support  of  federal  measures  to  place  the  rate-making  power  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

increase  in  freight  rates. 

Your  Committee  submits  herewith  a report  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission showing  the  comparison  of  merchandise  and  commodity 
rates  upon  the  Great  Northern  line  and  the  Milwaukee  Lines,  cov- 
ering a period  of  seventeen  years  between  1887  and  1904.  These 
figures  show  a general  reduction  from  ten  to  twenty-five  per  cent 
(25%).  (See  table). 
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Your  Committee  also  submits  (b)  the  average  receipts  per  ton 
per  mile  for  all  roads  between  the  year  1895  and  Year  I9°4- 
These  also  show  a reduction  during  that  time  upon  the  average 
freight  rate  per  ton  per  mile. 

Your  Committee  concludes  that  the  large  increase  in  earnings  has 
not  apparently  been  due  to  any  general  increase  in  rates  but  is,  in 
fact,  due  to  the  tremendous  increase  in  business  and  the  marked 
decrease  in  the  cost  of  carrying  traffic. 

It  would  be  conservative  to  conclude  that  freight  can  now  be 
carried  in  the  State  of  Minnesota  25  per  cent  cheaper  than  similar 
carriage  in  1891.  This  is  due  to  a perfection  of  system  and  econ- 
omy in  carrying  freight  that  exists  in  no  other  part  of  the  world. 
In  1901,  many  railroads  in  Minnesota  were  carrying  freight  upon, 
grades  of  one  per  cent.  Today  such  grades  have  been  reduced 
nearly  fifty  per  cent  with  a tremendous  saving  in  the  cost  of  haul. 

In  1901,  an  average  train  would  consist  of  twenty  cars,  of  30,000 
pounds  each,  or  a total  carriage  of  600,000  pounds.  Today  many 
lines  in  this  state  are  carrying  forty  cars,  of  50,000  pounds,  with 
* a total  train  carriage  of  2,000,000,  pounds  or  three  times  the 
amount  of  carriage  in  1891. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  railroad  managers  and  en- 
gineers for  the  magnificent  manner  in  which  they  have  accomp- 
lished this  great  reduction  in  the  cosLof  carriage.  While  they  are 
entitled  to  a large  increase  in-  profits  due  to  their  own  skill  and  fore- 
sight, your  Committee  believes  that  the  public  is  now  entitled  to 
share  in  the  decrease  in  cost  of  carriage  by  a substantial  reduction 
ir,  the  rates  now  charged. 

While  the  unusual  complexity  of  the  railroad  business  and  the 
short  time  at  hand  did  not  permit  your  Committee  to  arrive  at  any 
precise  conclusion  in  regard  to  exact  rates,  it  believes  that  the  Legis- 
lative body  and  the  Railroad  Commission  should  base  any  reform 
in  rates  upon  a reasonable  return  upon  the  money  invested  and 
should  also  take  into  consideration  the  large  decrease  in  the  cost  of 
carriage. 

In  this  connection  it  would  recommend  that  the  Railroad  Com- 
mission and  its  experts  should  make  an  exhaustive  examination  up- 
on this  subject  and  report  its  findings  upon  the  same.  'The  real 
value  of  railroads  in  this  state  would  demand  an  examination  in- 
volving considerable  expense,  but  such  expense  would  probably  be 
warranted,  if  any  systematic  reform  is  to  be  made  in  connection 
with  the  railroad  rate. 
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Your  Committee  believes  that  the  present  basis  of  rates  is  neither 
logical  nor  scientific  and  appears  to  bear  no  apparent  relation  either 
to  the  cost  of  carriage  or  the  amount  of  money  actually  invested  in 
roads. 

In  conclusion  your  Committee  would  state'  that  the  figures  pre- 
sented in  this  report  have  been  secured  from  the  office  of  the  Rail- 
road Commission.  If  such  figures  should  prove  to  be  misleading  or 
incorrect  and  thus  adverse  to  the  railroads  this  is  largely  due  to  the 
obscure,  misleading  and  complex  returns  that  are  made  to  the  pub- 
lic by  the  roads  in  question. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  makes  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

- First.  That  Congress  be  memorialized  to  pass  a law  increasing 
- the  powers  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  so  that  that 
body  may  make  and  enforce  a rate  when  necessary  and  that  it  may 
have  power  to  enforce  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  and  all  other 
provisions  of  the  law. 

Second.  That  Congress  be  memorialized  to  abolish  the  Private 
Car  Lines  and  to  compel  the  railroad  companies  to  furnish  the 
necessary  equipment  so  that  just  and  reasonable  rates  for  refriger- 
ator service  may  be  enforced  by  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion. 

Third.  That  a law  be  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota  providing  in  substance  that  no  change  in  tariffs,  rates, 
charges  or  classification  shall  be  made  without  the  prior  consent  of 
the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission;  that  when  an  order  is 
made  by  the  Commissioners  it  should  be  placed  in  effect  at  once; 
that  whenever  any  change  is  made,  notice  thereof  shall  be  posted  in 
all  stations  affected  thereby,  indicating  what  commodities  are  af- 
fected and  where  the  new  tariffs  may  be  seen;  that  there  shall  be 
but  one  classification  which  shall  be  uniform  on  all  roads  of  the 
state;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Railroad  Commission  to  ex- 
amine the  books,  vouchers  and  records  of  the  common  carriers  of 
the  state  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  the  laws  of 
the  state  and  orders  of  the  Commission  are  properly  carried  into 
effect. 

Fourth.  That  upon  the  request  of  citizens  complaining  in  con- 
nection with  interstate  commerce  rates  tjae  Railroad  and  Ware- 
house Commission  be  authorized  to  examine  such  complaints  and 
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Xo  present  the  same  before  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission 
for  a hearing  and  remedy. 

Fifth.  That  penalties  should  be  provided  for  and  enforced 
against  any  railroad  company  which  grants  rebates  in  any  form 
whatsoever  and  that  penalties  should  also  be  provided  for  and  en- 
forced against  any  person  who  knowingly  accepts  such  rebates.  In- 
dividuals should  be  made  liable  as  well  as  corporations. 

Sixth.  That  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  should 
be  instructed  to  readjust  the  tariff  of  the  state  on  classified  freight  in 
such  manner  as  to  allow  a difference  of  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent 
(5%)  between  the  distributing  tariffs  and  distance  tariffs;  that  said 
readjustment  should  include  a reduction  in  the  tariff  rates  on  classi- 
fied freights,  so  as  to  make  them  substantially  on  an  average  with 
the  tariffs  on  similar  freights  in  the  state  of  Iowa;  further,  that  in 
making  such  readjustments  the  different  classes  should  be  made  to 
bear  a similar  ratio  to  each  other  on  classified  freights. 

Seventh.  That  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  should 
make  a thorough  investigation  of  the  express  rates  of  the  state,  con- 
trol the  enforcement  of  the  long  and  short  haul  clause  and  to  make 
such  reductions  in  the  express  tariffs  of  the  state  as  may  be  demed 
necessary  and  that  funds  should  be  furnished  for  this  and  other  ex- 
aminations. 

Eighth.  That  the  Railroad  Commission  be  instructed  to  make  a 
thorough  and  careful  examination  as  to  the  distance  tariff  in  effect 
ir  Iowa  and  report  upon  the  same,  both  as  to  the  net  rate  compared 
with  the  Minnesota  rate  and  as  to  the  advisability  of  adopting  such 
tariffs.  That  the  Commission  be  authorized  to  make- a physical  ex- 
amination as  to  the  railroad  property  of  the  state  and  to  report  the 
present  value  of  the  same.  That  it  also  investigate  the  present  cost 
of  carriage  to  the  end  that  it  may  report  upon  the  fairness  of  the 
rate  now  in  force  in  the  State  of  Minnesota. 

Ninth.  That  the  several  bills  and  resolutions  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing  recom- 
mendations be  and  they  are  hereby  recommended  for  passage  by  the 
Legislature  and  that  all  the  said  bills  be  printed  and  made  a special 
order. 

In  the  submission  of  this  report,  your  Committee  submits  that  it 
is  manifestly  impossible  in  the  time  allowed  to  make  an  investiga- 
tion that  would  warrant  it  in  recommending  radical  or  precise 
changes  in  the  existing  rates.  This  is  a matter  requiring  exhaustive 
investigation  and  technical  knowledge  that  must  be  gathered  and 
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presented  by  the  Railroad  Commission,  before  changes  can  be  made 
that  might  radically  injure  the  general  interests  of  the  state. 

It  has,  therefore,  endeavored  to  make  such  recommendations  as 
may  remedy  many  existing  and  apparent  evils  with  such  suggestions 
as  may  be  of  value  to  the  people  of  the  state  in  effecting  any  future 
changes  in  the  general  rates.

corporation  shall  have  the  same  right  to  make  any  and  all  such 
alterations  and  to  build  any  and  all  such  extensions  and  branches 
as  it  would  have  if  it  had  been  authorized  so  to  do  by  its  charter  or 
articles  of  incorporation.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR. 


The  following  messages  were  received  from  His  Excellency, 
the  Governor :

St.  Paul,  April  n,  1905. 

Hon.  Ray  W.  Jones,  President  of  the  Senate , 

Sir  : The  best  information  of  which  I am  possessed  reveals  to 

me  the  fact  that,  chiropractic,  so-called,  is  a discovery  of  very  recent 
origin,  and  was  discovered  and  developed  by  men  who  were  not 
learned  in  the  science  of  healing  disease.  It  is  not  apparent  to 
me  that  the  devotees  of  this  so-called  art  in  this  State  are  possessed 
of  the  proper  knowledge  of  anatomy  and  kindred  subjects  to  prop- 
erly ’constitute  a board  for  the  examination  of  others  in  those 
subjects. 

The  enactment  of  a law  creating  a State  Board  of  Chiropractic 
Examiners  and  registration,  and  to  regulate  the  practice  of  chiro- 
practic in  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  to  license  chiropractors,  will 
dignify  this  new  and  untried  school  to  the  extent  that  the  people 
will  look  to  it  as  a panacea  and  remedy  for  the  ills  to  which  the 
human  body  is  heir,  and  must  from  the  very  nature  of  that  con- 
fidence so  established,  be  more  or  less  imposed  upon  by  practi- 
tioners who  will  have  adopted  this  means  to  abuse  the  confidence 
of  the  public. 
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Chiropractic  has  not  yet  become  a science  or  even  a school,  and 
is  at  best  but  an  untried  experiment  which  has  produced  no  lasting 
or  definite  results.  Among  the  applicants  for  positions  on  this 
proposed  board  are  insurance  agents,  and  men  in  other  walks  of 
life  with  absolutely  no  medical  training  whatever.  The  health  of 
the  public  is  the  first  essential,  and  should  be  safeguarded  by  every 
possible  legal  requirement,  and  if  chiropractic  must  be  recognized 
at  all,  those  practicing  this  so-called  art  should  certainly  be  re- 
quired to  pass  examinations  in  the  essential  branches  by  due  and 
regular  examination  before  the  State  Medical  Board,  which  repre-< 
sents  the  best  thought  and  is  the  recognized  and  established  stand- 
ard which  has  been  developed  from  the  experience  of  the  ages. 

Believing  this,  I cannot  give  my  approval  to  Senate  File  No.  81, 
“An  act  creating  a State  Board  of  Chiropractic  Examiners  and 
Registration,  and  to  regulate  the  practice  of  chiropractic  in  the 
State  of  Minnesota  to  license  chiropractors  and  to  punish  persons 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  act,”  which  is  herewith  returned 
without  my  signature  and  approval.

Any  railroad  company  mentioned  in  section  one  of 
this  act  upon  receipt  of  notice  from  a shipper  that  one  or  more  cars 
have  been  loaded  by  such  shipper  and  are  ready  for  delivery  to  such 
company  at  the  place  of  loading  thereof,  to  be  carried  over  the  rail- 
load  of  such  company  towards  the  destination  of  said  car  or  cars, 
shall  remove  such  car  or  cars  from  such  loading  point  and  forward 
the  same  toward"  the  destination  thereof  within  a reasonable  time 
after  receiving  such  notice,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted. 

Section  3.  Any  railroad  company  mentioned  in  section  one  of 
ihis  act,  which,  shall  receive  from  a connecting  carrier  one  or  more 
cars  of  freight  consigned  to  any  point  on  or  beyond  its  line,  shall 
within  a reasonable  time  after  such  car  or  cars  are  offered  to  it,  or 
are  placed  on  its  transfer  or  other  tracks,  forward  the  same  over 
its  railroad  towards  destination. 

Section  4.  When  any  such  railroad  company  in  this  state  shall 
have  received  from  any  shipper,  or  from  a connecting  railroad,  for 
shipment  over  its  railroad,  one  or  more  cars  of  freight,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  company  receiving  such  car  or  cars  of  freight, 
within  a reasonable  time  after  the  receipt  thereof,  to  start  the  same 
forward  from  the  place  of  shipment  towards  the  point  of  destina- 
tion, and  after  being  started  forward  such  car  or  cars  of  freight 
shall  be  continued  in  transit  towards  the  destination  thereof  at  a 
reasonable  rate  of  speech 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  railroad  company  men- 
tioned in  section  one  of  this  act  to  deliver  at  the  usual  place  of 
unloading  by  the  consignee  all  cars  of  freight  hauled  by  it  for  de- 
livery to  said  consignee  within  a reasonable  time,  Sundays  and 
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holidays  excepted,  after  such  cars  shall  have  reached  the  yards  of 
such  railroad  company  at  said  point  of  destination. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  railroad  company  doing  business  in 
this  state  shall  be  unable  from  any  reasonable  cause  to  furnish  cars 
at  any  railroad  station  or  sidetrack  in  accordance  with  the  demands 
made  by  all  persons  requesting  cars  at  such  stations  or  sidetracks, 
for  the  shipment  of  grain  or  other  freight,  such  cars  as  are  fur- 
nished at  such  station  or  sidetrack  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as 
may  be  among  the  applicants  therefor  until  each  shipper  who  has 
requested  a car  or  cars  shall  have  received  at  least  one  car.  The 
balance  of  the  cars  shall  be  divided  ratably  between  the  shippers 
who  have  requested  the  same  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  daily 
receipts  of  grain  or  other  freight  by  each  shipper  or  to'  the  amount 
of  grain  or  other  freight  offered  at  such  station  or  sidetrack  by  such 
shippers. 

Section  7 All  charges  for  demurrage,  car  rental  and  trackage 
made  by  any  railroad  company  doing  business  in  this  state  shall  be 
just  and  reasonable  and  shall  be  fixed  and  prescribed  by  printed 
tariffs  published  and  filed  with  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
mission of  this  state  and  kept  for  the  use  of  the  public  in  every 
depot  and  station  upon  the  line  of  such  railroad  company  in  such 
places  and  in  such  form  as  they  can  be  conveniently  inspected. 

Section  8.  Upon  the  verified  complaint  of  any  person  or  of  any 
corporation,  private  or  municipal,  that  the  demurrage  charges  as- 
sessed by  any  railway  company  are  unequal  or  unreasonable,  or 
that  there  have  been  unreasonable  delays  in  furnishing  cars  for 
loading  as  above  prescribed,  or  that  there  has  been  unjust  discrimi- 
nation in  the  furnishing  of  cars,  then  and  in  that  case,  it  shall  be 
the  dity  of  the  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commission  to  proceed  to 
investigate  the  matters  alleged  in  such  complaint;  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  investigation  they  may  require  the  attendance  of 
witnesses  and  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents.  If, 
upon  the  hearing,  such  complaint  shall  be  sustained  in  whole  or 
in  part  the  commission  shall  thereupon  make  an  order  stating  where- 
in the  matters  complained  of  are  unreasonable  or  unjust,  and  pre- 
scribing such  rules  and  regulation  in  regard  thereto  as  shall  be  just 
and  reasonable,  and  do  substantial  justice  between  the  shipper  and 
the  railway  companies. 

Section  9.  Any  order  made  by  said  Railroad  and  Warehouse 
Commission  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  ap- 
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peal,  take  effect  twenty  (20)  days  after  the  service  of  such  order. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Provided,  that  meals  to  be  served  upon  the  premises  or  else- 
where by  caterers,  prepared  tobacco  in  places  other  than  where  in- 
toxicating liquors  are  kept  for  sale,  fruits,  confectionary,  news- 
papeis,  drugs,  medicines,  and  surgical  appliances  may  be  sold  in  a 
quiet  and  orderly  manner.  In  works  of  necessity  or  charity  is  in- 
cluded whatever  is  needful  during  the  day  for  good  order,  health  or 
comfort  of  the  community ; but  keeping  open  a barber  shop  or  shav- 
ing and  hair  cutting  shall  not  be  deemed  works  of  necessity  or 
charity,  and  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  permit 
the  selling  of  uncooked  meats,  groceries,  clothing,  boots,  or  shoes.”

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H.  F.  No.  273,  A bill  for  an  act  to  provide  for  the  taxation  of 
inheritances,

do  pass. 

Adopted. 

Mr._  Somerville  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that 
H.  F.  No.  273  may  be  amended  at  this  time.

Mr.  Somerville,  offered  the  following  amendment  to  H.  F.  No. 
273- 

Mr.  Somerville  moves  that  all  of  H.  F.  No.  273,  after  the  enact- 
ing clause,  be  stricken  out,  and  that  the  following  be  inserted  in 
lieu  thereof : 

Section  1.  A tax  shall  be  and  is  hereby  imposed  upon  all  in- 
heritances, devices,  bequests,  legacies  and  gifts  of  every  kind  and 
description,  of  any  and  all  persons  and  corporations,  the  value  of 
which  exceeds  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  and  upon  such  excess 
only. 

Sec.  2.  Such  tax  shall  be  computed  upon  the  full  and  true 
value  of  such  inheritance,  devise,  bequest,  legacy  or  gift,  above  such 
excess,  at  the  following  rate,  viz : 

1.  When  such  valuation  is  over  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) 
and  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  the  rate  shall  be 
one  and  one-half  (i/4)  per  cent  thereof. 

2.  When  such  valuation  is  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000), 
or  over  and  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000), 
the  rate  shall  be  three  (3)  per  cent  thereof. 

3.  When  such  valuation  is  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,- 
000)  or  over,  the  rate  shall  be  five  (5)  per  cent  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  All  taxes  imposed  by  this  act  shall  take  effect  at  and 
upon  the  death  of  the  decedent  or  donor  and  shall  be  due  and  pay- 
able at  the  expiration  of  one  (1)  year  from  such  death,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  act;  provided,  however,  that  taxes  upon 
any  devise/bequest,  legacy  or  gift,  limited,  conditioned,  dependent 
or  determinable  upon  the  happening  of  any  contingency  or  future 
event,  by  reason  of  which  the  full  and  true  value  thereof  cannot 
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be  ascertained  at  or  before  the  time  when  the  taxes  become  due 
and  payable  as  aforesaid,  shall  accrue  and  become  due  and  payable 
when  the  person  or  corporation  beneficially  entitled  thereto  shall 
come  into  actual  possession  or  enjoyment  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Any  administrator,  executor  or  trustee  having  in  charge 
or  in  trust  any  property  for  distribution  embraced  in  or  belonging 
to  any  inheritance,  devise,  bequest,  legacy  or  gift,  subject  to  the 
tax  thereon  as  imposed  by  this  act,  shall  deduct  the  tax  therefrom, 
and  within  thirty  days  thereafter  he  shall  pay  over  the  same  to  the 
county  treasurer  as  herein  provided. 

If  such  property  be  not  in  money,' he  shall  collect  the  tax  on  such 
inheritance,  devise,  bequest,  legacy  or  gift,  upon  the  appraised 
value  thereof,  from  the  person  entitled  thereto’. 

He  shall  not  deliver,  or  be  compelled  to  deliver,  any  property  em- 
braced in  any  inheritance,  devise,  bequest,  legacy  or  gift,  subject  to 
tax  under  this  act,  to  any  person  until  he  shall  have  collected  the 
tax  thereon. 

See.  5.  The  tax  imposed  by  this  act  upon  inheritances,  devises, 
bequests  or  legacies  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in 
which  the  probate  court  having  jurisdiction,  as  herein  provided,  is 
located ; and  the  tax  so  imposed  upon  gifts  shall  be  payable  tO'  the 
scale  treasurer,  and  the  treasurer  to  whom  the  tax  is  paid  shall 
give  the  executor,  administrator,  trustee  or  person  paying  such  tax, 
duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  immediately  trans- 
mitted to  the  State  Auditor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  charge  the 
treasurer  so  receiving  the  tax  with  the  amount  thereof ; and  where 
such  tax  is  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  he  shall  seal  said  receipt 
with 'the  seal  of  his  office  and  countersign  the  same  and  return  it 
to  the  executor,  administrator  or  trustee,  whereupon  it  shall  be  a 
proper  voucher  in  the  settlement  of  his  accounts.  No  executor,  ad- 
ministrator, or  trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  a final  accounting  of  an 
estate,  in  the  settlement  of  which  a tax  may  become  due  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  until  he  shall  produce  a receipt,  so  sealed  and 
countersigned  by  the  State  Auditor,  or  a certified  copy  of  the  same. 

All  taxes  paid  , into  the  county  treasury  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  immediately  be  paid  into  the  state  treasury  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  State  Auditor  and  shall  belong  to  and  be  a part  of 
the  revenue  fund  of  the  state. 

Sec.  6,  Every  tax  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  a lien  upon  the 
property  embraced  in  any  inheritance,  devise,  bequest,  legacy  or

Upon  the  presentation  of  any  petition  to  any  probate 
court  of  this  state  for  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  or 
for  ancillary  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration,  the  probate 
court  shall  cause  a copy  of  the  citation  or  order  for  the  hearing  of 
such  petition  to  be  served  upon  the  county  treasurer  of  his  county 
not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  such  hearing.  The  court  shall  there- 
upon. as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  granting  of  any  such  letters, 
proceed  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  value  of  every  inheritance, 
devise,  bequest  or^  legacy  embraced  in  or  payable  out  of  the  estate 
in  which  such  letters  are  granted  and  the  tax  due  thereon. 

The  county  treasurer  shall  have,  the  same  rights  to  apply  for  let- 
ters of  administration  as  are  conferred  upon  creditors  by  law. 

Sec.  14.  The  probate  court  may,  in  any  matter  mentioned  in 
the  preceding  section,  either  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  the  ap-

Whereas,  Thereafter  said  resolution  was  reported  to  the  Senate 
and  was  concurred  in  by  the  Senate,  but  without  discussion  and 
without  knowledge  upon  the  part  of  many  of  the  Senatois  of

Whereas,  Two  previous  sessions  of  the  Legislature  of  this 
State  passed  memorials  to  Congress -urgently  asking  the  creation 
of  this  forest  reserve,  backed  by  the  overwhelming  sentiment  of 
the  people  of  the  state  and  endorsed  by  all  the  important  public 
bodies  within  the  state,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  fully  recognized  that  the  creation  of  this  re- 
serve is' legislation  of  vast  importance  to  the  forestry  question  in 
this  country;  is  of  great  value  as  a protection  to  the  water  supply 
at  the  headwaters  of  the  Mississippi  River;  will  afford  a contin- 
uing supply  of  pine  lumber,  and  will  save  a region  of  unsurpassed 
beauty  as  a health  and  pleasure  resort  for  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  the  people  of  the  whole  middle  west,  and  which  annually 
brings  many  millions  of  dollars  into'  this  state  from  visiting  tourists, 
to  the  benefit  of  our  entire  people,  and  will  be  administered  entirely 
at  the  expense  of  the  national  government,  and 

Whereas,  Said  concurrent  resolution  does  not  express  the  sen- 
timent of  a majority  of  this  Senate;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  that  it  do  revoke,  and  that  it  does 
hereby  revoke,  its  action  upon  said  concurrent  resolution;

Mr.  McGill,  from  the  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Expenditures 
presented  the  following  report. 

report  of  committee  on  public  accounts  and  expenditures. 
To  the  President  ofm  the  Senate : 

The  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  and  Expenditures  to>  whom 
was  referred  the  message  of  the  Governor  dated  February  9,  1905, 
and  the  Report  of  the  Public  Examiner  of  his  examination  of  the 
State  Auditor’s  office  therewith  transmitted,  have  the  honor  to 
report  that,  having  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  the  Committee  on 
Public  Accounts  and  Expenditures  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
had  under  investigation  the  same  subject  matter,  with  power  to 
send  for  persons  and  papers,  the  Senate  Committee,  after  due  con- 
sideration, deemed  it  unnecessary  to  undertake  and  duplicate  exactly 
the  same  work.  However,  some  of  the  members  of  the  Senate 
Committee  attended  hearings  before  the  House  Committee,  and  in 
this  way  and  through  other  inquiry,  the  said  Senate  Committee 
became  advised  in  a general  way  of  the  facts  relating  to  the  charges 
made  by  the  Public  Examiner.  The  fact  was  well  established  that 
the  examination  made  was  based  wholly  upon  the  face  of  the 
records  of  the  Auditor’s  office,  and  beyond  these  records  no  inquiry 
whatever  was  made.  Unfortunately,  the  personal  relations  exist- 
ing between  the  Auditor  and  the  Public  Examiner  were  so  un- 
friendly that  there  was  not,  and  could  not  be,  any  co-operation  be- 
tween these  two  officers,  and  hence,  collateral  facts  known  to  the 
Auditor,  and  contained  in  correspondence  explaining  apparent  de- 
linquencies and  which,  in  many  cases,  would  have  relieved  him  from 
blame  and  cause  of  censure,  were  not  obtained  by  the  Public  Ex- 
aminer. Had  they  been  so  obtained,  it  is  believed  by  the  Com- 
mittee that  said  Examiner’s  report  would  have  been  greatly  modi- 
fied. Undoubtedly  the  result  of  the  examinations  made  by  the 
Public  Examiner  has  been  highly  beneficial  to  the  State,  having 
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brought  about  the  adoption  of  better  methods  and  more  careful 
rules  in  the  Auditor’s  office  relating  to  the  management  of  its  great 
public  lands  and  mineral  interests. 

Your  Committee  does  not  impute  dishonesty  to  the  Ex-auditor 
in  the  discharge  of  any  of  his  official  duties.  It  must  be  admitted 
that  in  the  eight  years  of  his  service  as  Auditor  he  rendered  the 
State  many  valuable  services  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  high  praise 
and  commendation.  The  reforms  inaugurated  since  said  examina- 
tion, and  probably  as  a result  thereof,  with  reference  to  the  con- 
servation of  these  interests  by  the  enforcement  of  more  careful 
methods,  are  much  to  be  commended. 

That  Auditor  Iverson  is  carefully,  intelligently  and  ably  ad- 
ministering the  affairs  of  his  office,  there  can  be  no  doubt  The 
Committee  is  well  satisfied  that  all  of  his  official  acts  are  governed 

by  a high  sense  of  official  duty,  and  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  fullest 
public  confidence. 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  recommendations 
of  the  Governor  in  reference  to  a new  Timber  Board,  and  also  for 
strengthening  the  Attorney  General’s  office  by  providing  for  addi- 
tional help,  have  been  fully  met  by  this  Legislature,  and,  further- 
more, that  the  Auditor’s  office  has  been  strengthened  by  providing 
for  it  such  additional  help  as  seemed  necessary  to  give  it  the  amplest 
efficiency.  t
